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Asirolagy ig a cdloatial gcience that treats of the doctrine of 
the gtars, teaching how to judge of their effects^ and secret in- 
fluences, and how to foretell future events, from their differ- 
ent aspects, qualities, and positions. 

The operation of celestial influences npon the earth and its 
inhabitants is a patent fact. The periodical ihtnrn of spring 
and summer, autumn and winter, light and darkness, are effect- 
ed by the influences of the sun, moon and planets, their pro- 
:{:lmity, rapid motion and different combinations with e&qfi 
other and with the fixed stars or signs under which they 
happen to be posited^ 

Of these, the sun and moon are the greatest in power. The 
sun is the fountain of heat, which is the nurse of life, and the 
moon is the fountain of moisture, which tempers the violent 
heat of the sun and modifies all bis operations. Thus the sun 
in the Torrid zone naturally makes men dark. The infiuence 
of the moon is evinced by the ebb and flow of the tides. The 
respiration of human beings is guided and controlled by her 
revolutions, as will be seen from the following passage from the 
Pubonbijoy Shorodoyj—^^^t^^'l I

fl’is 1 »” This is a fact 

which has not yet been brought to the notice of Europeans. 
Mr. Sibly, in his illustration of Astrologj^ gives us many other 
instances of the influence of the jnoqn. He says — ^^those 
unhappy pergons who labor, under a deprivation of sense 
and are afflicted with lunacy, have their fits more violent and 
terrible in proportion* as the moon increases, or diminishes in 
light and motion ; and in all chronic and acute diseases, her 
power and influence are visiblySIhd forcibly felt. Indeed every 
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»^oject of the creation is more or less aftectcd by the moon^s 
energy" j the eyes of cats are ob|erved to swell or fall at tho 
full and- change of the moon ; and even the shell-fish at the 
bottom of the ocean, are known to*feel the weight of her in- 
fluence. Those who sleep in the fields, or in any place exposed to 
file open air, by moon-light, find their heads oppressed with 
water, and their senses inert and heavy ; and butcher’s meat 
hung up, and exposed to the moon-light, will soon putrify. 
The' gardener also brings us abundant testimonies of the in- 
fluence of theVioon upon the vegetable world. If peas are 
sown in tho increase of tho moon, they never cease blooming ; 
and if fruits and herbs are set in the wane, experience shews 
they are neither so rich in flavour, nor so strong and healthy, 
as when planted during her increase ; so vines, because they 
should not spread too fast, are usually pruned in the wane. 
It is also remarkable that a pomegranate will live only as many 
years as tho moon was days old, when it was planted ; and in 
planting shrubs, or the like, if they are to shoot up straight 
and iall/and to take little root, they are set when the moon 
is in an airy sign, and increasing in light ; but contrariwise 
when they are to take deep root, and to strike downwards. And 
thus we may observe (lowers that are under tho moon’s influ- 
ence, only open their blossoms in the night ; whilst those 
which are peculiarly under tlie government of the sun, open 
every morning when ho begins to rise, .and close in tho even- 
ing when ho sinks below the hoh’zoii. These effects and influ- 
ence of the moon, are so common, and so generally known, 
that it wore almost needless to repeat them hero, but for the 
purpose of drawing this conclusion, that as one planet 
has a known and forcible action upon sublunary things, 
it is natural to believe that all tho others are endued, in 
some degree, with a similar force and virtue. Indeed most 
})hysicians know that tho planet Saturn rules all climacterical 
years, as the sun doth criticalSays, and the moon tho crisis of 
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•all aoate diseases ; and that every seven tn year Saturn comes 
to the square or opposition of Vis place in the radix of every 
man’s nativity ; and that after the revolution of the'sun, ha 
becomes the chief ruler oi^ critical days ; and is often ob- 
served, by his configurations with the moon, to sot aside the 
fatal crisis of those desperate disorders, over w^ich the pa- 
tient was not expected to live. From these physical reasons 
we may safely conclude that Saturn is by nature cold and me- 
lancholy, as the sun is hot and cheerful ; and being thus op- 
posite to the sun in quality and effect, so is he in relation to 
signs and mansions of the heavens where he bears rule, and 
therefore inclines always to cold, as the sun does to heat. 
Hence it follows, that when the sun is in Aquarius, which i^^ 
the proper sign of Saturn, and opposite to his own sign Leo, 
the weather inclines more to cold than to heat ; and at every 
conjunction, square, or opposition of Saturn with the two 
great luminaries, we always find the weather cold, moist, and 
dowering, even in the midst of summer, unless the rays of 
IjJiipiter or Mars interpose, in which case those effects are some- 
what less visible.” Thus wo may presume that the influences 
iof the sun, moon, and planets, are established beyond con- 
'tradiction. 

Tho secrets of destiny may be partially elucidated by Geo- 
^lancv, Chiromancy or Palmistry, Ph5^siognomy, and Mo- 
toposoopy, but the full programme of the leading incidents 
of a life can be known only from Astrology. The last named 
science is of five kinds, namely, Genethliacal astrology, Mun- 
dane astrology, Atmospherical astrology; Medical astrology 
and Hwary astrology. By the first, the story of man’s 
whole life, his blessings and crosses, honor and dishonor, pros- 
perity and adversity, sickness and health, and the time of his 
death can be foretold from the figure of the heavens at the time 
of his birth, that is, from the influences and aspects of the par- 
ticular stars and planets under which he is born, and by that 
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means he may be able to support himself with fortitude and > 
resignation in proportion to ^is knowledge of these etenti. 
The zecond is the art of predicting the circumstances of en- 
tire nations, countries or cities, snob as famines, wars, inunda- 
tions, pestilences, and earthquakes, from the position of tho 
heavenly bodies at certain times. The third is the art of prog- 
nosticating changes of the weather, such as rain, wind, cold^ 
heat, dryness and moisture, from the position of the planets at 
the period of the sun and moon being in mutual aspect, which 
is to be calcufated by constructing a figure for the sun’s in- 
gress into the four cardinal signs, namely, Aries, Cancer, Libra 
and Capricorn us. The/owrtA is the art of foretelling the cause, 
H]iatnre, symptoms, and change of diseases, together with tho 
parts of the body affected, the exact time of recovery or of death. 
The last is the sublime art of foreseeing events from the posi- 
tion of the heavenly bodies at the moment when any indivi- 
dual may be non-hypocritically anxious about any important 
matter, the result of any business or any circumstance with 
which be may be connected, and there is no part of judicial 
Astrology so easily and perfectly attainable as this part of 
Astral philosophy, where if proper attention be paid to her 
impulses, she will be found to accomodate herself to every 
emergency. In reality those whose wishes are ardent, whose 
feelings are acute, and whose irritability of frame and conse- 
quent anxiety are decisive, are more subject to its operation <■ 
than others whose sensibility ih excited only by any object or 
event of importance. 

Astrology was first cultivated and brought to some per- 
fection by the Indians. From them the Chaldeans, the Pheni- 
cians, the Babylonians, the Egyptians, and the Arabians de- 
rived their knowledge of the science, and by them it was first I 
introduced to the Romans and other ancient nations ; so that 
the study and practice of foretelling future events by the mo- 
tions and aspects of the planets and heavenly bodies so greatly 
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' prevailed in almost all civilized nations that the kings and 
great men used to keep astrologers in their pay. 

Undoubtedly, India was the cradle of Astrology, -but 
through the shocking cruelties of the Mahomedan conquerors, 
with other valuable and religious books, the works on astro- 
logy were almost all destroyed ; the few that remained were 
withheld from the perusal of mankind, merely for the sake of 
profit. It is to be lamented that the cultivation of this ve- 
nerable science, which in by-gone ages of the world, was 
deemed the chief ornament of society and the distinguishing 
quality of the mind, has become obsolete and out of fashion 
'in this country. One reason why astrology has fallen at present 
into disfavor with many, is that the predictions of pretended 
pro/essors who foretell many things for gain are never fulfilled. 
In order to restore a competent knowledge of this sublime 
Science, I have lately published extracts from various Sanskrit 
Works on Astrology, with their Bengalee translations, contain- 
ing, with other matters, rules and tables for finding the zodia- 
cal longitudes of the planets at any time, the way to calculate 
the longitudes of the cusps of the houses, and the time of the 
/eclipse of the sun and moon, and also the rules and methods of 
Wculaiing the Punchnngo of the Bengalee Almanack for any 
Jf ear past, present, or to come, with tables and examples. But 
though this work contains a mass of valuable information, I 
regret to say that many of my countrymen, who are fond only 
t)f reading English books, dislike to study it. With Hie view 
of publishing this English work on the same subject for them 
and for others, I had to indent from England several works on 
astrology hy the best and most qminent Authors, namely, Sibly, 
Lilly, Ptolemy, Simmonite, Culpepper, Aristotle, Raphael, 
2adkiel, Partridge, Oxley, Doctor Roback, Wilson and others, 
^nd I have quoted from them those prominent parts in this 
Volume that relate to Horary, Mundane, Atmospherical, and 
Medical Astrology ; and other simple methods of foreshowing 
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future events by combinations of dots and points such as Na- 
polian Buonaparte’s Book af h^te and Doctor Eoback's simple 
Geamancy with notes, and to these are added brief extracts 
from Palmistry and Physiognomy, or the art of foretelling the 
characters g,nd fortunes of men by the marks in their hands 
and faces and several other parts of their bodies. For the fate 
of every man is not only written in the heavens at the time 
of his birth, but is also stamped and marked out in the hica 
and hands o£ every man. To the end of this Volume is ad* 
ded an extract from Fallita Jotish showing how to calculate 
the eclipses of the sun and the moon, the process of finding 
out the ascending degree of any sign at any time, with exam- 
ples, notes, and full explanations in the Bengalee language 
and a glossary of Astrological terms. So one of the .chief 
features of the utility of this Volume is that every fairly edu- 
cated person of ordinary capacity may with ease surmount 
apparent difficulties in a very few weeks^ study and convince 
himself of the feasibility of foretelling the result of any im- 
portant question independent of any professional aid. The 
first volume is devoted to the easiest branches of astrology, 
the second volume will contain the most intricafo portion, 
namely, Genethlialogy, or the science of Nativities. It will 
contain also rules and tables for calculating arcs of directions 
and other useful matters.

ON ASTROLOGY. 


An ASTRONOMICAL SURVEY of the CELESTIAL 

WORLD WITH THE PLACES, OrDBR, AND MOTIONS 
OF THE Heavenly Bodies. 


It was formerly a subject of dispute among Philosophers, 

'vliether the earth, or the sun, was the centre of the celestial 
system ; but the latter opinion has been generally received 
since the time of Copernicus, who about the year 1543, pub- 
lished his six books Do Orbium Coelestium Revolutionibus, 
wherein ho proves the sun to bo very near the centre of gra- 
vity of the whole system, and in the common focus of every 
one of the planetary orbits. Next the sun, Mercury performs 
bis revolution around him ; next to Mercury is the orbit of 
Venus ; and Next to Venus, oui; earth, with its attendant or 
secondary the mdbn, perform a joint course, and by their 
revolution measure out the annual period. Next to the earth 
is Mars, the first of the superior planets ; next to him is Jupi- 
ter, aud last of jill Saturn. These and the comets are the con- 
stituent parts of the Copernican or solar system, which is 
iiow received and approved as the only true one, because most 
Jigreeable to the tenor of nature in all her actions 5 for by tha^ 
two motions of the earth, all the phenomena of the hea;vens 
resolved, which, by other hypothesis are inexplicable. 
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without a /Treat number of other motiona contrary to philoso- 
phical reasoning. It is also more rational to suppose that 
the earth moves round the sun, than that the huge bodies of 
the planets, the stupendous body of the sun, and the im- 
mense firmament of stars, should all move round the earth 
every twenty-four hours. The harmony which runs through 
the solar system, wonderfully confirms this hypothesis, viz. 
That the motions of all the planets, both primary and secon- 
dary, are governed and regnlatcd by one and the same law, 
which is, that the squares of the periodical times of the pri- 
mary planets, are to each other as the cubes of their distances 
from the sun ; and likewise the squares of the periodical times 
of the secondaries of any primary, are to each other as the 
cubes of tlieir distances from that primary. Now the moon, 
which, in the Copernicun system, is a secondary of the earth, 
in the other hypothesis is considered as a primary one ; and 
so the rule cannot take place because the periodical time sta- 
ted as that of a primary one, does not agree therewith. Buf 
this single consideration is sufficient to establish the motion of 
the earth for ever ; \nz, if the earth does not move round the 
sun, the sun must move with the moon round the earth. Now 
the distance of the sun, to that of the moon, being as 10,000 
to 46, and the moon^s period being less than twenty-eight 
days, the sun’s period would be found no less than two hun- 
dred and forty-two years ; vjheroas, in fact it is but one year. 
The sun also being the fountain of light and heat, which it 
irradiates through all the system, it must of course bo placed 
in the centre, in onler that the planets may at all times have 
it in an ^uniform and equable manner, for if the earth be 
supposed in the centre, and the sun and planets revolve about 
, it, the planets would then, like the comets, be scorched with 
heat when nearest the sun, and frozen with ' cold in their ap- 
hclia, or greatest distance, which is not to be imagined. But 
if the sun be supposed in the centre of the system, we then 
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have the rational hypothesis of the planets being all moved 
round the sun, by the universal law or power of gravity aris- 
ing from his vast body, and every thing will answer to the 
laws of circular motion and ‘Central forces ; but otherwise 
we are wholly in the dark, and know not how to define these 
operations of nature. Fortunately, however, we are able to 
^rivo not only reasons, but demonstrable proofs, that the sun 
<^oftSi^)ossess tke centre of the system, and that the planets move 
about him i» the order above mentioned. The first is, that 
Mercury and Venus are ever observed to have two conjunc- 
tions with the sun, but no opposition, which could not hap- 
|)(Mi unless the orbits of these planets lay within the orbit of 
the earth. The second is, that Mars, Jupiter, and Saturn, 
have each their conjjinctions and oppositions to the sun alter- 
natf'ly and siiQpcvssivcly, which could not be, miles their orbits 
were exterior to that of the earth. In the third place, the 
greatest elongation or distance of Mercury from the sun, is 
about twenty degrees, and that of Venus forty-seven degrees ; 
which answers exactly to their diMance in this system, but in 
the other, t.liey w^ould bo seen one hundred and eighty de- 
grees from the sun, in opposition to him. Fourthly, in this 
disposition of the planets they will all of them bo sometimes 
nincli nearer to the earth, than at others j the consequence 
of which is, tliat their brightness and .splendor, and also their 
apparent diameters, will ho proportionally greater at one time 
ihan another ; and/his we observe to be true every day. Thus 
the apparent diameter of Venas, when greatest, is near sixty- 
six seconds, but when least, not more than nine and a half ; 
of Mars, when greatest, it is twenty-one seconds, but. when 
least, no more than two seconds and a half ; whereas, by the 
other hypothesis, they ought always to bo equal. The fifth is, 
^hat when the planets are viewed with a good telescope, they 
iq>pear with different phases, or with different parts of their 
bodies enlightened. Thus Venus is sometimes new, then 
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honied, and afterwards dichotoraized, then gibbous, afterwards 
full, and so increases and decreases her light in the same 
manner as the moon, and as this system requires. Tho sixth 
proof is that the planets, all of -them, do sometimes appear 
direct in motion, sometimes retrograde, and at other times 
stationary. Thus Venus, as she passes from her greatest 
elongation westward, to her greatest elongations eastward, 
will appear direct in motion, but retrograde as sb^ passes i»*''m 
the latter to the former ; and when she is in thoce points of 
greatest distance from the sun, she seems for some time 
stationary ; all which is necessary upon tlic Copernican hy- 
pothesis, t)ut cannot happen in any other. The seventh is, 
that the bodies of Mercury and Venus, in th(‘ir lower con- 
junctions with the sun, arc hid behiiid the sun’s body, and in 
the upper conjunctions are seen to })ass over the sun’s body, 
or disk, in form of a black round s})ot, \Nhich is necessary in 
tho Copernican system, but impossible in any other. Tho 
eighth is, that the time in ivhich these conjun(.‘tions, opposi- 
tions, stations, ^nd rctrogradations of tho plamds haj)pen, aiv. 
not such as they would be if the earth w(‘Te at rest in its or])it, 
but precisely such as would happen w<m*c tlic earth to move 
round the sun, and all the other planets in the periods assign- 
ed thenr ; and therefore this, and no other, ca^ be tho tnio 
system of tho world. 

But the better to determipe the places of tho celestial bo- 
dies, and to understand the constitution of the heavens inorfi 
clearly, astronomers have conceiviMl or described several cir- 
cles, called the circles of the sphere, by which tho celestial 
world is divided and measured out. Some of thovse are calloil

great circles, as the equinoctial, ecliptic, meridian, Ac. and 
other small circles, as the tropics, parallels, Ac. The equinoc- 
tial line, is a circle which wo imagine to invest the whole 
world, and is so called, because Whenever the sun, in bis pr^^' 
gress through the ecliptic, comes to this circle, it makes

(Jays and nights all round tho globe, as he then rises duo 
oast, and sets due west, which he never does at any o ther 
time of tho year. This equinoctial line is conceived to be 
three hundred and sixty degrees in its whole circumference ; 
and each of these degrees are dividend into sixty minutes, or 
sixty equal parts of a degree, and these again into as many se- 
conds. The meridian is another great circle, consisting also 
jlV^vce hundred and sixty degrees extending from one po- 
lar point to the other, and twice cutting the equinoctial line, 
compassing the whole world from north to south, as the equi- 
noctial does from east to west, and terminates at the same 
point where it began. The (equinoctial line is fixed and immu- 
table, and is of necessity ill ways conceived to be in one and 
Ihc same place ; but the meridian is mutable, and may circle 
tlioworlij in any or in all degrees of the equator, as we may 
have occasion to conc(‘ive or imagine ; it must, however, uni- 
ibrrnly divide the sphere into two equal parts, which are called 
hcmis|)h(’rcs. Tlio [)olar points are those two points in the 
iinmense ball of the world, which are equidistant from the 
(^(]uiiioctial line, the one in the utmost northern, and the other 
in tho utmost southern point. The three hundred and sixty 
(logrccs of tho equinoctial line are called the longitude of tho 
world, because they are in order as the sun and stars move in 
their circuits through the spacious heavens in their respective 
orbs. But the three hundred and sixty degrees of the mcri. 
(iian are cjilled the latitude of the world, bectiuse they mete 
out that distance wherein the sun and all the stiirs, in a oer- 
tain breadth one from another, move in their circuits from 
east to west. 

Now the sun, in his annual progress from west to east, 
do(is not keep the equinoctial line, but declines from it at one 
pari of the-' year to Ihc north, and at another part of the year 
to the south ; and tho planets also observe the same order in 
their progress, except that- the sun always keeps the same 
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constant track, whereas the planets often vary in their declir 
nations from the equinootial line. Hence another great circle 
is conceived in the heavens, called the Zodiac, which is like- 
wise divided, as all the great circles are, into throe hundred 
and sixty degrees ; but this circle being as it were the high 
road of the planets, and comprehending so much of the hea- 
vens as the sun and planets swerve in their declinations, is 
conceived to bo twenty degrees broad ; and it is confin®<.l .to' 
this space, because none of the planets ever reach beyond ten 
degrees north, or ten degrees south, from the equinoctial line ; 
and the sun’s path or track in the Zodiac, is willed the eclip- 
tic line, because the eclipses only happen when the moon is 
also in this line. 

The Zodiac is also divided into twelve equal parts, called 
the twelve Signs, or houses of heaven ; and these Ijeginning 
where the sun enters the equinoctial to the northward, the first 
sign is named Aries, and the rest in order are called Taurus, 
Gemini, Cancer, Loo, Virgo, Libra, Scorj>io, Sagittarius, 
Capricornus, Aquaries, and Pisces. These signs consist of thir- 
ty degrees each ; and being all of them divided info four equal 
parts, determine the four seasons of the year. Now when the 
sun enters into the sign called Cancer, he is in his greatest 
north declination, and at that time is distant from the equui- 
noctial lino twenty-three degrees to the north j which occa- 
sions another circle to be described, called the tropic of Cancer, 
the centre of which being the north pole, it comprehends as 
much of the extremity of the roiind world as falls under twen- 
ty-three degrees and a half from the equator to the northward. 
And when the sun enters the sign Capricornus, he is in his 
utmost south declination, and* occasions another circle to be 
described, called the tropic of Capricorn, as many degrees 
from the equator to the south, as the other tropic is to the 
north. At the distance of forty-five degrees from each of these 
tropics, two other circles are imagined, called the arctick, 
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and antarctick circles, which being but little more than twen- 
ty-degrees distant from eachpofe, do likewise’ encircle some 
small portion of the extremities of the world. The inferior 
circle, called parallels, run from oast to west, and serve to di- 
vide the heavens into several spaces between the greater circles. 

Ancient tradition has handed down to us the origin of that 
important circle called the zodiac, with the reason why it is so 
nam^d, and the ingenious method which the first men made use 
of to know exactly the line which the sun describes under the 
heavens in the perpetual changings of its place, and to divide 
the year into equal portions. This tradition is found in two 
ancient authors, the one Roman, the other Greek, The first 
attributes it to the Egyptians ; tho other, to the first inhabi- 
tant§*of Chaldea. They every day saw the sun and the wdiolo 
heavens turning and passing from cast to west. In the mean 
time tlicy observed that the sun, by a motion peculiar to it, 
from day to day re(30(led from some certain stars, and took its 
place under others, always advancing towards the east. 
Whilst the moon was m iking tw’elvo times that revolution, 
the sun made it only once ;but she began the thirteenth again, 
before the sun had as yet com]>loatcd its own. The habit of 
dividing the year into pretty near twelve lunations^ made 
them wish that they had twelve divisions of a year perfectly 
equal, or twelve months which might be exiictly equivalent 
to the year itself, and which might, as it were, bo pointed at 
with one’s finger in the heavens, by shewing some certain 
stars under which the sun passes during every one of these 
nionths. Here is then tho method in which they divided tho 
course of the sun in twelve equal portions or collections ot 
stars, which are called attcrisms or constellations. Our astro- 
nomers took a couple of brass open vessels, the one pierced at 
the bottom, and the other without any orifice below. Having 
stopped the hole of the first, they filled it with water, and 
pjacod it 80 as that the water might run out into the other ves- 
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sol, tlio momont the cock sliouM bo opened. This done, tlioy 
observed in that part of the heaven, where the sun has its an- 
nual course, the rising of a star, remarkable either for its mag- 
nitude or brightness ; and at the critical instant it appeared 
on the horizon, they began to let the water flow out of the up- 
per vessel into the other during the rest of the night, and the 
whole following day, to the very moment when the same star 
being come to the cast again, began to appear anew on the LvJ=' 
rizon, Thp instant it was again seen, they took away the 
under vessel, and threw the water that remained iit the other 
on the ground. The observers were thus sure of having one 
revolution ol‘the whole heaven, between the first rising of the 
star, and its return. The water, which had flowed during that 
time, might then afford them a means of measuring the dura- 
tion of one whole revolution of the heaven, and of dividing 
that duration into several equal portions ; since, hy dividing 
that water itself into twelve equal parts, they were sure of 
having the revolution of a twelfth part of the heaven during 
the efflux of a twelfth part of the water ; they then divided 
the water of the under vessel into twelve parts perfectly equal, 
and prepared two other small vessels capable of containing 
exactly, one of those portions, and no more. They again pour- 
ed into the great upper vessel the twelve parts of water all at 
once, keeping the vessels shut. Then they placed under thft 
cock, still shut, one of the twp small vessels, and another near 
it to succeed the first, as soon as it should be full. 

All those preparations being ready, . they, the next night, 
obesrved that part of the heaven towards which they had for 
a long while remarked tluit the sun, the moon, and the pla- 
nets, took their courses, and staid fqr the rising of the cons- 
tellation, which is since called Arios. The Greeks, perhaps* 
gave that name to some stars different from those which went 
by it before the flood ; but this enquiry is not necessary at 
present The instant Aries appeard, and they saw the 
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^tar of it ascending, they let the water run into the little 
measure. As soon as it was lull, tfiey removed it, and threw 
tlje water out. In the mean time they put the other empty 
measure under the fall. They observed exa(*tly, and so as to 
veinember very well, all the stars that rose duriqg all the 
{XM’iods which the measure took in tilling ; and that ])art of 
ihe heaven was terminated in their observations by the star 
whicfi appeared the last on the h«*izon. the moment the rnca.- 
snre was just full ; so that, by giving the two li.Hle vessels 
tlie time necessary to be alternately filled to the brim three 
times each dunng the night, they had by that moans, one half 
of the course of (he sun in the heaven, that is, one half of tho 
lieavt'ii itself ; and that half again, ‘ was divided into six equal 
port Lmiis, of which they might shew and distinguish thebe- 
gining, the middle, and the end, by stars, which, from their 
size, number, cm order, were rendered distinguisliable. As to 
the other half of the heaveji, and the six other ccmstclJations 
which tho sun runs over therein, they wore forced to defer 
tlie ol)S('rvatioii of them to another season. They waited till 
the sun being placed in the middle of the no^^■ known and ob- 
served constellations, should leave them at liberty to see th(i 
other during the night. 

Doubtless, some precautions were necessary, not to mis- 
t:ikc as to the fall of the water, which must flow more slowly, 
in proportion as its* mass is less high. lloWevm’, after having 
i‘y this, or some such means, made thomselves sure of ihe 
great annual course, which the; sun faithfully follows in the 
heavens, and of tho equality of the spaces filled by the twelve 
collections of stars that limit th»t course, the observers thought 
of giving them names. They in general called them the sta- 
fions or tho houses of tho sun, and assigiual three of them to 
oaeh season. They then gave each constellation a peculiar 
oame, whose property did not only consiv'it in making it 
^nown again to all nations, but in declaring, at tho same time, 
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tlic vircunistanco of tli(‘ ( wliioh \viis of (.'oncorn to niaii- 

kii)d wlicii tlio sun should arnvo at that consiellation. 

By a piirii’uhir ciinM)f providence, the dajiis of the tloek 
coiiinionly hai)pon to he pregnant about the end of autumn. 
They bring forth during the winter, and in the beginning of 
tlie spring. Whence it happens that the young ones arc kept 
warm under the mother during the cold, and afterwards, easi- 
ly thrive and grow active jt. the return of the lieai. 'fhe 
lambs come* the first, the ealv(‘s follow tlnnn, and th(‘ kids fall 
the last. By this means tin* lambs, grown vigorous ami 
strong, may follow the ram to the iields, as the hue days come 
on. Soon after the calves, and at last the kids venture abroad, 
and, by iiuTeasIng the tloek, begin to angmoni tlie n'venues 
of their master. ^ 

Our ancient ohscrvm's, seeing that there were, during th*' 
spring, no pruduetions more useful than lanihs, ealv(‘s, and 
kids, gave the constellations, uiiJcr which the sufi passes du- 
ring that season, the names of the three animals which enrioli 
mankind most. The first was named Aries, the second Tau- 
rus, the tliird the two kids, ( Gemini ) the better to (diaractc- 
rize the fecundity of goats, which more commonly bring forth 
two young ones than one, and an abundance of milk more 
than sufficient to nourish them. 

The bulk of mankind had already very often remarked, 
that three was a point to which the sun raised it.self in it^ 
coming towards them, but which it never exceeded ; and tbii 
it afterwards sunk daily, in receding from them for six months 
togetlier ; till it arrived at another point a great way under 
the first, but below which it tnever descended. This retreat ^ 
of the sun, made very slowly, and always backward, gave iln‘ 
observers the occasion of distinguishing the stars, which iok 
low the two kids, or Gemini, by the name of the animal that 
walks backward, viz. th(‘ crab. When the sun passes under 
the next constellation, makes our climate feel sultry beats, but 
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f hicfty the c.liiniitos wlioro men were at that timc^ all jT:ithei(‘fI 
to^^ctlier. Wlien poets attribute to that constellation the 
fierceness and ctlging of the lion, of which it bears the name, 
it is very easy to guess at w'hat might determine that choice, 
from the beginning. Soon after, the housing of the hay and 
llie corn is entirely over throughout the cast, there remain on 
the groumi only a few cars scattered here ^lul there, whieli 
'.Vy^caused to he gh^aned by the least necessary bands ; this 
work is left to the youngest girls. TTow tlnm coulil they r(‘- 
]M-osent the constellation under wliich the sun sees no longer 
;inv crops on the ground, better than bv the namt? and figure 
of' a young maid a-gleaning ? llio wings you si‘c her have in 
the splieres are ornaments added of later date, after the intro- 
duction of labl(‘s. The virgin; wliich follow's the lion, is cer- 
tainly no* other than a gleaning girl, or, if you w ill, a rea[H*r ; 
and lost w'o should mistake her functions, sho besides basin 
her Iiaiid a (duster of oars ; a very natural proof of the origin 
lier<‘ attributed to her. 

The pertect cqiijility of days and nights, wbiidi happens 
uhon tlif^ sun (piifs the sign Virgo^ caiiscnl astronomers to gi\e 
flit? next sign the name of Lil)ra, tliat is, of a balance. The 
frequent diseas<!S which flu* sun leaves behind luni, or causes 
h\ his retiring, procured the ne\l sign tlie name of Scorpio ; 
i»e('au,'i(' it Is mistdiii'vous, and drags after it sfiiig and venom. 
Towards the end of antuinn, the fall of the hxif exposes wild 
iieasis, l(‘aving thoin kxss coviuing : vintag(‘ and harvest are 
i^vor ; the fields are fna* ; and it is of ill conse<|uonoe to sutler 
dir ])ropagation of beasts at th(’ approach of winter. Kvery 
dung then invites us to hunt, and the sign, in wdiich the sun 
nt that, time, has from Ihtmce obtained the name of 8agitlJi- 
; that is, the andier or liiiutsinan. What is the proper 
'"d distiivtive character of the. wdld g(»at, or Cajudewn, of 
"liirli ill,. sign of wdni^'r has the name? It is to look 

loofi, getting from th(‘ foot of the mountains to the 
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hiohest suiiiinit, and alvvjiys climbing from rook io rock. The 
name of Capricorn was then fit to inform men of the time 
Avhen the sun, having reached the lowest verge of its course, 
was ready to begin to ascend again towards the highest, and 
to continue to do so for six months together. This is quite 
the reverse of the crab ( Cancer ) ; and the happy concurrence 
of the op])osit(‘ «haracterl^of these two animals, is a proof of 
\\hat direc^ted the first observers in the imposition of allMiri^ 
naiTK's. Aquaries and Pisces, ^^itho^t any difficulty, mark (Jut 
the rainy season, and the time of the year when fishes, fat- 
ter and nicer than in any othar time, bring on again the ])ro- 
fit and pleasure of fishing. It may bo remark(M], that of tho 
twelve constellations, there are ten, the names of which aiv* 
borrowed from several animals ; which caused astronqmers 
to give the annual circle, which they compose, the iiaua^ 
of Zodiack. It is as much as if you would say, thr eitr/i* of 
animal, s. . 

By this very plain industry, men ac«|uired a new metlio'l 
of measuring tim(‘, and of regulating all their works. Thov 
aln'ady kmnv, without any trouble or care, how to n'gulate llif' 
order of tlieir feasts and common business, by inspection oiil> 
of the phases of the moon. From the knowledge of the z<> 
diack, they obtained an exacd knowledge of tbe year : llir 
constellations became to them so many very significant sign', 
which, both by their names and respxictivf? situations, inform- 
ed them of the order of their harvests, and of the cantiou'^ 
they were to take, in order .to bring them aliont, openly aiul 
daily shewing them, how long they were to stay for them ; 
tho people were neither ol)ligc‘d to (mst np the days, or niar^' 
out tho order of times to regulate tht'msclves. Twelve word^ 
applied to twelve different parts of the heaven, which evvry 
night revolved before their eyes, vvere to them a part of 
ledg(‘ riokss ronveiiient and advantageous, than oa.sy to be in- 
quired. \\'heu men, after the netting of the sun saw the ^ai' 
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of the sign Arios ascend the opposite horizon, and distant 
tVoiTi the sun by one half of the heaven, they then knew that 
the sun was under the sign Libra, which, being the seventh of 
tlio celestial signs, was distant from the first by one whole 
half of the zodiac. — When at the approach of day they saw 
ill the middle of the heaven, and at on equal distance from 
oust and west, the finest star of the sign Leo, they easily 
iwJesstood that the sun, tlaui ready to rise was at Ihe distance 
()j‘ three sigiA from Leo, and removed towards the east one 
(jiiarter part of its circle. Thus, without seeing the stars 
which the sun drowned by its brightness as he came under 
thoin they said with a perfect assurance, that* the sun is now 
ill Scorpio ; two months hence we shall have the shortest day. 
Tho^ could, on sight of a single constellation, placed in the 
ciistcrn, or middle, or western part of the heaven, immediately 
^ay wlicre the sun was, how far the year was advanced, and 
wliiit kind.of work it was fit thc'y should busy themselves 
about. After this manner shepherds and farmers still regulate 
ilioir works ; and if we at present are now ignorant of the 
stars, if wc arc not ai)Ie to determine the distance between one 
(on^tellaiion shewn us, and the actual place of the sun, it is 
because wo can road and write. Tlic first men perused the 
111 aveiis for want of writing ; and it is on account of the coii- 
M'iii(‘ncv of writing, that the generality of men now dispense 
\wlli looking among the stars, for the knowledge of the^ oper- 
ations and order of the year. But writing itseh, that so use- 
ful invention, is one of the produces of astronomy ; and it 
lu.ay b(‘ easily shewn also, that the names, given to the twelve 
celestial signs, gave birth to the invenition both of painting 
and writing. The history of the heavens still promises further 
novelty, and it will continue to inform us oi the helps, lor 
m\ are indebted to the study of nature. 

Now luorely to know and to understand these divisions ot 
ilie heavens, is nothing more ihun Speculative Astrology, 
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ooinmonly called Astronomy ^ but to attain to the knowledge 
of Astrology in general, wc must bo conversant in the affec- 
tions and qualif ies of the heavenly matter, and of the planets and 
fixed stars. It is generally imagined that the fixed stars are 
fastened in the eighth orb of the celestial heaven, and only 
move as that orb doth, and uniformly together, about one mi- 
nute’s space in a whole year ; but reason has not absolutely 
determined this point, so as to leave it quite satisfactory, <^*>1 
incontrovertible. The fixed stars are obscr\’cd to differ from the 
planets by Iheir twinkling or sparkling ; whence philosopla'rs 
have conceived them to shine with their own inmite light, th(' 
same as the sun does. The number of stars discoverable, ia 
either hemisphere, is not above a thousand. This at first ma\ 
appear incredible, beacuse they seem to be without number ; 
but the deception arises from our looking confusedly u])on 
them, without reducing them into any order.* If w(‘ but look 
stodfastly upon a pretty large portion of the sky, and count 
the stars in it, we shall be sur|)rised to find them so few ; ami 
if we consider how seldom the moon meets witli any stars in 
her way, although there are as many about her path as in 
other parks of the heavens, wo may soon be convinced tlint 
the stars are much thinner sown than peo])le are awam of. 
The Birtish catalogue, which, bedsides tlie stars visible to tin* 
naked eye, includes a great number which cannot be seen willi- 
out the assistance of a telescope, contains no more than thicr 
thousand in both hemispheres. From what we know of Hi' 
immense distances of the fixed stars, the nearest may be com- 
puted at 32,000,000,000,000, of miles from the eartli, 
is further than a cannon-ball would fly in seven million 
years. TliCvSe stars, on aceWnt of their apparently varioi^ 
magnitudes, are distributed into several classes or orderf: : 
those which appear largest are called stars of the first wfovit'

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tude ; the next to them in size and lu^stre, stars of the second 
ninmitude ; tind so on to the siceth^ which consist of the smal- 
l<‘st that can be seen by the naked eye. This distribution 
having been made long before the invention of. telescopes, the 
>t:irs which cannot be seen without the help of these instru- 
incuits, are distinguished by the name of telescopic &tars. 

For the same reason that the stars within the belt or circle ' 
oniie^zodiack, were divided into constellations ; so have been 
I hose on either side of it ; viz. to distinguish them from one 
another, so that any particular star may be readily found in 
tli(‘ hojivens, by the help of a celestial globe, upon which the 
( onstfdlations are so delineated as to put the most remarkable 
slurs into such parts of the figures which represent them, as 
are n^)st easily distinguished ; and those stars which could 
not be brought into any part of these figures, are called ww- 
jurwed stars. The number of the ancient constellations is 
IbHy-eight ; viz. upon the zodiac are twelve ; upon all that 
rogion of the heavens on the north-side of the zodiac, are 
hventy-one ; and upon the south-side are fifteen more, mak- 
ing in the whole forty-eight constellations. But the more 
modern philosophers and astrologians having added a number 
of oi Ivors, I shall sot the whole down in their proper order.

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but the constellations which form the twelve signs of the 
zodiac, hjive obviously the most powerful and most 

iminodiate operation upon man ; and the reason is, bccaus<^ 
they tbrm the pathway of the sun, moon, and planets, in all 
their porigrinations, and hereby receive from them a more 
forcible power and energy. And as these form a considerabh* 
part of the science of astrology, we shall consider tliem under 
all their various qualities and affections, both with res[)ect to 
their operations upon man’s body, and upon the .four seasons 
of the year. These signs are.

Taurus, Leo, Scorpio, Acpiaries, f 

Gemini, Virgo, 8agittary, Pisces, 

They are placed in this order, and divided into four 
parts, answering to the four quarters of the year, because tin- 
equator* cuts and divides the circle of th(^ zodiac at the point 
beginning with Aries, and at the opposite point of Lil>ra, di- 
viding the whole into two equal parts, consisting of six nor- 
thern, and six southern signs. But the reason wliy the sinf- 
course begins and is reckoned from Aries, is, as tradition in- 
forms us, because the sun, when first brought into exist- ' 
was placed in this sign. And this is not an unn'asonabb^ con- 
jecture, since the spring quarter begins when the sun 
Aries, and brings Avith it increase and length of days, and all 
nature b(^gins to multij)ly and flourish, and, as it wer<^, to i. '

The stars in tho shoulders of Aquarius operate like Saturn

those in the stream of water have power similar to tliat of Sa< 
turn, and, moderately, to that of Jupiter.

Those stars in pisces, \vhich arc in the head of the sou- 
them fish, have ilio same influence as Mercury, and, in some 
degree, as Saturn : those in the body arc like Jupiter and 
]\lercury : those in the tail and in the southern line are lik^‘ 
Saturn, afid, moderately, like Mercury. In the north(‘rn fish, 
those on its body and hack-bone resemble Jupiter, and .'ibo 
Venus ill some tlegreo : those in the northern line are liko 
Saturn and Jupiter ; and the bright star in the knot acts like 
Mars, and moderately like IMt^rcury. 

The Annual ^^cosons. 

The year comprises four seasons ; spring, summer, nu- 
tumii, and winter : of these, tlie spring partakes chioHy of 
moisture, for on the dissipation of cold and recomiiKmcenienf 
of warmth, an expansion of the tiuid.s takes place : tho sum- 
lucr is priiuMpally hot, ov>iiig to the Sun’s nearest approach U 
the zenith : tlu‘ autumn is principally dry, Ix'ciiuse tho rece nt ' 
beat has absorbed the moisture : and the winter is chiefly coW 
the Sun being tlien at his farthest distance from the zenith* 
The beginning of the whole zodiacal circle, ( which in it> na- 
ture as a circle cun have no other beginning, nor end, cai>:d>k‘ 
of being detcrmiiKMl, ) is therefore assumed to bo the sign ot 
Aries, which commences at the vernal equinox : since the 
moisture of spring forms a j primary beginning in the zo- 
<liac, analogous to the beginning of all animal life : which 
111 its flrst age of existence, abounds principally in moisture * 
the spring too, like the firet age of animal life, is soft au'l 
tender ; it is therefore suitably placed as tho opening 
the year, and is followed by the Other seasons in api^oprial^. 
succession. The summer conies second, and in its vigour undl 
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agrees with the second ajnrc of animals ; the prime of 
and the period most abomidino; in heat. A"ain, the a^e 
when the prime of life has passed away, and in which decay 
piv'pares to advance, is chiefly abundant in dryness, and cor- 
r(>sj)onds to the autumn. And the final period of old a^e, has- 
fi'iiin" to dissolution, is principally cold, like the winter. 

— In tlie ecliptic, which, as a circle, has in fact no actual 
or (Icfinitc beginning the two equinoctial and the two tropical 
|)()inls, !nark(¥l by the equator and the tropical circles, aro 
ronsonably assumed as beginnings. And to obviate any 
doubt as to which of these four points should preferably he 
considered as the priinar}'' beginning, ( since in the regular 
;iin|»le motion of a cirele no part of it has any apparent pre- 
•('deiice, ) the np[)ro|>riatc quality naturally belonging to each 
)!' lln'sb four points lins b(‘cn taken into consideration by the 
ivriiers on this subject. And the point of the vernal equinox 
luis l)(’('n eonsecpiontly designated by them as the beginning 
of tlif^ year ; because, from tliat time tlie duration of tlie day 
loifiiis tt) exceed tliat of the night, and bee^inse the season 
then produce*! partakes highly of moisture, which is always a 
jin'ilominant (piulity in all incipient generation and growth. 
Aft«'r tlie vernal equinox conies the summer solstice ; when 
tlu'day albiins its greatest length, and in Alilgypt, at llie same 
p'ii<)<I, ili(‘ rise of th**- Nile takes place and the Dog Star a])- 
pears. Tlum follows the autumnal eciuinox, when all fruits 
gailuned in, and the sowing of seeds recommences anew 
comes tlie winter solstice, when the day proceeds from 
*dssliort(\st duration towards its increase. 

— Tlui following observation, however, deserves attention, 
''nd nmst not he omitted. 

The beginnings of the signs, and likewise those of the 
<'nns, arc to be taken from tlio equinoctial and iropic^il points 
rule is not only clearly stated by writers on the subject, 
in ixho especially evident by the demonstration coustant y 
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afforded, that their natures, influences, and faniiliarities"’ have 
no other origin than from the tropica and equinoxes, as ha.^ 
been already plainly shewn, and if other beginnings were 
allowed, it would either be necessary to exclude the natures of’ 
the signs from the theory of prognostication, or impossible to 
avoid error in then retaining and making use of them ; as the 
regularity of their spaces and distances, upon which their 
influence depends, would tlien bo invaded and broken in upon. 

The Injhience of the Four Amjlesn 

The angles are the four cardinal points of the horizon, 
whence are derived the general names of the winds. With 
respect to their qualities, it is to bo observed that the eastern 
point, or angle of the ascendant, is chiefly dry in its nature ; 
because, on the Sun’s arrival therein, the damps occasioned 
by the night begin to be dried up : and all winds biowin^; 
from that quarter, under the common name of east winds, 
are arid and free from moisture. 

Thg southern point, or angle of the mid-heaven, is tli^‘ 
most hot ; because the Sun’s meridian position, which f)ro- 
duces greater warmth and heat declines (in this part of the 
earth,) towards the south. The winds, therfore, which 
blow from that quarter, and are commonly called south I 
winds, are hot and rarefying. 

The western point, or occidental angh^, is moist ; because, 
when the ^un is there, the moisture, which had been over- 
powered during the day, recommences its opc^ration ; and 
the winds proceeeding from thence, and commonly calh'd I 
w(jst winds, arc light and damp. 

The northern point, or angle of the lower heaven, it^ 
most cold ; for the Sun’s meridian position in this part of 
the earth is far removed from it in declination ; and 
winds thence preceding, under the common name of 
winds, are cold and frosty. 

It will; of course, be seen that a thorough acquainls^^*^®! 
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with the foregoing matters is essential in order fo acquire 
the faculty of distinguishing temperaments in every shape 
and variation : since it is sufficiently obvious that the effec- 
iivo influence of the stars must be greatly diversified by 
the constitutions of the seasons, as well as those of the ages 
of life, and of the angles; and also that the * stars have a 
much stronger influence on any constitution, when there 
may njot be in it any tendency contrary to their own, as 
the whole influence is then entire and nnaH9yed. For 
example, stars effecting heat operate more vigorously in 
constitutions of heat ; and those effecting moisture in 
constitutions of moisture. On the other hand, should 
a tendency, contrary to their own, exist in any consti- 
tution, the stars accordingly become less efficacious ; in 
consequence of being attempered and mixed with that con- 
trary tendency ; and this happens, for instance, when stars 
cfl'ecting heat are attempered by constitutions of cold, or 
stars producing moisture by constitutions of dryness. The 
influence of every star is thus modified hy the proportionate 
admixture presented by constitutions of a nature different 
from its own. 

Ill succession to the previous instructions, the following 
description of the natural and peculiar properties of tho 
si;;ns of the zodiac is annexed : the general temperaments 
of the signs are analogous to those of the seasons, which 
arc respectively estifblished under each sign, but they have, 
also, certain peculiar energies, arising from their femiliarity 
''itli tho Sun, the moon, and tho stars, which shall be here- 
after specified ; — and the simple and unmixed influences 
twisting in the signs, as considered only in themselves and 
'wtb regard to each other, will be first stated. 

Tropical^ Equinoctial^ Fixedj and Bicorporeal Signs, 

Among the twelve signs, some are termed tropical, others 
*^^Tdiioctial, others fixed, and others bicorporeal. 
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The tropical signs are two : viz. the first thirty degrees 
after the summer solstice, which compose the sign of Can- 
cer 5 and the first thirty degrees after the winter solstice, 
composing the sign of Capricorn. These are called tropical j 
because the Sun, after he has arrived at their first points, 
seems to ' and te change his course towards a contrary 
latitude j causing summer by the turn he makes in Cancer, 
and winter by that which he makes in Capricorn. 

There are also two equinoctial signs ; Aries^ the first af- 
ter the vernal equinox ; and Libra, the first after the autumnal 
equinox : they are so called, because the Sun, when in the 
first point of either, makes the day and night equal. 

Of the remaining eight signs, four are fixed, and four 
bicorporeal. Those signs, which severally follow immediate- 
ly after the two tropical and the two equinoctial sign’s, are 
termed fixed, because, during the Sun’s proscnco in thoni, 
the cold, heat, moisture or dryness, of the season, which 
commenced on his arrival in the preceding tropical or equi- 
noctial sign, is then more firmly established ; — not, however, 
that the temperament of the season has in itself actually in- 
creased in vigour, but, having continued for some time in 
operation, it then renders all things more strongly affected 
by its influence. 

The bicorporeal signs severally follow the fixed signs ; 
and, being thus intermediately placed between the fixed and 
the tropical signs, they participate in the constitutional pro- 
pertios of both, from their first to their last degrees. 

Masculine and Feminine Signs, 

Again, among the twelve signs, six are called masculine 
and diurnal, and six feminine and nocturnal. They n*’® 
arranged in alternate order, one after the other, as the day 
followed by the night, and as the male is coupled with the 
female. 
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The common cement, it has boon already said, belong to 
Aries, ; since the moisture of the spring forms an introduc- 
lieii for the other seasons. And, as the male sox governs, 
and the active principle takes precedence of the passive, the 
signs of Aries and Libra are consequently considered to bo 
masculine and diurnal. These signs describe the equinoctial 
circle, and from them proceed the principal variation, and 
most ppwerful agitation, of all things. The signs immedi- 
ately following them are feminine and noctnrnal^ ; and tlio 
r(‘si are consecutively arranged as masculine and feminine, 
by al(<,‘rnate order. 

Masculine or feminine qualities are, however, by some 
jicrsons, attributed to the signs by moans of a different ar- 
ranginoiit, and by making the sign asccmdmg ( which is also 
call('d*the horoscope ) the first of the masculine signs. They 
also consider the first tropical sign to be that in which tho 
Moon is posited, because she undergoes more frequent and 
rapid changes and variations than any other heavenly body ; 
and it is by a similar mode of reasoning that they establish 
tlie horoscope as the first masculine sign, on account af its 
being more immediately under the Sun. Again, certain of 
these persons likewise allow the alternate arrangement of tho 
pigns, while there are, again, others wLo do not admit it ; 
blit, instead thereof, divide the whole zodiac into quad- 
rants, and denominate those between the ascendant and tho 
inid— heaven, and •between tho western angle and the lower 
lieaveu, oriental and masculine ; and the other two quadrants, 
^(icidental and feminine. 

There have also been other additional appellations bestmv- 

on the signs, in consequence of their apparent formations 
find figures : — they havq been called quadrupedal, terrestrial, 
‘in[)erial, fruitful, and have received various other distin- 
f^uishing epithets of the same sort ; — ^but these distinctions 
too unimportant tb bo even enumerated here, since 
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their origin is obvious, and since, should they ever bo 
thought sei-viceablo towards the inference of future effects, 
they may be easily applied without the aid of further instruc- 
tion. . 

Sipis commanding and obeying. 

Any two signs configurated with each other at an equal 
distance from the same, or from either equinoctial point, are 
termed commanding and obeying, because the ascensional 
and desccnsional times of the one are equal to 'those of tho 
other, and both describe equal parallels, 

The signs in the summer semicircle are commanding ; 
those in the winter semicircle, obeying : for, when the Sun 
is present in the former, he makes the day longer than the 
night ; and, when- in the latter, he produces the contrary 
effect. 

Signs beholding each oiher^ and of equal Power. 

Any two signs, equally distant from either tropical sign, 
are equal to each other in power ; because the Sun, when 
present in one, makes day and night, and the divisions of 
time, respectively equal in duration to those which he pro- 
duces when present in tho other. Such signs are also said 
to behold each other, as well for the foregoing reasons, a? 
because each of them rises from one and the same part of 
the horizon, and sets in one and the same part. 

Signs inconjiinct. 

All signs, betwen which there dose not exist any huni* 
liarity in any of the modes above specified, afe inconjunct 
and separated, 

For instance, all signs are inconjunct which are neither 
commanding nor obeying, and not beholding each other 
nor of equal power, as well as all signs which contain hf- 
tw'een them the space of one sign only, or the space of hvt’ 
signs, and which do not at all share in any of the four 
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scribed configurations : viz. the opposition, the trine, the 
qiiartile, and the sextile. All parts which are distant from 
each other in the space of one sign .only are considered in- 
conjunct, because they are averh^d, as it were, from each 
olher ; and because, although the said space between them 
may extend into two signs, the whole only containa an angle 
equal to that of one sign : all parts distant from each other 
in the space of five signs arc also considered inconjunct, 
Ijccause they divide the whole circle into unequal parts ; 
whereas the spaces contained in the configurat?ons above- 
nipiitioned, viz. the opposition, trine, qiiartile, and soxtilc, 
produce aliquot divisions.

vided into three hundred and sixty degrees, every degree 
is subdiviod into sixty other divisions, called minutes, and 
every minute into sixty seconds, thirds, fourths, and far- 
ther, if necessary.

Tho^ra^ six signs are called noriheim, because they decline 
from the equator towards the north pole ; and the latter six

south pole. This /.odiac cuts the equater in two opposite 
points, that is, in tho beginning of Arm and Lihraj which 
are therefore called the equinoctial points. 

The twelve signs of the zo<liac are further divided into 
four trigons or tripliciiieSy thus. 

Aries, Leo and Sagitarius are the fiery Trigon. (1) 

O-emini, Libra and Aquarius are the airy Trigon. (2) 

Taurus, Virgo and Capricornus ... are the earthy Trigon. (3) 
Cancer, Scorpio and Pisces ... ... arc the watery Trigon.(l) 

Fiery signs, are in nature hot and dry ; airi/y hot and 
moist : earthyy'cold and dry ; and the wateryy cold and moist.

Arles, Cancer, Libra & Capricornus ... are moveable signs. (T)) 
Taurus, Loo, Scorpio & Aquarius ... are fixed signs, (fi)

Taurus and Capricomus are bestial signs. (3) 

Leo and Sagittarius are feral signs. (4) 

Aries, Taurus, Leo and Capricomus, are quadrupedian, or 
four-footei signs.(5)

Some signs are controvertible in their nature, accordin^i 
to their accidental situation in the Heavens, as Gemini and 
Leo in the east are hot and dry, Taurus and Virgo hoti^li, 
Sagittarius cold and moist, Capricomus cold and dry. In tlie 
west Gemini, Virgo and Capricomus are cold and moit't, 
Taurus cold, Sagittarius hot and dry. These qualities are ab- 
solutely necessary to be observed in judging of the weather. 

When the moon, or lord of the ascendant, is posited, at 
a nativity, in any of the signs wo term hot, the native vill 
be manly and vigorous, and choler will abound in him ; but 


TO'ltf-t I 
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if in any of those signs we term cold, he will then be meek, 
womanish, effeminate ; all which aftections proceed from 
phlegm. 

There are signs called quadrupedian, or four footed^* as 
Aries, Taurus, Leo, Sagittarius & Capricornus, because those 
creatures from whence they are named, have four feet ; and 
in a nativity t where either of thinn ascend, they import that 
ihe corifititution of the native t partakes much of the nature of 
tliat creature they represent ; for instance, if Aries ascends, § 
then he will bo hot and dry, and partake of the qualities of 
the ram ; if Taurus be lord of the ascendant, || he will be furi- 
ous as the bull ; if Leo ascend, he will be in nature bold and 
magnanimous ; if Sagittarius, he will be persevering and in- 
ti’opid ; it* Capricorn, he will bo lustful and libidinous, Hke 
the goat. So there are signs of humanity, as Gemini, Virgo, 
Li))ra & Aquarius, and the first part of Sagittarius ; and in na- 
ti\ ities where any of these signs ascend, or in which the lord 
of the ascendant is placed, it signifies that the native is of a 
rrloiidly disposition, human, affable, and courteous ; of air 
excellent, carriage, and engaging behaviour. Again, some 
signs are called fruitful, as Cancer, Scorpio & Pisces ^ and if 
the ascendant or its lord, or the moon bo placed in any one 
ef these, or if the cusp of the fifth house has one of those 
upon it, or if its lord be posited in one of them, the native 
'dll have many children, or will be of a prolific constitution ; 
but if barrem sigift possess the aforesaid places, then, accor- 
hiig to the plain course of nature, sterility and barrenness 
'' ill follow. There are also some signs termed mute, as Cancer, 
Scorpio & Pisces. If any of those ascend in a nativity, and 
Mercury, who is the general significator of speech, be afflic- 
ted by the planet Saturn, and the Dragon’s Tail in an evil 
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house of heaven, and the ascendant also vitiated, the native 
will be born dumb ; if Mercury be free, and the ascendant 
only afflicted ; or if the ascendant be free, and Mercury afflic- 
ted, * the native will be generally silent, and slow of speech. 
But if signs of voice ascend in a nativity as Gemini, Virgo, 
Libra, Sagittarius & Aquarius, the native will possess a vo- 
lubility of speech, and be a good orator. Again, some signs 
are Feral, i, e. brutish, or savage ; such are Leo, and the la.st 
part of Sagittarius. Some are termed hoarse, ‘or whistling, , 
as Aries Taurus Leo Oapricornus ; and whenever Leo, or 
the last part of Sagittarius, ascend in a nativity, the native 
will be brutislily inclined, and possess an unfeeling and cruel j 
disposition. Those persons in whose nativity Aries, t Taurus, 
Leo & Oapricornus are horoscopica],t have a constant hoiirseness 
or whistling in their delivery and speech, though otherwise 
quick and voluble enough ; and those persons are generally 
crooked, deformed, or imperfectly born, who have Tanni« 
ascending, and Caput Algol posited in the ascendant. 

There are also degrees which are termed masculine, femi- 
nine, light, dark, smoky, pitted, azimone or deficient, an i 
increase of fortune ; these are all exhibited at one view in rta 
following table. 

* Any planet being ill aspected, by another, or boiug 
in an unfortunate sitimtion, is said to be afflicted.^’

Tn the first column against Aries, you find 8. 15. 30. 
’’ndor the column of masculine degrees ; and under the 
of femi^jine, you have ’9. 22, which shews that 
first eight degrees of Aries are mascaliae, and the 


degrees 
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ninth degree feminine j from 9 to 15 are masculine, and 
from 15 to 22, feminine; and from 22 to 30, are mas- 
culine. The use of which is, that if the principal signi- 

hcator in a nativity be posited in the degrees and signs 
masculine, be the native male or female, it argues, that 
he or she shall inherit a more masculine temper and reso- 
lution than ordinary, But if the signiheator be in fani- 
nine signs and dt^groes, then the native will be more effcnii- 
nate, timid and loss robust. The same observation holds good 

with resfiect to the other signs and degrees, as in the 

table they stand directed. Tiic fourth column points out 
that their are certain degn^es in each signs, which are 
termed light ; and if either of these ascend in a nativity, the I 
native will he of a fairer and clearer complexion than or- 
dinary. The fifth column shews that there arc dt'gn'os term- 
ed dark or ohsevre ; and whenever these ha})pen to be I 
horiscopical in a nativity, it declares the native to be of a dark 
and fallow complexion, and if be sliould bo born deformed liii 
deformity will be considerably greater. The sixth column 
shews which degrees of the zodiac are called smoky; 
and if any of them arise on the eastern sinstcr at tti' 
time of birth, they declare the native of a mixed coin- 
plexion, neither fair nor swarthy, hut partaking ofbotli: 
and similar to his complexion, will be his understanding' 
The seventh column shews which of the degrees of tk 
zodiac are called voidj and if the ascendant in the ra- 
dix of any nativity, be posited in them, it declares an 
imbecility in the judgment and understanding of thena* 
tive ; and the further he enters into conversation or 
ness, the more obvious wilhthis defect ai)pear. The cigktii 
column points out what degrees in each of the twelve sign'* 
are called deep and pitted ; and these, in a nativity, sig'i 
nify, that if the ascendant, his lord, and the moon, ^ 
situated in any of them, the native will be of an has? 
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^ukI imperfect spcecb, incapable of expressing his desires, 
or of desires, or of declaring his sentiments ; and will be 
jjlwnys involved in vexations litigations and disputes ; and 
lik(i a man in a pit or snare, will want the aesi^ance 
of another to help him out. The ninth column distin- 
oiiishes the azimme^ lame^ or deficient degrees ; and if in a 
nativity any one of those ascend, or the lord of the asccn- 
(laid, or»the moon, be in any of them, the native will be 
ero()k<‘d, lame, or deformed ; or in some manner vitiated 
in the member or j)art of the body that the sign governs, 
in which such azimene degi’oes shall happen to be. This 
rule is so nnexce]>(ionable and invariable, that it ought to be 
well eonsidered in the judgement X)f every nativity. The 
lenth .eolninn f»oints out all the degrees in the twelve signs 
Hint are augmoutors or incrcasers of fortune ; and the know- 
ledge to be derived from them is, that if, in a nativity, 
the. cusp of the second house, or lord of the s(‘Cond, Ju- 
jiiior, or part of fortune, be in degrees augmenting, they 
then become arguments of much wealth ; and presage that 
the native shall, according to his capacity or situation in 
Hih, attain to still greater honour, riches, or profcTinent. 

But besides those general properties, each of the signs 
iio-^se^s a particular efficacy and virtue peculiar to thom- 
or to that part of the heavens wherein they bear 
nile. For as iij)on earth, all ground will not bring forth 
^he same fruit, so in the heavens, all places or parts there- 
will not produce the same effects. Upon tho earth, 
inun ill his journey rides over ten miles, more less, up- 
tho sands ; at another time he traces over as many 
niilos more upon the clays ; and after that, he proceeds 
another ten miles, upon^the marie and gravel. Si* 
’*hlar to this, by the most correct observation, appears to 
the alternate variations of the heavenly matter. This 
shall render apparent, by examining to differant and

distinct ((luilitlcs of every sioii, tliroii^liont all the degrees 
of the zodiac, and first. 

Of A R I E S {(M) 

This Sign, observation and experi- 
ence both inform us, is hot anti 
dry like an high gravelly or sandy- 
ground : and when this sigir ascend', 
at a birth, or if the sun or moon 
be posited in it, it usually coiitrihutos 
unto the native a dry body, lean and 
spare, strong and large bones and limbs, piercing eyes, a 
swarthy or sallow complexion, and sandy-coloured or red 
hair, and inclines him to be choleric, brutal, violent, 
and intemperate ; that is, this sign naturally produces tlu'Sf 
etfcels. But if the planets Jupiter or V^mns be in the 
{jscendant, or in this sign, it very materially alters both tlie 
constitution and complexion of the native for the better ; hul 
if Saturn or Mars are posited tlu're, tlnui it, is altensl consider- 
ably for the worse. For as some land will l)ear wheat, and 
other land only rye, and yet by adding compost to it, or h\ 
ordiu’ing it accordingly the nat.ur(j of the mould may of- 
tentimes bo changed, and made to bring forth fruit con- 
trary to its own nature. Just the same it is when tlie 
planets, or their aspects, fall strongly into a sign, they 
quite change its nature, and effect ; but if none of those 
happen, then the sign Aries, and the rest, unalterable per- 
sue their own nature. 

Aries is an equinoctial, cardinal, diurnal, moveable, fiorv. 
choleric, hot and dry, luxurious, violent sign, eastern, aiid 
of the iiery triplicity. It is the day-house of Mars, and 
consists of twelve stars. The diseases produced by i 
sign are, the small-pox and falling sickness, apoplexio!’- 
head-ache megrum.s, baldness, and all diseases of the bea^ 
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.111(1 face, bairlips?, ring-worms, nioaslos, fevers, convulsions, 
ami the dead palsey. The regions over which Aries piiv 
sides, are England, France, Bastarnea, Syria, Palestine, flio 
Upper Burgundy, Gennany, Swisserland, the Ujiper Silisia, 
die Lesser Poland, Denmark, and Judea ; the cities of Na- 
ples, Capua, Ancova, Iniolia Ferraria, Florence, Verona, Lin- 
davia, Brunswick, Cracoria, Mai*seilles, Scragosso, Barganuin, 
U;esnrej], Padua, Augusta, and Utrecht. In man, it governs 
Ihe head and* face ; and the colour it rules is white mixed 
with red. 

In horai'i/ (piestionsj it denot(‘S pasture grounds, wdiero 
.‘.'ittlo fre({ucnt, dry sandy soils, and hilly grounds, the cie- 
liiig or covTi-ing of houses, stables, kilns, hiding places for 
tliioves, and places not. generally hunrn or irequented ^ also 
wTirrens, ]>n' 8 ervos for game, or jilaces for small (‘attic, lands 
ivecnily enclosed or ploughed, and simh like. Tt is gener- 
ally thought to be a foiinnutc sign ; altbougli in that par- 
lieular this description is too general and vague to he de- 
}i(‘nded oil without other testimonials. 

T A U R U S ( ) 

Taurus differs greatly from the 
preceding sign, being in nature cold 
and dry, as if, out of a hot and sandy 
soil, a man were on a sudden to enb‘r 
into a cold di*ep clay country. If this 
-igu ascends at a birth or is posited in the sun or moon’s place 
It usually rend(U’s a person wdth a broad brow, thick lijis, 
'lark curling hair, of qualities somcwdiat brutal aud unfeoliug ; 
UKslancholy, aud slow^ to angel* ; but when once enraged, 
violent and furious, and difficult to be appeased. Hence it 
follows that Taurus is an earthy, cold, dry, in(?huicboIy, feini- 
fixed, nocturnal sign, sonlhcm, and of tlie earthy tripb- 
; llio nigliLhoiise of Venus, and contains twxmiy-lhree 
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stiirri. The diseases incident to this sign arc cold and dry 
melancholic habits, fluxes of rheum, wens in the neck, fore- 
throats, king’s-evil, quinsies, and consumptions. The regions 
over which it pr(^idos are Persia, Media, Parthia, Cyi^rus, tlio 
islands of the Archipelago, the Lesser Asia, White Tlussia, 
the Greater Poland, Ireland, Lorraine, Helvetia, ilheticn, 
Franconia, and Swisscrland ; with the cities of Mantua, 
Borronia, Parma, Senas, Terentia, Bythiiiia, Panoruni, 
lleriopolid, Lcipsiie, and Nantz.

Considerations on the Natural Properties, 
Influences, and Effects of the 
S U N, M 0 0 N, and PLANETS. 

The importance of these celestial luminaries in the scale 
oFNafuro, and the force of their operations upon the animal 
.'iml v(^g('table systems, require that they should be thorough- 
ly investigated, and their properties well understood, before 
niiy advances are made in calculating nativities, or resolving 
horary qui'stions. Wo shall begin with Saturn, the most 
I’omote of the superior planets, and consider them indivi- 
hially, in the following order : 

Saturn Mars (5f5|r^) Venus (^3?) 

Jupiter Luna Mercury 

,Aud the central Sun (?f^) 

There are also other characters which we shall have ocea- 
'•ioii to speak of ; The Dragon’s Head the DragoiPa 
Tail (c^^) and the Part of Fortune. And first, 

OF S A T D R N. ( ) 

Saturn is the most supreme, or most elevated of all the 
Planets, being placed between Jupiter and the firmament, at 
seven hundred and eighty millions of miles from the 
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sun. It travels in its orb at the rate of eighteen thousand 
miles every hoiii*, and performs its annual revolution round 
the sun in twenty-nine years, one hundred and sixty-seven 
days, and five hours of our time ; which makes only one year 
to that j)lanet. And though it appears to us no larger than 
a still* of the third magnitude, yet its diameter is found to bo 
no less than sixty-seven thousand English miles ; and conse- 
quently near six hundred times as big as the earth. This 
plaiie't is surrounded by a thin broad ring, soiiunvllai, resem- 
bling tbei horizon of an artificial globe ; and it appears doiiljli> 
when soon through a good teIeseo[)(\ It is inclined tliirly 
degrees to the oclijitic, and is about twenty-one tliousaiiil 
miles in breadth ; wliicli is equal lo its distance from 8atiini 
on all sides. There is reason to believe that the ring tiirii.s 
round its axis, because, when it is almost edge-ways lo us, it 
appears somo-wbat thicker on one side ()i‘ tb(‘ i)lanet than on 
the other ; and the thickest (slgo has boon seen on diiloreiit. 
sides at ditferent times. But Batura having no visibh* spoi^ 
on bis body, whereby to delermine the time of his tnrnina 
round his axis, the length of liis days and nights, and tho po- 
sition of his axis, are wholly unknown to us. He has two 
d(^grecs forty-eight minutes north, and two (l(‘groos (bi’ty- 
nine minutes south latitude. lie is retrograde one linmlml j 
and forty days, and stationary five days before, and five day^' 
after his retrogradation.* 

Saturn is in n.ature cold and dry, occasioned by liis ho- 
ing so far removed from the heat of the sun ; abounds in 
moist vapours, and is a melanclioly, earthy, masculine, soli- 
tary, diurnal, malevolent planet ; and the gro.ater iiiroriuii'^ 
His effects when lord of llie*asc(mdaiit, or princijial ruler ot:i 
nativity,^ with all his qualities, are as follow : lie produce:^ 
middle stature, with a dark, swarthy, or palo couqde-M''"^! 
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feiiuill leering black eyes, broad forehead, loan face, lowering 
brow, thick nose and lips, largo ears, black or brown hair, 
broad shoulders, thin beard, with small lean thighs and legs. 
If this planet is well dignified at the time of birth, the native 
will be of an acute and penetrating imagination ; in tds con- 
tliiot austere, in words reserved, in speaking and giving very 
.spare, in labour patient, in arguing or disputing, grave , in 
obtaining the goods of this life, studious and solicitous ; in 
lii>. al.tachmejits either to wife or friend, constant and un- 
(‘(juivocaJ ; in prejudice or resentment, rigid and vnexorable. 
but if this planet be ill dignified at the time of birth, the 
native will he naturally sordid, envious, covetous, mistrust- 
ful, cowardly, sluggish, outwardly dissembling, false, stub- 
born, malicious, and peipetually dissatisfied with himself, 
anti with all about him. Wh(‘n Saturn is oriental, the hu- 
man stature will bo shorter than usual, and when occidental, 
thin, loan, and less hairy. If his latitude be north, the na- 
tiv(‘ will be hairy and corpulent ; if without any latitude, he 
will be of large bones and muscles j and if meridional, fat, 
Miiooib, and fiesliy j in his first station, strong, and well- 
i'avoared , and Ids second station, wejik and ill-favoured. 
Tilt 'SO remarks likewise hold good with respect to all the 
otbor ])Ianets. It is also to bo remarked, that when Saturn 
sioiiificatur of travelling, he bolokens Jong and laborious 
juundes, perilous adventures, and dangerous imprisonment. 
►SiUiirn governs spleen, right car, bones, teeth, joints, and 
ivU'iiiivc faculty in man ; and rules every thing bitt-er, shaq), 
acrid, llis government and effects in all other respects 
as Ibllow : 

under Saturn, — All^ melancholy and nervous af- 
kciioiis, quartan agues, falling sickness, black jaundice, 
'‘^otb-jicho, lc})rosy, defluxions, fistulas, pains in the limbs 
joints, gout, rheumatism, heinorrhoides, deafness, in- 
'lujity^ palsy, consumption, dropsy, chin cough, fractures. 
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apoplexies, and all phlegmatic humours ; and in conceptions, 
he rules the first and the eighth months. 

Herbs and plants under Saturn, — Barley, sumatory, beech- 
tree, bisoile, birdsfoOt, bistort, buckshorn, plantane, vervane, 
spinach, bearsfoot, wolf-bane, seme, sage, box, poppy, angeli- 
ca, tamarine, capers, rue, willow, yowtree, cypress-tree, 
hemp, pine-tree, wild campions, pilewort-, cleavers, clowns- 
woundwort, comfrey, cudweed, cross wort, darnel, dodder, 
epithy-mum, elm-tree, osraond royal, fleawort, fli>:wced, gout- 
wort, stinL'ing gladen, winter-green, hounds tongue, hawk- 
weed, hemlock, hemp, henbane, horsetail, knapweed, knot- 
grafs, medler, moss, mullen, night-shade, polypody, quince! 
rupture-wort, rushes, Solomon’s seal, yarrow, ceterach, Sara- 
cen’s confound, service tree, tamarisk, black thorn, melancholy 
thistle, thorowax, tutsan, aconite, asphodil, agniis castus, 
starwort, orach, shepherd ’s-purse, black helebore, mandrake, 
opium. In gathering his herbs the ancients turned their faces 
towards the east, in his planetary hour, when in an angle, 
and essentially fortified, with the moon applying to him by 
sextile or trine. 

Slones, metah, and mmerals, — The sapphire, and lapis 
lazuli, or that stone of which azure is made ; likewise all un- 
polished black and blue stones ; the loadstone, tin and lead, 
and the dross of all metals. 

Animals under Saturn, — The ass, the cat, the hare, mouse, 
dog, wolf, bear, elephant, basilisk, crocodile, scorpion, adder, 
serpent, toad, hog, and all creeping things produced by 
faction. Also the tortoise, the eel, and all kinds of shell flak. 
Among birds, the crow, lapwing, owl, bat, crane, peacock, 
thrush, black-bird, ostrich, anh cuckoo. 

Weather and winds, — He brings cloudy, dark obscure 
weather, with cold biting winds, and thick, heavy, condensed 
air. These are his general effects ; but the more particular 
and immediate alterations of weather produced by this plan®^* 
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are only to bo known by his several positions and aspects 
with other planets, fortitudes, and debilities, of which I shall 
treat at largo in my third book. Saturn delights in the eas- 
tern quarter of the heavens ; and causeth the eastern winds. 
Ho is friendly to Jupiter, Sol, and Marcury, but at eniftity 
with Mars, Venus, and the Moon. 

Triplicity and Signs — He governs the sign Capricorn by 
night, and Aquaries by day, and the airy triplicity by day. 

, Of the weekly days he rules Saturday, the first hour from sun 
rising, and the eighth hour the same day, and the first hour 
of Tuesday night. 

Regions under Saturn,-- Bavaria, Saxony, Stiria, Roman- 
(lioln, Ravenna Constantia, and Ingoldshidt. 

Years, — Saturn’s greatest year is four hundred and sixty, 
five ; his great is fifty-seven ; his mean, forty-three and a 
half : and his least, is thirty. The signification of which, in 
!i si rology, is, that if a kingdom, city, town, principality, or 
fiinnly, takes its rise when Saturn is essentially and occidon- 
tally strong, and well fortified, it is probable the same will 
continue in honour and prosperity without any material alter- 
ation^ for the space of four hundred and sixty-five years. 
Again, if in a nativity, Saturn is well dignified, is lord of 
tho geniture, and not afflicted by any cross aspect, then the 
native, according to the common course of nature, may live 
fifty-seven years j if the planet be but meanly dignified, then 
the native will wot live more than forty-three years ; and if 
he be weakly dignified, he will not live more than thirty 
years ; for the nature of Saturn at best is cold and dry, which 
si'o qualities destructive to health and long-life in man. 

Or6.— Saturn’s orb is nine ^degrees before and after any 
^^spect ; that is, his influence begins to operate, when either 
applies, or any planet applies to him, within nine degrees of 
his perfect aspect, and his influence continues in force, until 
h® is separated nine degrees from the aspect partial. 
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Ilis mean motion is two minutes and one second ; bis 
diurnal motion sometimes is three, four, five, or six minutos, 
seldom more. 

If in any question he be in any degree wherein he has a 
term, he cannot be said to be peregrine, or void of essential 
dignities* ; or if he be in any of those degrees allotted him for 
his face or decanate, he cannot then be said to be^^peregrine ; 
understand this in all ihc other planets. 

Qnaliit/ of A fen . — In general Saturn signifies viusbandmen, 
clowns, bbggars, day-labourers, old men, fathers, grandfatlK'i’, 
monks, Jesuits, sectarians, 

Employmenf. — Curriers, niglit, -farmers, miners und'r 
ground, tinners, potters, broom men, plumbers, brickmakoi's, 
maltsters, chimney-sw(‘epers, sextons of churches, bearei's of 
corpses, scavengers, hostlers, colliers, carters, gardema-s, 
ditchers, chandlers, dyers of black cloth, and herdsmen 
shepherds, or cow-keepers. 

Places ^ — He delights in desert.s, woods, obscure vallios, 
caves, dens,, holes, mountains, or where men have been buriod, 
churchyards, &c. ; ruinous buildings, coal-mines, sinks, dirt} 
and stinking places, houses of ofiicc, &e.

Jupiter is the next planet below Saturn ; and is called the 
yreator fortune. He appears to our sight the largest of any 
star in magnitude except Yeiius ; and is of a bright, resplen- 
dent, clear aspect. ]\Iodcrii astronomers have proved him to 
be four hundred and twenty-six millions of miles from tho 
sun, and above a thousand times bigger than our earth ; h<' 
goes in his orbit at the astc^ishing rate of near twonty-.^i'^ 
thousand miles an hour, and his diameter is computed at 
eighteen thousand English miles, w’hich is more than ion 
times the diameter of the earth. He completes his course 
through the twelve signs of the zodiac in eleven years, three

liun(lr<"<l and fourteen days, and twelve hours. Fie is oonsi- 
tleruhly swifter in motion than Saturn ; but to us his mean 
motion is four minutes fifty-nine seconds ; ln‘s swift motion 
tburteen munites. He has cxaltation"*^ in fifteen degrees of 
('iiiicer ; suffers detriment in Gremini and Virgo, and receives 
Ills fallt in fifteen degrees of Capricorn. His greatest latitude 
iiovlh, is one degree thirty-eight minutes ; and his great- 
i‘?t latitude south, one degree and forty minutes. He is 
votrogi’ade one* hundred and hventy days , and stationary 
li^p doys before, and four days after his relrogradatic/n. TIis

Jupiter is a diurnal, masculine planet, temperately hot 
iind moist, airy and sanguine ; author of temperance, mo- 
iK'sty, sobriety, and Justice. H(< rnh's the lungs, liver, reins, 
lilood, digestive virtue, and natural faculties of man. When 
ho presides over a nativity, he gives an erect and tall stature, 
a handsome rosy com4>lexion, an oval visage, high forehead, 
laigfo grey eyes, soft thick brown hair, a well set comely 
i)()(ly, short neck, largo wide chest ; robust, strong and well 
proportioned thighs and l(‘gs, wdth long feet ; his speech so- 
bor and manly, and his conversation grave and commanding. 
'And if well dignitied at the birth, this planet betokens most 
admirable manners and disposition to the native. He will 
bo in general magnanimous, faithful, and }>rudcnt, honourably 
aspiring after high*deserts and noble actions, a lover of fair 
doiilingj <losirous of starving all moii, just, honest, and reli-

Jupiter be in twenty degrees of Aries, or the tenth degree 
of Leo, in any diurnal revolution, he shall ))e accomitcii 
peregrine, as not having any dignity therein, being neither in 
his house, exaltation, term, triplicity, or face j but in a iw- 
turnal revolution, he would not be accounted peregrine, for 
then ho would have triplicity in both these signs. 

Journies — When he is significator, ho denotes pleasani 
travelling, good success, safety, health, and mirth.

Mars is next located to Jupiter, and is the first plaiiot 3- 
bove the earth and moon’s orbit. His distance from tho sun 
is computed at one huiidrothaiid twenty-five milions of 
and by iravelling at tl^e rate of forty-soven thousand 
every hour, he goes round the sun in six hundred and oigl^^.'* 
six of our days, and four hours ; which is the exact Icngd* ^ 
his year, and contains six hundred and sixty-seven ' 
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ihree quarters ; but every day and niglit together, is forty 
minutes longer than with us. His diameter is four thousand 
four hundred and forty.four miles, which is but a fifth part so 
large as the earth. He is of a deep fiery red colour, and by 
his appulses to some of the fixed stars, seems to be encompas- 
sed by a very gross atmosphere. His mean motion • is thirty- 
one degrees twenty-seven minutes ; and his s\vift motion from 
thirty-two to forty-four minutes. His exaltation is in twenty- 
('ight degrees of Capricorn ; his fall in twenty-eight degrees 
of Cancer, and his detriment in Libra and Taurus. »His great- 
est nortli latitude is four degrees thirty-one minutes j and his 
gicatost south latitude six degrees forty-seven minutes. He 
is retrograde eighty days, and stationary two or three days 
hoforo retrogradation, and two days before direction. His orb 
or radiation is seven degrees before and after any of his as- 
j»ocis. 

Mars is a masculine, nocturnal planet, in nature hot and 
<lry, choleric and fiery, the lesser iiifortune, author of quarrels, 
(lissentions, strife, war atid battle, and rules the gall, left ear, 
hoad, face, smell, imagination, and attractive faculty of man. 
This planet pnjsiding at a birth, renders up a strong, well-set 
luidy, of short stature, but large bones, rather lean than fat ; 
a brown ruddy complexion, red, sandy, flaxen, or light brown 
huir, round face, sharp hazle eyes, confident, bold countenance, 
active and fearless, If well dignified, the native will inherit 
a courageous and invincible disposition j unsusceptible of fear 
cr danger ; hazarding his life on all occasions, and in all 
perils ; subject to no reason in war or contention ; unwilling 
to obey or submit to any superior ; regardless of all things in 
comparison of triumphing over his enemy or antagonist ; and 
yot prudent in the management and direction of his private 
concerns. If the planet bo ill dignified, and afflicted with 
evoss aspects, the party will then grow up a trumpeter of his 
fame and consequence, without decency or honesty ; a 
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lover of malicious quarrels and affrays ; prone to wickedness 
and slaughter, and in danger of committing murder, of rob- 
bing on the highway, of becoming a thief, traitor, or inctmdi- 
tiry ; of a turbulent spirit, obscene, rash, inhumfun, and trea- 
cherous, fearing neither God nor man, given up to cvoi’^v spe- 
cies of fr&ud, violence, cruelty, and op{)ression. If the pla- 
net be oriental at the nativity, the native will be above the 
middle stature, very hairy, and of a clearer complexion. If 
occidental, the native will be short, of a more ruddy comple- 
xion, a stvall head, with yellow hair, and a dry constitution. 

Diseases under Mars . — Pestilential fevers, plagues, mur- 
rains, tertian agues, meagrims, car})uncles, yellow jaundice, 
burnings and scaldiugs, ruigworms, blisters, jdirenzy fevei’s,

The MOON. (5^) 

The Moon is next below Mars, being a Satellite or atten- 
dant on the earth, and goes round it from change to change 
in twenty, -nine days twelve hours and forty-four minutes ; 
and round the sun with it every year. The moon’s diainet(‘r 
is two thousand one hundred and eighty miles ; and her dis- 
tance from the earth’s centre is two hundred and forty thou- 
sand miles. She goes round her oihit in twenty-seven days, 
seven hours and forty-three minutes, moving about two* thou- 
sand two hundroil and ninety miles every hour ; and turns 
round her axis exaeily in the time that she goes round tlic 
earthy which is tlie reason of her always keeping the samo 
side towards us, and that her day and night taken together ; 
is as long as our lunar month. She is an opaque globe, likn 
the earth, and shines only by reflecting the light of tho sun ; 
therefore whilst that half of her which is towards the sun is 
enlightcmcd, the other part must be dark and invisible. Honoo 
she disappears when she comes between us and the sun ; 
because her dark side is then towards us. When she is gone 
a little way forward, wx‘ see a little of her enlightened side ; 
which still encreascs to our view as she advances forAvard, 
until she comes to be opposite the sun, and then ber 
whole enlightened side is towards the earth, and she appears 
with a round illumined orb, ^vhich we call tho Full Moon ; 
her dark side being then turned away from the earth. From 
the Full she seems to decrease gradually as she goes through 
the other half of her course, showing us less and less of 
enlightened side every day, ’till her next change, or 
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iion with the sun, and then she disappears as before.* Her 
mean motion is thirteen degrees, ten minutes, and thirty-six 
seconds ; her swift, or diurnal motion often varies, but never 
exceeds sixteen degrees two minutes in twenty-four hours. 
Her greatest north latitude is five degrees and seventeen 
minutes ; and her greatest south latitude is five degrees and 
twelve minutes, or thereabouts. She is never stationary nor 
retrograde, but always direct ; though when she is slow in 
motion, and goes less than thirteen degrees in twenty-four 
hours, she is considered equivalent to a retrograde* planet. 
Her exaltation is in the third degree of Taurus ; her detri- 
m(Mit in Capricorn ,, and her fall in three degrees af Scorpio. 
Her orb, or radiation, is twelve degrees before and after any of 
h(jr aspects ; and she rules over all infants until the seventh 
year of their age. 

The Moon is fomlninine, nocturnal, cold, moist, and phleg- 
matic. Her influence, in itself, is neither fortunate, nor un- 
fortunate, but as she happens to fall in with the configurations 
of till' other planets, and is then either malevolent or other- 
wise, as those aspects happen to be. And under these circum- 
stances sh(i becomes the most powerful of all the heavenly 
bodies in her operations, by reason of her proximity to tho 
‘"arlh, and the swiftness of her motion, by which she receives 
and transmits to us the light and influence of all the superiors, 
by her configurations with them. When she has rule in a 
nativity, she produces a full stature, with fair and pale com- 
plexion, round fiice, grey eyes, lowering brow, very hairy, 
short arms, thick hands and feet, smooth body, inclined to bo 
fat, corpulent, and phlegmatic. If she be impedited of tho 
snn at the time of birth, she leaves a blemish on or near tho 
; if she bo impedited in succodant houses, tho blemish will 
be near tho eye j but if with fixed stars, and in unfortunate

ilif* l»l«‘niish will fall in lh(3 oye, and will affocttbe sight 
li’shi^ be well dignified at the nativity, the native will be of

lHseasf.<i under the Moon. — The Palsy, cholic, complaint^ 
of tilt*. l)owels, the stone and gravel, oviu’flowings or ohstrim- 
tions of tlie terms, dropsy, tlux(*s and dysentery, all cold aii'i 
rheninatie ooinjilaints, worms in the belly, disorders of tli* 
eyes, surfeits, coughs, convulsions, falling sickness, kingV-e\il 
iinposthunio.s, sinall-[)ox, loiliargy, measles, plironzios, apo- 
plexies, vcrtigo(*, Imiacy, an«l all crude humours in any part ol 
the body. In conception she rules the seventh month , ami 
governs tlu' brain, the stomach, bowids, bladder, the left ov' 
in man, and the right eye in woman, and tlio whole expulnl't' 
faculty. 

Herbs and plants, — Adiler's tongue, cabbages, coleivoit 
diicks-meat, water-flag, li’y, w^ator-lily, heur de luce, 
tnce, fluellin, moonwort, loostrise, mouse-oar, orpine, popple’s 
purflane, privet, rattlegrass, turnips, white roses, white aid 
burnt saxifrage, wall-flmvers, willow-tree, toadstool, "iitr 
planlane, water — agrimony, water — hettony, houselcck, 
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Ijcrl), liyssop, cucumber, endive, inufili rooms, popies, linseed, 
rapeseed, and all such herbs as turn towards the moon, and 
iiicn'aso and decrease as she doth ; the palm-tree, which 
pinids forth a twig every time the moon rises, and all such 
trees and plants as participate or sympathize with Inny and are 
jiiicv and full of sap.

VENUS. 

Venus is the next planet below the earth and moon, hav- 
ing her orbit within that of earth. She is computed to he 
fity-nino millions of miles from the sun, and by moving at the 
rate of sixty-nine thousand miles every hour, she 
through the twelve signs of the zodiac in two hundred airi 
twenty-four days, seventeen hours of our time nearly. 
diameter is seven thousand nine hundred and six milos, 
by her diurnal motion she is carried about her equator fort)' 
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three miles every hour, besides the sixty-nine thousand above- 
mentioned. When she appears west of the sun, she rises be- 
fore him in the morning, and is called the mourning star ; but 
when she appears east of the sun, she shines in the evening 
after he sets, and is then called the evening star ; and conti- 
nues alternately for the space of tw^o hundred and ninety da\'s 
in each of these situations. It may perhaps be thought sur- 
[)rising /it first, that Venus should continue longer on the 
east or west side of the sun, than the whole time of her period 
round him ; but the difficulty vanishes when we consider that 
the earth is all the while going round the sun the same way, 
though not so quick as Venus ; and therefore her relative 
motion to the earth must in every period be as much slower 
than her absolute motion in her orbit, as the earth during that 
time advances forward in the ecliptic, which is two hundred 
jind twenty degrees. To us she appears through the telescope 
in all the various shapes of the moon. Her mean motion is 
[ifly-nino minutes eight seconds ; and her daily or swift mo- 
tions is from sixty-two minutes to one degree twenty-two mi- 
nnfos ; but never greater. Her utmost latitude, either north 
or south, never exceeds nine degrees two minutes. Her exal- 
tation, is in twenty-seven degrees of Pisces ; her detriment, 
in Aries and Scorpio, and her fall, in twenty-seven dogrQos of 
Virgo. She continues retrograde forty-two days, and is 
f^hiiionary two days before, and two days after her state of re- 
trogradation.* Her orb, or radiation, is seven degrees before 
and after any of her aspects. In the human structure she 
governs the reins, back-bone, seed, and seminal vessels ; also 
the neck, throat, breasts, and expulsive fiiculty ; and rules the 
hght blue and white colours. 

Venus is a feminine planet, temperately cold and moist, 
nocturnal, the lesser fortune, author of mirth and conviviality, 
■’^hiring to procreation, and to the propagation of the species, 
hen she ascends at a nativity, she gives a handsome, well- 
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formed, but not tall stature ; complexion fair and lovely, 
bright sparkling eyes, of a darkhazle or black, the face round, 
regular, smooth, and engaging ; the hair light brown, hazle, 
or chesnut, thining and plentiful j the body regular and well- 
proportioned ; and of a neat smart, and airy disposition ; ge- 
nerally with dimples in the cheeks or chin, and often in both ; 
the eye wandering, and naturally amorous ; in motion light 
and nimble i in voice soft, easy, sweet, and agreeable, inclin- 
ed to amorous conversation, and early engagements in lov('. 
If well dignified at the time, the native will be of a quiet, 
even, friendly disposition, naturally inclined do neatness, lov- 
ing mirth and cheerfulness, and delighting in music ; amo- 
rous, and prone to venery, though truly virtuous, if a woman ; 
yet slie will be given to jealousy, even without cause. If the 
planet be ill dignified, then will the native be riotous, profli- 
gate, abandoned to evil company and lewd women, regard- 
less of reputation or character ; a frequenter of taverns, niglit- 
houscs, and all places of ill-himo ; delighting in all tlio incilo- 
meiits to incestuous and adulterous practices ; in principle a 
mere atheist, wholly given up to the brutal passions of un- 
bridled and uncultivated nature. If Venus bo oriental at ilio 
time, the stature will be tall, upright, and straight ; but it 
occidental, short and stooping, though comely, and wcll-fi- 
voiired. If she be significator in a journey, and well-digni- 
fied, she portends much mirth, pleasure, and success, and pro- 
mises safety and good fortune by the way.

M E Tl C U R Y. 

Next to Venus, and within the orbits of all the other pla- 
nets, is Mercury, and of course, the nearest of them all to the 
central sun. He completes his revolution, or traverses 
through the twelve signs of the zodiac, in eighty-seven days 
and twenty- three hours of our time nearly ; which is the 
length of his year. But being seldom seen, on account of 
his proximity to the sun, and having no spots visible on hia 
surfiice or disk, the time of his rotation upon his own axis, 
and the length of his days and nights, are as yet unknown to 
us. His distance from the sun is computed to be thirty-two 
millions of miles, and his diameter two-thousand six hundred, 
He moves round the sun at the rate of ninety-five thousand 
miles every hour j and receives from that luminary a propor- 
tion of light and heat almost seven times as great as that of 
the eartl^ At the times he becomes visible, ho appears of a 
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hri^lit ?«ilvor colour, though gonoKillj faint and duskish lo 
the naked eye. His mean motion is fifty-nine minutes and 
eight .seconds, and somei inio« si::tv minutes 3 and his diurnal 
nif)tion is mo.«it times one hundred miiiui<‘s a day. His great- 
est latitude, both north and .south, is throe degrees , thirty- 
three minutes. His exaltation is in fifteen degrees of Virgo ; 
hl.s doiriment in 8agitarius and Pisces, and his fall in fifteen 
«i(‘gre(‘s oS Pisces. He is retrograde twenty-four days ; and 
Is .slationary one day before, and one day after retrogradation. 
llis orb or radiation is seven (h'gree.s bedbre and after any as- 
|)efi!. Tie presides over Wedne.sday, and Saturday night ; 
and governs the brain, tongue, band.s, feet and intellectual 
ficiilly of man. 

Mercury is least of all the })lanets, in nature cold, dry, 
and in 'lanclioly ; but author of the most jiointed wit, in- 
!{eniiity, and invamtion. He is occasionally both masculine 
and feminine 3 and lueky, or nnliicky, a.s hi.s po.sition in the 
iii'aveiis may happen to be. When lie is in conjunction 
'vith ;i masculine jilanet, he is ma.'Jculino, when with a femi- 
nine planet, feminine ; good and fortunate, when joined with 
die tbi’tunos ; but evil and mischievous, when in conjunction 
'^dh malevolent aspects. When he governs a nativity, he 
I’f'iidiM’s up a tall, straight, thin, .spare body, narrow face, and 
•kop forehead ; long straight no.se, eyes neither black nor grey ; 
tluii lips and chin, with but lill.le hoard ; brown comjilexion, 
and hazel or chesnnt coloured hair ; the arms, hands, and 
fingers, long and slender 3 and thighs, legs, and foot the 
^amo. If orientally posited, the stature will be shorter, with 
f’andy hair, and sanguine complexion, somewhat sun-burnt ; 
limbs and joints large and well set, with small grey eyes, 
if occidental, the complexion Avill be quite sallow, lank 
small slender limbs, hollow eyes, of a red cast, and of a 
constitution. If Mercury be well dignified at the nati- 
'dy, the person will inherit a strong subtile imagination, and 
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reteuUvo memory ; likely to become an excellent' orator and 
logician, arguing with much eloquence of speech, a»d with 
strong po^^ (M'S of persuasion. Is generally given to the ut- 
tain'ment of all kinds of learning ; an encoiirager of the liber- 
al arts of a sharp, witty, and pleasant conversation • of an 
unwearied fancy, and curious in the search of all natural and 
occult knowledge : with an inclination to travel or trade into 
foreign countries. If brought up in the mercantile ' line, will 
be ambjtious of excelling in bis merchandize, and will ii ost* 
tim('s prove succesfiil in obtaining wealth. But be the planet 
ill-digniti(Ml, then the native will heiray a disposition to sland- 
er and abuse the character oi‘ every one without distinction ; 
ho will be a boaster, a flatterer, a sycophant, a busy body, a 
taleb(‘arcr, given to propagate idle tales and false 'Storivs ; 
pretending to all kinds of kn(jwledg(‘, though a mere idiot in 
his intellectual faculty, and iiu'apable of acquiring any soliil 
or substantial learning ; apt to boast of great honesty, y<'t 
very much addicted to mean and petty thievery. 

Diseases under Mercury, — All disorders of tlie brain, verti' 
goes, madness, defects of the memory, convmlsions, asthmas, j 
imperfections of the tongue, hoarseness, oongljs, sunfling in 
the nose, stoppages in the head, dumbness, and whatever 
impairs the intellectual faculty, and gout in the hands and 
feet. In conceptions he governs the sixth month. 

llerhs and plants. — Calamint, carrots, carroways, champign^>i’ 
dill, feme, fennel, hogs fennel, germander, hoarhound, hazel- i 
nut, liquorice, sweet marjoram, mulberry-tree, oats, parsley, 
pollitory of the wall, samphire, savory, smallage, southern- 
wood, tresoil, valerian, honey-suckle, annas, columbine, J’l' 
niper-tree, piony, the herb Mercury, lugwort, dragon-wort 
cubabs, vervaiuo, hiera, troacle, and diombra wallnuts. I*' 
gathering, the same rules arc to be observed as with the other 
planets. 

*' StQ7i€S aud metals . — ^Tho emerald, agate, red marble, topa^'. 
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mill-sti^ne, marcusite, and such Jls are of divciv< colours. Also, 
(juicksilvor, blocktin, and silver inarcasilo. 

Animals. — The dog, and all sagacious animals, and such as 
do not fly the dominion of man ; the ape, fox, weazle, hart, 
livona mule, hare, civet oat, squirrel, spider, pismire, addej^st'r- 
j)oiit &c. Among fishes, the trochius, the fox fish, the .mullet, 
till' poiircontrcl, and the fork-fish. And among birds, the 
jiniivt, parrot, popinian, swallow, martin, pyo, and hiilfinch. 

Wmther and winds. — He usually causes rain, liail-stones, 
‘tliniidcr, lightning, &c. According to Iho nature of the planet 
he liapjiens to be in configuration with. He delights in the 
nortlKU’n quarter of the heavens, and produces such winds as 
;nv‘ signified by the planet to which he applies in aspect. 

Si'jns and ftupJInft/. — He hath for his houses the celestial 
signs Oeiniiu and Virgo ; and lie rules the airy triplieity hy 
iiiglii, namely, Gemini, Libra, and Aqiiaries.

The Stoi is tho centre of our system, although in ancient 
times men deceived by appearances, supposed him in common 
with the other planets to revolve round the oarh : this opinion 
of Ptolemy although incorrect, according to Astronomical 
principles, does not in the remotest degree atfcct the system 
of x\.strology which the anciimts Ibunded j for the stars act 
universally upon the earth and its inhabitants, ac(;ording to 
their geqceiitric or apparent position, without any regard to 
thoir Irne or heliocentric, places. 

Sol, or Sun, is an immense globe or body of fire, jdaced 
in the mommoii centre, or rather in the lower focus of the 
orbits of all the planets and comets ; and turns round his 
axis in t\venty.tiv(‘ days and six hours, as is evident by th« 
motion of the s})ots visible on his surface. His diameter is 
com}>uted to be seven hundred and sixty-three thousand miles; 
and, by th(‘ various attractions of the circnmvolving plan^^'ts, 
he is agitated by a small motion round the centre of gravity 
of the system. He passes throngb the twelve signs of tlio zo- 
diac in three hundred and sixtyhive days, five hours, forty- 
eight minutes, and fifty-seven seconds, which forms the tropi- 
cal or solar year, by which standard all our periods of timo 
are measured. His moan motion is fifty-nijio minutes and 
eight seconds ; but bis swift or diurnal motion is sixty niinn- 
tes, and sometimes sixtv-ono minutCvS, six seconds. Fie con- 
stantly moves in the ecliptic, and is therefore void of latitude ; 
and, for the same reason, is never stationary or retrograde. 
His exaltation is in ninet<}en degrees of Aries ; his detriment 
in Atinarios , and his fall iiitnincteen degrees of Libra. Fb® 
orb or radiation is fifteen degrees before and after all his n'’- 
p(cts. In man, bo governs the heart, back, arteries, the rigid- 
eye of the male, and left of the female ; and the retentive in- 
culty. He presides over Sunday, and Wednesday night. 
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is friendly with Jupiter, Mai^, Venus, Mercury, and the 
Moon ; but is constantly at variance with Saturn. 

The Sun is in nature masculine, diurnal, hot, and dry but 
more temperate than Mars, and if well dignified, is always 
found equivalent to one of the Fortunes. When ho presides 
at a birth, the native is generally of a largo, bony., strong 
body, of a sallow sun-burnt complexion, largo high forehead, 
with light or sandy curling hair, but incliiie<l to be soon bald ; 
a fine, filll,^picrcing, hazel eye ; and all the limbs straight 
and well proportioned. If he is well dignified, the native will 
he of a noble, magnanimous, and generous disposition ; high- 
minded, but very humane : of a large and benevolent heart, 
affable, and courteous ; in friendship, faithful and sincere ; 
iji promises slow, but punctual. The solar man is not of many 
words*; but when he speaks, it is with confidence,' and to the 
the purpose ; he is usually thoughtful, secret, and reserved ; 
his deportment is stately and majestic ; a lover of sumptiious- 
iiess and magnificence ;and possesses a min<l far superior to any 
sordid, base, or dishonoiirahlc practices. If th6 sun heill-dig- 
nifi(*(l, then will the native be born of a moan aiid loquacious 
diq)osition ; proud and arrogant ; disdaining all his inferiors, 
and a sycophant to his superiors ; of shallow^ uudcrstandiTig, 
and imperfect judgment ; restless, troublesome, and domineer- 
ing ; of no gravity in words, or soberness in actions ; prone 
to mischiovousiiess, austerity, uucliaritabloiicss, cruelty, and 
ill nature. 

“The Sun is the natural significa tor of credit, honour and dig- 
nity Or respectability in life in horoscope, and although 
he by no means monopolises the supremo or chief signification 
horeinj (^as some writers have* for lack of proper experience 
dimply imagined) yet it is most assuredly of the utmost 
fonsoquence in evenj that the suii should be strong and 

iHinlUieted, both according to the nature of the sign he occupies, 
his (iifleroiit familiarities with adjuvant or hurtful stars* 
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Some writers imagine that Planets near the Sun, are rondorod 
thereby, weak and unfortunate ; this is, as far as the authors 
experience leads him to judge, by no means the case, unless 
other causes should give testimony thereto : indeed it is quite 
evident that many planets within (>0 zodiacal degrees of the 
Sun, are, typial of an eminent namo ; and when in opposi- 
tion to that luminary, the reverse, and peculiarly unfortunate, 
although this requires some qualification, for should the satel- 
litium of stars near the Sun, be themselves week, malignant 
by nature^ or afflicted by aspect, public notoriety in infamj/ 
alone, would ensue. In these, as in all other cases, the stu- 
dent must well examine the different testimonies, and carefully 
(not hastily) fonn his judgment thereon, by which means lio 
will doubtless be enabled to read the heavens wdth far moro 
exactness, than the greater part of those who affect to 'disbe- 
lieve Astrology, can read their prinn^r ! And when once the 
real first principles of this sublime science arc gained, and 
thoroughly understood, the rest wdll be comparjitively facile 
and easy ; although at firAt sight they may be considered by 
the casual reader, as intricate and abstruse, which is the ca^ic 
with every mathematical science, under the heavens. Indeed 
it may well be expected that a science w^hich dives so deep 
inio futurity, and which approaches above all others so neiir 
to celestial wisdom, should be somewhat more, than others, mI)- 
struso in the elements thereof ; but through the manifold 
experience, and the united indefatigable laboiir-i of the plid"- 
sophic wise and great in all ages,” the Author can safely nl- 
firm that the art may be athiinod even in a far shorter tiiu^ 
than the common routine of maibenuitics, or even than fh« 
knowledge of the assumed sciei,ice of Phrenology, wdiich in b} 
no means to be compared with Aiilrological learning. 

From this digression, w^hich we thought proper to uihac, 
in order to guard the student from being astounded at tin 
(apparently lengthened) descriptions of the heavenly bodif^ 
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whicli, Uko the quantities of algebras, or the first rules of 
Hritliinotic, are essential to be well remembered as theji?W?ww 7 /i 
mohile of the art.” 

Diseases of the Sun , — All palpitations and trembli/ig of 
the heart, fainting and swooning, weakness of sight^ violent 
tftvors, choler, disorders of the brain, tympanies, cramps, foul 
l)reath, all disorders of the mouth and throat, catarrhs, deflux- 
ioiis, and king’s evill. In conception, ho presides over the 
i'oiirtli month. 

Herbs and pla7it8. — Angelica, avens, ash-tree, bUm, one- 
hhuhi-lovage, burnct, butter bur, chamomile, celandine, cen- 
t.'iury, eye bright, tig-tree, St. John’s wort, marigolds, mis- 
h‘toe, piony, Petor’s-wort, pimpernoll, raisins, rosa solis, ro- 
semary, rue, satfron, termeutil, turnsole, vipers, bugloss, w\all- 
iiut-troo, cloves, mace, nutmegs, scabious, sorrel, wood-sorrcl, 
horrage, gentian, ivy, lavender, bay-tree, myrtle, olivetreo, 
mints, date-tree, orang('s citrons, thyme, vine, zedoary, myrrh 
tVmikiucense, aloes, lapis calaminaris, lemon-tree, musk, 
sweet marjoram, ginger, vervaine, cinquesoil, barley, and pep- 
pm- lioiioy.

Stones and 7nefals,-—Mt[te3f the stone called the eye of the 
bocause*it is like the apple of the eye in form, the car- 
buncle^ chrysolite, the stone c«illed Iris, the heliotropion, hy- 
fifinth, topaz, pyroyphylus, pantaurus, pantherus or pan- 
lochras, the ruby, and diamond. Also pure gold, and all yel- 
metals. 

Anhnals , — The sun rules all stately, bold, strong, furious, 
^1^(1 invincible animals, as the lion, tyger, leopard, hyena, cro-' 
^’odile, wolf, ram, boar, bull, horse, and baboon. Among fishes 
l ules the sea calf, w hoso nature is to resist lightning ; all 
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shell fish, the star fish for its remarkable heat, and Uio fishes 
called strombi. Among birds, the eagle, phoenix, swan, cock, 
hawk, buzzard, lark, and nightingale. 

Weather and winds . — Ho produces weather according to 
the proper season of the year ; in the spring, w'arm and gen- 
tle showers ; in summer, if in aspect with Mars, extremity of 
heat ; ill autumn, fogs and mists ; and in winter, small driz- 
zling rain. He delights in the eastern part of thcdieavens, 
and brings eastern winds. 

SigrLs\tnd trlj>li(ili/.—Ot' celestial signs he has only 
Leo for his house. Ifo rules the fiei:}' triplicity by day, viz. 
Aries Leo, and Sagittarius. 

lietjions . — He ru’es tlie fourth climate, Italy, Bohemia, 
Sicilia, Chaldea, the Homan Empire, and JS'orlh and .Soiilb 
America. 

Years. His greatest year is one thousand six hundred 

and forty j but others say, only four hundred and sixty-one ; 
his groat year is one hundred and twenty ; his mean year i;. 
sixty-nine , and his least is nineteen. 

Quality of Metij and their Professions . — He signifies, 
kings, princes, emperors, &c. dukes, marquisscs, earjs, barons, 
lieutenants, deputy lieutenants of counties, magistrates, gen- 
tlemen in general, courtiers, desirers of honour and prefer- 
ment.

The Head of the Dragon is masculine, partaking of the 
naliirc both of Jupiter and Venus ; but the Dragon's Tdil is 
feminine, and of a direct opposite quality to the head. These 
niv neither signs nor constellations, but are only the nodes 
or points wherein the ecliptic is intersected by the orbits of 
liio ])lanots, !tnd particularly by that of the moon ; making 
with it angles of five degrees and eighteen minutes. ‘One of 
these points looks northward, the moon beginning then to 
lia\c northern latitude ; and the other points southward, 
wlicrc she commences her latitude south. But it must bo 
ohsorvod, that these points do not always abide in one place, 

I hut have a motion of tlieir own in the zodiac, and retro- 
tgraih', three minutes and eleven .seconds per day j coni- 
{)leatiiig th(dr circle in eighteen years and two hundred and 
twoiiiy-fivo days ^ so that the moon can be but twice in the 
joclipLic (luring her monthly period ; but at all other times she 
pul have a latitude or declination from the ecliptic. The head 
of the Dragon is considered of a benevolent nature, and al- 
inohi equivalent to one of the Fortunes, and when in aspect 
Vuh (;vil planets, is found to lesson their malevolent etfects 
ill a v(Hy great degree. But the Dragon’s Tail I have al- 
'vays found of an evil and unhappy tendency, not only ad- 
ding to the malevolence of nnfortunate aspects, when joined 
"ith them ; but lessoning considerably the beneficial infiu- 
encos of the Fortunes, and othci^good aspects, whenever 
in conjunction wdth them.

could gjither from men of skill and science in celestial pliilo- 
Sophy, this j)lanot is peculiarly unfortunate in his nature, jinJ 
of cource his influence, when brought into action by asj)ociii);; 
the various sigiiificators in a nativity, is replete with ecil, also, 
lie may be compared to the effects of 8atimiam( 

Mercury. Ho is in nature extremely frigid, cold, dry, ami 
void of any cheering infiuenco. 

He was discovered on the 13th March 1781. by the late 
Dr. Herschel, (under singularly ominous positions, wliidi j 
will be noticed in the latter part oi‘ this w ork, where wo treat j 
mundane Astrology), llis etleets arc truly malefic ; kl 
w liat he does of evil, is always in a peculiarly strange, uiuk- 
Countable, and toially unexpected manner : he causes iho na- 
tive born under his influence, to be of a very eccentric nml 
original disposifion. TIukso persons aro generally uiiusnallv 
romantic, unsettled, addicted to change, and search(T.s alVr i 
novelty. If the Moon or Mercury, and Herschel be zrt// as- 
pocted, they arc searchers aftejr nature’s secrets, oxcclk'iit 
chymists, and usually profound in llie more secret sciences 
Ho gives the most extraordinary magnanimity and leftinos? 
of mind, mixed with an uncontrollable and intense desire, kj 
pursuits or discoveries out of the '‘track of custom.” 

In Marriage, if in the seventh house, or aflihding the MooHi 
he causes every thing hut happiness, want of order and socia- 
lity in domestic concerns, listlessness and coldness between I 
man and wife, discord from the most entire, strange, and un- 
usual causes, death of relatives, &c. He is equally 
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],)V(s and peculiarly inimical to the fair sex : his evil aspoefs 
to the tTijleg have also a tendency to materially lessen the 
?j)aco of life. 

As yet there are no peculiar houses assigned him, but we 
liavo reason to think (from several thousand obsorvvations) 
tliat the sign Aquarius^ is one wherein he much delights ; that 
Ik‘ is fortunate in the airy trigon, Gemini, Libra, and Aqua- 
ii('s ; iinifortunate in fiery, earthy, or watery signs, [t 
impossible, from the long period of bis revolution^ to have 
formed any thing like a system, as to the bodily confirmation 
of those he governs ; but they may probably resemble those 
nliom Saturn and Mercury are said to govern, if the student 
can judiciously combine the clibets of each, which is difiicuU- 
\V])(*ii wo consider how much this planet must hav(‘ Ijaffled 
die jiidgnumt of the ancient Astrologers ; and when wo re- 
flect also, that there may bo other planets equally powerful,

The anticipated existence, and subsequent discovery of this 
I'b'iiet, forms a singular instance on what correct princij)los the 
moihuiis have prosecuted their studies. Drs. Halley, Lradiey 
!ni<l others, liad frequently observed timt Saturn was disinrhed 
bis motion by some force, which they concluded must ori- 
beyond its orbit ; ns they could not account for it on the 
principles of gravitation, they pursued the speculative 
tbi‘()i'y^ till at length the discovery of this hitherto unknown 
I’bmot, crowned their labours w,ith success, and has puab](‘d 
to enlarge our present solar systiun to nearly double its 
Herschol shines with a fine bluish white light, sonu'-

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Anothek brief description of the shapes and forms 

OF THE PLANETS. 

HerscheL — This is the most distant planet from the 8iin ; 
his motion is very slow, us he takes 88 years 151 days to 
through tho twelve signs. The nature of Hcrschel is extremely 
evil. If he aseend or l)e with the chief sigiiificator in any figure, 
he denotes an eccentric person, far from fortunate, always 
abrupt, and often violent in his manners. If w^U aspected, 
ho gives sudden and unexpected benefits ; and if afflicted, lie* 
will cause remarkable and unlooked-for losses and niisfortunos. 
He is not so powerful as Saturn or Mars, yet can do much 
evil. Persons under his influence ure partial to anthpiity, 
astrology, &c., and all uncommon studies, especially if mer- 
cury and the Moon be in aspect to him. They are Mkely to 
strike out novelties, and to bo remarkable for an inventive 
faculty. They arc generally iinfortnnato in marriage, espe- 
cially if ho afflict Venus, the Moon, or the seventh house, 
cither in nativiti<‘s or (juestions. 

Saifirn . — Signifies one of a swarthy colour, palish like ](‘a(l 
or of a black earthly brown ; one of rough skin, thick ami 
very hairy on the body, small eyes ; many times his com- 
plexion is bctwe(‘n black and yellow^ or as if lie )iad an affec- 
tion of tbe black or yellow jaumre i ; he is lean, crooked, m 
beetle-browed ; a thin weak beard ; groat lips, like rK'groe- ; 
he looks to the ground, is slow in motion, eitlicr is how-lcggei! 
or hits one leg or knee against another ; most part a dis- 
agreeable breath, seldom free from a cough ; he is crafty for 
Ills own interest, seducing poo])le to his opinion ; full of ri- 
venge and malice, little caring for religion ; is a foul^ nasty, 
slovenly knave, or a harlot, a great eater and glutton, a braiM' , 
ing fellow ; lias broad, great shoulders ; is covetous, and yci 
seldom rich, &c. 

Jupiter, — We must describe Jupiter and a jovialist 
one of a comely stature, full-faced, full-eyed, a sangakic com* 
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plexion, or mixture of white and red ; a large space between 
bis eye-brows ; usually his beard is of a flaxen or sandy-flax- 
cii colour j soinotimes also, when Jupiter is combust, very sad 
or black j his hair thick, his eyes not black ; goo^broad, 
well-set teeth, but usually some mark of difference in the two 
loro teeth, either by their standing awry, or some blackness 
or imperfection in them ; his hair gently curls (if he be in a 
fiery ; a man well spoken, religious, or at least a good 
moral honest man ; a person comely, and somewhat fat (if Ju- 
piter bo in moist signs), fleshy ; if in airy signs, large and 
sh’ong ; if in earthly signs, a man usually well descended ; 
but i Hie be significat or, if an ordinary clown, as sometimes 
he may be, then is he of more humanity than usual in such 
hind of men. 

Mars. — A martial man in many times full-faced, with a 
lively, high colour, like sun-burnt, or like raw tanned leather; 
a tierce counteniince, his eyes being sparkling or sharp and 
d irtiiig, and of yellow colour ; his hair, both of head and 
l)oard, being reddish (but herein you must vary according to 
ilk* f<ign). In fiery signs, and airy, where Mars falls to be 
^^ill) fixc3d stars of his own nature, there shews a dee]) sandy 
uhI colour ; but in watery signs, being with fixed stars of bis 
own nature, he is of a flaxen or whitish bright hair ; if in 
earthy signs, the hair is like a sad brown, or of a chesnut 

colour. He has a mark or scar on his fiice : is broad-shoul- 

• ^ 

dcnul, a sturdy, strong body, being bold and proml, given to 
niockory and scorn, to quarrel, drink, gamt', and W'cnch ; 
^vliich you may easily know by the sign he is in : if in the 
house of Venus, he w'onchcs in that of Mercury, he steals ; 
h'lt it he bo in his own house, he quarrels ; in that of Saturn, 

dogged ; in the Sun’s, is lordly ; in the Moon’s, is a 
. drunkard. 

Sim . — The Sun generally denotes one of an obscure 
^'hi(o colour, mixed with red ; a round fiico, and short chin,' 
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a fair stature, and one of a comely body ; his colour some- 
times beweon yellow and black, but for the most part more 
sanguine than otherwise ; a bold man, and resolute 5 his hair 
curling,; he has a white and tender skin ; one desirous of 
piaise, fame, and estimation among men ; he has a clear voice, 
and great head ; his tooth somewhat distorted or obliquely 
set ; of slow speech, but of a composed judgment ; using 
outwardly a great decorum in bis actions, but priya>3ly he is 
lascivious and prone to many vices. 

Verms. — Whoever is signified by Venus, whether man or 
woman, has a good and fair round visage, a full eye, usually 
we say goggle-eyed : red ruddy lips, tlie nether more thick or 
longer than the upper ; the eyelids black, yet lovely and grace- 
ful ; tlio hair of lovely colour, (but most ])art according to 
the sign as bofu’e re})eated) ; in some it is coal black in 
others a light brown ; a soft smooth hair ; and the body ex- 
tremely well shaped, even rather’ inclining to sliortncss than 
tallness. 

Mercury. — Wo describe Mercury to be a man indther l)Iiielv 
nor white, but between both, of a sad brown or dark yellow 
colour ; long visaged, high forehead, black or grey eyes, a 
thin, long, sharp nose ; thin spare beard, (many time none i\t 
all) of an auburn sad colour, next to black ; slender of body, 
small logs ; a prattling, busy fellow ; and an walking he goes 
nimbly, and always would be thought to bo full of Jiftion. 

The Moon. — She, by reason of her swiftness, varies lier 
shape very often, but, in general, she personates one having 
a round visage and full face, in whoso complexion you may 
perceive a mixture of white and red, but ])aleness overcomes ; 
if she be in fiery signs, the man or woman speaks hastily ; 
in watery signs, ho or she has some freckles in his or her lace, 
or is blub-cheeked, not a handsome body, but a inudding . 
creature ; and unless very well dignified, she ever signilu's an 
ordinary vulgar person. 
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TflK WFLUENCES oi- tub PLANETARY 
ORBS. 

Thk Sun is found to produce heat and moderate dryness. 

11 is nuj^^nitude, and the changes which he so evidently makes 
in tiu‘ seasons, render his power more plainly porceptilile than 
tlmt of the other heavenly bodies ; since his approitch to the 
iit iiiih of any paid, of the earlh creates a greater degree of 
Ih'at in that part, and proportionately disposes its inhabitants 
.‘liter his'iywn nature. 

The Moon principally generates moisture ; hen proximity 
to earth renders her highly capable of exciting damp 
Mipours, and of thus operating sensibly upon animal bodies 
liy relaxation and putrefaction. She has, however, also a 
iiioderate share in tlie production of heat, in consequence 
of tho illumination .she receives from the Sun. 

Saturn produces cold and dryness, for he is most remote 
Ijwth from the Sun’s heat and from the earth’s vapours. But 
he is more effective in the production of cold than of dryness. 
And he and the rest of the planets derive their energy from 
I lie po.sitions which they hold witli regard to tho Sun and 
Moon ; and they are all soon to alter the constitution of the 
Ambient in various ways. 

iMars chiefly causes dryness, and is also strongly heating, 
I'v ini'ans of his own fiery nature, Avhich is indicated by his 
colour, and in consequence of his vicinity to the Sun , the 
.^[dioro of w^iich is immediately below liim. 

dupiter revolves in an intermediate sphere between the 
cxtroiiKi cold of Saturn and the burning heat of Mars, and 

consequently a temperate influence ^ ho therefore at once 
pi’omotes both warmlh and * moisture. But, owing to the 
‘’fliore.s of Mars and tho Sun, which lie beneath him, his 
^^anuth is i>rodominaut : and hence he produces fertilizing 
'^’■‘‘czes. 

To Venus also tho same temperate quality belongs, at- 
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tliough it exists conversely ; sinoe the heat she produces .by 
her vicinity to the Sun is not so great as the moisture 
which she generates by the magnitude of her light, and by 
appropriating to herself the moist vapours of the earth, in 
the saihy^ manner that the M^on does. 

Morcliry soiiici.imes produces dryness, and at other times 
moisture, and each with equal vigour. His faculty of ab- 
sorbing moisture and creating dryness proceeds from his si- 
tuation with regard to the Sun, from which he is no time 
far distant* in longitude ; and, on the other hand, he produces 
moisture, because he borders upon the Moon’s sphere, which 
is nearest to the earth ) and, being thus excited by the velo- 
city of his motion with the Sun, ho consequently operates 
rapid changes tending to produce alternately either quality- 
Benefica and Malejics, 

Of the four temperaments or qualities above mentioned, 
two are nutritive and prolific, viz. heat and moisture ; by 
these all matter coalesces and is nourished : the other tw o 
are noxious and destructive, viz. dryness and cold; by these 
all matter is decayed and dissipated. 

Therefore, two of the planets, on account of their temper- 
ate quality, and because heat and moisture are predominant 
in them, are considered by the antients as benefic, or 
causers of good: these are Jupiter and Venus. And the 
’ ‘Moon also is so considered for the same reasons. 

But Saturn and Mars are esteemed of a contrary nature, 
and malefic, or Camsers of evil : — the first from his excess ot 
cold, the other from his excess of dryness. 

The Sun and Mercury are deemed of common influence, 
and productive either of good *or evil in nnison with what- 
ever planets they may he connected with. 

^ Masculine and Feminine, 

There are two primary sexes, male and female ; and the 
femalj sex partakes chiefly of moisture. The 
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Venus are therefore said to ho foniininoj since their qualities 
are principally moist 

The Sun, Saturn, Jupitu*, and Mars are called masculine. 
Mercury is common to both ganders, because at certiin 
times he produces dryness, and at" 
performs each in an equal ratio. y 

The stars, however, are also said to be maStCulifte and 
feminine, by their positions with regard to the Sun. While 
^tliey are li^atutine and [)reeoding the Sun, they are mascu- 
line; when vespertine and following the Sun, they ^become 
feminine. 

And they are further regulated in this respect by theii’ 
positions with regard to the horizon. From tlie ascendant 
to the mid-heaven, or from tlie angle of the tvest to the 
lower heaven, they are considered to be masculine, being 
then oriental: and in tlic utb^r two quadrants, feminine, 
being then occidental. 

rtolomy’s. Totrabiblos. 

— Besides tbe foregoing natural influences of the planets, 
''bicli they produce on the human frame, as often as they bear 
absolute rule a^ a birth ; it must also be rememboro<l, that 
tboy differ in their effects, according as they are posited or 
iinj)edrd by other aspects, at the time ; and these variations 
niu.st be attentively perused and digested, before any correct 
JiKlgiiient can be formed on the circumstances of a nativity. 

1 shall therefore arrange them under distinct heads, and shew, 
the first place, how their natural qualities arc changed, by 
fbeir different aspects and positions in the heavens. 

The sun, in Aries, Taurus, and Gemini, is sanguine, and 
produces heat and moisture, as In spring. 

The Sun, in cancer, Leo, and virgo, is cholerick, and causes 
and dryness, as in summer. 

The Sun, in Libra, Scorpio, and Sagittarious, is melancho- 
y brings cold and dryness, as in autumn.

ESSENTIAL DIGNITIES of rnr: PLANETS. 

A Planet is essontially strong, or operates with the greid' 
est force and energy, wln‘ii posited in its own house, oxnU:i' 
tion, triplicity, term, or phasis ac’cairding to the follvving f*' 
hie. 
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This tahlo shews tliat each of the planets have two signs 
for their houses except the Hun and Moon, which have only 
one each. Tlius tlie houses of Saturn, are Capricorn and Aqu- 
aries ; of Jupiter, Sagittary and Pisces ; of Mars, Aries and 
Scorpio ; of Venus, Taurus an<l Pihra ; of Mercury, Gemini 
and Vilgo ; of the Sun, Leo ; and of the Moon, Cancer. One 
of each of these houses is distinguished by the name of diur- 
nal^ or day-house, and the other hy nocturnal, or night-hoiiso, 
which is denoted by the letters D and N in the table. In, 
these signs or h<)us(‘s, the planets have their (‘xaltations, as 
pointed out in th(i third column : viz.tlio Sun in nineteen 
degrees of Aries ; the ^foon, in three degrees of Taurus, 
the Dragon’s IIiMid in thr(‘c degrees of Gemini, and so 
on. These twelve signs being diviihid into four triplicb 
ties, the fourth column sh(‘ws which of the planets, both 
night and day, govern each triplicity. For instance, oppo- 
site to Aries, Leo, and Sagittarv, are tln^ Sun and Ju])iter : 
which imports, tliat the Sun governs by day, and Jupitrr 
by night, in that iriplicity. Op})osite Taurus, Virgo, an.I 
Capricorn, are Venus and the Moon, which shews that Venus 
has dominion by day, and the Moon by niglit, in that tripli- 
city. Opposite Gemini, Libra, and Aqiiaries, are Saturn ainl 
Mercury, by wbicb it appears that Saturn rules by day, ami 
Mercury by night, in that trijilicity. Opposite Cancer, Scorpu) 
and Pisces, stands the i)]anot Mars, who rules in that triplicity 
both night and day. In the tifth, sixth, seventh, and eighth 
columns, opposite Aries, stands Jupiter 6. Venus 1 4. Ac. 
which imports that the first six degrees of Arias are the term'’ 
of Jupiter ; fi’om six d(‘groes to fourteen, are the terms ot 
Venus, and so on. In the tentli, eleventh, and twelfth colmiinf, 
opposite Aries, wo find Mars 10. Sun 20» Venus 30. 
shews that the Hrst ten degrees of Aries are the phases o 
Mars ; from ten to twenty degrees are the phases of the Sun « 
and from twenty to thirty, the phases of Venus. In the tiu 
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teenth column, in aline with Aries, stands Venus in detriment ; 
which shews that Venus being in Aries, is in a sign directly 
opposite to one of her own houses, and is therefore said to 
be in detriment. In the fourteenth column, in the same lino 
with Aries, stands Saturn in fall ; which shows that Saturn, 
when he is in Aries, is opposite to Libra, his house of exal- 
tation, and so becomes unfortunate, and is hence said to have 
his fall in that sign. 

, The effects produced by the planets under these situations, 
arc as follow : If the planet, which is principal significator, 
be posited in his own house, in any schenio or calculation 
whatever, it indicates prosperity and success to the person 
.signified, to tho bu.siness in hand, or to whatever else may be 
the siihjoct of enquiry. If a planet he in his exaltation, it 
(loiiotes a person of magcstic carriage, and lofty disposition, 
high minded, austere, and proud. If a planet be in his tripli- 
oity the person will be prosperous and fortiinato in acqiiring 
till' goods of this life ; no matter whether well or ill descen- 
or born rich or poor, his condition and circumstances 
will notwithstanding be promising and goo<l. If a planet bo 
in his terms, it betokens a person to participate rather in tho 
Hill lire and quality of tlie planet, than in the wealth, power 
:iu l ilignity indicated thereby. If a planet be in his phases, 
and no otherwise fortified, though significator, it declares the 
ItoiNon, or thing signified, to be in great distress, danger, or 
anxiety. And thus in all cases, judgrn uit is to be given good 
or bad, according to the strength, ability, or imperfection of 
the significator.

The Influence of Vonitmi with regard to the Sun* 

Tue respective powers of the Moon and of the thre-3 supe- 
rior planets are cither augmented or diminished by their 
vseveral positions with regard to the Sun. 

The Moon, during her increase, from her first emerging 
to her first quarter, produces chiefiy moisture : on continu- 
ing her increase from her first quarter to her full state of 
illumination, she causes heat ; from her full state to her third 
quarter she causes dryness ; and from her third quarter to 
her occultatiou she causes cold. 

The planets, when matutine, and from their first emerging 
until they arrive at their first station, are chiefly productive 
of moisture 5 from their first station until they rise at niglif, 
of heat ; from their rising at night until their second station, 
of dryness ; and from their second station until their occul- 
tation, they produce cold. 

But it is also sufficiently plain that they must likewise 
cause, by their intermixture with each other, many varieties j 
of quality in the Ambient ; because, although their indivi' 
dual and peculiar influence may for the most part prevail,' 
it will still be more or less varied by the power of the other 
heavenly bodies configurated with them.

Tlie familiarity existing by trijilicity arises in the follow- 
ing mode : 

The trijilir-ity ]»re^er\es ac.cordance ‘ with an cqiiiliitrriil 
triangle, and tlie wlioli' zodiacal orbit is defined by three eir- 
clcs, viz. that of the eqninoxi^ and those of the two ixopie.'' • 
the tw(‘lve signs are, therefore, distrihiited among four equi- 
lateral triangles. 

The first triangle, or trijdicity, is formed by three 
culine signs, Aries, Leo, and Sagittarius, having the v 
Jupiter, ami Mars, as lords by house. Mars, howevci 
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contrary in condition to the solar influeiico, this triplicity 
receives, as its lords, only Jupiter and the Sun. By day, 
therefore, the Sun claims the principal co-regency of it, and 
Jupiter by night. Aries is on the equinoctial circle, Leo 
on the summer, and Sagittarius on the winter circle. This 
triplicity is principally northern, owing to the concurrent 
dominion of Jupiter, ^^ho is fruitful and airy, and expressly 
connected .with winds proceeding from the north ; it is how 
‘over, also north-west, inconsequence of being, in some do- 
(rnv*, cojnbliied with the west by means of the house of Mars, 
who introduces western brcez(*s and the feminino qualities 
of that quarter, in consequence of his lunar condition. 

Tile second triplicity, formed by Taurus, Virgo, and Ca- 
jirieoru, is allotted to tho dominion of the Moon and Venus, 
M'lce it consists of feminine signs. Tho Moon rules it by 
Tiljlit, and Venus by day. Taurus is on the summer circle, 
Vngo on tiu; e([uInoctial, and Capricorn on tlu‘, winter. 
Tills tri[)licity is southern, in consequence of the dominion 
i»f Venus, whose warm and moist influence produces south 
iiiiiiis : it, however, additionally receives a mixture of tlio 
bv moans of Saturn ; for, as (\apricorn is the house 
of Hint planet, and an eastern sign, Saturn becomes effec- 
ti\e of winds from that quarter, and furnish(‘s this triplicity 
"Iih a mixture of the east, with which quarter he is further 
f'oimooted h)' means of his solar condition. 

The iliird triplicity is composed of Gemini, Libra, and 
Afinarius, masculine signs. It holds connection with Saturn 
iinj Mei'cury by containing their houses, and is therefore 
attributed to them, and not to I^Iars, to w]iich planet it bears 
ndaiinn. Saturn rules it by day, owing to his condition, 
and Mercury by night. Gemini is on the summer circle, 
oil Ihe equinoctial, and Aquarius on the winter. This 
^''pbeity is principlly eastern, by the influence of Saturn ; 
it becomes north-cast by receiving also a mixture of tho 
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nortli from tho condition of Jupiter, with which planet Siitum 
has, in this respect, a diurnal familiarity. 

Tho fourth triplicity, formed by Cancer, Scorpio, uni 
Pisces, * is left to the remaining planet, Mars, wlio lias right 
in it by means of his house, Scorpio. But, as the signs vvhirh 
compose this triplicity are feminine, the Moon by night and 
Venus by day, through their feminine condition, govern it, 
together witli Mars. Cancer is on the summer circle, Scor- 
pio on tlio winter, and Pisces on tlie equinoctial. Tliis tripti- , 
city is • western, in consoqneiico of the government of the 
Moon and Mars ; but it is also blended with the south hy 
the joint dominion of Vonus, and therefore Ix'com-'s souili-wiM, 

The EXALTATK>]SS and FALLS 
ofthe PI.AXETS. t 

The Sun, wliieh is the fountain of life, lakes liis exaltalio'i 
in nineteen (l(‘grces of Aries, because lr.‘ is then in tho hiiih- 
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iu>rth.‘rn point of tlio ecliptic, making all things lo spring 
aiul lluurish, and producing Hno warm weather, and length 
ul days. And he is said to have his fall in idbra, because it 
th(' opposite sign in ih(* heavens to Aries, in which the Sun 
(leclimis to the utmost southern point, and occasions shortness 
of days, and cold winterly blasts, destructive to the fnuits of 
ihr (^arth. Now the moon, being coj)artiier and cotemporary 
with the Sun, and receiving all her light from him, which en- 
her to be visible io us first in Taurus, and because it is 
the first sign wherein slie has a triplicity, her exaliation takes 
place in Taurus, wherein slie iiicrcaises in light and motion. 
Ihu Sc'orpio being the sign opposite to Taurus, in which she 
(!c'Te:.ses in light, it is hence allotted for her fall, being the 
sign immediately after Libra, and ojiposite to Aries, the house 
ul tlie Sun^s exaliation. 

The Moon, again, after conjunction willi the Sun in Aries, 
lii(‘ seat of his exaltation, makes her tirst appearance, and 
begins to augment her light in Taurus, the first sign of her 
i»vMi triplicity, which is consequently ascril)e<l to be her exal- 
tation ; while Scorpio, the opposite sign, is lier fall. 

Saturn, the most remote planet, is the autjppr of cold, as 
the .S’mi is of heat, and is therefore (‘xalted in that sign whero- 
iti heat is diminished and cold inerease<I, viz. Libra ; and his 
hdl takes place in that sign wlun-e cold is diminished, and heat 
iiicrcasi'd, viz. Aries ; which are quite contrary in nature to 
the 8 nil. * 

Jupiter \» exalted in (dancer, and has his fall in Capricorn ; 
Jupiter dcdiglits in the northern part of the heavens, where 
Ilf' stirs up northern winds, which increase fertility and vege- 
tiitioii ; and his greatest doclihation northward being in Can- 
he is therein exalted. For the contrary^ reason he has his 
LI I in Capricorn. 

Mars is naturally hot and dry ; and because his influence 
•‘lid elleets are most powerful in Capricorn, a southern sign, 
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>v]i;)ro ili(^ Sun is goiHM'ally hottest. a houi noon, he is for this 
reason exjilted therein ; and ho takes his fall in Cancer, quite 
contrary to the nature of Jupiter ; for Mars is hot and violent 
ajul ♦Jupiter cold and teinj^erate. 

Venus is naturally moist, especially in Pisces, in wliioh 
sign th(‘. s])rino' i.s nioistemnl anVl forwarded in the increase and 
strength of nature ; and therefore she has the sign Pisces for 
her exaltation ; and as Vcmuis is the mother of generation and 
procreation, she lia> lun- fall in Virgo, in the autnhin, when 
all things wither and fade. 

Mercury, l)e(ian<e he is dry, and contrary in nature to Vo- 
mis, is exalted in virgo : and lias his fall appointed him in 
Pisces. V^irgo is both his house and joy. 

The TUTPL1CITIK8 of the PLANKTS. 

A Triplicity means three signs of the zodiac, of one and 
the same nature, making a perfect triangle ; and of these tri- 
plioities among the signs, th<Te jire four, answering to the four 
elements ; viz. the thn-y triplicity, which consists of Aries 
Ijeo, and Sagiltary ; Ihc airy tripliedty, consisting of Gemini, 
Libra, and A<j||^rius ; the watery triplicty, containing Canerr 
Scorpio, and Pisces ; and tlie earthy triplicity, which includes 
Taurus, Virgo, and Capricorn. Thgso signs apply to caeli 
other ill a ti ino, In llio same manner as a planet in a fiery sign 
applies to another planet in a fiery sign ( if in the same num- 
ber of degrees ) in a trine ; and tlius a planet in an airy sign, 
beholds anotlier plamd in an airy sign with a trine ; and so 
the watery and earthy signs apply in the same manner ; and 
each of these trine aspects consist of one hundred and twenty 
degrees. • 

The Suii and Jupiter ha^ e dominion over the fiery triplicity 
the Sun by day, and Jupiter by night. The Sun by day, fic-

he is Lot and fi(jry, and of the nature of these signs ; 
»nd Jupiter by night, because ho is temperate, and moderates 
the extremity of heat. This is called tiio eastern triplicity. 

Saturn and Mercury have dominion over the airy triplicit}*’, 
which is western ; Mercury by night, and Saturn by day. But 
as Libra is the exaltation of Saturn, and Aquarics the * house 
and sign wherein ho has most joy ; and as Gemini is only the 
house of Morcury, it follows that Saturn has the principal 
•govornment in this triplicity, 

Mars both night and day governs the watery tiiplicity, 
vNhich is northern ; and it seems that Mars was appointed to 
this triplicity, to temper and abate his violent heat ; for wo 
find he is more powerful in liis malignant effects in the sign 
boo, than he is in Cancer ; therefore ho has his fall appointed 
him in Cancer, though ho is peregrine in Leo. 

Venus and the ]\roon, bear rule over the earthy triplicity, 
which is feminine, and southern, cold and moist, producing 
south-east winds, and cold moist air ; hence this triplicity is 
assigned to the care of feminine planets. 

The TEHM8 of the PLANETS. 

A Term is a certain number of degrees, in each house or 
of the zodiac^, wlieroiu the planets Sal urn, Jupiter, Mars, 

' and Mercury, have a certain priority ; but the Sun 
Moon have no terms. These degrees are called terms, 
ends, or bounds ; for the planets have each thoir proportions 
*0 allotted tlierein, that at the end of a certain number of de- 
the terms of one planet cease, and those of another be- 
For instance, from the fir§t degree of Aries to the sixth, 
^‘6 the terms of Jupitor ; from the sixth to tho fourteenth, are 
terms of V euus, and so of all tho rest. Ptolomy, Albnma- 
and Bonatus, have all shewn that the greater years of the 
Hnets are discovered by their several terms or bounds through 
^ zodiac ; which is done by finding what number of degrees

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each of the planets have allotted ihem in each sign ; and then 
by adding them together, the sum will be the number of each

hundred and sixty degrees, being the whole extent or eircuin- 
/ference of the zodiac. 

The degrees are in this manner divided into terms, to show 
what planet has most dignities in a sign, whether by oxaltfl' 
tion and house, triplicity and houso ; or house, exaltation, or 
triplicity alone ; and to that planet which has two or by more 
dignities, we assign tbe first term, whether he be a fortune, 
or an infortune. Tf an infortune has not two dignities in ^ 
sign, he is placed last, and tho first term is given either to tho 
lord of the exaltation, or to the lord of tho triplicity, or to tho 
lord of tho house, uniformly preferring that planet which ha» 
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two di|^niti6s, to those thsit have only one. But an exception to- 
this rule, extends to the si^'ns Cancer and Leo ; for (Jancer 
being the Opposite sign to the oxalhition of Mars, wliich is in* 
(kpricorn, occasions the first term of Cancer to bo assigned to* 
Mais ; and because Leo is the opposite sign to the house and 
Joy of Saturn, the first term of Loo, is for this reason* given 
to Saturn. To the infortunes arc allotted the last degrees of 
all the signs, excepting those of whieh are given to Ju- 
.pitoi. The quantity ol terms are divided according to the 
iowing method ^ when JiqjiUM' und Venus hav(‘ not two dig- 
nities in the sumo sign, nor in 1 1, s-^cond, third, or fourth 
lioiHo, they liave S(wen degrees alh'ttod for tlieir terms. *Sa- 


tiirn and Mars, bficaiiso tiny a’ o in fortunes, ( except in their 
own hous(vs ) have but five, and sometimes only four, three, 
or two degree's each. Mercury, because he is of a mixe«l nature, 
has usually six <legreos allotted liim ; but when nnv of the 
planets are essentia ily dignified, they claim each, .»ne degret^ 
more ; as Vh^nus in the first term of Taurus lias eight degrees, 
cvid 8 if urn in the first term of Aquaries, claims six. But be- 


caiLse Venus has cigld degrees in Taurus, .Saturn has only 
b^o, being very weak in Taurus ; and again, in Sagittary, 
•hnher is increased one degree, because he is strong, and 
h'Jcury, is diminished one degree, because ho is weak ; so 
that Jupiter takes (uglit degroe.s, and leaves Mercury but five. 

It IS also^ necessary to observe, that a planet in his own term 
18 strong ; and that the more dignities he gains therein, the 
'Stronger will his influence be ; for example, Jupiter in the first 
term of Sagittary, is stronger and more powerful than in the 
rst term of Aries, though thejr are both equally his terms ; 
and th* reason of this is, because the sign Sagittary is both 
house and trij)licity, and Aries, is his triplicity only, 

. ^^lerefore he has the first eight degrees of Sagittary for his 
and only six in Arit's. Tlenco it becomes apparent that 
® ntJarcr a planet is in nature to the place of his term, the 
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stronger will his influence be therein. Jupiter being hot ami 
moist, has but five degrees for his term in Virgo, which is a 
cold and dry sign ; but in Gemini, which is hot and molsl, ho 
has six degrees, because it agrees with his nature ; and yet 
in Cancer, which is cold and moist, ho possesses seven de- 
grees, although it does not agree with his nature ; and the 
reason is. Cancer is the house of Jupiter’s exaltation, and 
therefore the greater term is allotted him. In lilce mannt i ii 
a planet that is cold .and dry, bo posited in a term of the saiiv . 
temperature his coldness and dryness will be greatly increased 
thereby, and he will operaie the more poiverfnlly in his influ- 
ences. The same rule holds good in ri‘s[iecl to all the other 
qualities of the planets ; and it must, be reinemhcivd, that a 
planet is always increased in strength, by being situated in 

houses or places of his own Icmjier.atnre and fpiality. 'riiiis a 
planet that is hot and <lry, loses much of his natural vigour in 
a term that is cold and moist ; and a planet ihat is cold and 
moist, loses considerably of its nature in a term that is hot and 
dry. And in like manner, if a planot that is a fortune, be 
posited in a fortunate term, his hmefloont effects are the more 
increased, and ho is fortified with groater power and atrongtb 
to operate upon wh.atever subject ho is the significator of. And 
on the contrary, if un evil and malevolent planet bo in an evil 
sign and term, its effects will bo thereby rendered still mors 
mischievous. And the lord of a term, when posited in that 
term, bo the sign what it may, has more power therein than 
the lord of the sign, or than the planot that has the sign for 
its exaltation. Again, if the lord of any term be posited m 
his term, and the lord of the sign bo situated in another sign m 
aspect with him, the lord of the term will have more 
the sign whore he is, th.an the lord of the sign, and shall ^ 
the prhicipal significator ; but if tho lord of the terra bo posi^-, 
ted in his own term and sign also, then his strength am 
gy will be still more considerable. It may also bo observu 
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tluii when a planet weak in a sign, Iiis debility would be 
very much lessoned, should ho chance to be situated in that 
part of the sign wher(‘in ho has terms. Whenever a planet 
is posited in a term and sign both his own nature, it is a 
very strong and fortunate aspect.^ 

'Sybly. 

7'he Diqwsition of the 'Terms 

There are two methods of disposing the terms of the pla- 
nets, in reference to the dominion of the triplicities ; one ia 
dii^yptian, the other C/haldaic. 

Hut tlie ^Egyptian method preserves no regular distribu- 
tion, neither in point of successive order nor in point of 
quantity. 

In point of ordor it is defective, since it, in some instan- 
oen, allots the first degrees of a sign to the lord of the house, 
in others to the lord of the triplicity, and in others again to 
the lord of the oxaltation. By selecting examples tliis failure 
in order will easily ho seen ; for instance, if the order avere 
regulated by the government of houses, for what reason 
should Saturn take the first degrees in Libra, since that sign 
is the house of Venus ? or why should Jupiter take them in 
Ari(<H, which is the house of Mars ? If tho government of 
triplicities were followed, for ^^llat reason should Mercury take 
the first degrees in Capricorn, which is in tho triplicity ruled 
hy Venus ? If the government by exaltations, wliy should 
Mars take the first degrees in Cancer ? that sign being the 
♦‘xaltation of Jupiter. And if the order wore regulated oven 
considering tho planet which possesses most of these 
‘^^gnities in the sign, for what reason should Mercury take 
the first degrees in Aqarius, in which sign he rules only by 
triplicity, and why not Saturn, who lias government in it by 
house, as well as by triplicity ? or why in short should Mer- 
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cury, wlio does not possess any kind of dominion in Capri- 
corn, receive the first degrees in that sign also ; The same 
want of order is abundiintly evident in the rest of the distribu- 
tion. • 

An equal irregularity exists in the respective quantities of 
degrees allotted hy the A^gyptians to the several terms of tlie 
planets. For it is by no moans a proper nor sufficient demon- 
stration of accuracy lhat the aggregate sum of all the num- 
bers of every single planet amounts to the precise total requir-" 
ing to be flivided into portions of time ; since, even if it bo 
admitted that this total, eolh^ded from every single star, 
correctly asserted by the yFgyptians, it may still be objeoteil 
that the same total, so eolleet(‘d by them, may be found in 
many otiior ways hv interelinnging the numbers in,, a sign. 
There are persons also who cont(*nd that in every latitude the 
same space of time is oeeupied in ascension by every star ; 
this, however, is manifestly wrong : for, in the first place, 
these persons are guidinl by tlu' vulgar opinion of the plane 
heights of ascension, which is totally foreign to truth, and ac- 
cording to which, in the parallel of Lower Algyjit, the signs 
of Virgo and Libra would ascend each in thirty-eight degrees 
and a third, and Loo and >Scorpio each in tliirty-five degrees 
when it is, on the contrary, shewn hy the Tables, that tholattei 
two signs occupy in their several ascensions more thaTi thirty- 
five degrees each, but Virgo and Lil)ra less. It should further 
bo observed, that those who support this opinion seem ( hy so 
doing ) not only to dispute the quantity of the terms niosl 
generally received, but to be driven also to the noces.sity oi 
falsifying many ])oints ; since ( as it is indispensable to keep ! 
to the same total amount of all the terms together ) the) 
make use of parts of degrees ; biit even that contrivance 
docs not enable them to reach the true point. 

The old terms, admitted by many persons on the authonlL 
of former tradition, are a» follow ; 
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Thus, by tho ^^^p;y[)tian distribuMon, it appears that the 
total nuiiibera of tbo tb^grces for eacli plunet, added together, 
make 360 : — ^viz. for Saturn o?, Jupiter 7J, Mars 66, Venus 

and metrcury 76. 

The method of the (Tialda'ans contains a certain simplicity 
of arrangement as to ([uantity, and prcv^i'rves an order of succes- 
sion rather more conformable to the duniinioii of tlie triplici- 
ties. It is, nevertheless, liigldy imperfect, as may bo easily 
discovered even without being pointed out : for in the first' 
triplicity, ( which tlio (Jhaldmans also attribute to the same 
signs ; viz. Aries, Leo, and Sagittarius, ) Jupiter, the lord of 
the triplicity, hikes tb(‘ first dc'grces ; V'^cims, who rules the 
next triplicity follows him j alter her, in succession, are Saturn 
and Mercury, the lords of tlui triplicity of Gromini ; and lastly 
Mars, lord of the remaining triplicity. I|||the second triplici- 
ty, ( also allotted to the sarnie signs, viz, Taurus, Virgo anil 
Capricorn ) Venus stands first ; next to her, Batnrn and Mer- 
cury j after them Mars, and Jupiter last. In the other two 
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^^iplioities a similar order of sifeoossion is closely followed ; 
and with respect to the third triplicity, which is ascribed to 
two lords, viz. to Saturn and Mercury, Saturn is placed first 
in order by day and Mercury by night. 

The quantity of degrees allotted to each planet is also simp- 
ly regulated in the Chaldaic method ; it diminishes in grada- 
tion from the quantity given to th(} planet first in order, so 
that each successive planet takes one (h^gree loss than that 
.which j)recedcd it. Thus th(i first planet takes eight degnjcs, 
the second seven, the third six, the fourth five, and t^he fifth 
four. By this arrangenumt the degrees of Saturn amount by 
(lay to 78 and by night to (>0 ; the degrees of Jupib^r to 72, 
of Mars to G9, of Venus to 75, ami of J\lercury by day to C6, 
and by night to 78 — the whole amounting to 3l)0. 

or these two distributions of the terms, that of the ..^gyp- 
liaiis seems more to be relied on than (he oth(.‘r ; since it has 
lieen handed down and recommended in the writings of the 
djgyptian authors, andtdso because tlui degrcM's of the terms, in 
n:iiivitit‘s rectified by them as examples, are universally in ac- 
cordance wilh this distribution ; while, on the oth(jr hand, 
noillKM’ Iho order nor the num])er of the Chaldaic method ha» 
ev('r been recorded or explained Ijy any writer — not even by 
die writers of that very nation ; the aconracy of that method 
I' '‘<'iis( (jucntly doubtful, and its irregularity as to the order 
I'l.K'lug the planets is widely open to censure, 
riion* is,*bo\v<‘V(’r, an ancient writing which has fallen into 
Ii' audiur’s })ossession, and which gives a rational and con- 
account of the nature of the terms ; of the order in 
'^didi they aio to be taken, and of the quantity belonging to 
It 'will bo found in the sul^sequent clia[)ter. 

'I'he lenns according to Vtolcmy. 

In arranging the order in which the pkmets take their 
ill oiioii exaltations, triplicities, and hoiise>tj 
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taken into < on.si(leration ; and whatever planet, whotlit*r 
henefie. or malefic, may possess two rights of domiiiion in one 
-and the same sign, such planet is universally placed first in 
order in that sign. In other cases, however, where it does not 
ha];) pen that a malefic possesses two rights of dominion in the 
the sign, it is always placed last. 

The lord of tho exaltation is placed first ; then the lord of 
the tripHcity ; and then the lord of the house ; in regular suo- 
reswsion, according to tht*, series of tho signs : but it must again 
be rem>'.mhered tha-t any planet, having two rights of domi- 
nion in the same sign, takes precerlence, as before mentioned, 
of those having only one. In Cancer and Leo, liowever, ilic 
malefics occupy the first degrees ; as those signs are the houses 
of the Moon, and the Sun, which take no terms ; and the 
malefics being foufid to have greater potency in tliose signs 
therefore take precedence in thorn. Mars, eonsoipuMitly, n- 
ceives first degrees in Cancer, and Haturn in ijoo, by 
which arrangin “Ut a proper order is preserved. 

The respective quantities of degrees for the several term.^ 
is tlius determined : viz. when there is no planet found to bi' 
lord by two rights in the same sign, or in tho two signs next 
following, each of the benefics, Jupiter and Venus, takes S(^von 
degrees ; the malefics, Salurn and Mars, take five dogrpc" 
each ; and Mercury, being of common influence, takes six de- 
grees ; thus completing tho whole thirty. Since, however, 
there are some cases in which a planet hovS always a double 
right — (for Venus obtains tho sole government of Taurus niid 
Fi.sces, as the Moon do(‘s not share in the terms ) — it is 
observed that when such double right, (whether it exist in the 
same sign or in the signs next following as far as may 
plete a quadrant, ) may be possessed by any planet, that pla 
net receives in addition one degree. The planets thus 
tied were distinguished by points in the ancient writing ab 
mentioned. And the degree, added to the quantity of the p 
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not which exercises a double right, is subtracted from those of 
single right ; most generally from Saturn and Jupiter, in 
consequence of tlieir slower motion. 

Tlieso terms are detiiilcd in the following (able : 
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77ie placffi and decrees of ercnj plaitH. 

TiiK si^iis ha,Yo haen subdivided by sonui person into 
still more minute,* wbieb have been named places and do^HTos* 
of dominion. Thus the twelfth part of a sign, or two degi(‘(\s 
and a half, has been called a place, and the dominion of it 
given to the signs next succeeding. Other persons again, 
pursuing various modes of arrangement, atiribiite to (‘ach 
planet certain degnics, aw being aboriginally connected with 
it, in a manner somewhat similar to the (Jhaldaic arrangeincnt „ 
of the terms. But all these imaginary attribnies cannot b(' 
herein detailed, for they receive no continuation from natiiri*, 
are not capable of being rationally dcmonstiated, and arc in 
fact, merely the ollsjwing of seientilic vanity. 

The following observation, however, deserves attention, 
and must not he omittiul. 

The beginnings of the signs, and likewise those ot tlio 
terms, are to be taken from the equinoctial and tro])ical ])oints. 
This rule is not only clearly stated by writers on the sudJivI, 
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init it is also especially (‘vidont by the donionslration con- 
>t!intly afforded, that. llaMi* natun^s, infhienc(!S, and rainiliarities, 
liavo no other origin than from the tropics and cquinox(‘s* as 
lias boon already plainly shewn. And, if other beginnings 
were allowed, it wonM eilhor be necessary to exclude tho 
natures of the signs from the theory of prognostication,* or im- 
])()ssihle to avoid error in then retaining and making use of 
(hem ; as the regularifv of their spaces and distances, upon 
.which their influence (hqionds, would then be invaded and 
hrokeii in upon. 

Fih'fSj and other .similar Attrihutes of the Planets, 

The familiarities existing between the planets and the signs 
;in‘ siK’h as have been already particularized. 

There are also, liowcvor, further peculiarities ascribed to 
tho {)]anets. Each is said to be in its proper face, when tho 
asju'ct it holds to tin* Sun, or Moon, is similar to that whicli 
its own house bears to their houses : for example, Venus is 
in lior proper face wlnm making a sextile aspect to either lu- 
niiiKirv, jirovided slv' lx* occi<lental to tho Sun, but oriental 
to tliii Moon, agreeably to the primary arrangement of her 
houses. 

Each planet is also said to be in its proper chariot, or throne, 
or otherwise triumph in tly situated, when it holds familia- 
rity with th(^ place whi(’h it actually occupies by two, or more, 
of the prescribed mo(h‘s of connection ; for when it is so cir- 
t'umstanced, its influence and energy are specially augmented 
hy tho familiarity it thus liolds with tho sign which oncom- 
P'tssgs it, and which is similar in influence and co-operates 

^'ithit. 
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Lastly, each planet, (although it may possess no familia- 
rity with the sign encompassing it) is said to rejoice, when 
any connection subsists between itself and other stars of the 
same condition ; as, notwithstanding the distance between 
them, a certain sympathy and communication of influence is 
derived from their mutual resemblance. In the same manner, 
again, when a planet occupies a place adverse and dissimilar 
ill condition to itself, much of its influence is dissipated and 
lost ; in consequence of the interposition and admixture of 
the other diflerent influence, arising out of tlfe dissimilar tein- 
peramont of the sign by which it is encompassed. Plolm% 

The PHASES of the PLANKTS. f 

The planets Phases consist of the twelve signs of the zodi- 
ac, divided each into throe equal parts ; so that one pliaflls 
contains ten degrees, and every sign three phases. They aro 
called phases, because they signify or represent the forms, 
natures, and inclinations of the S(iveral planets appropriated 
to them. A planet’s term divides a phasis ; a phasis divid(^4 
a sign ; a sign divides a triplicity 3 and a triplicity divided 
the whole zodiac. 

To ascertain the proper phases of each planet, we 
with Mars, in the equinoctial sign Aries, because it is the 
house of this planet ; 'wherefore the first ten degrt^os (Consti- 
tute the phasis of Mars : the second ton degrees ar(3 th*' 
phasis of the sun ; and the third, which mak(? up the whole thir- 
ty degrees of Aries, constitute the phases of Venus. The first ten 
degrees of Taurus make the phasis of Mercury ; the second 
ten degrees are the phasis of the Moon ; and the third t<'n 
constitute the phasis of Saturn'. The first ton degrees of tr^'" 
mini make the phasis of Jupiter ; the second ten, the phaW'^ 

I 
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of Mars, and so on in the following order, throughout the 
twelve signs of the zodiac. 

Mars hath the first phasis in Aries, which is the phasis of 
strength, magnanimity, and counige ; of resolution, confi- 
(lenco, and intrepidity. The sun hath the second phasis in 
Aries, and this is the phasis of renowm, majesty, and might ; 
of oandour, generosity, and nobleness of soul ; and herein the 
sun has his exaltation. Venus hath the third phasis in Aries, 
.which is the phasis of cfleminacy, and w^anton merriment ; 
of joy, sport, and play. 

In Taurus, the first phasis is attributed to Mercury, and it 
is th(! phasis of mechanical arts, agriculture, and learning ;

Saturn hath the first phasis of Pisces ; it is a phasis of 
tlioughtfulncss, sedateness, and temperance ; of sobriety, repu- 
tation, and success in business. Jupiter hath the second phasis 
in Pisces ; it is the phasis of austerity, haughtiness, ami 
ambition ; of pride, vain-glory, and self-conceit. Mars

The advantage to bo derived by a perfect knowledge of

by them, according to the strength or debility of the 
aspects ; for if the lord of the ascendant, or the moon, 

pUuei applying to the ascendant in aspect, or beholding

of tho sam:3 nature, then will thoir effects upon the native 
be moat powerful and efficacious.

So likewise Jupiter joycili 
in iSagittary, and not in Pisces, because in tho former sign bo 
has both house and triplicity ; but in tho latter, ho has lionso 
only. The sanu^ observation extends to the other planets. Tlw 
moon, indeed, has no triplicity ; but she joyoth in Cancer, bo- 
(uiuso it is a sign of her own <|uality and nature. IIoiico it ap- 
{)eurs that Saturn, though strong and well dignified in Oa})ri' 
corn, is much stronger, and has more dignities in Aquarios-

THE various constellations of the fixed stars having no'V 
been duly described, their aspects remain to be investigideJ* 
Independently of the stedfast and immutable aspect 
which the said stai*s preserve among themselves, eithoi* recti 
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linearly, or triangularly, or by other similar forms, they have 
also certain aspects considered as referring exclusively to tho 
planets and tho Sun and Moon, or parts of the zodiac ; cer- 
tain others to the earth only ; aUd others, again, to the earth, 
the planets and tho aS'uii and Moon, or parts of tho zodiac, 
ounibined. 

With regard to the planets only’’, and parts of the zodiac, 
iispecits are properly considered as made to them by tho fixed 
vtars, wlion tho said planets and fixed stars may he posited 
on one and the same of those circles whicdi are drawn l»hrouoh 
tho ])oles of the zodiac ; or, also, if they be posited on dif- 
foront circles, provided a trinal or sextile distance between 
tluMii may be preserved ; that is to say, a distance erpial to a 
rioht angle and a third part more, or a distance equal to two 
ihinls of a right angle; and provided, also, that the fixed 
^t:irs be on such parts of the circle as are liable to bo transited 
hyany one of the planets. The parts are situated within the la- 
of the zodiac, which circumscribes the planetary mo- 
tions. And as far as tho five planets are concerned, the as- 
pects of the fixed stars depend upon the visible mutual con- 
]ttnotions, or configurations, made in the forms above pre- 
spiibcd ; but, with respect to tho Suii and Moon, they de- 
pend on occultations, conjunctions, and .«!uccedent risings 
^>1 the stars. Occiiltation is when a star beconu^s invisible by 
heing catriod under the rays of tho luminarv ; conjunction, 
''hon it is placed under tho luminary’s centre ; and siiccc- 
ri.singj when it begins to reappear on issuing out be- 
yond the ray’^s. 

In regard to the earth only, the aspects of the fixed stars 
‘ne four in number, and are kndwii by the common term of 
; to speak, however, more particularly, they are tho 
onental horizon, tho meridian or midheaven above the earth, 
^^0 occidental horizon, and the meridian or midhoaven below 
earth. And in that part of the earth where the equator 
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is in the zenith, the whole of the fixed stars are found to rise 
and set, and to be above as well as below the earth, once in 
each revolution ; because the situation ot the poles of tho 
e(iuator, being in this manner on tho plane of the horizon, 
thereby prevents the constant visibility or invisibility of any 
one of the parallel circles. But in other parts of the earth, 
where tho pole of the equator is in tho zenith, the fixed stars 
can never sot nor rise ; because tho equator itself is then on 
the plane of tho horizon, and circumscribes the two hemi- 
spheres ( which it thus creates, one above and the other below 
the earth ) in such a manner, that in one revolution ev(My 
star must twice transit the meridian, some of them above, 
others below the earth. In other declinations, however, l)(‘- 
tween these oxtreino positions of the equator, as just mention- 
ed, there are certain of the circles always visible, and others 
never visible ; conscciuently, the stars intercepted bctwooii 
tho first of such circles and tho poles can neither rise nor 
sot, but must, in the course of one revolution, twice transit 
the meridian ; above the earth, it the said stars be on a 
circle always visible j but below the (uirth, if on a circle never 
visible. The other stars, however, situated on the greater paral- 
lels, both rise and set, and are found in each revolution once 
on the meridian above the earth, and once on that below the 
earth.— In all these cases, time occupied in proceeding 
round from any one angle to the same again, must be every- 
where cipial in its duration, for it is marked by one sensible 
revolution ; and the time occupied in passing from either 
moridianal angle to the angle diametrically opposite, is 
everywhere equal > because it is marked by the half of one 
revolution. So, also, tho passage from either horizontal angl® 
to its opposite angle is again effected in tho same equal poi- 
tion of time, wherever tho equator may be in the zenith, or 
it is then likewise marked by the half of an entire 
because on such a position of the equator, all the para 
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arfl ilieii divided, as well by the horizon as by the meridian, 
into two equal parts. But in all other declinations, the time 
of passage of a semicircle above the earth is not equal to that 
of its passage below the earth, exce pt only in the case of the 
fiquinoctial circle itself, which, in an oblique sphere, is the 
only one divided by the horizon into two equal parts, all 
oiliers ( its parallels ) being bisected into dissimilar and un- 
oqual arcs. It follows, accordingly, that the time contained 
•in the space between rising or setting, and either meridian, 
must be equal to the time between the same meridian, and ri- 
sing or setting ; because the meridian divides equally such 
portions of the parallels as are above or under the earth. But 
in proceeding in an oblique sphere, from rising or sotting to 
f?V/jcr meridian, the time occupied must be unequal ; and in 
H nght sphere, equal, because the entire portions above the 
(itrth are, in a right sphere only, equal to those below the 
earth ; whence, for instance, in a right sphere, whatever stars 
may ho together on the meridian must also all rise and set to- 
gether, until their progress becomes perceptible by the poles 
of the zodiac ; while^ on th^ other hand, in an oblique sphere 
^^h:^tever stars may be together on the meridian can neither 
all rise together nor set together j for the more southern stars 
must always rise later than those which are more northern, 
and set earlier. 

Thc*aspects made by the fixed stars, in regard to the pla- 
^<'ts or parts of the zodiac, and the earth combined, are con- 
sidered, in a general manner, by the rising, or meridianal 
P^>^iition, or setting of the said fixed stars in conjunction with 
planet or pjvt of the zodiac ; but their aspects are pro- 
P^dy distinguishable, by mcana of the Sun, in the nine fol- 
lowing modes : — 

. b The first is called matutine subsolar, when the star it 
together with the Sun, in the oriental horizon.

2. The socoinl aspect is termed matutino location in tlip 
tnid-heaven ; Avlien the star is found on the meridian, cither 
above or below ilie earth, while the Sun is on the oriental » 
horizon, And of this aspect, one species is called a succedeiit 
and oriental location in the mid-heaven, invisible ; whon, 
immediately a Her the Sun’s rising, the star shall be foiuid 
on the meridum ; another is the pretdse oriental location in 
the mid4icaven ; wlien, exactly as the Sun rises, the star is 
at the same time on the meridian ; another is the orienlal 
precedent location in the mid-heaven ; wlicm the star first 
shall come to the imiridian above the earth, and the Sun may 
then immediately rise. 

3 . The thiixl, called matutino sotting, is wlien the 8un 
may be actually in the oriental horizon, but the star in the 
occidental. One of the forms of this aspect is called the 
oriental, snccedent setting, invisible ; when the star sets 
immediately after the Sun’s rising : another is the precise 
oriental co-setting, when the star sets at the moment of the 
Sun’s rising ; another is the oriental, precedent, and visible 
setting, when the Sun does not rise until immodiately after 
the setting of the star. 

4. The fourth asjTect is named meridianal siibsolar, and 
takes place >vhen the Sun is actually on the meridian, h«t 
the star on the oriental horizon. Of this, one is diurnal and 
invisible ; when the star rises while the Sun is posited on 
the meridian above the earth : another is nocturnal and vi- 
-sihle ; when the star rises while the Sun is placed on the 
meridian below the eatth. 
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The tiftli is called moridiaiKil location in the midlK'ayen ; 
when the Sun, as well as the star, may be at the sumo time 
on the meridian. Ot‘ this aspect, two vsorts are diurnal and 
invisible } whoa the star is on the meridian above the etirtli, 
iooothepwith the Sun, or on that below the earth, diametri- 
oally opposite to the Sun. Two also are nocturnal, and of 
th(‘se, Olio is invisible ; when the star is on the meridian 
tnulor the earth together with the Sun : the other, however, 
,is visible ; when the star is on the meridian above the earth 
ilijuiudrically opposite to the Sun. 

The sixth is meridianal setting ; when the star is found 
on the occidental horizon, while the Sun is on the meridian. 
Of this, one species is diurnal and invisible ; when the star 

while the Snn is above the earth on the meridian : the 
other is nocturnal and visible ; when the star sets while the 
Snn is on the meridian below the earth. 

The seventh aspect is called vespertine subsolar ; when 
th(' si:u’ is found on the oriental horizon, while the fSiin is 
])o^it(‘d on the occidontsd horizon. One form of this as[)(ict 
is the vespertine succodeiit rising, visible ; wdion the star rises 
imiuodiately after sunset : another is the precise vt'sjicrtino 
co-i’ising ; when the star rises and the ^Slln, sets at one and 
tliii same time : another is the ^)recedonf, vospertiiK^ rising, 
invisible ; when the star rises immediately before the Sun sets. 

The eighth is named vespertine location in the midl,iea vcmi ; 
ivhen the star is on the meridian, either above or bclo^v th(3 
oiirth, while the 8un is placed on the occidental horizon. Of 
Ibis aspect, one kiinl is called a visible vespertine location in 
Ibf! mid-heaven ; wiieii the star is found there imincdiatcly 
after sunset : another is the precise vespertine location in the 
«iid-lioaven , when the star is found there at the moment of 
•sansot ; another is the vespertine precedont location in the 
aud-heuvoii, invisible ; ^Yhcll the star arrives tjioro immediate- 
ly before suusd# 
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Tho ninth aspoct is called vespertine sotting ^ when tlir 
star, together with tho Sun, is on tho occidental horizon. One 
form of this aspect is tho vespertine, succoilent and visihU 
setting ; when the star, at the coiniuoncement of its occulta- 
tion, sets immediately after the Sun : another is thfl [irocisf 
vespertine setting ; when the star sots at the same inonuMit 
with tho Sun : anotlnn* tho preceticnl, invisblo settiiiir ; 
when the star, brfoiv it nnergi'.s tVoin its occiiltation, sck 
before tho ^iin. rtulemy 

Tho ASrKt 1\S (d tlie PLANKTH. 

The strongest, or in >>( forci!>le rays, aspects, or coiifigur.i- 
tions peculiar to tho planets, are tho following ; a coiiJiiiiL'- 
tion, dta^otod by this rharact<‘r 6 , a trine, A, a (juartrle, □, ;i 
soxtilo, and an o])p('siti()n cf . 

A conjunction 6 bs not properly an aspect, though fn'- 
quently so called ; for wlnm two planets are both in tlie .suik; 
degree and minute of a ^igii, they are said to bo in conjiiii^’- 
tion, consequently cannot at that time l^c in aspect to eiuli 
other. The effects of conjunctions are either good or bad 
according to tho nature and quality of the i)laiiets that com- 
pose them ; or as the planets in conjunction are friends or 
enemies to one another, or to the subject then uiukr 
deration. 

Asextile aspect implies t\vo of tho heavenly bodies po- 
sited at the distance of .sixty degrees in longitude, or on« 
sixth part of the zodiac from each other ; for which reiisou 
it is sometimes call (id a sexangular aspect, or an lioxa^ion. 
The sextile is termed an aspe^d of imperfect love, amity, 
friendship ; because w^hcii two planets, or 'signitieators, an 
in sextile to each other, they import that any matter iu 
pute, treaty of marriage, or other subject of enquiry, 

1x5 happily terminated, or bronglit about, by tlwi inierveuli^^'^ 
of friends ; or that for want thereof, tho JRitrary imO 
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|)cn. And though the soxtilc aspect is sometimes over-ruled 
by the more powerful influences of malignant ones, yet it is 
generally considered an omen of the favoimible kind. 

By a quartile aspect □, two planets are understood to be 
posited at ninety degrees, or one fourth part of the circle of 
llio zodiac from each otlu^r j whence it is also called a qua- 
(Iraiigiilar, or tetragonal aspect. The (piartilc is consid >red 
an aspect of imperfect Inifrcd : and acts vice verm with the 
M!\tile, inclining ratlna* to malignaiicy, contention and mis- 
I’ortnne, as the otlier do.is to friendship, harmony, and good 
I’ortniie. 

A trine aspect A, imports the planets to be situated at 
the distance of one hundred and twenty d(‘grees, or ono third 
l»art of the circle of the zodiac, from each other ; and is some- 
times called a trigonal aspect or trigonocrator, imjdying rule 
or (loininion in a certain trigon or triplicity. This is an 
asjx^el of the most perf(*ct iinHuimity, friemlsliip, and peace ; 
and It is so considcr<*d, because when the planets are in a 
trine aspect, they an* [)()sited in signs precisely of the same 
trildicity and nature ; that is to say, they are both in an 
oartliy, airy, fiery, or watery sign ; and consequently both 
contribute the same inKucnces uniiupo<led. Bufin a Sextile#,, 
|vhidi IS an aspect of imperfect amity, the planets are posited 
^^igns of only a partial nature, viz. tioiy with au airy, or 
'*0 (Mrthy with a water / sign ; and as the fiery sign is hot 
(/ry, and the airy hot and vioist ; tho earthy coKl and 
and the watery cold and nioisty so the planets thus 
posit(3(l, agreeing only in ono point out of two, give but an 
I’oporteet influence. Tims tho distinctions between a % Sex- 
and A trine aspect, and * between a □ Quartile and , 
Pposition, are founded in reason and experience, 
file opposition cP, of two planets, signifies their being posi- 
Olio hundred and eighty degrees, or just half the dis- 
ot the zodiac apart, which places them diametrically 
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opposite to ono another in the heavens, whence it is called a 
diametrical radiation. This is considered an aspect of perfect 
hatred, or of inveterate malice and enmity, as malignant in its 
effects, as the trine is benevolent jand of double the destructive 
tendency of the Quattile a, aspect. To instance this, let us 
suppose two kingdoms, states, societies, or private gentlemen 
at variance, and it is eiKpiircd whether the cause of dispute 
may be amicably adjusted ? If a figure be erected for tlio 
positions of the heavenly bodies, and the two signiHcaton 
representing the two adversaries, be in a quartile aspect. I 
sboiild infer, that notwitbstamling the then .subsisting ciiiiiitv 
of the parties, with all the threatened mischiefs attending it, 
harmony may be restored, if proper means were used for that 
purpose. But if the signilicators are found in actual opposition, 
tlw dispute in question would most probably occasion hostiliiy, 
war, litigation, or duel, or be attended witli some alurmin!! 
consequences, before the matter would suliside. WlicretW 
an cf Opposition is Justly termed .an aspect of perfect enmity. 

These aspects are all divided, for the sako of ]ier.spionity, 
inio partite m<iplatwk aspects.

The same olrcum- 
Htance aj^plies to the aspects of all the planets ; for if their 
distance from each other brings them within one half of each 
of their orbs or radiations, when added together, they will then 
form a platick aspect. It must also be carefully observed in 
iheso platick aspects, whether the co-operation of the two 
planets is going off, or coming on. In the above example, 
the effect of Saturn’s platick soxtile aspect with Jupiter was 
{Toing off ; but if wo reverse their situations, and place Sa- 
turn in twenty-four degrees of Gemini, and Jupiter in 
sixt(‘en degrees of Aries, then the aspect would be coming 
on with all its force and influence, and w'ould proportionably 
ultoct the subject, whatever it be, under consideration.

In the foregoing table, at the top of the third column, noti 
the characters of the aspects sextile quartile a, trine 
and opposition <? , as placed over the signs of the zodiac. " 
the first colninn, observe the words de.\tor, and in the sotom 
column, the sign Aries. These are intended to shew, t lu 
a planet, posited in Aries, would send his sextile aspect, dex 
to Aqnarics, and sinister to Gemini ; his quartile, dex 
Capricorn, and sinister to Cancer ; his trine, dexter o 
gittary, and sinister to Leo ; and would bo in 
a planet posited in equal degrees of Libra. The same 
apply throughout the table j hut it must not bo 
sinister aspects go in the same order with the sigm^^ 
zodiac, and dexter contrary xvise ; and that the • 
poets are more strong and powerful than the sinis ^ 
thus, according to the operations of tho p 
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arc tho natures of all men, as the pianists have pred()minancy 
in them ; and such are the natures of all nianuor of herbs 
and plants that grow in the field. Some are inilucnced by 
Saturn, and thence are cold and dry ; others by Jupiter, and 
iliciico are hot and moist ; one by an order of Mars draws 
nothing but poison to its roots, and another by the sweet 
iiiHiienco of Venus, sucks nothing but the sweet sap of the 
earth into all its fibres. If Saturn or Mars rise with a birth, 
it is ton to one but the child dies that year, unless Jupiter or 
\oiius interpose, by throwing t heir friendly influences •strong- 
ly into the sign. And in these respects we have as incontesth- 
Llo pioots of the truth of what we advance, as the physician 
ha‘< ot the nature of herbs when ho tastes them ; he, from

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Muntlano aspects arc those which arc made in the mcridi- 
[)nal circle, in reference to the earth, and consist of only the 
soxtilo, qiiartile, trine, and opposition ; though there are other 
finniliarities which wo call parallels, and those both mundane, 
and zodiacal. Of these familiarities, the conjunction is good 
with benevolent stars ; but with malevolent, bad. The quin- 
tile, biquintile, sex tile, and trine, are also good and fortunate ; 
hut the semi({uadrate, sesquadrato, quartilo, and opposition, 
me evil and unfortunate. These good, and evil innuenccs 
proceed more from the nature and quality of the sta’rs, than 
tVoiii ihe nature of the signs they possess • for it is found that 
own good aspects of malefic planets will produce mis(‘hi(*f, 
though not in so great a degree as the evil configurations. 

Zodiacal Parallels, are what are commonly called .anlisei- 
and aro nothing more than parallels, or two points in 
thi' heavens at equal distances from the beginning of any of 
tlio I Topics, or equinoctial points. For example ; one |f}anct 
in toil degrees of Aries, and anotlior in twenty degrees of 
I'isoos, aro in Zodiacal . parallel to each other, or, in other 
avoids, one planet in twenty degrees of pisccs, casts its anti- 
or one parallel to ten degrees of Anos, and its conira- 
iinti-scian, or another parallel, to ten d(sgrces of Libra. But in 
Living these, particular attention must be had to each of the 
l'l:inet‘s latitudcj for want of which, great errors have been 
Li‘<|ui)iitly made. For suppose the Moon to lie posited in 
^'vonfy-two degrees of Taurus, with fivo degrees of nortii 
ii^titudo, her antisciau or Zodiacal parallel, taken in the 
^‘ommon way, would ftill in eight degrees of Leo, and her 
Contra-anti scian in eight degrees of Aquaries ; whereas tlie 
. Luo antiscian falls in ten degrees of Cancer, which is no loss 
Li'tn twenty-eight degrees from that obtained in the common 
for there is exactly that difference between the ccli[)U- 
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cal longitude of twenty two <logrees of Taiiriw, witliont 
latitude, and twenty two degrees of Taurus with five degree 
of north la^tude. 

A planet thus coriaidered, as having latitude, hath four 
zodiacal parallels ; one at its body, one at its antiseional 
pewit, and the other two, at their opposite points, .\ndhonco, 
according to the oxain|)le above stated, the moon’s paralleli 
at her body full in twenty degrees of Gemini, and at tin- 
antiseional point in ten degrees of Cancer ; and their oppo- 
site points, or contni-aiitiscians, fall in twenty degrees of 
Sagittarius, and in ten d.^grees of Capricorn. These antiw:iaii«, 
and contra-antiscians, iir<! always of a benign and friendly 
nature, wdien forimul by tlio bonetick planets ; but they aii’ 
equally unbenign and unfortunate, when made by violent and 

malevolent stars. _ _ , 

As zodiacal parallels are only equal distances troin Inn 
tropical and equinoctial circles, so Mundiine parrallels, by a 
parity of reason, arc nothing more thiin a like (vpial distanw 
from the horizontal or mcridianal points or circles, hor ex- 
ample, a planet on the cusp of the t welfth house, is in paral- 
lel to the cusp of the second honso, because it is exactly at 
fhe same distance from the ascendant or horizon tbit tin) 
twelfth is ; and likewise in parallel to the eighth house, J' 
being exactly the s.amo distance from tho tenth house or m< 
ridian, that tho twelfth is. And as tho zodiacal panillols an- 
measured by tho circle of the zodiac, so tho mundane pa™ ' 
lols are moasuroil by tho diurnal, or nocturnal arehis, 
just so long as tho Sun, or any other planet will be m p™ 
cceding from the cusp of the twelfth house to the 
tholerth; just so long tho same Snn or other plane ^ 
bo in proceeding, on tho same day, from tho cusp of the oi j 
to the cusp of the eighth house ; and just so many hours . 
minutes of time as there are betw-con tho sun-rising am 
j.ist so many hours and minutes are there, the same aa}.

The zodiaral parallel resembles the conjunction in effects, 
since it is formed 'when two planets have the same declination, 
(or in other words are etpiUdii^tant from the groat circles of the 
(qualor) in nuinhor. Thus supp(Ksing a star or })lanet to be in 
(legre(‘s of Scorpio with 13 degrees declination, and ano- 
th(‘r in 25 degrees of Acpiarius, they 'vvonld both he parallel 
to cacli other. In all cases, whether the sigiiificators are 
either active or passive, this aspect is equal to the con- 
junction. 

In the use of the foregoing aspects, the student iitnst bear 
i'l mind, tliat the Injlit planets api)ly only to the more ponder- 
ous, iind unless when rotrogade, the sui)erior never can apply 
zodiacal aspect to the inferiors, the effect of which is very 
oonsiderahle both in genothliacal and horary Astrology ; for 
^Joth reason and experience leads us to affirm, that if a certain 
lurco exists in any configuration of the stars, when that con- 
ration eeasea to exist the eilects are no more ; and conse- 
quently, the more nciirer the aspect the greater are the presu- 
.mod effects, either in good or evil, which as the aspect 
ixiusf be increasing in virtue, hut as ligoes off Urom 
^^0 configurating ray, it gradually becomes weaker and wea-

Thus Herschel, who is placed at the top of the seliomo, 
apjdies to no planet whatever except when retrograde ; Saturn 
ai)plies only to Herschel ; Jupiter, to Saturn and Herschel ; 
and so of the rest in order as above exemplified, \sh(‘re it will 
be seen that the moon, being last, applies to every otlnn* planet 
ill the heavens ; but no planet to her aspect unless retrognde. 

The next thing to bo observed and duly considiM od is the 
mundane aspects, or those formed by tho diurnal motion of tho 
earth round its axis, whereby every star is brought at stated 
periods to tho cusp of each house in duo succession ; thus form- 
ing various aspects or configuration, as well with each other 
as with the angles of the ascending or descending horizon, the 
zenith, 4iadir, &c- The ancient Astrologers Avere either unac- 
quainted with these aspects, or forbore to mention them. Placidus, 
an Italiaft Astrologer, is the first who has given any definition 
of these configurations, which nevertheless are of greater nn- 
portance than any other part of the science.

The Mundane Parallel is an equal distance from the 
dian. It is used by some hdrary astrologers. When any ol 
the above aspects are formed between the planets, they 
found to have a mutual influence or action on each othei, 
according to the nature of the aspect. For example : i 
Sun be 60 degrees (a #) from Jupiter in any figure, it 
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ihiit the person signified by the Sun is under the boncfic iii- 
ilueiice of tho benevolent Jupiter ; and shews success accor- 
ding to the nature of the question. In nativities it causes good 
health and good fortune in life. But if Sun bo 90 degrees 
(a □) from Saturn, it shews discredit, a failure of hopes &c. in 
;i ([iiestion ; and in a nativity it produces much sickness to 
the native, and also misfortunes to his father. This was 
vei’itiod ill the nativity of Napoleon Bonaparte’s son, who was 
horn at 9h. 15m. A. M. J^Oth March, 1811, when Sun was in 28 
degrees, 53 minutes of Pisces, and Saturn was in 26 degrees, 28 
minutes of Sagittarious ; just 92 degrees, 25m. distant from 
oach other. This very close □ aspect of sun and Saturn caused 
Itreat trouble to tho native, through his father’s misfortunes ; 
and, as 8un was tho hylog, produced a consumptive disease, 
mid early death. It is remarkable, that his father’s troubles 
hogan immediately after his birth ; and it will always be 
fmiud in tho nativity of a child, that the fortune of its pa- 
rents may be ascertained thereby until the birth of another 
( hild. If, for example, tho child have evil planets in tho 
iourth house, its father will be more or less unfortunate until 
the birth of another child ; when, if that other have Jupiter 
mid Venus in the fourth house, tho father’s affairs will be- 
come more fortunate : so very beautifully do the nativities 
oi’ parents and their children sympathise together.

Ap 2 :>licationf Separation^ and other Faculties^ 

Itt all cases when the distances between planets or lumina- 
I'ics are but trifling, tho planet which precedes is said to 
‘^Pply to that which follows ; and that which follows to be 
^“iiarating from that which precedes. The same rule obtains 
. ill respect to bodily conjunction and to any other of tho 
■^■^pocts befdfe described j except that, in the application and 
'"‘purution of tho bodily conjunction, it is also essential to 
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o])Sorve the actuul latitudes of the bodies, in order to rccoi^B 
and consider only such a transit as may made in the samo 
purls of the zodiac. But in the applioiition and separation 
of aspects merely, the same attention is not requisite, siiico 
all the rays are uniformly converged into one focus, that is to 
say, into the angle of the earth, and meet there alike from 
every quarter. 

It appears, therefore, hy the whole of what has been al- 
ready delivered, that the etfoctive intiuence of the stars must 
be considered as arising not only from their own peculiar 
natures and properties, but also IVom the (quality of tlio 
surrounding signs, and from contignration with the Sun 
and the angles ; all which has been pointed out. The in- 
fluence of each planet, however, is strengthened cbieHy 
when it may be oriental, swift and direct in its’pro[ic‘r 
course and motion — for it has then its greatest poANor ; 
but, on the other hand, it loses strength when oocidiuital 
and slow in motion or retrograde ; as it then acts with smaller 
effect. Its intiuence also receives accession or diminution, 
from its position with regard to the horizon ; as, if it be 
situated in the mid-heaven, or Miccedont to the mid4ica\('ii, 
it is especially strong ; likewise, if it bo on the actual hori- 
zon, or succedent to the horizon, it is also powerful , — par- 
ticularly if in the eastern quarter. Should it, however, be 
below the earth, and configurated w'ith the ascendant, eitVr 
from the lower heaven, or from any other part below tbe 
earth, its iiiHuoiice then beconms more languid ; but if, when 
below the earth, it holds no such conliguratioii, it is eiitir^’l' 
deprived of efheaev.

THE PART OF FORTUNE. 

This is that spot in the heavens which is equally 
from the degree ascending that the Moon is ft’om the pun- 
It is found by the following rule : — 
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To Jitid the Part of Fortune in a Nativitij. 

Add ‘dO degrees to the right ascension of the meridian, and 
it will give the oblique ascension of the ascendant. From the 
oblique ascension of the ascendant subtract the oblique ascen- 
Kioa of the Sun (having first added 360 degrees to the former, 
if necessary) ; to the remainder add the right ascension of 
die Moon : the sum will bo the right ascension of the Part of 
Fortune. 

The Part of Fortune is always render the horizon before 
the full Moon, and above the horizon after the fulhMoon. 
Having found its right ascension, take it from that of the 
nioridiaii above or below the earth, according as it may bo 
situated ; or, take that of the meridian from it, and the sum 
or difierence will shew the distance of the Part of Fortune 


from the cusp of the 10th or 4th house.

TERMS of ART used in ASTROLOGY. 

DIRECTION, si^'niHcs a planet moving on in its natural 
couiso from west to cast, according to the succession of tho 
•vi^ns in tho zodiac ; thus, a fdanot is direct, when it moves 
ni consfy/iientia, from Aries to Taurus, from Taurus to Gemini, 
iVc. Direction is also a calculus, wdierehy to find the time of 
:inv accident or rcMnakahlc event., that will happen to the 
jx'rsoii* who propounds a question, or has his nativity casL. 
Kor instance, a person enquires how many years he may 
live, l)y the course of the planets at the timeofbirth?lIa- 
11^ established the sun, moon, or ascendant, as significalors 
*'l litc, and Mars, or jSaturn, as promiltors or portontors of 
■It'.irli, ilic direction is a calculation of the length of time in 
'Nliich the significator will bo in iiKicting the promittor ; and 
diis rcsolvijs tho question. In tliese calculations, the signi- 
iH’.ilor is sometimes termed aphHa, or giver of life, and tlui 
i'loinittor, mier'cta, or giver of death. The directions of all 
die prijicjpal points of the heavens, p1anel.s, and fixed stai’s, 
thf! ascendant, mid-heaven, sun, moon, and part of fortune, 
''I’f! w(n’ked by tho same rule. 

^IhVTIONAKY, is understood of a planet, when to tho 
or senses of a beholder here on earth, it appears to stand 
‘ddl, without any progressive, motion in its orbit. Not that 
^ 1‘ijuiet ever is or can be naturally in this state, but is only 
I'^ailored so in appearance, by tho iiic<|ualities which arise 
dom (he positions and motions of the earth ; for were the 
I'l'^ncts to be viewed from the sun, or centre of the system, 
Would always appear uni form and regular. 
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liETItOCUiADATlON, implies an apparent moiion in tlie 
planets, whereby they seem to go backwards in the cclij>itic, 
and to move in antecedentia, or towards the antecedent si^ns, 
vize. from earst to Avest, contrary to the order of direction, uiul 
to the succession of the signs of tlie zodiac. This also is an 
appcaranco produced by an opposite motion ot the earth, 
to that of the planets. 

APPLICATION , signifies the approach of two planet‘s 
together, either by conjunction or aspect, and is of threo 
kinds ; the first is, when a planet, swift in motion, a})plic« 
to one of slower progress ; for example, suppose Mercury po- 
sited in sixteen degr<H5S of Gemini, and Mars in twenty one do- 
groes of the same sign, both being direct in motion ; Menmrv, 
by having the greater apparent projectile force, would over- 
take and form a conjunction Avith Mars, Avhich is termo.l,Ji 
direct ap] dicat ion. The second kind is formed ])y tAVO retro- 
grade planets ; as supposing Idercury in sixteen degrees oi 
Gemini, and Mars in fifteen d('gr(‘OS of the same sign, both 
retrograde ; ^lorcnry, being the lighter planet, applies to tlio 
body of Saturn, a more ponderous planet, by rotrogradutioii : 
and this is termed a reii'vgrade apjdication. The third kind i*- 
occasioned by one plahet going direct in motion, and moetiu;^ 
another planet that is retrograde ; for instance, suppose Mor 
cury retrograde in sixteen degrees of Gemini, and Saturn 
direct, in tAA^olvo degrees of the same sign ; hero Morcurv, 
being the lighter planet, applies to a conjunction of ^^atur^ 
by a retrograde motion ; and these two last are deemed evil 
applications. It must also be observed that the superior plan' 
ets ncA^er apply to the inferior, but by a retrograde motion J 
whereas the inferior planets apply both AA'ays. 

SEPARATION is understood of two planets, that ha'f* 
either been in partilo conjunction, or aspect, and are just de- 
parted or separated from it. Thus, if avc suppose Saturn in 
twelve degrees of Bagittary, and Jupiter in thirteen degu‘^^ 
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of the same si^n, Jupiter will be then separated one degree 
from a perfect or partile conjunction with Saturn ; but they 
would still be in a platick conjunction, because they are within 
the moiety of each others radiations, which is four degrees 
and a half each, consequently these planets would continue 
ill platick conjunction until they were separated nine degrees, 
jind then the aspect would entirely cease. The axact know- 
ledge of every degree of the separations of these aspects, is of 
tho utmost consequence in giving judgment upon varioiS 
important occasions. For instance, suppose it were demand- 
ed \Nhetlier a certain treaty of marriage would tiike place, 
er not? When all the aspects are collected upon the horoscope, 
imd tho two planets, that are significators of the parties, are 
h»und applying to each other in a conjunction, and in common 
or fixed signs, the marriage may probably take place in some 
length of time. If tho significators are posited in moveable 
.signs, angular, and approaching swift in motion to a conjunc- 
tion, it may then bo consummated in a very short time : but 
if the significators arc separated from a conjunction, only a 
few niiiiutos of a degree, one may safely conclude that there 
has been great probabilities, only a few days before, that 
the wedding would have taken place ; but by this aspect 
tho parties appear to be banging in suspenco, and some dis- 
like, or change of sentiment seems to have taken place ; and 
tho significators gradually separate from tho partile and 
I'latick conjunctions, in tho same gradation will the treaty 
^‘id affections of the parties alienate and wear away ; and 
hy the* comparative time that the aspect will occupy before it 
t'ntirely ceases, so will the time be so many weeks, months, 
years, before the parties shall wholly relinquish the 

connection. 

- IhiOHiBiTioN, indicates the state of two planets that are 
^’gnificators of some event, or the bringing of some business 
an issnQ or conclusion, and are Jipplyir^g to each other by * 
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conjunction ; but before such conjunction can bo forinod, 
a third planet, by means of a swifter motion, interposes bis 
body, and destroys the expected cojijunction, by fonniiio- an 
aspect himself j and this indicates that the matter under 
contemplation, will be greatly retarded, or utterly pr(‘\ente(L 
For example, supi)ose Mars were posited in seven (le^!:rec> 
of Aries, Haturn in twelve degrees, and the Sun in si\(lei>rec> 
^f the same sign ; Mars is the significator of the bu-dness 
in hand, and promises the issue or completion of it, so soon 
as he comes to a conjunction with baturn ; but the Suu bo- 
ing swifter in motion than Mars, passes him, and pi’(‘\ents 
tluiir conjunction, by forming the aspect himself. Tlii.^ in- 
dicates, that whatever was cx]>ectcd from the approiudiiii;; 
conjunction of Mars and Saturn, is now prohibited hy ih 
Sim's first iinpediting Mars, and th<m Saturn ; ami ibis is 
termed iiconjunrtlomd or hodili/ prohihilion. There is nlso ii 
prohibition by aspect, cither sextilc, quartile, trine, or opposi- 
tion ; and this happens when two planets are going 
conjunction. Suppose Mai-s to be in seven degrees of Arie?*, 
Saturn in thirteen degrees of the same sign, and th(^ Suu m 
five degrees of Gemini : the Sun being swifter than Mar^ m 
his diurnal motion, will quickly overtake him, and pas. by 
the sextilo dexter of the Mars, and form a sextilc dexter with 
Saturn, before Mars can reach him ; by this means their con- 
junction is prohibited. ^ ^ 

Frustration, imports a swift or light planet apjircp 
to an aspect with one more slow and ponderous, but be on 
they can approach near enough to form that aspect, '' 
weighty planet is joined to .some otlier, by whipi the rs 
aspwt is frustrated.

Suppose Jupiter in the 
twelfth degree of Gemini, <md Mars in the eighth; hero 
Mars, the swifter planet, promises very soon to overtake 
Jupiter, and form a conjunction with him ; but just at the 
instant, falls retrograde, and rcfiji^ins from the conjunction, 
liy taking an opposite course from Jupiter. 

Translation of Light and Nature. This happens when

\Nlioni he next applies. The effect of this in practice will be, 
diut if a matter or thing bo promised by Saturn, then who- 
ever was roprosented by Mars, shall procure all the assistance 
diat the benevolent planet Jupiter could bestow, and trans- 
it to vSaturn, whereby the business in hand would bo the 
effects ‘d, and more happily concluded ; and this be- 
i’lK a very* foi-tunato position of the planet-s, is very proper 
to ])e known, since it promises much in law-suits, marriages 
all other questions of the kind. 

DECEPTION, is w^hon two planets, that are significators 
a any question or nativity, arc posited in each other’s dignity, 
the sun in Aries, and Mars ’ in Loo, which is a reception 
houses, and is deemed the most powerful and efficacious 
all receptions. But reception may be by exchange of tri- 
|'**city, term, or phase, or by any essential dignity ; as Venus 
Aries, and the sun in Taurus, is a reception by triplicity, 
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if the fjuostion or iTaiivity happen by day. Or if Venus W 
in the twenty-fourth degrees of Aries, and Mars in the six- 
teenth degree of Gemini, it is a reception by terms. The uso 
of these positions in practice, is considerable ; for suppose the 
event of any question required, be denied by the aspects, or 
the signfiicators a're in no aspect with each other j or it is 
doubtful what may happen from a quartile or opposition of the 
significators ; yet if the principal significators are found in 
mutual reccqition, the thing desired will shortly como to 
pass, dnd probably to the jittisfaction and content of all the 
parties concerned. 

PEREGllTNATION, describes a planet to be situated in 
a sign, or in such certain degrees of a sign, where it hiui no 
essential dignity, either by house, exaltation, triplicity, term, 
or phasis ; as 8aturn in the tenth degree of Aries, peregrine : 
and the sun, in any part of Cancer is peregrine, having no 
dignity whatever in that sign. In all questions of theft, it is 
very material to know the peregrine planet ; for it has heon 
uniformly foundj by almost every regular professor of Ibis 
Art, that the thief may bo almost constantly discoveu’cd by tho 
peregrine planet posited in a angle, or in the second house. 

COMBUSTION, is the state of a planet, when situated 
within eight degrees thirty minutes of tho body of the Sun, 
either before or after him. Suppose Mercury in the twen- 
ty-firgi degree, tho Sun in the twenty fifth degree, and VenU'^ 
in the twenty seventh degree of Aquarios i hero Mercury 
and Venus would bo both combust ; but Venus would !>«* 
more affected by it than Mercury, because the sun appli*"* 
to or moves towards Venus, and recedes from Mercurj 
whereby his rays afiliet her more forcibly on his ucarci 
approach, and become weaker upon Mercury by his recc^'’ 
from him. 

CAZIMI represents a planet in the 'heart of the ' 
that is, if a planet be only seventeen minutes before or after 
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Sun, as ii‘ the sun wore in fifteen degrees thirty minutes of 
Tiiuriis, and Mercury in fifteen degrees twenty minutes of 
I he same sign, Mercury would be then in Cazinii, or in the 
heart of the sun. All authors agree that a planet in cazimi 
is fortified thereby, and is of greater efficacy ; whereas a 
planet in combustion is of a malignant nature. If the signi- 
ficator of a querent, or person propounding a qm^stion, be 
eonihast, it shews him or her to be under fearful ap}>rehen- 
sions, and threatened to be over-powered, or greatly injured 
l»y som(i superior person. Jt should be carefully observed 
<hat all planets may be in combustion with the sun, but the 
>mi cannot bo in combustion with any planet; and that coni- 
hu.'iion can only bo by personal conjunction in one sign, and 
not by, any aspect, cither sox tile, quar tile, trine, or opposition ; 
fii(' Sun’s quart) le or opposite aspects are afllicting, but they 
lo )i()t comburc, or render the planet combust. A planet is 
fiways considered under the sun-beams, until he is elongated 
M'vontf'Oii degrees before or after his body. 

VOID OF COURSE, is when a planet is separated from 
inoiher planet, and does not, during its continuance in that 
form an aspect with any other. This most usually 
with Ihe moon ; and in practice, it is observed, that 
it tli(> significator of the thing propounded, be void of course, 
fix- business under contemplation will not succeed, nor be 
‘*i>';mled with any satisfactory or pleasing consequences. 

l>f] SIEGING, signifies a planet situated betwixt the two 
‘iKiievolont planets Saturn and Mars ; for instance, if Saturn 
plac(M] in the twelfth degree of Aries, J^Iars in th(^ six- 
am] Jupiter in the fourteenth degre{^, Ju])iter vyonld 
l»o b(‘sieged by Saturn and Mars. 

INl^REASlNG IN LIGHT, is when a planet is sep.ura- 
• from the sun, or the sun from a planet ; thus the moon, 
hor greatest distance from the sun, apj)oars with the great- 
degree uf light, having her whole orb illumined.

SUPERIORS and INFl^nUORS. Saturn, Jupiter, and 
Mars, are distinguished by the name of the superior, ponder- 
ous, and more weighty planets ; and Venus, Mercury, and 
the Moon, are called the inferior planets. A superior ahrav^ 
governs or over-rules an inferior ; this is an observation tkii 
holds good throughout the whoh^ systcnn of nature. 

SWIFT OF COURSE, is when a planet moves tarlhcr 
than his mean motion in twenty-four hours ; and he is 
of course when ho moves less than his mciin motion, in the 
same portion of time. 

ALMUTION, signifies a planet that bears principal rule 
in a sign or figure which planet must consec|U(mtly haw the 
most essential dignities. 

IIAYZ, implies a masculine diurnal planet to bo situated 
above the horizon in the day-Hmo, or a feminine nocturnal 
planet posited below the horizon in the niglit-tinie ; which is 
an accidental fortitude the planets delight in, and giv^'sa 
favourable omen in all figures wherever tliey are found. 

LONGITUDE and LATITUDE. The longitude of any 
star or planet, is tdio degree of the ecliptic or zodiac in 'vvlhch 
they are found , numbered from the first point of the sign 
Aries. The latitude of a star, or planet, is its distance north 
or south from the sun’s path or ecliptic line, numbered hy 
the degrees of the meridian. 

DECLINATION, is the distance a planet swerves either 
north or south, from the equator or equinoctial line, in 
circuit through the tAvelve signs of the zodiac. 

RIGHT A8CENTION, is the number of degrees and mi' 
nutes of the equinoctial line, reckoned from the beginnin®

ASCENT! ONAL DIFFERENCE, is the distinction be~ 
^^vcon the right and obli(|ue ascension of any planet or star, 
rcokoivcd in the ef|uator. 

POLE OF POSITtON, signifies the elevation of the poles 
oi the world above the circle of position of any star or planets 

CIRCLES OF POSITION, arc circles passing through 
tlK^eommon intersections of the horizon and meridian, and 
Ihroiioh any degree of the ecliptic, or the centre of any star, 
or other point in the heavens, and are used for finding tho- 
"itnaiion or position of any star or planeL. 

HOROSCOPE, is a figure or scheme of tho twelve houses 
of heaven, wherein the planets and positions of tho heavens are 
collected I’or any given time, either for the purpose of calculat~i 

nativities, or ans^voring horary questions. It also sig- 
the decree or point of the heavens rising above the 
point of the hou'zon, at any given time when a 
Pf’O'liction is to bo made of any future event ; but this is 
most commonly distinguished by tho name of the 

C OLOURS. The colours given by, or peculiar to each of 
and signs, is of great importance in the determina- 
questions where the coinploxion of a person, or tho 
of a thing is necessary to be known. The reader must 
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tlioi ot'oro 1)0 curoi'nl to reinomb(^r, that of the planets, 
gives a black colour ; Jupiter red mixed with green , Mars, 
a rod fiery colour ; the moon, all white spotted, or light 
colours ; Venus, white and purple colours ; Mercury, liulu 
blue or azure colour ; the sun, all yellow colours, or inclintv} 
to purple. Of the twelve signs, Aries gives a white mixcil 
with red * Taurus, white mixed with citron ; Gemini, wliiti 
mixed with red ; Cancer, green or russet ; Leo, nul oi 
green ; Virgo, black speckled with blue ; Libra, bhuik 
dark crimson, or swarthy colour ; 8 cor])io, dark krown ; Sa- 
gittary, yellow, or a gnveii sanguine colour ; Capricorn, 
black or russet ; A(ju:iri(^s, light blue or sky-colour ; 
a glistening light colour. Thus by knowing th(^ colour ( i 
com})lcxion atlrlbuicd to each of the planets and signs, it '' 
easy to d<dormine the complexion of tlio native, or oi an\ 
person or thing emjuirod al’t(‘r ; for as the compIcNion or 
colour of the lord of the ascendant, or the sign, or si^nii- 
ficators are, that repnvsont the party, such will bo tbnr i 
colour or complexion. So if it bo asked concerning t"'.'

OF THE HYLEG, OR ‘-GIVER OF LIFE,”

The aphetic, or vital places in every horoscope, are in 
her five, viz. the whole space of the seventh^ nintih 
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houses, computed by oblique ascension or descension, to 
roach five degrees preceding the cusp of each house, and 
twenty-five degrees beneath it : as also the half of the eleventh 
house, or the half of the stars semidiurnal are above the cusp 
of the horoscope, consequently the “ lord of life,” as the 
Arahiau Astrologers term the Ilylcg, cannot bo chosen when 
in cither the limits of the second, third, fourth, fifth, sixth, or 
ci;rhth houses or in the first half of the eleventh house. 

If the Sun be in cither of these ] daces by dag, he must bo 
r]ios(‘ii in preference to all others, as the planet who shall 
the important office of I i gleg ( or aphehi, ) and if tlio 
liivth he by night, then the Moon must be chosen ; but if neitln^r 
ot‘ tlic.se planets should be found in aphctical places, the 
lioi'omgK) or ascendant must be chosen as //yleg. 

To detormiiio the possibility of Wfe, the student (having 
^(‘loetcd the i/yleg) must well observe, whether it be strorig 
.iml fre<' from malignant configurations especially of Saturn, 
Mars, 01 Herschel ; for according to the strength and fortii.ude 
of the ‘^Griver of life,” so will bo the radical constitution, and 
ilic concomitant effects. If the Ilyleg be much alllicted, the 
child will not survive its infa7it state. If affiicted by aspect 
-ind at the same time assisted by powerful rays, life will bo in 
dangin* under operating directions, but mag be preserved by 
^'xtreine caution and peculiar medical aid. In all cases there- 
fore the duration of life is judged from the Hylog, and when 
hvo planets, the Sun and Moon (there cannot be more) contend, 
hy being both in proper places, for the Plylegiacal prerog- 
^bve, both must be chosen, but the supreme” of the two, or 
Ihnt planet who claims the most essential dominion must be 
^‘loctcd as the most powerful. The ancients besides the lumi- 
attributed the same effects to the Part of Fortune and 
‘ having dominion in the preceding lunations, but repeated 

^ ^perionce warrants us in rejecting that theory, and affirming 
there can he no other Ilyleg than what is before des- 
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crilictl. TliellylfJg being chosen, and tlio probable length or 
shortness of life deduced from its position, or configiirative 
rays, the next consideration will be of that planet to which 
is attributed the offi<^. 

OF THE ANARETA, OR ‘‘DESTROYER OF LIFE/’ 

The Anarctic planets by nature are, Saturn, Mercury ami 
Ilerschel : but in particular cases the Sun, Moon and Mercurj 
may be endowed with the same fatal influence, being vanable 
according to the nature of the planet with which they are 
configurated or joined. The Sun in pariicular is found to he 
a powerful Anareta when the Moon is Hylcg, unless the bene- 
volent rays of Jupiter or Venus assist in averting his hostile 
influence. 

To occasion death the ITyleg must bo afflicted either by the 
conj unction or configurating evil rays ;of the Anaretical 
and the distiiuce between the significator (Hyleg) and tb 
when measured by the celestial arc of directi( 
equated by a certain measure of time, whibh the experience of 
ag(\s has determined for truth, will in every case point out, iis 
with the finger of fate, the true and precise- period of dcatln 

The manner and quality of death, is also taken tmin the 
operating directions or celestial causes ; to which it nmst bt. 
remembered that as in a vital nativity one configuratioii alone 
will seldom kill ; so when the bonefic stars assist in the train,) 
but are too weak in influence to save life, they will m

TO CALCULATE THE TIMES OF EVENTS. 

In calculating the peculiar times when good or lU 
will occur, the ancient and modern Astrologers have 
of various different methods ; thus the followers of 
still iiiake use of the system of zodiacal directions^ 'f* ' 
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fift of computing the length or Hhortness of the celestial are or 
apace of tho-heavens intercepted between two significators ; 
thus for instance, were a star in fourdegrees of Aries, and another 
in eight degrees of Taurus, the celestial arc intercepted between 
these (or the distance between each) would be ^vilat is termed 
an‘‘arcof<liroct ion, '’which measured either by right or oblique 
[iscension acicording as the star should be posited, ascendant, or 
vertical, would give a certain number of years and months, 
when the event signified by the meeting of these stars might 
l)ecx|recled to happen. 

The Arabian and Persian Astrologers make use of another 
ni(*tliod, which is by giving for every day after the birth, a whole 
yi ar in time, and for every two hours motion of the Moon one 
month ;;tlms w(tc a native born at noon-day, (on the 1st of Juno, 
for instance) I ho positions of the various stars and planets that 
took place precisely one day, or twenty-four hours succeeding 
tho birth, would give events corresponding to a whole year in 
hine ; this has been by modern Astrologers termed ^^secondary 
^^irectionsJ^ 

^ third set of Astrologers use the Placidian system, which 
in addition to the ‘•zodiacal directions'’ of Ptolemy, compre- 
b nds another complete system of direction, termed mundane, 
bnng formed entirely by the motion of the Earth around its 
n'' n axis ; tlius, supposing a star to be on the cusp of the mid- 
or zenith, and another within twelv^ degrees of the 
iiorizon or ascendant, these stars are virtually approaching am?/n- 
□, and the arc or space intercepted between these, when 
^i^-asured by the ratio of the stars proportional progrovss to either 
constitutes another number, which equated by certain 
distinguishes the exact time when the expected (or pre- 
'^led) event will happen. Each of these methods are not only 
and approved by long tried practice, but may be said 
I* defy the least cohtradiction, from those who will but take 
pains to »j'amine them. — (uud no one else should deliver an 
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opinion Upon the subject.) Although each of the above hk- 
tliocls arc (litf'erent, yet they by no moans contradict each other 
but each lead to tme results, and in many instances they each 
lead to the foreknowledge of the same event ; in which respect 
they may be compan^d to the ascent of a mountain by dilfo- 
rent paths, wliere although some paths are longer and nioir 
dillcult than others, they notwithstanding all load to the sain ' 
object. 

The foregoing considemtions, and the almost universal di- 
like which persons express towards calculations where itumi 
figures arc recpiisite, first led the author of this work to bcml 
his most serious attention to the subject, of discovering (if pos- 
sible) a more concise method of acquiring the exaci, pcriotl 
when the most indrked or important events of life would Imp- 
pen. In this, ho trusts he has sucecdod, (ev(‘n beyond hi^- 
first wishes) and therefore ho now intnxluces, for the first tini ' 
in the memory of man, his system of ascertaining the i'm^ «] 
events, by

If any error lias arisen in obsm’ving llieir oUKin 
it must have been througli failing to tak(‘ in, in the scale of 
reasoning, the natural state of the planetary places at birtli ; tor 
it must be well observed, that if the Sun at birth be in aood as- 
pect to Jupiter or Venus, the effects of any, and every evil 
direction, are proportionally weak, and should Sun or Moon 
be very weaker afHictcd at- birth, the good aspect, by diu'ction 
of a planet or star will have but a trifling effect either wa}- 
For want of observing these preliminaries, and blindly 
by certain (so deemed) infallible rules, tfie scicuice has met 
with that blame which should only have been attributed to it" 
injudicious profes.sors. 

Julius Firmicus, a celebrated old author, speaks higbl) oi 
these directions, which he calls primary, wherein he says 
the Moon being in Jjeo, and full of light, was carried 
the beams of the Sun.” The expert Astrologers of the cast 
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no other method but this, for calculating nativities. The author 
thinks fit, however, to term thom/^ro^rmiv^, as they certainly 
exhibit the true diurnal progress of the heavenly bodies. 

The true method of calculating these important arcs is ex- 
ceedingly simple, and consists in nothing more than hiking out 
from the Ephemeris at birth, the places of each planet for every 
succeeding day, accounting a day^s motion of the heavenly 
bodies for one lohole year ^ and two hours motion for every month. 

Tims in the sclieme of nativity alreaily given, page 131, the 
Moon on the ITtli day, twmitv-two hours after birth, formed 
the com[)leto □ Stjunre of Mars, wliich caused a most vio- 
l('nt inflainmalion of the cliesl and Inngs, rcipiiring surgical 
and attended with imminent danger, at eleven months 
.‘ifLerllio birth — and it is also worthy of notice,* tliat during 
the first six months of the infant’s life it was continually afflict- 
ni The student will observe, that the Moon by period met 
die □ Square of Mars, six weeks after birth, the Conjunction 
<)1 Uranus at four months old, the □ B<|uare of Sun at five 
nionths and three quarters old ; and that the Moon was apjily- 
uninterrupted, Jy to the □ Square of Mars by progressive 
direction during greater part of the first 1 I months, which 
'vere certainly sufficiently powerful to produce so many months 
illness. — Again, the student must not only observe what aspects 
die luminaries form with each other, or with the good or evil 
^hirs at birth, but the aspects they form with the actual places 
‘^1 the radix ; and in this respect even the change of the supe- 
plaliets must be accounted, which no former author has 
mentioned. Thus for instance, in the nativity of a cer- 
biin person ; the Sun at birth was in 2'2 degrees 51 minutes 
Aries, and when Venus by progressive motion, came to 
degree of the zodiac, at so many years after the birth as

llAVIlSd shewn what the essential <|ii.‘ilities are, which 
tlic jtlauets and lieavonly mnfior derive from an inherent prin- 
v\[)\v of natnfe ; it. follows that I should explain the acei- 
rleiifil (jUalitics they receive hy their ditterent positions in 
•ho twelve houses of hoavam • for a.s tlio heavens are })orpo- 
tirilly in motion, either ascendino* or dcscendino- • and since it 
•slnyond the reach of hninan [xmorration to define what star 
or planet shall ascend at the nativity of children yet unborn, 
•'o in rch'renco to human ideas, it is purely accidental what 
ii;jiiiti(s tho planets shall accpiire, or what houses they shall 
ho posited in, at tho time of birth. 

'/iiat the reader may form a competent idea ol‘ what is 
•noant by the twelve houses of heaven, let us suppose the 
^'holo celestial globe, or sphere of heaven, divided into four 
♦’^lual parts, by the horizon and meridional lino, and each 
^1 these into four quadrants, and each quadrant into three 
parts, hy lines drawn from points of sections in dilferent 
parts ot the horizon and meridian, equi-distant from each 
other. By this operation, tho whole globe or sphere will 
he apportioned into twelve equal parts, which constitute 
'' hut W(?, call ihe twelve houses of Imiccn. And these houses, 
‘•sob,s(3rvationand experience abundantly shew, make up that 
wheel of nature, whereon depend the various fortunes 
onliiigeQ^ to all sublunary matters and things. 

this division* of the heavens, the first quadrant is des- 
}jy jj parallel line, drawn from the point of the east angle,

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to the eolith, or midhenven , :md coni the twelfth, clevonth, 
and tenth houses, culled the oriental ,V(*nuil, masculine, san- 
guine, infant (jiiurier. The second quadrant is described In a 
similar line, running from the exterior point of the inid-heaven, 
to the point of the western angle, and contains the ninth, 
eighth, and sevontli houses, called the meridian, estival, femi- 
nine, youthful, choleric quarter. The third quadrant is formed 
hy a parallel line running from the extreme point of the eigth 
house, to the north angle 5 and contains the sixth, lifih, and 
fourth .houses, called the occidental, autumnal, ma.sculme, 
melancholic, manly, cold and dry quarter. The^onrth quad- 
rant is described by a line drawn from the exticiiio point of tlii^ 
north angle, to the extremity of the line which describes thf) 
first quadrant, both meeting in the east, angle of the ln>iiV('ns 
and contains the third, secoml, and first bouses, callbil lli>’ 
northern, winterly, feminine, plilegirmtick quarter, the soai 
of old age, decropidness, and decay. The linos thus dmwii, 
describe the following figure, or borosco])e, into which tin* 
signs and planets are sovorally introduced, and rejin^seiitcd 
as in their true places in the heaven.s, befon^ any (]UCstion ra" 
be solved, or nativity calculated. The space in the coiitiv, 
were the figure drawn circular, might represent the Mituuni 
in which the earth moves ; but it is generally used to 'vnto 
down the day, year, and hour of the day when the figure 
erected, with the purpose of it, whether for a nativity, 
question resolved. 

These twelve houses are each diwstiiiguished by thoir rc"' 
pective figures, and are either angular^ succedentj or 
ITae angular houses are four, called the ascendant, nlid-hea^ 
or meJiuni-ccoIi, the .seventh house, and the bottom of 
heaven ; these are deemed the most powerful, and most fod'^ 
nate houses, The succedent houses, are the eleventh, sooon' . 
eighth, and fifth ; and are ranked next in* force and virtue to , 
the angles. The third class, or cadent houses, ^ 
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Iwolfth, ninth, and sixth ; and are considered of the least 
( [Hoacy of ihem all. But notwithsiandini;; they are divided 
iiiio only, three classes, or orders, 'vhcrchy ihoir force and efli- 
cucy are estimated, yet is there a regular gradation in this 
respect running through the \>hole, whereby one house is 
subordinate to the other, from first to last. Considered in this 
order they stand tlius :

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According to this rule, if we lind two planets, erjually 
and of the same dignities, one positerl in the tirst, 
and the other in the tenth, Ave judge the planet in the 
house or ascendant., to have superiority over the jdanet 
iiuho tenth house; and in practice aac infer from such a 
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position, ihixi iho person whose sigiiificator was in tlu; iiist 
house, would get the better of his opponent, whose signifim, 
tor was in the tenth house ^ but both being so n(‘arly oquul 
in point, of dignity, great struggles and difficulties would 
intervene, as the nature of the case in point may happen lu 
he. This rule holds good from the tenth house to the scvonih; 
the seventh to the fourth, and so on ilirongh the whole ; but 
it should always be rcmemhered tliat j)]ancts in angles, that 
is, those which are seated in the angular houses, arc the 
forciblo and potent in their operation. 

The first house, 'vvliich is denoted by the figure i, is riilli'd 
the ascendanfy because the j)oint of its angle being level with 
the horizon, whatever jdancf ascends IVom under the eiivtli, 
must ascend upon this line, and become visible first in this 
house. The line upon wdiich the planets ascend, or iiKwe, 
is called the cusp of the houses ; and that of the ascendant 
is generally reckoned to extend about five degrees above ill? 
earth, and tw^enty-five degrees beneath, ready to ascend, but 
if signs of long ascensions ascend, then half five degrees above 
the earth, and thirteen below, are its utmost limits. 
of short ascentions ascend, tlien five dogrccs above the hou' 
zon, and fifty degrees below, arc usually allow'od. th'’ 

quality of whatsoever part of iho heav ens occupy orjill ii}) tlw 
dogrccs of this house, carries along with it llu5 health, bf'* 
and nature of every infant or thing that is conceived or bro- 
ught forth wdthin its juri.sdiction. And hence hath this point 
of the heavens a faculty of attracting or receiving the virtno'^ 
of the celestial matter that is accidentally ascending 
part of heaven at the birth ; and also of the planets and 
stars in their transits, and all the rays of the ])lanots in then 
aspects and conjunctions, are attracted into this part oi 
ven, in order to the formation of the shape, stature, temi>t>‘\ 
ture of ilio body, quality of the mind, and' all accident" I 
contingencies which shall befall the native’-fc body, cr ‘ 
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or life, unto his dying day ; such a sympathy is there between 
this part of the heavenly frame, and of every act and thing 
that is produced, or that receives life under it. For as the 
seed in the ground, after it has taken root, buds forth, and 
appears above ground, so the heavenly intelligencers, after 
they have framed the embryo, and the temperament thereof, 
under the earth, give it life and being of its own, putting 
lorih level with them just as they ascend. Wo do not how- 
ever suppose, that the temperature and qualities of the native 
were wholly framed at the exact time of birth, although the 
situation of the heavens at that time never fails exactly to 
(loscribe them ; we have every reason to believe, that the 
temperature and qualities of the body, and the disposition of 
Ihe mind, are lormed in regular gradations from the conception 
to tlio time ot birth 3 but that the birth describes them, is in- 
disputably clear, because it cannot happen at any moment of 
time, in any part of the world, but it must fall even with 
tli.'it part of the heavenly matter ascending from the lower 
^into the upper horizon, which is interested in, and therefore 
I’oiiits out, those temperatures and qualities. For any man 
to 1)0 satisfied in this point, lot him but note what the nature 
this ascending point of heaven is, with all the stars and 
planets posited therein, or having aspect with them from 
‘'tiler houses, giving each ofthem their duo weight and influ- 
according to their nature and dignity, neither strained 
one Way nor the other ; .and just (us these arc found at the 
t’oio of birth, just so shall be found tlio qualities and eiidow- 
j^ents ot that native, with the j)rincipal actions and events of 
ife, which this point ascenciing takes the charge of. And 
this trial will the reader find more substantial proofs of the 
and existence of Astrology, than the most acute argu- 
!^^nts can instil into his mind. 

Ilf fhe 'first house, or ascendant, gives birth and 

^ 4 e native, it follows thvat those houses which arc the

attenJanfs on, and upholders of life, should be joined with if ; 
and as children, or the native’s offspring, are the upholder 
of life in this wprld, and religion and learning the grand 
means ov upholding it into eteniity in the other world, so the 
houses which contribute these blessings to the life already 
given, are joined in an harmonious trine with the first house, 
making up that threefold cord, which as Solomon saith, nm 
never be broken ; the one is a suceedent house, called the lifih 
house, and the other a cadent house, called the ninth house ; , 
and id be convinced of the effects of this fifth house, note tlio 
heavenly matter, planets, stars, and aspects therein posited at 
the time of birth, according to the rules here laid down, and 
they shall truly represent the number and state of the nathe's 
offspring, and all other particulars relative to children, and 
breeding or barren women. So also examine the state of tlio 
eleventh house, an<l as that represents, so shall the native be 
in respect of religion and science ; for tlio heavenly inuttor, 
planets, stars, and aspects therein, shall shew what and how 
the man shall prove, whether wise or foolish, devout or svhr 
maticiil, and what study or occupation he shall be inclined to 
follow ; and these furnish matter for grace to work upon , | 
but as for grace itself, nature can have no power over it ; i 
grace may rule nature, but nature cannot sway grace. 

The second angular point of the houses of heaven, is callt 'l 
the midheaven, which is that point v/hich culminates, 
the very top or highest point of .the heavenly fiamo. A ^ 
whatever part of the heavens happen to be culmmatinft 
this point at the birth of any person or thing, that it ' ^ 
charge of, and carries along with it ever after the preleniwni. 
honour, profession, situation, and authority ot the . 

and as the nature of the planets, stars, aspects, and 
matter happens to be, that are situated in this 
the degrees jiertaining to it, so shall the • native 
life-time, in point of dignity, advancement, and lepu ‘ 
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in tliis world, whether high or low, ibrtunale or unfortunate, 
tavoured or disgraced. The attendants upon, and upholders 
ol man’s honour and dignity, as the scriptures, and every 
Jay’s experience perpetually she^\''us, are wealth and servants. 
Tlio tirst of those is attached to the mid-heaven in a succedcnt 
house, called the second house of heaven ; and the other in a 
I adeiit house, called the sixth house of hea^ en ; and these 
luo arc situated in an harmonious trine with the angular 
point of the mid-heaven. And now >vell observe what the pla- 
nets, stars, aspects, and heavenly matter are in either of these 
houses at the time of birth, and such shall the native’s fortune 
prove in point of riches, and subordinate dependents ; in the 
first of these houses for wealth, and in the other for servants 
or dependents. 

The ’third angle of the figure of heaven, is the seventh 
l)0U'<e, or point of the heavens and degrees contingent, which 
are ahvsys deacending or setting out of ourhori/on, and sink- 
ing under the earth ; and this point is directly opposite to the 
eastern angle or ascendant. Now as the rising heaven or 
a'ioendaiit is the begining and conduit of life, so this setting 
heaven, level with the ascendant, is the bringing all mundane 
ailairs level with life, such as our entrance into the state of 
marriage ; our contracts and enterprises in business, war, and 
travel ; and our connections and success therein, whether with 
Iriencls, st!*angers, or enemies ; and these whether honest men, 
P^irasites, or thieves. And the heavenly matter, planets, slars, 
aspects situated in this angle at a nativity^ apjmrently 
‘^hew how a man shall fare in respect to wives, more or less, 
or none, good or bad ; and in matters of business or ad- 
' mature, how fortunate or unfortunate he may bo likely to 
prove ; and with enemies or thieves, how far he is likely to

aijured by them. ■ Necessary upholders of marriage, sup- 
farters in trade and travel, and defenders against thieves, 
Ponderers, and enemies, are friends, relations, and neighbours. 
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.'iiid thcso, in a trine to the seventh house are brought lorih, 
Ihe first out of the eleventh house of heaven, a snec(’<loni 
house, and the other out of the third house of heaven, acadonl 
house. Jhis oleveidh house, by the planets, stars, aspccU, 
and heavevly matter therein, point out the state of a inaifs 
friends and hopes in tliis life ; and the third house describes 
by the same means, how happy or unhappy a man shall ])ro\o 
in this relations, connections and neigh) )ours. 

The last angle of heaven, is the fourth house, called Ihd 
bottoni of heaven, and rej)reseiitvS that })oint which in oiir 
conception seems to hang at the very bott om of the round ball 
of the celestial world, being diametrically opposite to thorv 
torior, or mid-heaven. And as that shews what a man in tlio 
course of nature shall rise to in the world 3 tliis, on the con- 
trary, declares what and when shall be liis fall, decay, and 
death. This house has therefor signification of the end ut 
every w'orldly concern, and, amongst other ends^ of the gra^^', 
which is the end of all men living, however dignified or great. 
And the planets, stars, and aspects posited in this lionsc nt 
the time of birth, never fail to shew what kind of end tlio 
naiivc is like to find ; for as the twelve signs have cn(h ib<^ii 
particular and visiblo eftccts U})on and over every part ol 
man’s body, and as the planets and their aspects show in what 
.sign the native shall bo irapedited, that is, in what part ol 
body the root of his natural infirmity shall be placed ; aud 
what accidents shall befall him during life, so is it an easy 
process to point out the manner of his death, and whetbei 
natural, honourable, or ignominious. The upholders of this angk, 
are the houses of tribulation and death ; the one a succedent 
house, called the eighth house, or house of death , aud tb* 
other a cadent house, called the twelfth house. And now 
it be carefully observed what planets, stars, aspecls, and b^a^ 
venly matter occujiy these houses at the time of nativity, 
they shall point out in the twelfth house, all the pnucip 
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niistovtuneSj afflictions and tribulations of the native’s life, 
ukI in the cigbtii house, tlie time and manner of his death. 

Independent of the faculties hitherto s})eciried, each of 
ihese hoiistis of heaven have otlicr sip;nificatibns and effects, 
which they demonstrate in various other ways. For instance, 
the ascendant represents the native comin|j; into the world, 
:i!k 1 the fourth house at the same time reprerents the parents 
of the native going out ; for one (jeneration (joes off^ and ano^ 
flier aliLuijs comes in, according to the course of nature. Of 
tlies(‘ parents, the father is more especially signified hy the 
fomth* house and then secondarily, but not so forcibly, the 
inoihor of the native is signified by the tenth house, and the 
'grandfather by the seventh, and uncles, aunts, and relations 
on the father’s side by the sixth, and umdes, aunts, and rela- 
tions on the mother’s side, "by the twelfth. Hence also it 
''omes to pass, that by the fourth liouse are signified houses 
anil lands, and all degrees of patrimony loft by the father ; 
and by llw eighth house are shewn all goods and legacies left 
i»V’ will of the deceased. The second and sixth houses in half 
trino to the house of the grave, and in opposition to the eighth 
and twelfth, have a secondary signification of sickness and 
death. 

Such are the qualities and operations of the twelve houses 
nl licfiven, in the common course of nature ; but these qua- 
lities are 'feomotimes materially altered, and changed for the 
i>oftor or worse, by means either of the Moon, or some other 
'd the celestial motions or affections. It is certain that the 
circleth the earth once in every twenty-eight days ; but 
this perambulation she neither keeps the sun’s patliway in 
tHe ecliptic, nor continues her course constantly on the same 
of it j but once in every fourteen days she crosses the 
‘clipticj alternately to her north and south declination ; and 
^*^is found by long ^nd correct observation, that the point in 
lieaveus where she crosses this line, is very strongly af- 
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fected by her motion. The moon is the great body of life iniil 
growth, and when she passes the ecliptic to the north, wliiclj 
brings her nearer into this northern world, she then given 
an extraordinary degree of fruitfulness, which wonderfully 
strengthens with its influence whatsoever happens within the 
line of its jurisdiction. And this point, wherever it fall«, is 
called the moon’s north node, but is distingnisbod in astro- 
logical works, by the name of the Dragon’s Head, as alroadv 
explained in page — If this point happens to ascend inn 
nativity, it strengthens life with a robnst and lively constitu- 
tion. Ifit falls in the mid-heaven, it promises great honour anl 
preferment ; if in the eleventh lienso, i^rosperity and riebrs, 
If Jupiter or Venus hap])en to be in these degrees, it makes, 
them much stronger and more eflicacious in their benevoleii! 
operations ; but if Butuni or l\Tars be posited there, it gi\os 
them, ou the contrary, a stronger imdination to prove nii.scliit*- 
vous and unfortunate. When the moon intersects the eclip- 
tic line to her southern declination, she leaves tbit poini oi 
the heavens wdiere she crosses it, which is termed the Dragon « 
Tail, as barren to all intents and purposes as the other wis 
fruitful. Hence this point ascending at a nativity, hlcniif^lio^ 
life, and leaves a stain upon it ; impairs honour and advanro* 
meni in the mid-heaven, and w%'istes riches, and brings advei' 
*»ity, in the eleventh house ; and it w'^eakons as >veU the ben^^- 
volent auspices of Jupiter and Venus, as the evil inclinations 
of Satuin and Mars. How these circumstances operate beyond 
the equinoctial, experience Is yet silent ; but it seems reason- 
able to suppose that the Dragon’s Tail is there the truitb^* 
point, and the head the barren point, since when tlio moon i" 
going off from us, her influences must be coming on wdth tben 
Next to the nodes, the 'part of fortune has its operatio 
upon these twelve celestial houses. The point, which 
the part of fortune, is tho distance of the moon’s 
the sun’s, added to the degrees of the ascendant ; 
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nature of it is, as constant observation ascertains, tliat if 
this point falls among fortunate sbu’s, or in a fortunate part 
of tlie heavens, then it promisc3.s great success in health or 
wealth, honour or oflspring, or any other species of prgsperity, 
according as it is seated either in the first, eleventh, or fifth 
bouses, or in any others. The reason of this appears to be, 
that the sun, moon, and ascendant, being the prime conduits 
through which the stream of life flows, this seat of the })art of 
fortune is the harmony of all three concentring ami uniting 
]ii (lie same acts of boncvohinco. 

Now besides those, there arc yet other qualities arcideni- 
:illy atlected, which concern either particular persons or times. 
Tims the phices of Saturn, or Mars, or the Tail of the Dragon, 
in tlio vernal figure, are unfortunate in the lu’glavst degree, 
for the ‘whole of that year , oi* if they ha})[»on in any of the 
fjnartcr figures, they portoml affliction an<l misfortune tor that 
quarter. But the places of dupiter and Venus in a vernal 
fi;:nre are as fortunate, as the others are unfortunate for the 
>:iine liuK?. The places of an eclipse of the sun or moon, and 
the comets, are also forinnato or unfortunate, as their sitiia- 
hoii may be, or as ])crsons, countries, or states may bo concer- 
tifd in them. The ]iluce of Hatiirn or Mars in a uiutTs nati- 
vily, proves unfortunate to him all the days of his life ; and 
die place of eitlier of thent in a rovoliitional (igiire is cqiiall^ 
li'i'l for tlTut year. But the place of flu})iter or Venus in a 
iiidivity, or in a rovolutional figure, is alwys as fortunate, 
either for a man’s life-time, or for the year, as the other is 
^infortmmto. Also the places of the twelfth house, or eighth, 
i^ixlh, as they wore in the native scheme, have always bad 
'‘Auiti(;ations unto a man, whensoever they come up upon any 
his coiK'orns. And the places of the tenth house, of the 
of the ascendant, and of tho second house, generally 
I ’’nmise as much good, as the other houses do evil, upon all 
occasions of life. 
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Thus far wo have seen the operations of the twelve houses 
of heaven, as they appertain to the time and circumstances 
of a nativity : We shall now explain their properties in that 
system of nature, upon which the doctrine of horary questions 
is grounded. And such has been the industry and indefatiga- 
ble labour of our forefathers, in bringing this science to 
maturity, and in discovering and distinguishing the particulm 
significations and effects of all positions of the planets in those 
twelve houses of heaven, that whoever takes the pains to in- 
form himself sufficiently of them, will not be in want of com- 
potent grounds whereon to judge, or give rational answers to 
every intcrr<j^ation or question on the common occurrences of 
life, or any contingent accidents or undertakings, with the 
consofiuonces and success of them. 

The first house boars significations of the life of man, ami 
of the stature, colour, complexion, form, and shapo of him wh 
propounds a question ; and as all the vicissitudes of nature 
de])ond upon the periods of man’s life, so all questions are 
resolved by this house, that relate to sickness, health, or Ion;; 
life ; and also all accidents by which life may bo endang^en'd 
or impaired ; what part of one’s days will bo the most happy 
and prosperous , whether any absent friend or rolalion Itf* 
living or dead ; or whether any journey, voyage, or ship at 
will bo attended with success and safidy, or whether nieol 
Avith any accident fathl to life, or destructive to the ship-— 
short, all questions relating to circumstances that uficct life, 
are to be answered from the first house. In state astrology 
and in eclipses, great conjunctions, appearances of comri^, 
and other luminous and oxtraodinary phenomena in the k a 
veils ; and upon the sun’s annual ingress into the 
tial sign Aries, the first house boars signification ot the co.n 
inanity at large, or of that state, einpiro, or kingdom, ^vli( ^ 
tlio figure is oroctod. Of colours, the first hpuse gives a ivhi 
from which is to bo understood, that if n planet be 
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this house tliat governs a light colour, and a question he pro- 
pounded from any party relative to a person, matter, or thing 
whore colours are concerned, and this planet be the significa- 
tor thereof, then the person’s* complexion and dress, or if 
cattle, then their colour, shall be of a white, pale, or lightish 
kind ; and though this may appear ridiculous and insigni- 
ficant to the understanding ol‘ some readers, yet the fact stands 
unshaken in practice. Now, as every one of the twelve hous- 
es of heaven have their significators, so have they also their 
msujnijicalors^ which have frequent operation, and therefore 
ought to be considered. A consignificator is a planet either 
fallen into conjunction, or joined in aspect with the principal 
significator 3 in which cases the planet either assists or oppos- 
es in the matter under consideration ; if it be joined with a 
benovolent planet, it imports good ; but if it happens to the 
eontrary, it either denotes destruction to the subject of enquiiy, 
or groat disturbance in the effecting of it. The con significators 
of this Iiouse are Saturn and Aries ; and if Saturn is moder- 
ately well dignified in this house, and in any benovolont aspect 
with Jupiter, Venus, or the sun, or moon, it promises a good 
J'obor constitution of body, and generally gives long life. If 
Mercury is lord of this house, and well dignified, the person 
hhnW be a powerful and good speaker. 

From the second house we form judgment upon all quos^ 
lions relating to wealth or poverty, prosperity or adversity, 
and lost or gain in any undertaking that may be propounded 
the querent ; and also concerning moveable goods, money 
iont, or employed in speculation. In suits of law or equity, 
if shews a man’s friends or assistants ; in pnvato duels, it 
‘inscribes the querent’s second ; in eclipses, it shews the grow- 
prosperity or adversity of a state or people ; and at tho 
®^*n’s entrance into Aries, it expresses tho strength of tho em- 
|'ir (3 where the figure is erected, in its internal resources, in 
allies, and in all other requisites of war, or self defence. It 
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gives a green colour, of which a similar use is to be made 
as is described in the first house ; and the same observation 
will hold good in all other houses, in any questions that relate 
to colours. The consignificat6rs to the second house are 
Jupiter and Taurus, for if Jupiter be placed in this house, 
or is lord thereof in full dignity, it implies the acquisition of 
an estate or fortune ; but the Sun and Mars never promise 
good in this house ; either of them indicate dispersion of 
substance, according to the capacity and quality of him >vlio 
proposes the question. 

The third house having signification of brethren, sisters, 
kindred, and neighbours ; and of all inland journies, and of 
removing one’s manufacture or business from one place to 
another j so all questions that are founded upon any subjocts 
relative thereto, are answered from the planets situated in 
this house, Its consignificators are Mars and Gemini ; whiol) 
is one reason why Mars, unless joined with Saturn, is not 
found so generally unbenevoleiit in this house, as in the others. 
If the Moon be posited here, it is always an argument to the 
querist of much restlessness, travelling, and change of situa- 
tion. This is a succedent house, and gives a yellow, red, or 
sorrel colour. 

From the fourth house we resolve all questions in any way 
relating to or concerning the father of the querist. Also all 
enquiries relating to lands, houses, or states ; or to towiiN 
cities, castles or entrenchments besieged ; of treasures liiddeA 
in the ground, and all other questions relating to the earth, 
are answered out of this house, which is called the imion ca'lh 
or angle of the earth. Its consignificators are the Sun and 
Cancer ; and therefore if the Sun be posited in this hoiu’^? 
it denotes tho father of the querist to be of a generous and 
noble disposition. It governs the red colour. 

By the fifth house, we form all our predictions relative to 
children, and to womQU in the state of pregnancy ; ^ 
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qno.elions concerning the present health of absent sons or 
ilauf^hters, or the future health of those at home ; enquiries 
relating to the real and personal eftects of one^s father, or 
coticerning the success of messengers, ambassadors, or.plenipo- 
UMitiarios ; or respecting the ammunitions or internal strength 
t.f a place besieged, are all answered from this house. Its 
oonsignificators arS Venus and Leo, and therefore unfortunate 
wlion occupied either by Saturn or Mar^, both of which indi- 
cate base and untoward children to the enquirer. It indicates 
a mixed black and white, or sanguine colour. 

The sixth bouse resolves all questions that in any respect 
appertain to servants, or cattle. Also enquiries concerning 
iho state of a sick person, whether curable or not ; the nature 
of file disease, and whether of short or long duration ; parti- 
rnlars relating to uncles and aunts, and^all kindred on the fa- 
dior's side ; also concerning one’s tenants, stewards, or the 
iike, are resolved by the disposition of the stars and planets 
Htnated in this house. Its consignificators are Mercury and 
^ irgo ; and when Mars and Jupiter are found in conjunction 
boro, it is a strong argument of a good physician, whenever it 
conies up upon a question propounded in behalf of a patient 
''bo is visited by a gentleman of the faculty. This house, 
having no aspect with the ascendant, is always deemed unfor- 
tunate. It gives a black or dark colour. 

By th*e seventh house, we are enabled to resolve all ques- 
tions on love affairs, and marriage, and to describe the person 
either the man or woman that the querist will be joined 
^ith in marriage. It likewise answers all enquiries of the 
ikfendant in law-suits and litigations ; or concerning our 
piiblic enemies in time of war. In thefts, it enables us to 
^^escribe the person of the robber, by his shape, stature, com- 
ptexion, and condition of life. In an annual ingress, it usually 
‘^^iticates whether , peace or war may be expected ; and prior 
an engagement, betokens which side shall prove victorious 
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it discovers fugitives, out-lawoi men, and offenders escaped 
from justice The consigaificators to this house are the Moon 
and Libra and when Saturn or Mars are found herein, it is 
deemed unfavourable omen, ‘‘productive of great sorrow and 
wretchedness to the querist in any matrimonial engagement. 
It gives a dark blue, black or brown colour. 

From the eighth house wo solve all qudfetions concernin^r 
death, its time, quality, and nature ; with all matters rolatino 
to legacie.s, wills, and last testaments ; or who shall inliorit 
the fortune and estates of the deceased. Enquiries on the dowry 
or portion of maids or widows; in duels, concerning the ad \er' 
sary\s second ; in law-suits, relative to the defendant’s success 
and friends ; and questions on public or private enemies ; 
or concerning the substance and security of those wo corineei 
ourselves with in business, are all answered by the situation 
of the planets in this hous4. Its consigniticators are Saturn 
and Scorpio ; and its cblour are green and black. : 

3y the ninth house wo are enabled to answer all question'! 
on the safety and success of voyages and travels into foreign 
countries ; also enquiries of the clergy concerning church 
preferments, benefices, advowsons, and the like, and all ques- 
tions relative to kindred and relations on the wife’s side ; find 
the same on the husband’s side, if the wife be the querist ; 
and all matters relating to the arts and sciences are likewise 
resolved from this house. Jupiter and Sagittarius ore it? 
consignificators ; for if Jupiter be posited herein, it natuniHy 
indicates a man of religious and exemplary manners, and of j 
modest carriage and behaviour ; but if Saturn, Mars, or the 
Dragon’s Tail are found heroin, it indicates a person of atho' 
isticai and irreligious principles ; instances of which, from tho 
nativities of many unhappy men of this cast, are almost innU' 
merablo. The colours betokened by this house, are 
and white. 

The tenth house, being the medium coeli, or most elevated 
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part of the whole heavens, resolves all questions concerning 
kings, princes, dukes, earls, marquisses, and all noblemen, 
judges, principal officers of ^tate, commanders in chief, all 
orders of magistrates, and other persons in power and authori- 
ty. Enquiries after prciformont, honours, dignity, offices, 
places, pensions, or sinecures ; or concerning the state of 
kingdoms, empires, i)roviiices, commonwealths, counties, cities, 
or societies of men, are all resolved from the mid-heaven. 
TIio consiguiiicators of this liouse are Capricorn and Mars ; 
and whenever Jupiter or the Sun are posited heroin, it givea 
tho sirongost presumptions of success in whatever pursuits 
the querist may be engaged in. But If Saturn or the Dragon’s 
Tail afflict iho significators in this liousc, it denies honour, 
success, or preferment to persons of (piality or eminence ; 
and to common people, it denotes vexation and disappoint- 
ment in the common functions of their occupation or employ- 
ment. Its colours are the red and white. 

By the eleventh house we answer all enquiries concern- 
ing friends and friendship, hope, trust, expectance, or desire; 
alsoVhatovor relates to the fidelity or perfidiousness of friends 
or to the counsellors, advisers, associates, favourites, flatterers, 
or servants of kings, princes, or men in power. The consig- 
nificators of this house, are the Sun and Aquarics ; and its 
colour i^ either saffron or deep yellow. 

, The twelfth house being the house of tribulation, rosolves 
5111 questions of sorrow, affliction, anxiety of mind, troublo, 
distress, imprisonment, persecution, malice, secret enemies, 
suicide, treason, conspiracy, assassination, and every thing 
appertaining to the misfortunes and afflictions of mankind. 
Iks consignificators are Venus and Pisces ; and Saturn greatly 
joyoth in this house, being tho parent of malovolonco and 
. uialignity. The colour it gives is green.*

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From the loregoing circumstantial suiTey of the twelve 
bouses of Leaven, I trust the reader will be enabled to form 
such an idea of the nature of predicting by the horoscope, as^ 
will enable him not only to proceed to place the stars and 
planets therein with correctness and precision, but also to 
form an accurate and distinct judgment of their power and 
influence, under whatever aspects or positions he may occa- 
sionally find them ; for until ho can accomplish this, it will 
be in vain for him to attempt any examj)les in the doctrino 
of horary questions or nativities, which will be the next object 
of our plan, after explaining the tables for finding tho places 
of the planets every hour and miniute of the day, directing 
the reader how to place thorn in the horoscope. ^ But I cannot 
dismiss, this subject, without giving my readers the definition 
of the twelve houses of heaven, from the works of that learn- 
ed and much esteemed philosopher and astrologian, Morinu?) 
and in doing this, I shall adhere as much to the spirit and 
letter of the author, as the nature of a translation will admit. 

It is a fact, says this excellent author, which prepon- 
det’ates in the balance of reason, and highly claims our sober 
consideration, that the life of man is resolvable into four dis- 
tinct periods or ages ; namely, infancy, youth, maturity, and 
old age ; though it may be said with strict truth, that scarce 
half the human race attain to tho conclusion of only then 
third period. In the construction of man, therefore, wo discover 
four aftections, into which all othar things appear to be redu- 
cible, as it were, to their first beginning ; namely, life, action, 
marriage, and passion. These agree with the rise, perfection, 
declination, and termination of all things, and comprise the 
whole effects and operations of nature. Forman is 
said to rise, into the world, the moment he receives respimtio 

^ 
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and life ; to be in perfection, when he attains to manhood 
and maturity, and to the propagation of his species ; to de- 
cline, when he begins to lose the innate radical principle 
of heat and moisture ; and to sustain the last passion of life, 
when he ceases to breathe, and silently sinks into the gmye. 
The life, action, marriage, and passions of men, are therefore 
f^^overned by the same celestial principle, which regulates the 
birth, })erfoction, declination and dissolution of all other things. 
AVlierefore life, in the system of nature, is rognlated by the 
cast angle of the heavens, (Milled the ascendant ; action, by 
tho south angle, or niid-heavon ; marriage, by the wcwst angle ; 
and passion, by the north angle of the heavenly frame. And 
b(‘iico arise four tripliciiies of the same genus or generical 
nntiiro, and twelve liouscs, as heretofore described. The first 
trijdicity is of the eastern angle, or ascendant, attributed to 
infancy, and called the triplicity of life, and includes the first, 
iiiiitli, and fifth houses, wlibdi behold each other in a partilo 
trine in the C{|uator, where ibis rational division of tho twelve 
bouses is made.” 

^‘Man either does, nor ought to live in a three-fold respect, 
in hiinselef, in God, and in his posterity ; for the great ends 
tor which he wvlh created, are to worship and glorify his Maker, 
and to propagate his species. "Jlic life of man in himself, 19 
therefore the first J4id prime object in tho order of nature ; 
for without this, all othor parts of the creation w^ould be vain, 
lacing 7 nad€ for man's use and benefit. For thr« cause, the life 
of man appertains to the first principal house in tlid division 
of tho heavens. But man’s life in God, consisting in 
bis imago of tho Divinity, in the rationality of his soul, and 
in the purity of his morals, claims, for this reason, the ninth 
bouse, according to tho motion of tho ecpiator, which is the 
, bouse of piety and religion. And as man’s life is continued 
’0 his posterity, accordipg to one and the same unchangeable 
presiding over all nature, so the house of iufanc\v and 
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children, which is the fifth house, is appropriated for this pur- 
pose. And these three concerns being confessedly the gniml 
object of man’s life, the three hpuses of heaven, under which 
they are 'respectively nourished and fostered, f^rm a trine 
with each other, in a chain of mutual harmony and concord.” 

‘‘ The second triplicity consists of the angle of th(i mij- 
heaven, with the sixth and second houses. This triplicity 
wholly appertains to the second stage of man's life, namely, 
that of vigour and action ; and therefore comprehends all 
worldly attaininenis, with the advantages flowing from 
them ; for every thing that worketh physically, w'orketh for 
some physical good ; and as the motion of the ecpiator is 
from the cast angle to the mid-heaven, so is the progress 
made in all our earthly acquisitions. The highest degree of 
man’s elevation in this world, as to that of majesty, power, 
honour, dignity, ])refonncnt or magistracy, or to any of thofie 
situations by which ho acquires superiority and aftliiciico. 
These consisting of iminatorial matter, and forming the first 
order of earthly dignity, claim the angular house of this 
triplicity, or the mid-heaven. The second degree of worlh 
ly honour, is conceived to arise from subjects, servants, ten- 
ants, vassals, and domestics ; and those being formed ot 
matter material and animated, are placed under tho sixth 
house. Tho third advancement to earthly grandeur, is by 
matter material and inanimate, such as *gold, jewels, anj 
other valuable effects, accumulated by industry and sweat 
of the brow ; which being under the second house, thes® 
three houses are also joined by sympathy in a partilo trino, 
applying to each other in concord and unanimity.” 

^‘The third triplicity comprehends worldly connection?, 
whether by marriage, consanguinity, or friendship, and thes^ 
holding on in the order of nature, even as the progiess^^i . 
made from the mid-hcaven to the western ahgle, apply 1*^ 
progressive tendency of youth to manhood and matui* . 
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In this stage of life, man is joined in a three-fold tie or obli- 
gation ; in body, in blood, and in friendship. First, he is 
joined in body, by the most saca*od of all earthly ties, matri- 
mony ; sanctioned tinder the seal of God’s primary dommand 
^Hncraase and multiphjy Secondly, he is joined in consan- 
guinity, not only by the propagation of his like, but by all 
orders of his kindred in blood. Thirdly, ho is joined in 
friendship under that sacred bond of benevolence and love, 
which the Almighty commands every man to exercise to- 
wards his neighbour. This is the very cement of society, and 
me<]icine of life, performing those good offices in civil life, 
which the tree of life, promised in our more perfect state j 
and these are the sentimoifts of friendship, which alone can 
give a .true relish to every enjoyment of this world. The 
most important of these obligations being marriage, is for 
iliat reason placed under sanction of the angular or* superior 
house ; the second tie being that of blood, claims the govem- 
moiit of the third house ; and the eleventh house, which per- 
focts this triplicity, is sacred to friendship. These throe 
houses, from an union of nature, behold each other in a par- 
tile trine according to the motion of the equator, 

*‘Tho fourth and last triplicity is that of passion, which 
comprehends the three classes of human affiictions. The first 
or angular house of this triplicity, in allusion to its position 
the lower horizon, is termed the dark angle, the depth of 
^dglit, and bgttom of heaven ; the den and cave of tlie stars 
‘*nd planets. To this house is committed the first order of 
woes, agreeable to the course of nature. These are, in- 
supportable misfortunes, and visible decline of life ; the first 
consequences of original sin, by which man is devoted to 
Corruption and decay and to all the infirmities of nature. Tlie se- 
.cond order of human afflictions is tribulation, sorrow, and disease 
^nsing either from the treachery and persecution of enemies, 
the chains of servitude and bondage, or from poverty 
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und want. Those, with a long train of consequent miseiiej 
are appropriated to the twelfth house. The last shock that 
•can be sustained by human nature, is death, the final end 
of all men. This is nnder government of the eighth, house, 
termed, on this account, the house of death. And these 
houses likewise, from the conformity of their nature and 
qualities, constitute a partile trine in the equator.’' 

“Thus the termination of this temporal life, is the be- 
ginning of life eternal. For nature knows no annihilation.* 
All the works of Omnipotence are resolvable or changeable 
from one state to another ; but God, having created nothing 
in vain, suffers nothing to be Annulled. Wherefore, accor- 
ding to the second motion of the jTlanets, which is from west 
to ea.st, an entrance is made out of eighth, into the ninth 
house, which is the house of life in God, wherein man is 
taught, by the revelation of tho SUPREME WILL, that lie 
shall pass, by the second motion of the soul, which is attri- 
buted to the mind or reason, as the first or wrapt soul or 
sensitive appetite is to tho body, from this life of anxid} 
and peril, to an eternal life of peace and rest. And there- 
fore, whatever is first in dignity in the order of nature, pos- 
sesses the first and more noble houses in these triplrcuies, 
ill regular subordination, according to tbe motion of the 


ecliptic and planets.” 

“And now, what man is he, who confiding u' T 
strength of his own wisdom, will dare to measure the woibs 
ofbis CREATOR by the standard of his own comprelien- 
sion ? or will venture to aflSrm, that these opporations 
divisions of the twelve celestial houses, conjoined with 
wonderful harmony, contrivance, and concord, arc the 
of chance or accident? or that will say, such 
consents, so excellently formed, and mutually dependeti 
each other, are casually found in things </f complicate 
abstruse ? If he obstinately persists that these «>■« * 
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l^eilicr ficfcious, let him point out the thing wanting to com-* 
plote the evidence in support of the natural foundation and 
excellency of them ? But ho CJin do neither ; and therefore 
as tills division of the heavens is founded in reason, and ob- 
viously contrived by supernatural wisdom and prescience it 
comprehends gonothlically all things that in the course of 
nature can possibly be enquired of or concerning the works 
of man. For as much as the knowlege of contrarieties is 
universally the same, so an affirmative, "or a negative may 
be sought out, and found to bo comprised in the twelve houses 
of the zodiac, answering to those divisions.”

In a general way the lord nt 
the ascendant being retrograde in Cancer, the signoth*' 
detriment in the sixth house, denotes indisposition, s'cknr^S j 
and great anxiety respecting servants j dupiter and Marn de 
notes his pecuniary resources, as ruling liho second ^ 
flupitor, the former of these planets being in the ninth 
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fivo from any evil configimition, would denote a respectahh 
poison, and one whose resources were sufRciont to meet his 
wiints; but Mars, the latter si^nificator, .being in the eighth 
house opposite to the second, and disposed of by Venus lady 
of the third house, who is found in thot^velfth, portends anxie- 
tv and temporary vexation concerning the money, or well 
beiii<^ of his kindi;ed, with expenditure in short journeys, but 
rrain in merchandise as J up iter ruler of the tenth house is

^be time for w hich the figure is calculated. (The same thing 
ts shewn by the Dragon^s tail in the third to those who believe 
bi its efficacy.) In the aceidtnitsl significations Saturn in tba 
^ixth bouse denotes the death of a friend j and the planet 
Uranus in the ascendant foreshows many strange unexpected 
occurrences, rather vexatious, as about speedily to happea.'*—

ere the query concerning money generally, it is favourtabte. 
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Wore it concerning the expected receipt of money, it is 
against it, as Jupiter forms no aspects but the Trine of 
Saturn ; and before.he moots the Trine, Venus interposes her 
opposition to Saturn, ajid thereby prohibits the affair, or at 
least hinders it for a very long space of time. The opposition 
of Saturn and Venus also denotes a cessation of friendship be- 
tween a near relation and the party enquiring, with evil intel- 
ligence by letters ; and spiteful neighbours. 

Were the query respecting the obtaining trade or profess-, 
tion, &c. Mercury angular, in semisextile to Jnpiter denotes 
money to be requisite in tbo affair, and by such moans it 
might be obtained ; as Mercury is in bi-quintile to Saturn, 
and Jupiter rules the eleventh house. 

Were the query concerning the probable siiccoss in a 
lawsuitj the querent would lose the day, or have to pat/ money, 
as Mars the lord of the second house is in the house of Iii« 
opponent’s wealth, and Venus ruling that house is in /iw 
twelfth house.

DlltECTTOX.S for erecting the FIGURE of HEAVEN, 
and ])laoing tho I'ljANETS in the 
TIOROSCOPE. 

WITHOUT being export at finding tho true places of tlir 
jdanets and star^i, at any hour or minute required, either hy 
day or night ; and wdthout knowing how’ to dispose them in 
the horoscope, so as to represent their exact situations in tho 
heavens, nothing can possibly bo known, or predichnl l)y 
Astrology. This acapiisition, therefore, is the next stop in 
bo attiiined ; and though it may at first appear a task of ijonv' 
difficulty and labour, yet by the help of a common Lplu mc- 
ris, whicli is published annually, aitd tho followdng tables, 
wdiicli are calculated and sulqoined for tliis purpose, tlio ion- 
dor may in a few' hours become perfect master of this lOi} 
<*Msontial part. of tho science. 

Tho Ephemeris, of which Mr. wdiite’s is the best, calcu- 
lated to shew' the exact places of the Sun, Moon, and plants 
©very day at twelve o’clock ^ consequently, by referring h) 
it, a figure may be accurately set to that exact time, but ^ 
may seldom or over happen, that a figure is wanted 
ly at that hour, and therefore it is necessary tho young 
titioner should know how to rectify tho daily motions ot t 
planets, by the number of degrees they move every t^^cl . 
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four lioiii’J*, fio as to erect the figure, and introduce tlie true- 
places of the signs and planets, whenever required. This, by 
referring to the Efdiemeris, fpr the stations of the planets 
{it noon, may bo done extremely easy, by the common pro- 
cess of figures ; but that every reader may bo enabled to do 
it without trouble, 1 have subjoined an easy table, Avliercby 
the planetary motions are reduced to hours .and minutes, and 
mav he found for eitlier day or night. 

It is likewise of importance to know the pl:inotary hours, 
ilint is, the hour in which everv ]danet has its particular rule; 
forhorchy we are oujibled to determine various poi?ds, and to 
draw many useful conclusions, either in our judgment on na- 
tivltlos or horary questions. In gathering herbs for modicl- 
iial purposes, tlie planetary hour is certainlv of eonsoqnenee, 
however modern retincment might have o>:plod(‘<l tlie idea, In 
nature, the most simple remedies are fre([Uontly found to jiro- 
diico the most salutary effects ; and in earliei' times, when the 
nil of pliysic was loss obscured, and practised more from 
motives of benevolence, the world was loss alTiieted with di- 
and tlie period of human life less contracted. The 
^npreme Being, in lii.i abundant mercies to mankind, has fur- 
mdicd ample reinefli<‘s in the laboratory of nature, Avero na- 
ture but adhered to, for the removal of cvey cuniblo disorder 
mci(lent*to the human frame ; for notwithstanding- all the 
parade of coujjAound medicines, the art of physic does not 
consist so mueh in preparing the remedy, as in IcnoAving liow 
to apply it. Hence it happens that old Avomon, without edu- 
cation or experience, by the help a simple herb, gatheri'd 
m the planetary hour, in which hour it imbibes its greatest 
‘logree of strength and specific virtue, Avill sometimes pertonn 
\ory extraordin.ary cures, in cases AAdicro gentlemen of faciil- 
•^y aro absolutely at a loss hoAv to treat them. The planeta- 
0' hours always bfting at sun rising, and each planet governs 
^otation^ according to the folloAAdng table.

To understand tlio preceding table, the reader must recol- 
lect that wo have already assigned to each planet respec- 
tive rule over every day in the week ; for instance, the Sun 
governs Sunday, the Moon Monday, Mars Tuc'sday, Mercury 
Wednesday, Jupiter Thursday, Venus Friday, and Saturn 
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Saturday. Each planet begins his rule the moment the Sun 
uppears above the horizon ; and continues for one planetary 
hour, at the expiration of ^^hich the next planet in order 
connnencos his rule, and continues the same portioh of time, 
{111(1 then the third planet in order governs, and so on through 
the whole week. So that if I want to know what planet 
riih's in any particular hour of the day or night, I take the 
jilaiiei which begins rule that day, and reckon in order till I 
(iiid it. For example, on Sunday the Sun rules the first hour, 
Venus the second, Mercury the third, the Moon the fourth, 
t'alurn the fifth, J upitcr the sixth. Mars the seventh, the Sun 
the eightli, Venus the ninth, and so on through the whole 
day and succeeding night, till the Sun rises again, by which 
inocU^ of reckoning it will be uniformly found, that each pla- 
net will begin his government at Sun rising, according to 
th(^ order above described, to the end of tb(^ w orld. This also 
evidently appears by the table, for if w'e Ix'gin with the first 
column, and reckon down the whole twenty- four hours, wo 
tiiid the Moon begins his government at the top of the second 
column on Monday morning, when the sun rises. If wo 
I’cckoii down the second column, in the same order, we find 
Mars ])egins his rules at the top of tho third column, on 
Tai'i^day morning. So the planets wdll bo found to observe 
the san^) regular order throughout all the other columns, 
'vhich take in tho hours of every day and night throughout 
file week ; and for the ensuing \yeok the table begins again 
la tho same order, and will so continue without alteration or 
to the end of time. By referring to tho figures, wdiich 
^^‘pHisont the respective hour of every day and night through- 
the week, tho reader may always see what planet go - 
in that hour, as its chameter is placed in the same lino 
''ath the figure. For example, su[)poso I want to know wliat 
P^anot rules tho fifth hour on Sunday morning ; I look down 
tirst coloiuun of the table over ^vhich is placed 5 'anday 
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planctiiry hour, and at tho 5th hour, I find Saturn governs. 
Again, suppose it bo required to know what planet governs 
the ninth hour on Friday after- noon ? Look down the column 
over which Friday planetary hour is printed, and in tho 9th 
hour it will be seen that Mercury governs. Or if it bo asked, 
what planet rules the nineteenth hour on Wodiiescky 
night ? Look down the column over which Wodne.^day plan( 3 - 
taryhour is prefixed, and at 19, which signifies tho lOlh 
hour, or the seventh hour after the Sun is set, it will \m found 
that Mars governs ; and so for any other time required. 

But a planetary hour not agreeing with the common divi- 
sion of time, and being peculiar to astronomy and aslrolo^^y 
only, wo shall explain it more fully. The planetary hoars tiro 
reckoned from the time of the Sun’s rising, to its settiiifj, 
which space of time is divided into twelve equal partis, and 
these are termed twelve ])lanetary hours of that day. Tla^i 
tho time from tho Sun’s setting to its rising the next morning ! 
is in tho same manner divided into twelve equal parts, and 
these constitute the twelve planetary hours for that niglit. 
Hence it is obvious, that when the days are short, a j)lanot:i- 
ry hour does not consist of above forty mimites, more or loss, 
according to the twelfth part of iluj whole time from tlio 
Sun’s rising to its sotting ; and the nights being then long, 
a planetary hour by night may consist of an hour and ten or 
twenty minutes, or more ; and so I'ice versa, when tlie day:^ 
are long, and the nights short ; so that the duration of 
notary hours, both by day and night, are continually varying 
and never agree with tho common measure of time, except 
on those two days in every year, when the Sun enters 
and Libra, and then equal night and day is dispensed to 
parts of tho world. Therefore to enable the reader to find the 
length of the planetary hours without tho trouljle of calculat' 
ing, I subjoin the following table, by whjeh they niay 
found, both night and day, for ever.

Look in the first column of the table for thirteen 
hours and thirty minutes, and in the same line in the second 
column stands one hour seven minutes and thirty seconds, 
which is the exact length of each planetary hour that day ; 
and in the same line in tli(‘. third column stands fifty-two 
minutes thirty seconds, which is the length of the planetary 
hours that night. By the same rule the length of the piano- 
ary hours may bo easily found in this labh^, every day and 
night through the year. The length of time betwecni tlio 
rising and sotting of the sun, \\}0f always bo found in tlie 
Ephomoris. This table is calculated within thirty miniUes of 
the Sun’s real time every day, which is sufficiently near for 
all the purposes required. 

To find tho true place of each planet, at any hour when 
we have occasion to erect a figure, it only requires to turn to 


the Ephomeris for tho ])lanet’s places at no on ; those being 
found, note how many degrees, or minutes they move in tJio 
zodiac by twelve o’clock tho next day, or from noon tho pre- 
ceding day ; and then, by iho help of tho forgoing table, it will 
be seen how many degrees, minutes, or seconds they move in an 


hour. For example, suppose a planet moves one degree m 
twenty-four hours, how far does it move in one hour ? At tliT)

INSTRUCTIONS 

FOR 

ERECTING A THEME OF HEAVEN, 

AND 

CASTING THE FIGURE OF A NATIVITY 

The theme, or fujure of Ihe heavens, (which like a celestial 
map gives at one view the ascending, descending, and culmi- 
nating constellations,) may be erected /owr different ways; viz. 
by a celestial globe, by the zodiacal planisphere, by trigono- 
metrical calculations, or by Tables of calculated for 

the pole or latitude of birth. These are perpetual ; and tho 
latter method, which uses these tables, being by far the most 
of the whole, (specially to those who dislike laborious 
calculations,) wo shall adopt it in the present instance. 

The Astronomical day begins at noon ; and hence, it must 
bo remembered that when a figure is cast for any given time, 
the hours and 7ninHtes must be accounted from the noon •pre- 
ceding the birth ; thus , were a figure of the heavens to be cal- 
culated for 8 O’clock in the morning^ the true w^ay of expressing 
it Astrologically, would bo 20 hours P. M, or after noon, ac- 
counting from the noon of the preceding day ; and thus in all 
other cases, or schemes of the like nature whatever. 

In casting (or erecting) a figure of the heavens, which is 
also termed “a horoscope the first thing to be done, is 
find the .right ascension of the Sun, in hours and minutes for 
the noon of that day on xchich it is erected* This in cases of 
great correctness must be done by referring to an Ephemeris, 
of which White’s is the best, for that year, wherein the Sun’s 
true longitudinal place in the zodiac is found in the second 
column, headed ‘‘Sun’a longitude,'^ and by referring to the 
Tables of Houses” in that column, which has marked over the 
of the Sun in the same sign, as found in the Ephemoris ; in 
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the column to the left hand side^ headed/' tiim from noon^ ' 
will be found a certain number of hours and minutes, which 
invariably are to be aded to the hour and minute of the day 
for which the figure is erected. When the result e.veeeds 
twenty-four hours, that number is to be subtracted therefrom; 
and with the remainder again seek in the column of the Tables 
of Houses, headed “time from noon.*’ wherein having found 
the number you sought, (or the nearest to it,) on a lino with 
that number will be found the degrees and minutes of tho ^ 
celestial signs, that should occupy tho first six houses of 
heaven; namely, the 1st, 2nd 3rd 10th, 11th, and 12th houses,

As the first six houses are opposite to tho last six, so tho same 
degrees and minutes of the opposite sif/ns^ or constellations, 
(which were given in a former part of this work, but which 
we have repeated) must occupy the cusps of the opposite ce- 
lestial houses. 

In order to evade the difficulty of procuring an Bphomeris 
for the year of birth, whereby many persons are entirely igno- 
rant even of the sign under which they are born, or which in 
other words, arose in the first house at the time of their birth, 
the author has inserted a Perpetual Table of the Sun’s right 
ascension for every day in the year ; which, in all cases where 
an Ephomeris cannot be obtained, may be resorted to, and the 
horoscope of a nativity cast thereby with accuracy quite suffi- 
cient for ordinary purposes, where the person is not so certain 
as to the exact minute of their birth. Hitherto no author has 
given this desideratum, and we wil now giv^ an example of

As this table is calculated to answer an Astrological meaw 
(or average) for erery year, either past, present or future ; 
Laving acquired the day of birth, the student must Winter 4h0* 
tiiblo in that column answering to the day and month required, 
overhead of which is a certain number of hours, minutes, and 
seconds, marked “h. m. s.” being the number answering to the 
Sun’s right ascension on the noon of that day ; let him take 
^ out these, and thereto add the hours and minutes of the pre- 
ceding noon, of the time to which he sots tlic figure. — This 
being done, the sum in hours and minutes must next be found 
in the Tiible of houses as before described ; in a line with 
which are the requisite signs and degrees of each house in tlio 
theme or figure.

Let it bo required to cast tho figure for the nativity of 
child, born April 17th, 1824, Ilk 43m. in the morning ; 
time. As before observed, we enter the table of tho Sun’s right 
ascension for tho 16th day of April at noon, and level there- 
with we* find.

Likewise the fiftli house being opposite to the eleventh, and 
Sagittarius opposed to Gemini, there must be placed 2 cleg, 
of Sagittarius on the cusp of the fifth house, Again, the twelfth 
liousc is the opposite to the sixth, and Capricornus is opposite 
to Cancer, consc^quontly 10 dog. of Capricornus must occupy 
tlio cusp of tlie sixth Iiouso.

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^‘The twelve tiiblos of Hoiwes are next to be referred to , 
and those aro calculated to shew what degrees of each sign 
possess the cusps of the twelve houses of heaven, when the 
figure is erected. They begin with the Sun’s entrance into 
the sign Aries, and shew his progress through each degree of 
the twelve signs of the zodiac. 

Now lot it bo required, by way of example, to erect a 
figure for Friday, the 11th day of ^une, 1784, at 11 h. 21 
min. A. M. that i«, at fwontyfour minutes past eleven o’ clock^ 
in the morning. To do this, I refer to the first coliinm of the 
right hand page of the Ephemeris, for June, and opposite tlio 
11 tb day of the month, in the second column, which has 
Sun’s longitude printed at the top, I find 21 . 3. 27, with the 
sign Gemini prefixed at the side of the first range of figures, 
This indicates, that the Sun, at twelve o clock that day, is in 
twenty-one degrees three minutes and twenty-seven seconds 
of Gemini ; but the minutes and seconds when loss than thirty, 
are rejected without sen 8 i!)lc error 5 and when more than 
thirty, have as many added as will make them up oven 
degrees. I therefore turn to the tables of houses, and in the 
page entitled Sol in Gemini^ I look for the column that has 
the sign Gemini at the top, which is the third j I seek for 21 
degrees, and in the column on the left side of it, entitled Time 
from noon, I find even with 21 degrees, 5h. 21 min. Tho 
hours and minutes thus found, are uniformly to be added to 
the time or hour of tho day when the figure is erected, unless 
it bo precisely at noon, in which case, as we have before ob- 
served, the places of tho Sun, planets, and signs are to bo sot 
down exactly as they aro found in the Ephemeris, ami tables 
of houses. But the present figure being erected just tliuty- 
six minutes before twelve o clock, I am to add this tinio, 
reckoning from noon tho preceding day, to tho above 5 h. ^ 
min. and from theso two sums added together, I subtract 
twenty-four hours, and tho remainder will give tho degi^^^ 
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of each of the twelve signs, as then posited upon the cusps of ] 


the horoscope ; thus,.

T seek this remainder iu the table of houses entitled Sol 
ill Gemini, in the column of time from noon ; but not finding 
4. 45, I take the nearest number to it, which is 4. 46 ; and 
opposite this number, in the next column on. the right, I find 
13 degrees of Gemini in the tenth house, which is denoted by 
10th house Gemini, at the top of the column ; and therefore 
I [)laco thirteen degrees of Gemini in the lino or cusp of tho 
tenth house of the figure. This done, I refer to the next co- 
lumn in rotation to the right-hand, and in the same line with 
the twenty-one degrees of Gemini, I find 20. 7, and looking 
to the top of the column, find it to be twenty degrees and 
sovon mijiutes of the sign Cancer, with 11 house over, and 
therefore I place twenty degrees seven minutes of Cancer 
upon the cusp of tho eleventh house. I follow the same rule 
with tho next column, where 1 find 21. 3S, and looking to 
tho top find tho sign Lfo, 12 house, and accordingly place 
t\venty-one degrees thirty-eight minutes of Leompon tho cusp 
of the twelfth house in the figure. Then I refer to tho next 
column, where I find 17. 1, and at tho top, tho word Ascen-^ 
<fa7it with the sign Virgo prefixed, which signifies that seven- 
teen degrees one minute of Virgo occupy tho first house or 
ascendant, which I place accordingly. I then refer to the next 
column, and even with the preceding figures, stand 9. 15, 
''hen looking up tjio column, I observe the sign Libra below 
and 2 house at the top which shews that nine degrees 
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fifteen minutes of Libra are to be placed on tlio cusp of tlio 
second house. This done, I refer to the last column, and cvlmi 
with the former numbers, I find 7. 48, and Lookinpr up tJio 
column hs before, 1 observe the sign Virgo below Libra, and 
3 house over, which indicates that seven degrees forty-oi^dil 
minutes of Scorpio are to be placed on the cusp of the third 
house. Thus the six ori(mtal houses, namely, the tenth, (do- 
venth, twelfth, first, second, and third are furnished with the 
degrees of each sign then rising npon thorn ; and the six* 
occidental houses being o])positc to the former, are always 
furnished with the same degrees and minutes of the opposil(^

So that the tenth house is opposite to the fourth, and the 
fourth to the tenth ; the eleventh to the fiflh, and tlie fifth to 
the eleventh ; and so through the whole ; the use of which is, 
That if on the cusp of the tenth house you find the sign Aries, 
then on the cusp -of the fourth house you must place the sign 


Libra ; and whatever degree and mftiute of Aries ])ossessos 
the cusp of the tenth house, the same degree and minute ol 
Libra must be placed on the cusp of the fourth house ; nnd 


l^the same rule must be observed with .all the other houses an< 
signs, which is universal, and ever holds true. For example, 
in the present figure, we have placed 13 degrees of (foniini 
on the cusp of the tenth house ; now Sagittarius being oppo- 
site to Gemini, and the fourth house to the tenth, I tlieicft^ 
placets degrees of Sagittarius on the cusp of the feml| 
house. Upon the cusp of the eleventh house, 20 
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minutes of Cancer being already placed ; and the fifth house 
l)(‘iiig opposite to the eleventh, and Capricorniis opposite to 
Cancer, 1 thereforo put 20 degrees 7 minutes of Caj:)ricornns 
u[)on the cusp of the iifth house. The cusp ol‘ tJie twelfth 
house being also occupied with 21 degrees 38 minutes 
of Leo, 1 place 2i degrees 38 minutes of the opposite 
sign aquarius upon the cusp of the sixth house, which is oppo- 
site to the twelfth. Upon the cusp of the first house or ascen- 
dant, there is 17 degrees 1 minute of Virgo, and the seventh 
house being opposite to the first, and the sign Pisces to Virgo, 

1 accordingly place 17 degrees 1 minute of Pisces upon the 
oiisp or lino of the seventh house. Having also placed 9 
degrees 15 minutes of Libra u])on the cusp of ihe second 
house,* I place 9 degrees 15 minutes of the opposite sign 
Aries, upon the Cusp of the eighth house, which is o])posito 
♦o Ihe second. T then nefor to the third house, upon the cusp 
of which are placed 7 degrees 48 minutes of Scorpio ; and 
the opposite house to this being the ninth, and Taurus the 
t>j)posite sign, I place 7 degrees 48 minutes ot Taurus upon 
the cusp of the ninth house ^ and thus the twelve houses 
are completely occupied with the twelve signs of the zo- 
diac, ^with the degrees ascending, at the precise time of erect- 
ing the figure. 

, Having so far succeeded, the next thing is to place the 
8iin, Moon, aaid planets in the figure, agreeable to their posi‘ 
tion at that time in the heavens, and this is also to be dgne 
i>ythe help of the right-hand page of the Ephemeris. For 
instance, 1 again refer to the 11th day of June, and opposite 
it, in the column of the Sun’s longitude, I find him in 2 1 
degrees 3 minutes and 27 seconds of Gemini that day at 
*^'oon. But as the figure is erected thirty-six minutes be- 
fore noon, I note how far the sun has moved from noon the 
preceding day, and find he has gone at ihe rate of fi%-

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Bevcn miiniteB, which gives a difference of 1 minute and 27 
seconds for the time befoi-o noon ; as follows ;

Thus I find tlio sun’s plat'e at twenty-four minutes after 
eleven o’clock, in 21 dogrocs 2 minutes of Gemini, w'hich sign 
being then upon tbo cusp of tho tenth house, I therefore place 
the sun in that house, close to the sign, \vith these dogreos 
and minutes. I then refer to the Ephemeris for the moon’s 
place, and in the column of her longitude, opposite tlie llth 
4ay of tho month, I find her in 5 degrees 40 minutes of Aries, 
at noon ; but to know her place thirtj^-jix minutes before, I 
note how much she goes in an hour, and find her motion to i>e 

35 minutes, then I deduct 21 minutes for the time before 

noon, and fiiKl her true place to bo in 5 hours 25 minutes of 
Aries, which 1 accordingly enter before the cusp of tho eighth 
house, close to that sign. I then refer to tbo Epheiworis for 
the planet Saturn, and on tho llth of June I find him retro- 
grade in 22 degrees 53 minutes of the sign Capricornus 
wherefore I place him under Capricorn, in the fifth house, 
with an R prefixed, to denote that he is retrograde — I rekv 
to the Ephemeris in like manner for the plaiiets Jupiter, 
Mays, Venus, and Mercury, which I also enter in their proper 
places in the figure, viz. Jupiter in 7 degrees 36 minutes of 
Pisefs, Mars in 27 degrees 1 minute of Cancer, Venus in 5 
degrees 5 minutes of Gemini, and Mercury retrograde, in 24 
degrees 2 minutes of the same sign. 

The planets being thus entered, I next refer to the top oi 
tho second page of the Ephemeris, for the column of tbe 
moon’s node, which we term the Dragon’s Head, and I fin^ 
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on tfw 7th day of tho month, it is in four degrees of Pisces , 
l)ut, as it moves back\v:ird about three minutes per day I de- 
duct eleven minutes, to bring it to tho 11th of June, and its 
place will then bo in four degrees 8 minutes of l^isccs ; I 
therefore enter it in tho sixth, house under tho sign Pisces ; 
nnd as the place of the Dragon’s Tail is always opposite to 
the Dragon’s Head, I place it in the same dc^grees of the oppa- 
eite sign, which in this figui'e falls in tho twelfth house, which 
is opposite to the sixtlu 

The figure is now entirely completetl, except putting in 
tho part of Fortinto, which is the distance of the moon’s place 
from the Sun’s, ad<l('d to tho ascendant. The mod(v of deter- 
niining this has commonly been by first finding the true place 
of thejnoon, then the true place of the Sun ; then subtracting 
the Slinks place from the Moon’s, andaddingdo the remainder 
tho degrees of the asc(3nd'ant, and this, if taken in tho sjdicro 
of the mocm, gives the place of tho part of Fortune. But a 
much more correct metho<l having been adopted by the learned 
^Planduff^ wc recommend it in preference to any other ; it is 
as follows. First note tho sign and degree on tho ascendant, 
and enUr wdth the same sign and degree m tho table of obli- 
que ascensions eilculatod for this work, in the latitmhj Avltore- 
in you erect your Ifgure , and in the common angle of meet- 
ing you will find tho number required. Then enter the same 
table with the degrees of the Sun, and subtract the oblique 
ascention of the one from the other, and the reminder will be 
the Sun’s distance from the ascendant. Then take the Right 
Ascension of tho Moon, and enter the table of the Ufoon’a 
Right Ascension umler tho degrees of north or south latit»jd#», 
‘Js she then happens to be ; and when the Moon’s Right 
Ascension is found, subtract it from tbe Sun's distance from 
fhe Ascendant, and the remainder will bo tbe Right Asren- 
‘'ion of the Part df Fortune. For example, in tho figure before 
ns:

1 
refer for this sum to the tirst column of the proceeding tal)lc« 
of houses, under A. R. which signifies right Ascension, and 
in the fourlh table, or Sol in Cancer, 1 find 111 deg. 30 min. 
which is only nineteen minutes less, and opposite to this sum, 
in the third column of the table, shinds 20, witli the sign Can- 
cer at the top, and this denotes the part of Fortune to be in 20 
degress of (Rancor ; but as nineteen minutes were wanting 
to make up the nuinlier, [ allow one minute more, beean.so 
iifteon minutes of the efpiator is equal to 1 miniih* of timo ^ 
and hence the true place of the part of Fortune falls in 20 
degrees I minute of Cancer, and I accordingly eiihn^it below 
that sign in the scheme, which is now completed, and stands 

thus : ^ 

This figure incliKlos all tliat is required for the purpose of 
judging horary qtiestions, and the like ; but in nativities, and 
ill the more immediate concerns of life and ^leath, regard 
must be had to the fixed stars, according to their magni- 
tude, influence, and positions near the ascendant, or its lord, 
or near the moon, or the other significators. And because it 
is of importance to know their natures, qualities, and signi- 
fications, I shall subjoin a table of the most considerable fixed 
stars in the northern hemisphere, and then shew how to col- 
jeet such of them into the horoscope, as may relate to the 
subject at any time under investigation/'

Suppose it were required to find the poles elevation of the 
eleventh, third, twelfth, and second Houses for the latitude 
of fifty-three degress, I enter the table at No. 53, under the 
title Ascendant, and right against it I find ulider the eleventh 
and third Houses, twenty-four degrees thirty minutes, which 
is the poles elevation ; and under the twelfth and second 
Houses I find forty-two degrees twenty-six minutes, whwh 
is ilie poles elevation for the twelfth and second houses ; and 
lu this manner they may be found for any other latitude. 

Now by knowing the poles elevation for these houses, a 
of the heavens may be Erected for the nativity of any 
•person ])orn within thirty- one tb sixty degrees of latitude. 
^ nr example, suppose a person born in fifty-three degrees of 
^a-titude, on the first., of Juno, 1784, at thirty-six minutes past 
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five o’clock in the aflenioon, what wouia do me aegrecs ot 
each sign upon the cusps of the twelve houses ? To know 
this, turn to the Ephemeris loi the sun’s place on the first of 
June, and it will be found in eleven degrees thirty minutos 
of Gemini ; then refer to the- table of hoitses for the vSnn 
in Gemini, and in the column under lUth honse, I look down for 
11. 30, but finding no minutes, I look into the column upon 
the loft hand, under time from noon, where I find 4h. 38 min. 
the next «irch of time being 4.h. 42 minutes, I divide tbo- 
difference for the thirty minutes, which makes the true tinio 
4. 40 min. To this I add. 5h. 3(5 min. the time after noon, avIucIi 
added together make lOh* 1(5 min. which I seek in the column 
of time from noon, and in the next column on the right luiml, 
I find the figure 2, with 10th lionso Virgo at the top. which 
denotes that tw’o degrees of Virgo are at that time uj)on 
the cusp ot the tenth bouse. Then in order to know tliat 
what signs possess the other houses, I look into the first co- 
lumn of the table, with A. ll, at tho top, which signifies 
the right ascension of time, and even with the above numbe^ 
I find 154 degrees, 0, which declares thiit to bo tho riglit as- 
cension of tho mid-lieavon* To these 154 degrees .ladd W, 
which make together 184 ; then I refer to the above table for 
polos position in fifty-three degrees, and oven 4hore>vith staml 
24.40, which is the pole of the eleventh house. I then refer 
to the table of oblique ascensions, at tho end of this work, for 
twenty-five degrees of latitude and seek the number 184. 
which 1 find in the column under Libra, and 12 min. over, 
then I look into the first column of degrees in this table, ana 
even td 184, stand 4 ; but these twelve* minutes being too 
much, I equate for them by the Sexagenary tables, 
also at the end of this work, by which I find that three 
grees forty-three minutes of Libra aro to be placed on lhocn«F 
of the eleventh house. Then I add thirty degrees to the aho'*’ 
184, for tho twelfth house^ which mako 214. I refer to 
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above table of poles positions in the latitude of fifty-three de- 
grofi?^, for the polo of the twelfth house, which I find to be 
42. 26 , T reject the 26, and in the table of obliqi|e ascen- 
sions for Lat. 42, I seek 214, which I find under the column of 
liibra ; and looking into the first column of degrees, I find 
27 ; but equating by the Sexagenary table for the odd mi- 
nutes, it gives twenty six degrees thirty-one minutes of Libra 
for the cusp of the twelfth house. Then for the first house or 
Jsoondant, I add to the above 214, thirty degrees more, which 
make 214, and this sum I seek in the above table under the polo 
or latitude of birth, which is fifty-three degrees ; I turn to the 
table of oblique ascensions for fifty-throo degrees, which I 
find in the column under Scorpio, and even witli it in the 
first cohiinn of degrees, I find 14, which shews that fourteen 
degrees of scorpio are on the cusp of the Ascendant. I then 
bring down the above 244, adding thirty degrees more for 
the second house, and these make 274 ; I then refer to the 
ubovo table of poles position for Lat. 53, and even with it in 
t'ke column under second house, I find 42. 26. — I reject the 
26 as before, and refer to tbe tables of oblique ascensions for 
fbit^^-two degrees of latitude, where I seek No. 274, and find 
it in the column under Sagittarius ; and even with it in tbe 
first column of degrees, I find 14, which directs, fourteen de- 
^r^es of Sagittarius to be placed on the cusp of the second 
fiouse. Tlien for the third house I add thirty degrees more 
to the above 274, which mtike together 304 ; 1 then refer for 
ihe pole's position of the third house in the above tables, and 
find even with Lat. 53, the number 24.40 ; but as these mi- 
nutes exceed thirty, I refer to the table of oblique ascentions 
for twenty-fivo degrees, where I seek 304, which I find 
ni tbe column under Capricorn, and oven with it in the first 
of degrees, I find 21, but hy equating as before for 
odd minutes in*the Sexagenary tables, I find that twenty- 
one degrees twenty-nine minutes of Capricorn are upon the 
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cnsp of ihe tliird hoiiso, Thus the six oriontal housos are 
furnished with the proper degrees of each sign rising upon 
them at the time required, and stand thus :

In this plain, easy, and simple manner, may the situatioa 
of the heavens be found for any latitude whatever. Ihit to 
make it more easy, it is necessary to explain what* wo mean 
by the poles positions, and tho equations of time. If we ima- 
gine twelve great circles, one of which is tho meridian of 
any given place, to intersect each other in tho two poles ot 
the earth, and to cut the equator in every fifteenth degree, 
they will be divided by the poles into twenty-four semicircles 
which divide tho equator into twenty-four equal parts : and 
as tho earth turns on its axis, the planes of these semi- 
circles come successively after one another every hour to the 
sun. And as in an hour of time, there is a revolution of fifteen 
degrees of tho equator, in a minute of time there will be .j 
revolution of fifteen minutes of the equator, and in a second 
of time, a revolution of fifteen seconds. Thus to every 
fifteen degrees eastward from any given meridian, it is

an honi‘ sooner, than on that meridian, because their meridian 
comes to the sun an hour sooner. And to all places fifteen 
degrees westward, it is an hour later, because their meridian 
comes an hour later to the sun ; and so on, every fifteen de- 
grees of motion, causing an hour’s difference of time. There- 
fore they who have noon an hour later than we, have their 
meridian, that is, their longitude, fifteen degrees westward 
from us ; and they who have noon an hour sooner than we, 
have their meridian or longitude fifteen degrees eastward from 
onrs ; and so for every hoards difference of time, fifteen de- 
grees difforenoc of longitude, and as wo shall have frequent 
occasion to equate the motions of the equator with the hours 
and minutes of time, I hero subjoin two tables for that 
purpose. 

If the reader in table 1. reckons the columns marked with 
Asterisks to be minutes of time, the other columns give the 
equatoroal parts or motion in degrees and minutes ; if he rec- 
kons the Asterisk columns to bo seconds, the others give the 
•motion in minutes and seconds of the equator ; if thirds, 
in seconds and thirds. And if in Table 11. ho reckons the 
Asterisk* columns to be degrees of motion, the others givo 
th^timo answering thereto in hours and minutes ; if minutes 
of motion, the time is minutes and seconds ; if seconds of 
motion, the corresponding time is given in seconds and thirds* 
An example in each case will make the whole very plain.

^Hst. Raise tlio North Polo in iiortli latitude to the degreo 
of the latitude of the place ; bring the hour and minute of llio#. 
right ascension of the meridian to the brass meridian which 
surrounds the globe vertically — then will the sign and degroo 
of the ecliptic, that is on the cusp of tho 10th, bo seen, on 
the eastern horizon. 2nd, Reduce the pole to the degree given 
in the table of poles, add two hours to tho right ascension on 
the meridian, and bring two hours of that right ascension to 
the eastern horizon, when tho longitude on tho. cusp of tho 
1 1th will be found to bo cut by the horizon.

mJDIMENTS of the DOCTRINE of 
HORARY QUESTIONS. 

Let the Radix bo drawn into a speculum, and being fully 
and completely directed, with observations of all the current 
transits, draw forth the revolution also of the year. Then, 
consider the matter about which the question is proposed, 
whether it be transient or durable. Consider also to what house 
the thing belongs, what planet is the significator thereof, 
the ascendant and its lord, and the planets which may confirm, 
impede, or destroy the business. What planets are hurtful to 
the significator of the thing, and consequently to the qur- 
rent, which are such as are lords of seventh or twelfth house, 
or such as are in quartile or opposition to them in the radix. 
Then if the lord of the ascendant come by direction or transit 
to the bo^y or good aspect of the lord of the house signifying 
the thing, or planet posited therein ; or they contrariwise to 
the good aspect of the lord of the ascendant, the matter shall 
com® to pass, or take effect. So if a planet, by direction or 
transit hath lately separated from the significators of the 
tHing, and immediately applies to the conjunction, sextile or 
trine of tjie lord of tho ascendant, or planet therein, it shews 
the same. If the significators of the thing or lord of the 
fourth from the house signifying tho same, shall transit tho 
ascendant, or come by direction thereto, it shews good. If 
the radical and revolutional significators apply by good aspect 
ia the Ephemeris, or are in reception, or another planed 
wiakes a translatiqp or collection of their light, it shows tho 
Perfection of tho matter. If the aforesaid transits or direo- 
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tions happen to be in mutual reception to the lords of then 
radical places, it shews so much the more eminent good. 
And whether the significators be strong or weak at the timo of 
the direction or transit, if they wei-e strong in the raelix;thf*ir 
significations will be the more firm. If any planet collects 
the light of both significators, and at tliat time transits the as- 
cendant or house signifying the thing, it perfects the maltor. 
The Same if by direction or transit they come to one another’s 
places in the radix, or to any eminent fixed star, upon the 
cusp of the eleventli house, or medium cadi. Consider wliat 
house the planet which translates or collects the light of tlio 
significators is lord of, and posited in, for according to tho 
nature of the things signified by those houses, shall the mailer 
terminate. If the Sun, Moon, or part of fortune transit ilia 
medium coeli, or lionse signifying the thing ; or come tluMcta 
by direction, it signifies good. But if there be neither direc- 
tion nor transit, nor significafpors of good or evil, it is retpii- 
site to suspend judgment to u future day. 

If it be a weighty and diinible thing which is desired, it 
will scarcely be performed without a good direction or tran- 
sit ; yet you may judge thereof, according to the next that 
comes, as it is either good or evil. But if the opposite evil io 
what we have stated should happen, then judge of it by tho 
contrary rule ; but if both good and evil happen, judge ac- 
cording to tho more weighty and greater number of tosii*- 
monies. And whatsoever wo have said of tho radix, if 
same configurations happen in tho revolution, they impoit 
tte same, but not with such pow'erful effect. 

Lastly, consider to what points in tho revolution the radi- 
cal significators approach by transit or direction ; or contrari- 
wise, to what points in the radix the revolutional significatori^ 
^pply ; and accordingly as, it is oitlier good or evil, join all 
with tho other configurations aforesaid, and^ accordingly 
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CONSIDERATIONS BEFORE 
JUDGMENT. 

ALL the ancient that have * written of questions ,do give 
warning to the astrologer, that before he delivers judgment ho 
will consider whether the figlire is radical and capable of 
jutlgincnt : the question then shall not be taken for radical : 
1st, when either the first or second degrees of a sign ascend, 
(especially in signs of short ascensions, viz. Capricorniis, Aqua- 
rius, Pisct?s, Aries, Taurus, Gemini). You may not then ad- 
vonturo juJgniont, unloss the querent be very young, and his 
oorj)orature, complexion, and moles or scars of his body, agroo 
the quality of the signs ascending. 2d. If 27 or more do- 
gree?s of any sign ascend, it is not safe to give judgment, ex- 
ropttho. querent bo in ^ ears corresponding to the number of 
dogrees ascending or unless the figure bo sot upon a time cer- 
tiiin, viz. any event happening, such as a man went away or 
il<*d at such a time precisely to learn the result ; here you 
may judge, because it is no propounded question ‘Sd. It is not 
Siifo to judge when the Moon is in the later degrees of a sign, 
especially in Gemini, Scorpio, or Capricorniis ; or, as some 
f^'iy, whemsho is in via covihmta, which is, when she is in 
the last 15 degrees of Libra, or the first 15 degrees of Scorpio. 

All manner of matters go hardly on (except the principal 
J^ignificators bo very strong) when the Moon i’s void of course; 
yH sometimes she performs it void of course, if in Taurus, 
L'ancer, Sagittarius, or Pisces. You must also be wary, when 
in any question propounded you find the cusp of the seventh 
house afflicted, or the lord of the house retrograde or iinpedi- 
I'Cd, and the matter at that time not concerning the seventh 
house, but belonging to any other house : it is an argument 
lhat the judgment of the astrologer will give little content, or 
nothing please the querent, for the seventh house generally 
has signification of the artist. The Arabians, as Alkindus and 
others, de deliver the fqllowiug rules, as very fit to bo con- 
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sidered before a question be judged i — viz. if Saturn be in 
the ascendant, espeoiallj retrograde the matter of that ques- 
tion seldom or never comes to good : Saturn in the se- 
venth either corrupts the judgment of the astrologer, or is a 
sign the matter propounded will come from one misfortune 
to another. If the lord of the ascendant be combust, neither 
question propounded will take, nor the querent be regu- 
lated. The lord of the seventh unfortunate, or in his foil, or 
terms of the infortunes, the artist shall scarce give a solid* 
judgment. 

When the testimonies of fortunes and infortunes are equal, 
defer judgment : it is not possible to know which way the 
glance Avill turn ; however, defer your opinion till another 
question better inform you. 

WHAT SIGNIFiOATOR, QUERENT, AND QITESITED, ARE ; AND AN 
INTRODUCTION TO THE JUDGMENT OF A QUESTION. 

THE querent is he or she that propounds the question and 
desires resolution : the quesited is he or she, or the- thing 
sought and inquired after. 

The significator is no more than that planet which.rules the 
house that signifies the person or thing demanded ; as if 
Aries is ascending, Mars being lord of Aries, shall bo signi- 
ficator of the qilerent, viz. the sign ascending shall in part 
signify his corporature, body, or stature ; the lord of the 
ascendant^ according to the sign ho is in, the Mpon and planet 
in* the ascendant, equally mixed together, shall show his 
quality or conditions ; so that let any sign ascend, what 
planet is lord of that sign shall be called lord of the house, 
or significator of the person inquiring, &c. 

So that, in the first place, when any question is prO' 
pounded, the sign ascending and his lord are always given 
unto him or her that asks the question. • 

Secondly : You must then consider the matter propomide 
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mid see to which of the twelve houses it does properly be- 
long : when you have found the house, consider the sign and 
lord of that sign, how, and in what sign and what part of hea- 
ven he is placed, how dignified, what aspect he has icf the lord 
of the ascendant, Who impedites yoilr significator, who is a 
friend unto him, viz. what planet it is, and what house ho i« 
loril of, or in what house posited ; from such a man or woman 
Rgniflcd by that planet shall you bo aided or hindered or by 
of sUch relation unto you as that planet signifies ; lord of 
?uch a house, such an enemy ; if lord of a house that signi- 
fies enemies, then an enemy verily ^ if of a friendly house, a 
friend. 

The whole natural key of astrology rests in the words 
preceding, rightly understood by the examples following, I 
shall make all things more plain ; for I do not desire or will 
reserve any thing whereby the learner may be kept in sus- 
pense of understanding what is useful for him, and most fit 
to bo known. In every question we do give the Moon as a 
consignificator with the querent or lord of the ascendant. 
Having well considered the several applications and vsepara- 
tioti of tljo lords of those houses signifying your questions, as 
also tile Moon, her situation and quality of the aspects sho 
has, and each significator has to each, you m»y begin to 
judge and consider whether the thing dciqanded will come 
to pass, yea or nay ; by what or whose means, the time when, 
aftd whether it will be good for the querent to proceed fiir- 
i-her in his demands, yea or nay. 

To KNOW WIIETHEU A THING DEMANDED WILL BE BKOirGIIT 
TO PERFECTION, YEA OR NAY. 

• The ancients have delivered anto us, that there are four 
Ways or means wiich discover whether a person’s questio4 
^^luauded shall be accomplished, yea or nay.

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Conjunction . — First by conjunction ; when therefore you 
tiiul the lord of tlie ascendant, and the lord of that house 
wbldh signifies the thing demanded, hastening to a Partileand 
in tho fimt house, or in any amjh, and tho significators moot 
with no prohibition or refranation, before they come to per- 
fect Parfeile, you «niay then judge that tho thing sought after 
shall be brought to pass without any manrujr of lot or impedi- 
ment ; the sooner, if the significators* bo swift in motion, and

-significators be in a succecdenl liouso, it will be f>erfecte(l, hat 
not so soon ; u\ cadent houses, with infinite loss of tiim^ 
some difficult V, and miicdi struggling. 

of a textile oc Trine . — Things arc also efiected, 
when tho principal sign i tiers apply by Sextile or Trino »'tspeci 
out of good lioasos and places where they are essentially well 
dignified, and meet with no malevolent a.sp(‘ct to intervene* 
ere they come to be in perfect Sextile or Trine. 

Aspects of a Square and Opposition. — Things are also 
produced to p(wfection when the significators apply by Squaro 
aspect, provide<l each planet have dignity in the degrees 
wherein they are, and apply out of proper and good houses ; 
otherwise not. Sometimes it happens that a matter is effecteil 
when the aigniticators apply by Oposition, hut it is wbon 
there is mutual reception by house, and out of friendly 
houses, and the Moon sep.arati ng from the significator ol tin’ 
thing -demanded, and applying presently to the lord 
the ascendant. I have seldom seen any thing brought 
to perf(»ction by this way of opposition, but the quorent 
had been better the thing had been undone for, if tho 
tion was concerning marriage the parties seldom agreed, 
but were ever wrangling, and disputing, each party repi- 
- ning at his evil choice, laying the blame upon their covetoib, 
parents, as having no mind to it themsofves ; flud if 
question was about portion or monies; tho querent did, d 
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triiT?, recover his iiioncy or portion promised, but it cost liimi 
more to procure it in* suit of law than the debt was worth ; 
aud so have 1 seen it hiippoirin many other thinf^s, &. 

Translation, — Things arc broyight to porfeclions* by tran- 
slation of light and' nature, ii\ this nuinner: — When the signi- 
fioaiors both of qiicrcnt and quosited arc separating froim 
Partilo or S'extilo, or Trine aspects of each other, and' 
some other planet separates himself from ono’ of the signi- 
.licators, of whom ho is received, either by house, triplicity, or 
term, and then this planet applies to the other significator by 
partile or aspect, before he meets with the partilo or 
aspect of any other planets ; ho thus translates the force, 
intlnence, and virtue of the first significator to the other, 
and then this interveniiig planet, (or such a man or woman 
as is signified by that planet) shall bring the matter in hand* 
to perfection- 

Consider what house the planet interposing or translating 
the nature and light of the t\vo planets ivS lord of, and des- 
^criho him or her ; and say to the querent, that such a party 
shall do good in tho buisness of &c. j viz. if lord of the se- 
cond, a good purse effects tho matter ; if lord of the third, a 
kinsman or neighbour ; and so of all tho rest of the houses ; 
of which more horeaftor. 

•CoZZ^c^mw.—Matters are also brought to perfection, when 

tho two principal significators do not behold one another, but 

both cast their several aspects to a more weighty jilanet than 
themselves, and they both receive him in some of their essen- 
tial dignities ; then shall that planet, who thus collects buili 
their lights, bring the thing demanded to perfection ; wdiielr 
signifies that a person somewhat interested in both parties, 
and described and signified by that planet, shall perform tho 
• thing which otherwise could notJbe perfected ; as many times 
you see two falUat variance, and of themselves cannot think 
of any way of accommudation, when suddenly a neighbour 
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or friend accidentrillj reconciles all difFerencos to the contcni, 
of both parties ; and this is called a collection. 

In all questions, you are generally to observe this method 
following': — The ascendant represents the person of the qno- 
ront, and the second his eshitc, the third his kindred, tlio 
fourth his father, the fifth his children, the sixth his servant 
or sickness, the seventh his wife, the eighth the manner of his 
death, tho ninth his religion or journeys, the tenth his estima- 
tion or honour, mother, trade, &c. the eleventh his friends, 
the twelfth his secret enemies : also understand, that when 
one asks concerning a woman, or any party signified by tlie 
seventh house and the lord thereof, that then the sevenih 
house shall he her ascendant, and signify her person ; tho 
eighth house sliall signify her estate, and be her second : tho 
ninth house shall singnify her brethren and kindred ; tho 
tenth shall rcj)resoiit her fatlior ; the eleven tli her children, 
or whether apt to liavo children ; the twelfth her sickness ami 
servants ; tho first house her sweetheart ; tho second hoiiso 
her death ; the tliird her journey ; the foiirili her mother, or^ 
trade, &c. ; the fiftli her friends ; the sixth her sorrow, caro 
and private enemies. Lot the queslion he of or coqcerning 
a churchman, minister, or tlie hrotlicr of the wife or swcc(- 
lioart, the ninth lionso shall represent each of those ; hut 
the tenth house s)iall be'significator of his substance ; tlio 
eleventh house of his brethren ; and so in order and so in all 
manner of questions, tho house signifying the party qiiositotf 
shall be his ascendant or first hons(?, the next his second house, 
and so continuing round about tho whole heavens of twelve 
houses. If a question he made of a king or nobleman, the 
tenth Is liis first house, tho eleventh his second, &. ; h^^t in 
nativities, tho ascendant always influences the party horn, 
■whether king or beggar. These things preceding being well . 
understood, you may proceed to judgment,; not that if 1*^ 
nocossary you have all that is written in your memory exactly; 
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bui, that you be able to know when you arc in error, when 
not ; when to judge question, when not.

Of the Time of Erecting a Iloravg Figure. 

1. many disputes have arisen about the proper time 
for the figure of a horary question to be erected. Some think, 
i]i(^ moment when the querent is first seen by the artist; others, 
•when Ivo salutes him ; others, when he inquires of him, &c. 
But the proper time is tho hour and minute when the querent 
fools tlie most anxious about the matter. 

2. If a person apply to an Astrologer, the figure must be 
crocted for tlie minute tho querent proposes his question, 

3 If a letter be sent to an artist, tlie time of tho letter 
being received is not to be taken notice of, but the moment 
the artist reads tho very question, 

4. In sickness, the time must be hiken when the person - 
first spoke to tho physician concerning tho disease, whether 
the querent is the afflicted party or not. 

5. If a parent bring the water of a child, though the child 
cannot Sj^oak, tho 1st house represents the child, and not tho 
»3tli, and so of tho rest. 

b. If it be not a question, but a sudden event, take tho 
montent of its commencement ; as tho setting off on a jour- 
ney, bogining a letter or any business, &c., or M hcn yon first 
discover the loss of any article : in all these .cases, tlie first 
iniprossion on your mind is tho time and moment for tho 
figure.

demanded in any Question^

In all questions consider carefully what planet it is which 
obstructs or hinders tho perfection of the thing desired. Wo 
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rcmvo judgniont herein from that planet with whom tlio lord 
of the ascon Jaiit bo join-eil, (whether by bodily PartiJe or by 
aspect), or the signiticator of the thing inqmrod after, whetbor 
it bo the Moon hei’solf^ or that she be partaker with the lord' 
of the asctnidant or not, or signify the thing d'emanJed. 

Carefully observe the planet to which the querent's signlfN 
cator is joined, or the Moon ; and observe liow that plant t is 
disposed, and unto whom he is joined' ; for if the lord of tlio 
ascendant, Moon, or signiticator of the thing propounded, bo* 
j’oined to an evil planet, evilly disposed, without reception, or 
if he be not evilly disposed, but 1x5 Joined to an infbriuno, 
and that infortune receive hinii not, it denotes tlie destruction 
of tho thing demanded, 

A planet is ill-disjx>sed wIkui ho is pei^grine, retvoimvJe^ 
comhuH ; also if cadent and behold not the lord of the htmso 
or the cusp of the bouse of thing deiiKinded. The as]>ect to 
the cusp is better than to tho lord of tlie houso. 

If tho significator, as above, l)o Joined to an unfortiinato 
planet, viz. one retrograde, combust, or evident ; then obsoi vor^ 
whether mutual recejition iiitervoue ; which shews the pt^rfec- 
tion of the matter though with much labour and solicitatioiu 
If there be no reception, tho affair , will come to nothing, 
though there may have boon much probability of its perfor- 
mance. 

If tho lord of the ascendent, tho Moon, or lord of tho thing 
demanded, or the pknot who receives any of them, be froo 
from affliction, though without mutual reception it porfcch’ 
tho matter with facility. 

If any one of them bo free from the in fortunes, and joined 
with any benevolent planet, who is himself aspocted by a 
levolent, without mutual reception, tlie imitter will b‘> 
brought to a good conclusioA. 

Consider carefully whether planets in aspect be without 
reception, for when they are in reception, things are 
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’broii^rljt 1.0 pass ; though, if tho aspect be evil, with degree 
ot* trouble, delay, &c. 

Consider also, whether any other planet prohibit before the 
sigiiifioators join in perfect Partilo with an evil planet ; if so, 
it hiiKbn’s the thing from happening : but if no such prohibi- 
tion or cutting off tho light of tho inforiune occur, by which 
its malovoleuce may bo taken off, tho thing will be etfected. 

If an infortuno collect the light of other planets or if light 
j)0 translated to an infortuno, the matter will not be effected 
unless there bo reception : viz that tho infortuno bo received 
by, or disposed of, or ruled by, (which is all one thing), the 
sign Ifica tors. 

THE ART OE’ RESOLVING HORARY 

QUESTIONS.' 

IT is an observation most true, that all people endued with 
reason, are solicitous to know their future estate and condi- 
tion ; but as some persons find it impossible to procure tho 
oxact time of their birth, astrology supplies that defect, by 
tlie doctrine of Horary Questions. So that from a question 
soriously^ propounded, almost as much satisfaction may bo 
given the querent, upon many subjects of inquiry, as if his 
nativity were actually known. For as the nativity is the 
tim^ of the birth of the body, tho horary question is the timo 
of tho birth of tho mind ; and there are few persons living 
but what are in some way or other subject to, horary doubts, 
which being seriously propounded in the shape of a question, 
niay be satisfactorily resolved. This doctrine seems to be 
founded upon that miraculous sympathy in nature, which Is 
admirably manifested between tho .Moon and the sea ; by 
which that amazing body of water is constantly drawn after 
. though no man sees, or can conceive how. In these sym- 
pathi(\s there cap he no doubt but the vogotive soul of the 
World invisibly carries and uuites a specific virtue from tho 
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heavens between one thing and another, every where Avorkiri"* 
those secret effects which no mortal can fail to admire. And 
in the present case, who is to datermino what this soul cannot 
effect between the heavenly bodies and the animal spirit ot‘ 
man, working such sympathies, as that a question of impor- 
tance to our wolhire connot start from the mind, but in a point 
of time when the planets and signs governing the person^s birth, 
are acting upon the very subject that engages his though t-? 
and attention. And hence the birth of the question, liko 
the nativity of a child, carries the story of the whole mattor 
in hand, ii{)on its forehead. And hence also follows that skill 
in natural predictions, by which the artist is enabled to de- 
monstrate the praticiilars of the event required ; and this as 
well by the sbirs of heaven, as Abiather the priest was of old 
enabled to do by the stars of the E[)hod. 

All inquiries that are serious, and that come under the 
denomination of an horary question, must necessarily rclalo 
either to things past^ present, or to come or to concerns 
that once was, now is, or wki?/ be hereafter ; and the answer to 
such questions must be cither essential, ox accidental The" 
essential answer is always one of tho three things following, 
to wit, that tho matter concerning which tho iiKpiiry is 
made, is^ first, to be, or not to be ; second, oirthor good, or 
had ; and third,, cither true or false* Therefore if tlio 
question be real, and tho matter rightly stated, tho true an- 
swer, ^hich is always short, will bo easily discovered by the 
following rules. The accidental answof, is ’ that wdiich 
appeihiins to tho accidents of tho business in hand ; and i3 
always defined by where, when, how, or why* And whoever 


attempts to extend his judgment beyond these limits, strains 
art beyond its bounds, and forces it to spoak that which 


it is totally incapable of, and by this means many protonJ^Ji’*^ ^ 
to Astrology fail ogrogiously in their undertakings.

Hero the first thing to be aUended to, i« the perfocliott or 
ileslruction of tho matter tinder consideration. The peiTocfion 
or completion of the subject of inquiry, may bo effected four 
.several ways, y’vi. by the application, translation, reception, 
and postiion of the planets ; and these arc determined and 
(iofined by tlio proper and respective significatora of the sub- 
ject of inquiry, wliich are, first, the lords of those houses 
which relate to the matter in hand ; secondly, planets near 
tho cusps of those houbes ; thirdly, planets exalted or digni- 
tied therein ; and fbnithly, tho coiibigniticntors of those 
houses. Tho lords of the houses are those plaUots which are 
lords of. tho signs that linppcn to fall upon the cusps of th(3 
houses. Tho consignljlcatar.^' of each house are as follow ; of the 
first house or asc.endant, Saturn and l^Fars ; of the second, 
dupiter and Venus ; of the thinl, Mars and Mercury ; of 
tho fourth, Sol and Luna; of tho fifth, Venus and 8ol ; of tla^ 
sixth, Mercury alone ; of the scvt^nlFl, Luna ami Veuus ; of 
the eighth, Saturn and Mars ; of the ninth, Jupiter alone ; 
wf tile tenth, Mars and Saturn ; of the eleventh, Sol and 
^uiurii j and of the twelfth, Venus and Jujater. From hence 
d app(‘ars that each house hath a primary and secondary 
ronsigniticator ; the first whereof arises from the order of tho 
planets ; the other from the order of the signs. 

Tlio considoration of the matter proposed, *is taken from 
lhat bouse which hath relation to and signification of, tdie sam^i 
^*^d this signification of the houses cither simple or com- 
pound. The simple signification of the houses, is that which 
Lith relatioa singly to tho person of tho querent ; compound 
signification is that which hath relation to the matter or que- 
^ded. The querent is he or she that asks the question ; the 
wjatter, or qiiesito^, is that about which the question is pro- 
posed. The simple significations of the houses is as follows ; 

da 
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ill e first house signifies f he querent/s life and persoiv ; tlj^ 
second liis subshmce ; the tliircl, his kindred, neighhouR^ 
and short jonmies ; the fourth, his grave, father, and lands ; 
the fifth, his pleasureg and ofispring : the sixth, his sickness, 
servents, and small cattle ; the'sevonth, his wife, piihlio ene- 
mies, and law-suits ; the eighth, his death, and legacies ; tlio 
ninth, his religion, long voyages, and learning ; the tenth, 
his mother, trade, and honour ; the eleventh, Ids friends 
and hopes ; the twelfth, his private enemies, great cat thy 
imprisonment, and crosses. The compound signification 
derived from tlie simple, by considering what house that is 
which signifies the matter or quesited : and accounting that, 
he it whatsover house it may, for its ascendant or first house ; 
and so ascribing the signification of the first house of tho 
figure to it : doing in like manner to all the other houses in 
order. So that if a (piestion relate to a brother or relation, 
the third house is then his ascmulant or first house, and 
.signifies his life and person ; the fourth house (wliicli is in 
this case his second) his substance or esiafi^ ; the fifth houfy 
(his third) his relations and short journies ; the sixth (In's 
fourth) his father ; the seventh his children ; the oighih lii'^ 
sickness ; the ninth his wife, (fcc. an<l the same of all otlioi'^. 
These things being laid as a foundation, we now como lo 
shew the perfection of the matter by the diftbrent affections 
of the aspects. 

Application is when two planets hasten to. conjunction or 
aitpect of one another. The light planets only apply to 
more weighty. So Saturn applies to none ; Jupiter onl) tn 
Saturn ; Mars to Saturn and Jupiter ; Sol to Saturn, Jnp’ 
ter, and Mars; Venus to Saturn, Jupiter, Mars and , 
Mercury to Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, Sol, and VeniL‘5 i 
Luna to them all. But if any of the higher planets be 

grade, they may then apply to a lighter 'by ratrogradation 

Thus Saturn may apply to Jupiter, Mas,r Sol; Venn'’; ^ 
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riiry, or Lima ; Jiipiior to ]\rars, Sol, Vcnns, ]\reiY‘iiiy, or 
Tjiiiia : Mars to Sol, Venus, Mereiiry, or Luna ; Venus io 
Jlorcury, or Luna ; and Mcrcyry to Luna, when retrograde. 
In this application the lords of each house are not only to bo 
considered, but also the consignificators of the same ; for if 
they also apply together by good as[)oct, we may give the 
more ]>robable judgment. These applications may ho alwaya 
discerned by the Ephomon's ; wherein may not only he seen 
.when the moon applies to any aspect, but also when any of 
llie other planct/i apply to one another. 

Translation is when a planet separates from the body or 
aspect of onf? planet, and inimodiatoly applies to tlie conjunc- 
tion or aspect of another. And the planet translating is 
always lighter, except in retrogradaiion, than the planets 
from or to whom the translation is made. So Luna may tran- 
slate the light of tho oilier jilanets from ono to another ; 
Mercury may translate tho liglit of Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, 
Sol, and Venus, from one to another ; Venus the light of 
S.iturn, Jupiter, Mars, and Sol, from one to another ; Sol the 
li.idd of Saturn, Jupiter, and Mars, from one to another ; 
Mars lliejight of Saturn and Jupiter from ono to another ; 
l)ut Jupiter and Saturn, without retrogradation, can make 
no translation. This translation is to be considered between 
the lords of tfie houses signifying the matter, the plnnots 
near tho cusps, ainl the consignificators of the same. So it 
the fpiestioii belong to the seventh house, and Sagittarius ho 
on the ascendant, tlnm »lu|)itcr is lord of the ascendant, and 
Mercury of tho seventh ; Saturn is tho first consigniticator 
the ascendant, and ]\Iars the second ; Jjnna is the first 
con,sigriif|( 3 ^^f,P of tho seventh, and Venus, is the second. And 
d the translation he between Jupiter ami Mercury, or Saturn 
••nid Luna, or Mars and Venus, vt nmy possibly ]»crtorm tho 
niniter ; hut if tjiere he a tninslatioii between them all, as 
hetwoen planets po^jitod near the cusps, oi tlie Loust^i*,

the tiling will undoubtedly be brought to pass, the samo as 
by application. A more weighty planet may also make a 
translation by separating in retrogradation from a weightier 
than himself, and applying to a lighter than himself. So 
•1 upiter being retrograde, may separate from »?€aturn or hig 
aspect, and translate his light and virtue to Mars, Sol, Venns, 
Morenry, or Imna. 

Reception is either single or nmtnal. A single reeeplion 
is, wlien but one of the significators receives the other into 
his dignities, viz. Ins house, exaltation, or tripHeity : thig b 
hut of small foree, and is caded disposition. Mutual recep- 
tion is when two planets are in each others dignities ; as 
Mars in Gemini, and Mercury in Aries. This reception i.g 
threefold, either by house, exaltation, or triplicity. J>y honge, 
when Saturn is in the houses of Jupiter, and Jupiter in tho 
houses of Saturn. By exaltation, as wlicn Saturn is in Arieg, 
the exaltation of Mars ; and Mars in Libra, tlio exaltation of 
Saturn. By triplicity, as wdien Saturn is in Loo, tlio triplicitv 
of Mars, and Mars in Taurus, the triplicityof Saturn. Tliore 
also another reception of dignities; and tint is when one planof 
is in another planet’s house, and that planet in the otliors 
exaltation or tri])licity. As Saturn in Taurus, tlie* house ot 
V(;nns, and Venus in Libra, tbo exaltation of Saturn, or in 
Virgo, his tripli<dtv. These receptions are remarkably stroi);: 
and forcing, if they fall either in the antiscions of eneli 
olh(‘rs, or in oi- near <;a<*h others soxtile or trine. 

Position is oilhor the lords of two hoflsoa concern'''^, 

or* tho consiffnifiontors of tho aamo, or both, are posited m 
eaeh others lionsos ; or the lord of tbo ascendant, or its con- 
siordficator, or botb, are posited in the house sigiiifyinfJ 
thing ; or lastly, uben tho lord nr ponsignificators of tb' 
house signifying tho thing, are posited in tho asecndai'l 
tSoiflho quostion belongs to the modiiigi coeli, iftheluf' 
of tho ascendant he found in the raediunl coeli, or lof' 





tho moJium cooli in tlio ascendant, or in mutual position, it 
perfects the thing desired. This position is eminent, and, 
if tho said significatora be posited in the antiscions or other 
dignities of each other, or of the planets signifying iho thing, 
it absolutely denotes the full completion of it ; more espe- 
cially if tho said significators by position are in sextile or 


trine to each other ; or to Jupiter, Sol, or Venus, or to lords 
of good houses. The power of antiscions are equal to a sextile 
or trine, chiefly if they fall near those points or in the digni- 
‘ ties of their proper planet, or both. These antiscions are to 
bo considered in all the ways aforesaid ; to wit, in application, 
translation, reception, and position, in which they eftect much 


iiioro than otherwise could be imagined. Tf there be appli- 
cation of one or both significators, though to no aspect, but 
to the* antiscion of tho other signifi< ators ; or reception by 
antiscion with good aspect, or a real position in antiscion of 
tho one,, with a good translation to the ohor significator, it 
rcrfccts things beyond expection. And thus, by any or all 
of the foregoing circumstances, may the subject of inquiry 
•he brought to pass, and completed. 

Tho matter is destroyed by prohibition, which is when the 
significa'tors are applying to an aspect, and before they can 
come to that aspect, the lighter or applying planet comes 
lo 4he conjunction or aspect of anotheri; which planet 
destroys what is desirod. Or by frustration, which is when 
iignificalors are coming to an aspect, tho more weighty pla- 
before they can make that aspect, meets with the coojun- 
tion or aspect of another planet, and thereby friistratcf# the 
former aspect. Or by refranation, which is when two signi- 
icators are comming to an aspect, and before they can make 
^ aspect, the appljing planet falls retrograde, if direct, 

. * **®^*‘<>grado, ho becomes direct, before bo can make the 

aspect. ^ 

Things arc aNo destroyed by aspect; which is when the 
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sign ifica tors ap[)]j to tho qiurtile or opposition of one a noth 
widioiit reception ; or by the conjunction of the Sun, wliidi 
is called combustion, and is the greatest aftliction of all. Al- 
so by sei)aration, which is, when tho significators of the 
querent, and thing proposed, have lately been in aspect, and 
are newly separated, though never so little ; and this ihi- 
notes the full and absolute destruction of the matter, which 
we seldom or ever find to fail. The quality of the aspect 
likewise shew\s the condition of the thing or matter lately 
passed, if it was good, goo<l ; if evil : evil, and it is either total- 
ly destroyed, or at least brought to pass witli much difficulty, 
it the translation be made by quartile or opposition. But 
more especially if another planet at the same time shall trans- 
late the virtue or light of both significators to {Saturn or 
Mars, or to the lords of evil houses. 

If there be a translation between the significators hv 
quartile or opposition, or by sextile or trine, and bid’ore ilifl 
translation can bo made, one or both of the significators shall 
go into another sign, the matter will come to nothing. If 
tliore be prohibition, frustration, ndVanation, evil asjxHt* 
separation, or evil translation, by quartile or opposition, with- 
out multual reception, it is enough to destroy the mattiu’, hut 
more especially if som i or all of them liappcn to be in lixuil 
signs, and in a Tsyccecdent or cadent bouse of tho figure, or 
from tho house signifying tho thing. Moveablo signs aro 
Aries, Cancer, fjibra and Capricorn ; fixed signs are Taiiries 
Leo, Scorpio, and Aquaries ; common signs are Gemini, Vir- 
go, Sagittary, and Pisces : angles, are tho first, fourth, se- 
venth, and tenth; succeedents, are the second, fifth; eighth, 
and eleventh houses ; cadents, are the third, sixth, ninth, and 
twelfth houses. 

QUERY 11. Is the Matter GOPj^or EVIL ? 

Consider tho house to which tho thinj(||P)longs, its lonh 
and planets therein ; and the house signifying tho mattoi ot 
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tlic end, its lord, and planets therein ; and if the house sign!- 
fving the thing, be fortified by the presence or beams of good 
planets, or eminent fixed stars* of the first or second magni- 
tude ; or if the Dragon’s head be there it shews good, but 
the contrary, evil. The same more particularly, if the lord of 
the house signifying the thing be angular, strong, and essen- 
tially fortified ; or in good asspct to the cusp of that house 
signifying the matter of the ond, its lord or planets posited 
.thorein ; but the contrar}', evil. 

Likewise mutual position or reception, and the significa- 
tors in good aspect with the superior planets, or planets, 
more weighty than themselves, are all testimonies of good, 
hut. the significator of the thing, perigrino, slow in motion, 
retrograde, or separated from the lord or [)lauet in the house 
signifying the matter of the end, are all significators of evil. 
The house signifying the matter of the end, is always that 
which relates to the thing or things expected from the question 
proposed ; for (example, if the question was, Is it good to 1*e- 
? Here the end of the query is to be understood, whe- 
ther it be for health, wealth, preferment, or the like ; if for 
health, the ascendant signifies the matter of the end ; if 
"eultli the second house, preferment, the tenth, and so on. 

• QUERY III. Is the Report TRUE or FALSE ? 

Those judgments are drawn from that house, its lord, and 
flauet therein posited, signifying the mattej* or thing con- 
cerning which the report is. So if it be of a brother or other 
relation, judgment is drawn from the third ; if of a father, 
Irom the fourth ; if of a child, from the fifth ; if of servant, 
from the sixth ; if of a wdt’e, enemies, or war, from tho 
'seventh ; if of a king or prince, from tho tenth ; if of a 
lawyer or clergyiaan, from the ninth, and so on. If any pla- 
net whatsoever in the house signif 3 dng the thing concern- 
ing which tlio report is, or the Dragon's head be there, or the* 
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lord of the same house be angular, or in conjunction or as|H‘ct 
of any planet, the matter or report is true. But if the report 
was good, and tho said signifitator or planet posited in tlio 
said housfe bo retrograde or slow in motion, or combust, or 
peregrine, or in evil aspect of. a more weighty planet, or 
cadent, or in conjnnction with tho Dragon’s tail or tho Dra- 
gon’s tail, posited in the said house, it certainly signifies tho 
report is preniaturc ; an<l so contrariwiso- 

The Moon angular, gouerally signifies the report to ho* 
true ; more especially if the report bo evil, and she be in evil 
aspect with malign planets ; or if good, and she be in good, 
aspect of tho benign. Tho Moon in a fixed sign, and in 
conjunction of the Dragon’s head, shows trutli j but 
moveable, void of eoiirs3anl in onj unction of tho D.n- 
gon’s tail, falshood. Lastly, if it bo concerning the sui- 
reiidor of a city, or conquest either by sea or land ; con- 
sider tlie ascendant of tho given place, and upon wliat cns[) 
it is posited in the figure, and accordingly judge in all respects 
as if that house was the real and essential significator of iho„ 
thing concerning which the report was made. Hitherto ot 
the essential answer of u (juestion ; wo now come to the acci- 
dental. 

QUERY IV. WiiEiiK, or Wuicii wav. 

Wherever the significator is, there is tho thing ; the 
house where the significator is posited, shews the quarter of 
heaven, or point of tho compass, which way the thing may 
be. if the house and sign cohere, this judgment is so much 
the more finn ; if they disagree, consider the position of the 
Moon, and with what she agrees most, and give judgment 
from her. If tho Moon agrees neither ^lih the sign nor 
house in which tho significator is posited, then consider tho . 
part of fortune in the same manner as before you considered 
the Moon, and accordingly judge. And if this answers nob 
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lasily th<^ Jisposiior of the pari of fortune, and 
dotormine by that. 

The distance is discoverod.froin the proximity or distance 
of the significators to body or aspcci» considered as* they may 
happen to bo either angular^ succeedont, or cadcnl, respect 
being had to their latitude, whether little or groat, north 
or south. G-reat latitude shews obseiirity, and great difficulty 
in finding what'is sought for ; if the latitude he north, 
it shews difficulty only, not impossiblity ; but if south, then 
all the labour of seeking will bo in vain, unless the significa- 
tors bo angular and near in aspect. Anghss signify nearness ; 
succeedents farther off ; and cadents beyond thought or 
imagination. 

The significator angular and without latitude, shows some 
paces*; if it hath north latitude, some furlongs dishint ; if 
South, some miles. The significator succeedent and without 
latitude, shews some furlongs ; if it hath north latitude, 
some miles ; if soutli, some leagues. The significator cadent 
and without latitude, shews some miles ; if it hath north la- 
titude, some leagues ; if south, some degrees. But these 
rules are chiefly to be considered in things having life ; the 
former give the knowledge of the way and distance in 
general, and the latter measure it out distinctly by numbers, 
if it be required to know the true number of paces, furlongs, 
miles, leagues, or degrees of distance, consider the number of 
‘legreos and minutes between the body or aspect of the signi- 
ficators, and 'according to the number of degrees Avhich are 
between the conjunction, sextilc, quartile, trine, or opposiflon, 
•'’0 many paces, furlongs, miles, leagues, or degrees is the thing 
sought after distant from the place from whence it was lost, 
from the person making enquiry. And so many minutes 
»s adhere to the degrees, so manj sixtieth parts of the samo 
fi«uomination of the measure which one degree signifieth, is 
be accounted ivnd added to the former number.

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QITEEY V. WnRN, or in What timk ? 


Tbe limitation of time is tak/?n either by house and sign ; 
^secondly,* by aspect ; thirdly, by transit ; or fourthly by 
direction. The first three are used * in horary questions ; or 
elections ; the two last only in nativifies and annual revolu- 
tions. Tf the significator hath latitude, the measure of time 
hath its limitation from house and sign. Whether things aro 
to be brouglit to pass or destroyed, the time, if it be signified 
by tbe bouse and sign, must be considered as the significator 
is angular, succeodent, or cadent, h(i.ving moveable, fixed, or 
common signs. Angles signify the sudden performance of 
the matter ; succoodents, long time and ^vith much difficulty ; 
oadonts, scarcely at all, or at least when all hopes are passt, 
and with care and vexation. Angles signify, if they have 
moveable signs, some Jays ; if common signs, some weeks ; 
and if fixed signs, some months. Succoodents signify, if they 
have moveable signs, some months ; if common signs, some 
years ; and if fixed signs, when all hopes are past, if at all. 
If it be required to know fho certain number of days, weeks, 
months, or years; consider the number of degrees and minutes 
between the body or aspect of the significators, and according 
to tho number of degrees which are between their conjunc- 
tion, sex tile, quartilo, trine, or opposition, so many days, 
"weeks, months, or years shall it ho before tlie matter inquired 
after shall be fully accomplished, or quite destroyed. 
south latitude often prolongs the time beyond the former 
limitation ; north latitude often cuts it shorter; but if the 
significators have no latitude, tho limitation of time is made 
simply by the aspects. 

The time significators meet by aspect, is found out in the 
Epbemeris ; to wit, the month and day thereof in which the 
significators meet. Transits shew the progress of the inattei, 
vyhether the significators have latitude or not, and point out 
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thf' inoBt probsible in which the matter may be forwar- 

ded, or impeded. 

In obsservations of tran^^its^ the fi|;uve must bo drawn into 
a speculum. Find what configurations, viz. what conjunction 
or aspect it is by which iho matter may be brought to pass, 
or destroyed ; and lastly observe in the Ephomeris w'hen the 
chief significators come into the same sign, degree, and mi- 
nute ; for that is llio time in which the matter will be comple- 
ted. And by tlie transits in the speculum may constantly 
be found the good and evil days that affect the matter, until 
it is either perfected or become frustrate. 

QUERY VI. HOW or WHY ? 

The planets which make the prohibition, or frustration, 
whether by good or evil aspect, are the hurting, destroying, 
impediting planets ; to wit, the planets that signify be, she, or 
that thing which shall hinder or destroy the business. The man, 
woman, or thing is discovered from the^ impediting planet, by 
considering what houses he is lord of, and what he is posited in. 
Tlie house he is lord of denotes the quality or relation of the 
man, woman, or thing; the house he is posited in, the matter; 
and the house in which the prohibition or frustration hapj>ens, 
the cause or reason. 

If the iinpediting planet is lord of the second house, it is 
a mutter of estate ; if the third house, kindred, neighbours, 
•&c. if of the fourth house, inheritances, or fathers ; if of the 
filth house,’ gaming, pleasures, children ; if of the sixth 
house, sickness, servants, small cattle ; if of the seventh 
house, enemies, law-suits, wives ; if of the eighth house, lega- 
cies, wives portions, death ; if of the ninth house, religion, 
churchnien, voyages at sea, arts, sciences ; if of the tenth 
house, mothers, great nM 3 n, tode, honour, offices, employ- 
l^^nts ; if of the eleventh house, hopes, friends, acquaintance ; 
the twolftfi house, great cattle, diseases, private enemies, 
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ifiiprisonnient, Ac. Then consider wlieLlior the planet is good 
or evil, masculine or feminine, or whetlier in a masculine 
or feminine sign and house, and accordingly judge of the 
elfects more remiss or exact, as they may be brought to pass 
either by man, woman, or thing ; judging always in this 
case by the superior testimonies. And observe, lastly, that 
whatsoever has been said of the impediting or hindering 
planet, the same is to be understood of the planet adjuvani 
or helping. 

The next thing to bo considered, is the pro[)rietv of th<‘ 
question proposed, and the sincerity of the (jueront ; for it 
sometimes happens that questions are improperly and inror- 
roctly stated ; and at others, that they are put througli kna- 
very and impertinence, with a view to injure and disgraeo 
the artist. In those cases, the question noi. being radical, no 
answer can bo obtained ; and therefore he wlio .attempts to 
resolve them, will bring shame upon himself,, and disgrace 
upon the science. Every question, to he radical, must he sin- 
cere and natural ; and unless they are so, they cannot he rc- 
.solvod. Therefore, to ascertain tlieir sincerity on the ono 
hand, and their fitness, or unfitness on the other, tlio follow- 
ing rules must be observed. 

Erect the figure as lie fore directed, and if the sign ascen- 
ding, and the planet in the ascendant, describe exactly the 
person of tlio querent, the question is radical, and fit to bo 
judged. But if either tbo very beginning, or extreme end* 
only of the sign ascends, it will not be proper to give judg- 
ment ; for it denotes the querent to bo a knave, and the quo-^- 
tion a forgery, proposed merely out of ridicule and intem- 
perate mirth. This rule I have often verified in practice, by 
dii*ectly charging the querent with such design, and tlio 
efiect this unexpected discovqry had upon them, has asually 
produced an acknowledgment of it. The same thing 
iivUcatod by the quartiio or oppoLdtioa of the Mooii; 
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ihe lord of the seventh house ; or by the Moon being void 
of course, or combust ; which positions likewise denote the 
question to be improperly anil incorrectly stated., Saturn 
in the ascendant impedited and nfllicted, shews the question 
proposed to be^eithcr false, or without ground, or the subject 
of it past hope ; and whenever the lord of the ascend.ant is 
iound combust or retrograde, it indicates the same thing, 
and shews the question is proposed to answer some absurd or 
knavish purpose, and therefore not (o be meddled with. 

I Any question may be deemed radical, when the lord of 
; the ascendant and the lord of the hour are of the same 
nature and triplicity. Thus, suj.pose L.>o ascends upon tho 
horoscope at tho time tho question is ]>roposed, and Mars 
happens to be lord of tho hour, the question will be ra- 
<Ucal, because tho Sun, which is lord of tho horoscope; and 
Mars, are of one nature, viz. hot and dry. So if Jupiter 
he lord of the hour, the question will be radictil because the 
Stm an<l Jupiter are of the same triplicity ; and this ob- 
servation extends to all tho other planets, and uniformly 
diews the question proper to bo judged. But whenever tho 
hastimonie* or significators in the figure are found equally 
^froiig for and against tho matter propounded, it ought not 
10 adjudged ; for the artist knows not which way the bal- 
ance may yield, and therefore judgment shodld bo deferred 
to a future time. 

There is ono rule by which tho radicalncss'of a question 
^ ay )e ascertained with greater certiiinty, or at least with 
e^s probability of mistake than by any other ; and this is 
It is ^ which every person is more or less marked, 

tliaii Z^"***^ astonishing fact, and no less extraordinary

of bi tb ■ planets* which prevail at the time 

trut^ ’.1 absolutely produced by them. It was the 
, an universality of this observation, which first led to 
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the discovery of that affection and govornmont wliicli tfm 
celestial signs have upon the diftereni members of man’s 
body, a fact so obvious, that Notwithstanding all endeavours 
to refute the idea of planetar}’' mfluonce, yet this fact is an- 
nually recorded in every almanac, and finds a place in al- 
most every other astronomical publication. 

According to this rule, whenever a person comes to pro- 
pound a question, lot a figure of the twelve houses be crooiod 
for the querent ; then note what sign is upon the ensp of tlw 
ascendant, and in the p:irt of the querent’s body which that 
sign governs, if the question be radical, the querent will 
have a mole. For instsince, if Ariei^ bo the sign ascending at 
the time, the mole will bo on the head or face ; if Taurus^ 
on the neck or throat ; if Gemini, on the arms or should('rs ; 
if Cancer, on the breast ; and so upon any other part of tlio 
body, which the sign ascending shall govern. Observe next, 
in which of t)ie twelve houses the lord of the ascendant 
is posited, and in that part of tlie body tlie sign governs 
which happens to fall upon ilie cusp of that homse, will tlio 
querent have another mole. Next observe the sign deeeiidin^' 
on the cusp of the sixth house, and in whatever part of tho 
body that sign governs, the querent will find another mole ; 
and upon that mimiber also which is signified by the sign 
wherein tho lord of the sixth house is posited, 'will be foun^l 
another. Observe also what sign tho moon is posited in, and 
in that part of tho body which is governed by it, shall tbo 
native or querent find another mole, if tho planet Saturn be 
the signifleator, the mole is either black, or of a dark colour ; 
if Mars be significator, and in a fiery sign, it then resembles 
a scar, cut, or dent in the flesh, but in any other sign d ^ 
red mole. If Jupiter bo tho significator, tho mole 
purple or bluish cast ; if Ihe Sun, it is of an olive or chesnv| 
colour ; if Venus, it is yellow ; if Mercury, of a pale 
colour ; if tho Moon, it is w'hitish, or participates of 
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colour of that planet with which she happens to bo in aspect. 
And if the planet which gives the mole be much impedited 1 
or alflicted^ ihe mark or mole will be larger and more visible. 

If the sign and planet which gives the mark or ’mol© bo 
iTiJisculine, it is then situated on the right side of the- body ; 
but it feminine, on the left side. If the significator or planet 
M'hich gives the mole be found above the horizon, that 
is, from the cusp of the sscendant to the cusp of the seventh, 
^ithor in the twelfth, eleventh, tenth, ninth, eighth, or soventli 
lioiise, the mark or mole will be on the forejiart of the body ; 
but if the significator be under the earth, that is, in either tho 
first, second, third, fourth, fifth, or sixth house, it will bo 
situated on the back or hinder part of the body. If only a 
iew degrees of the sign ascend upon the horoscope, or descend 
on tho sixth ; or if the lord of the ascendant, lord of the 
sixth, or the Moon be posited in tho begining of any sign, . 
tho mole or mark w ill be found upon the upper part of the mem- 
ber those signs govern. If half the degrees of a sign ascend, or 
tho significators be posited in the middle of any sign, tho 
mark or mole w ill be in the middle of the member ; but if 
tho last degrees of a sign ascend, or the significators are in 
tho latter degrees of a sign, tho mark or mole w ill then bo 
situated on the lower part of the member such sign governs. 

If the question be mdical, the time rightly taken, and the 
querent sincere, and of sufficient age, this rule will seldom 
ever bo found to fail. In ascertaining tho ‘exact time of 
person’s nativity, I have found it of excellent use j never 
having been once deceived by it in the smallest degree. In 
‘ umpany I have frequently tried the experiment upon a stran- 
and over found it correspond, to the astonishment of all 
poisons present ; and it is an experiment which any reader 
^ay easily make upon himself or fwends. But in the months 
^ November and Pecomber, when signs of short ascensions 
^pon the ascendat, great care must bo taken to be exact 
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in point of time ; for in those months the Sun is frequently 
not visible, and clocks are not always to bo depended upon ; 
therefore without proper care the right ascendant may easily 
bo niissed, for Pisces and Aries both ascend in the space of 
fifty minutes, and aquaries and Taurus, in little more tlian 
hour ; but if the time be taken exact, no one need ever mis- 
trust the cerhiinty of these rules, and the exact conformity of 
the marks or moles to the signs and planets w'hich represent 
them. Thus by looking at a person's nativity, and atten-^ 
ding to these rules, the reader may exactly point out and 
describe the moles in any part of the native^s body, though 
it be a person he never saw or conversed with: and if ho 
is correct to time, he may safely venture his life upon the 
matter. And by the same kind of simple, easy, and certain 
rules are all predictions in astrology managed ; so that 
instead of calling in the aid of any supernatural or infernal 
compact, it only requires to be correct to time and calcu- 
lation, and to know the true nature and influence of the 
])lanets, and by tliese alone arc the events and contingencies 
of futurity demonstrated and foretold. 

As these rules hold good upon the body of every querent, 
so will they, mntatis mutandisy upon the body of the quesi- 
ted ; for example. Suppose a person enquires concerning a 
wife or sweetneart, then the seventh house will be her first 
or ascendant, and the twelfth her sixth ; and in those parls 
of her body which the signs upon the cusps of those houses 
govern, shall she have moles and so by the Moon aiul 
other sigiiificators. It is also found by constant observatiout 
that an in fortune posited in the ascendant always marks tho 
face with a mole or scar ; for tho ascendant or first houfi® 
alwa3^s represents the face, let wiiat sign sover ascend ; tho 
second represents tho neck, the third the arms and shouldeis^ 
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♦bo fourth the breast, anJ so on, every house and sign in 
order, according to its succession* It. is also ohsorvablo 
that if the Moon be in conjunction or opposition of the Sun, 
in an evil aspect to Mars, and in angular bouses, the querent 
has a natural infirmity or blemish in or near one of his eyes.

* Avoid rarh jiidginonts ; especially of death. This should 
never be judged by one single testimony, how'^ever strong. 
An:l thougb the lord of the ascendant be going to combustion 
in the house of death, observe whether the Moon, diipiter, or 
Venus (or ^Ior(*nry if well nspocted and strong), throw any 
good aspect to the lord of the ascendant, before ho come to 
{)erfe(!t Conjunction with Sun ; for then either medicine or 
natural strength will contradict that malignant influence, 
or take off part of that misfortune. When two or more of 
the rules aforesaid occur, you may bo more bold ; yet concern- 
ing the absolute time of death, I have found it best to bo 
wary. Though you may safely judge that the querent will 
not he fong-lived, or else subject to many calamities ; 
and this I know by many verified examples. The knowledge 
willjie useful to those w^ho will use their reason to avoid 
those casualties their nature or inclinations would run 
t^em into. Lilly, 

Thus having ?thown how to discover whether* questions are 
proper and radical, or not , we shall now direct how to giver 
judgment upon them.

To resolve this (|uestion, observe ilie sign ascoudiug, the 
]t)rd therool' aud the Al<^on ; and if -they are tbuud free from 
the malignant beams of the infortunes, or of the lords of tlia 
fourth, sixth, eighth, and twelfth houses, and not comhust,® 
the querent's life will not be short ; and if the significator< 
are not afflicted by the presence of violent fixed stare, it may 
be still more prolonged ; but if the lord of the ascendant ha 
combust and retrogradoj and in an evil liouso of heaven, tho 
querent is not likely to live long. When the signiticatora 
are unfortunately aspected from good places of the tigure ; 
or the benevolent planets interpose their rays, . the malevo- 
lence tlireateiied will be somewhat abated ; but if it bo from 
evil bouses in the scheme, and benevolent planets aiford no 
judp, danger of a short life- is then also to bo feared. 

Of the Good or Evil attending Life. 

The good and evil that attends each person, is distin- ^ 
gnished by the fortunate and unfortunate radiations in tla3 
figure. When benevolent planets possess the ascendant, oi 
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tlio jirliicipal places of the figure, they inJicate much good 
to the querent through the wlrol© courseof his life. And if the 
lord of the ascendant and the Moon he friendly by ^lie beams 
of the fortunes, although from malignant places of the 
fioheme, yet it presages good' to the native, in as much as p' 
areidental evil cannot rebate or withstand an essential 
But when the infortunes possess these places, or by ev. 
poet afflict the sign ifica tors, the querent will be subject 
'troublesome life. If Saturn possess the ascendant, the 
rout will bo melancholy and pensive, and subject to perp; 
xiti(!s from aged ineiu If Mars, ho will be choleric, and 
liable to oppression by knaves and swindlers ; and sometimes 
by tb(3 treachery of kindred ; if tlie Dragon's tail bo in the 
nsceiidant, he will never be free from sc^andal and disgrace. 
WlicMi the afflicting planets are lords of uiipropitious houses, 
the evil will bo tlus longer durable ; but when the assisting 
jdanots are lords of good houses, the good will bo the more 
piTinanent. Note also tlio houses those planets govern ; for 
from thonco is discovered by what means the querent shall be 
fortunate or unhappy. And as the malignant * beams of the 
evil plan<*ts prevent or cclij)se the good tliat is signified ; so 
tho benevolent rays of the fortunate stars, reverberate much 
of tliq mischief portended : by duly considering which, 
according to tho strength of the planets assisling, or afflicting 
tho extent of the good or evil that attends each querents 
fife, may be oasily ascortaine<K 

In whot Time the Nati're nuu/ e^vpect a Change, 

WlKMiover this question is seriously propounded, aiul tho 
oaiivity of the proponent not attainable, for if tho nativity 
be had, lioniry questions are useless ; erect the figure, 
JJnd draw it into a spoculiim, and direct tlio sev(‘ral significa- 
to their promiUors, as in a nativity. Fiiul the true dis- 
ot each significator from hit proinittur, and turn it into 
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time, BS iw ^ ntjtivity, and according to the effects of tbo di- 
roctions, jndgo of it. But this method is only to be taken 
when questions of weighty ooncorii are propounded ; upon 
any trivial or ordinary business it is wholly unnecessary. In 
/Tiatters of little importance, it ir sufficient to observe the de- 
grees’ distance between the significators, eitlier of their 
bodies’ aspects, which wdll point out the time correct 

cnou''^^' When fixed sbvrs of a violent nature occupy the 

princ) parts of tlie figure, the ascendant, mid-heaven, and * 
plac<^ ^ of Luna, they jin^sage sudden and unexpected mis- 
ebaief ; but when fixed stars of a noble and generous nature 
possess those places, they demonstrate sudden and permanent 
good to the querent, 


What part of the Querent\i Life is likely 
to be 7nost jyrosperous. 


To resolve this question it only requires to observe in what 
part of the figure the fortnu.ate stars are, and aocoi’ding to their 
position, j udgo of it. If the propitious planets are in tbo ascen-^ 
dant, the twelfth, or eleventh houses, the native will prosper 
most in his younger days. If in the tenth, ninth, or oightli, 
in the middle part of bis ago. If in tlie seventh, sixtli, or 
fifth, after Lis middle age. If in the fourth, third, or second, 
liis latter days will bo the most comfortable and happy. Tbo 
time is ascertained by reckoning for every house situated 
between the fortunate planets and the ascondanj, five years, 
if tlje significators of life bo weak ; if moderately dignified, 
six ; but if the significators of life are remarkably strong and 


well tlignifiod, then seven years may bo reckoned for evc iy 
house. 

Soedn ivhat angle or quarter of heaven jhe fortniiaie an 
promising planets are ; fol* in this way ot judging 
usually give to every house five years, mere or lof-s, a*' 
eignificators promise life or death. Begin >utli the then 
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the Ufeb, then the lOtb, &c., ftn<i so round to the ascendant, 
if Jupiter or Venus bo in the 11th or 10th, judge the querent 
to have lived happily from the 5th to the 15th year of age : 
if they be in the 8th or 7th, he will or bath lived 'contented 
from fifteen to thirty ; if Jqpiter, &c. be in the 6th, 5th, or 
4th house, say that after his middle ago, from 30 to 45, he 
may du well ; but if the bencfics be in the last quarter, bis 
greatest happiness will be in his last days, or after 45. If you 
. find tho significators very strong, you may add a year to 
each house. Lastly, the aspects the Jiloon and Lord of tho 
ascendant are separated from show what and what manner 
of accidents have preceded the question ; their next appli- 
cation what may be next expected. If you consider tho house 
or houses the planets they separated from are lords of, it 
acquaints you with the matter, nature, person, and quality 
of tho things already happened— -evil if tho aspects wero 
('vil, and good if they wero good. Also if you note the quality 
of the next aspect by application, and tho well or ill- 
^ being and position of tho planets applied to, it shows tho 
character of the next succeeding accidents and events, their 
nature, proportion, &c., and the time when they w ill happen.

'Foward what Part of the^iVorld may the Querent direct 
his Coun ' ' prosper. 

It is a miiifortune not very uncommon for persons to under* 
hike long journies and voyages, much tq their prejudice and 
disadvantage ; for although all places are alike to him that 
made the earth, yet they are not so to men that possess it ; 
therefore it will bo requisite for those who judge questions 
of this- hind, to observe the following rules, or at least as 
many of them as may bo nedessary. The whole heaven is 
dividoil into foisr quarters ; cast, west, north, and south ; 
these four quarters are again subdivided, viz. the first 
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house is full cast, and the twelfth house being in aaconiion 
next unto it, is east by south ; the eleventh next unto ihat 
south by oast ; and the mid-heavon south, &c. Now according 
to these quarters of heaven, thus divided and subdivided, look 
for the benevolent planets Jupiter, Venus, Luna, and the part 
of the fortune, or the most of them, and direct the querent 
in his aiFuirs thither. For example, suppose the planets shall 
be in the mid-heaven, that being south, direct the querent 
southward ; if they be in the ninth, it is best to go south- • 
west. If in the west, it is his interest to go full west ; and 
so of the rest. Considot also the nature of the quarent's 
desire, whether it be for health, ricdies, honour, friends, 
that ho engages in his undertaking ; for F)y rightly under- 
standing the question, tlie querent's desire shall bo the nioro 
readily answered. Jf it be for health ho would remove his 
habitation, oliserve whore, or in what quarter the lord of the 
ascendant Jind the Moon arc posited, and direct Inhii that 
way. If for riches, take notiw of the lord of the second 
and the part of fortune. If for honour, conshler the Sun, * 
and the lord of the tenth. If for friends, the lord of the 
eleventh ; and so of the other signiticators. • 

The I2 houses are divided into the four quarters of heaven, 
cast, west, north and south. Fri m the cusp of the ist, where 
the Sun and planet’s rise, to the usp of the 10th, is the soiitli- 
east quarter. The 1st, is due st ; the 12th, is about 
points south of cast ; the middle of the llth, is eonth oaf^t r 
the cusp of the llth, is about two points east of south ; and 
the 10th, is duo south. In like r annor, from the Itlth to tlio 
7th house is the south-west quarter ; and from the 7th to the 
4th is the north-w'ost quarter ; and, lastly, from the 4lh to 
the ascendant is the north-east quarter. In that quarter where- 
in you find Jupiter, Venus, Sloon, or the Part of fortune, 
or most of tlieni, direct the querent to proc(;cd in that <li- 
rcctioi); especially if the Part of fortune and Moou he 
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from combustion an<l bo stroiif^. If Jupiter or Venus be 
Jords of tbo 8th, 12 th, or Gth houses, yon must .avoid them ; 
iiiul avoid that quarter wherejn the evil planets .are, unless 
they bo essentially strong, and lords of the 1st, 2d, 10th, 
or 11th houses, when they may prove friendly. 

If the querent desire to live where he may most enjoy 
ht^alth, look to tho quarter of the lord of tlie ascendant, or, 
Moon ; and whichever is strongest, or casts tlio best aspect 
to tho degree ascending, to that quarter repair for health. If 
;in increase of wealth bo oonsid(‘red, see where the lord of 
tho 2d, tho part of fortune, and its dispositor, or any two 
of tlieiii, he, and thither repair for that end. Of this I shall 
speak ill other judgment. Z?7/y. 

A persoii having a desire to speak with another^ shall bo fiml 
him at house ^ 

TIio truth I have always found in the answers to this 
riuostion principally induced mo to give it a place here ; for 
I have often tried the experiment both for myself and others, 
nml have never known it to fail. The rules are these ; If you 
Would S[)eak with a person that you liavo familiar and con- 
stant dealings w ith, hut no w.ay related , take tho seventh 
house and his lord to signify him that is the seventh from 
tiio a?;cendant ; for the ascendant always signifies the querent. 
If the lord of the seventh bo in any of tho four angles, viz. 

the first, fourth, seventh, or tenth houses, the person you 
Would speak Svith is certainly at Iioine. If tho lord of the* 
seventh 1)0 in any of tho suoccodent houses, viz. in the^se- 
fifth, eighth, or eleventh, he is not then at homo, but 
is near it, and may with a little diligence bo found ; but if 
tho lord of tho so/vonth bo in any one of tho cadont houses, 
jiz. tho third, sixth, ninth, w twelfth, tho party is far from 
^H)ine, and consequently cannot bo spoken with if sought 
If the lord of the aacendant apply to tho lord of the. 
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WTonth by a fnenllly aspect at the time of inqnify, the 
querent may perhaps meet the qttesited, or accidentally hear 
of him by the way. Or, if the moon or any other planet 
transfer the light of the lord or the seventh to the lord of 
the ascendant, it denotes the same thing. The nature and 
sex of the planet transferring the light, denotes what inannet* 
of person shall give notice to the querent of the person ho 
inquires after, according to the sign and quarter he is posited 
in. But if the person inquired after be a relation, then the 
lord of the seventh is not to be taken but the lord of that" 
house which signifies such relation ; as, if it bo a brother, 
then the lord of the third must be referred to ; if a father, 
fegard must bo bad to the lord of the fourth ; if a son or 
daughter, observe the lord of the fifth, and so on ; and accor- 
ding to their positions judge as above specified. 

If an absent Party be dead or alive ' 

Hetem also must be considered what relation the querent 
hath to the party quosited, and take the significator accor- 
dingly. But if there bo no relation between them, then 
take the ascendant, bis lord, and the Moon, to signify ihe*' 
party that is absent ; and judge tliiis ; If the lord of tho 
ascendant, or tho Moon be in conjunction with tho lord of 
thw eighth, or a planet in tho eighth, and no benevolent 
testimonies concur, the absent party is certainly dead. Or 
when the Moon, and tho lord of the ascendant, shall be in 
opposition to the lord of the eighth, from the second ainl 
eighth, or from the sixth and twelfth houses, tho absent 
par£y is likewise Bead. If the lord of tho ascendant be in 
the fourth, and the Moon in the seventh, in quartile to him, 
it shews great danger to the quesited, if not absolute death. 
When an evil planet shall translate the light of the lord of 
tho eighth unto the lord of .the ascendant, or of the lord of 
the ascendant to the lord of the eighth, it is most probablo 
the absent party is dead. If tho lord of the ascendant 
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Ihd Moon be In the fourth house from the ascendant, ot* lA 
the house of death, and either combust^ or in their fall, or 
joined with the lord of the eighth, the party qttesited in 
undoubtedly deceased ; but if none of these positions hap- 
pen, and on the contrary you find the Moon, and the ascen- 
dant, and his lord strong and well fortified, the absent party 
is alive and well. If the lord of the ascendant, or the Moon, 
separate from the lord of the sixth, the absent party hath 
'been lately sick ; if from the lord of the eighth, he has been 
in danger of death 5 if from the lord of the twelfth, ho has 
been in prison, and suffered much anxiety of mind. And 
by thus varying the rule, his Condition according to the 
application and separation of the significators, will bo cor- 
rectly •fouiuK 

Of a Ship (it Sea, her Si\fety or destruction* 

This question, although attributed by the ancient Arabian 
and Latin aslrofogei’s to the ninth hoiivse, because it relates 
to voyages, yet the judgments hereof being such as properly 
delate to the first house or ascendant, I have for that reason 
referred it thereto. The parts of the sliip are thus divided 
according to the signs of the zodiac. 

Aries. The breast of the ship Libra* That part above the 
Taurus. Under the breast to-* breast in the water 

ward the Water Scorpi. Where the mariners 

Cromini. The rudder or stern abide 

Cancer. The bottom or floor Sagit. The mariners 

Lflo. The top above the water. Capri. The ends of the ship 

^***80. The belly of the ship Aqua. The captain or 

master. 

PiFC 3 s. The oars 

The ascendant and the ^Moon are generally significators 
the ship, and the burthen she bears ; but the lord of the 
l^scendant is signilicator of the persons that fail in her. And 
In a question all these appear fortunate, they denote pros- 
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to the ship ; but if on the contrary they are fonnii 
-iinpedited and aftlicted, the vessel and all in her are in immi- 
nent danger, if not absolutely lost When a malevolont 
4 )lan(d, having dignities in the eighth house, shall be found 
in tlie ascendant, or the lord of* the ascendant in the eighth, 
in evil aspect '^'ith the lord of the eighth, twelfth, sixth, or 
fourth honso, or if the Moon ho combust under the earth, all 
these are indications of danger, and presage the ship oithor 
to be lost, or in a very dospenate condition. But when all the* 
significators are free, and no Way impedited, it denotes thr 
ship to be in a very good and prosperous condition, and all 
tho persons aro things on hoard her. If the ascendant ainl 
the Moon he uiifortunato, and tho lord of the ascendant 
strong, and in a good house, it indicates the ship to be in an 
ill condition ; but the men, &c. that are on hoard her, will 
do well, and corao home in sahdy. But if tho ascendant 
and the Moon shall be fortunate, and tho lord of the ascon* 
dant unfortunate ; it shows that tho vessel will do well, or 
that it is in safety ; but that her crow in great danger 
being destroyed by R,oine putrid diseiiso, or of being taken 
by an enemy. 

If any person inquires what success a ship shall have in 
her voyage u[)on her setting sail, you must then note th^^’ 
angles of the llguro ; ami if the fortunate planets ami Hie 
aiooii, for she is la-ly of the seas, are found therein, ami the 
unfortunate i)lanets cadent, or in an abject condition, it foro- 
shews tho ship and her lading will go very safely unto the 
intended haven. But if tho infortunes ho in angles, or »> 
succeedent houses, she will meet with some accident m her 
voyage ; and the misfortune will fall upon that part of tie 
ship, person, or thing in tho same, signified by the sign w ere 
the infortune is posited. And if the infortune threatening ' 
danger shall bo Saturn, the vessel will eitheV he split oi 9'*'’^^’ 
aud most of tho crew either drowned, or subject to nw"- 
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harJtfliips* But if tLo mfortuno bo Mars, an.I he in any of 
his essential dignities, or aspecting a |)!ac(3 wliero ho hatir 
strcngt.h> or posited in an earttiy sign, he portends ^h(3 saiiny 
mischief, with' the additional inisfortnno of Iho crew being 
either taken by mi enemy, imprisonetl, or carried into slavery. 
But if the fortunes cast their friendly beams unto either of 
the aforesaid places, and the lords of the angles, particlarly 
of the ascendant, and the dispositor of the Moon be fi'i'e, it 
denotes that although the ship shall undergo much damago, 
or bo lost, yet tho major part of the men and goods shall ho 
saved. Blit if Mars afHict the lords of the anglivs, and tho 
dispositor of the Moon, the men and the ship will ho in «laii- 
of pirates, or of a puldic enemy. And if any other evil 
alfectiiJns appear in the signs, there will be qiiai rolling nn<l 
contention, or some dangerous muliny in tlio ship ; and this 
will chiefly happen when the infortnnos arc located in those 
f'i|;ns w’hicli dispose of tho parts in tho upper division of tho 
‘^bip. But if Saturn afflict in tho .same manner as above re- 
fitod by Mars, there will ho many disturbances in the ship, 
but no bloodshed. And if the infortnnate signs signify tho 
bottom or lower part of tho ship, it presag(‘s drowning by 
ni( 5 ans of some dangerous leak. If fiery signs ho in tho mid- 
beavcii, near violent fixed stars, and Mars prove the afflicting 
planet, tho ship will bo burnt, cither by some accident within 
b^r, or by lightning, or by the falling of some inffamniahlo 
uK'tcor. Biit*if Blars ho in an human sign, tho hurniiig of 
fbe ship will ho occasioned by some engagement with 'an 
m Muy ; and the danger will begin in that part of the ship 
^iguiried by tho sign wherein the infort mm was placed in 
the figure. If iSatnrii he the threatening planet instead of 
Mars, and posiltxl in the mid-heaVen, the vessel will he cast 
^way, or damaged by tho motion of violent dorms and winds, 
by reason of leaks, or bad fails ; and tho danger will ho 
either greator or less, in proportion to the dignitf or power 
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of the infortanc, and his distance from the beams of Iho 
benevolent planets* 

If the lord of the ascendant in the figure be fortunate, 
the ship shall return with safety and good success ; but if 
he bo unfortunate, she stall sutfer much loss and damag(>. 
If the lord of tho eighth house shall afflict the lord of the 
ascendant ; or if tho lord of the ascendant !>e in the eighth, 
it denotes the death of the captain or master of the ship, or 
some of tho principal officers belonging to her- And if the 
part of fortune and part of substance, and their lords, shall 
bo afflicted, it denotes loss in the sale of the goods that are 
in the ship. But if instead of this affliction, they shall be in 
fortunate positions, it denotes much gain, and a profitable 
voyage. When tho lord of tho ascendant, and the disj)ositor 
of tho Moon shall bo slow of course, tho ship in all likelihood 
will make a long and tedious voyage ; more particularly if 
tho lords of those places be slow also. But if tho signifioa- 
tors be quick in motion, tbo ship will make a shorter or quick- 
er voyage than may bo expected. If in tho figure thoit 
be enmity in the positions between tho lord of tho asc<'n(lanf, 
and tho dispositor of tho Moon, and no reception* In^twecn 
them, or any aid from bonevolont planets ; the seamen will 
contend one with another, or there will be discord between 
the captiiin, or master, and the crew ; and ho whose sigiii- 
ficator is strongest, shall overcome, that is, if the lord of Uk' 
ascendant bo *moro powerful, tbc seamen will prevail. 
ir«the dispositor of tho Moon bo best fortified, tho master or 
captain will overcome. If the lord of the second shall ho 
remote from bis own house, and tho second house from iho 
Moon, and the lord of tho part of fortune from the part oi 
fortune, in cadent houses, or in qnartile or opposition it pro' 
sages want of necessary provisions ; and if they 1x3 
aquatical signs, it shows want of fresh 'wider; and grout 
danger of death by hunger and thirst. 
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ON THE LENGTH OF LIFE. 

A gentleman of eminence and fortune in bis Majesty s 
navy, having an inclination to lay out a sum of 'money on 
life annuities, applied to me, with a very pressing solicitation 
to inform him whether his life would be long or short, 
that ho might thereby deterniino whether such a purchase 
v\ould bo to his advantage. Not Iteing able to procure his 
Biitivity, I took down the time of the day when the question 
Was proposed, and having rectified it by a correct regulator, 
I ummodiately projected tho following scheme. 



My first business was to examine the figure, to find whe- 
tluT it were radical, an.l fit to be adjudged, which I fonn.l 
to be the case, because tho lord of the ascendant and the lord 
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of the hour arc of one nature an'd triplicity ; ami the signi- 
ficator of the querent exactly d^^scribed his person, which is 
of a middle stature, sanguine complexion, and’ of an acute 
understanding, denoted by Mercury’s position in the sign 
Aries, the house of Mars: The Moon being in opposition 
to the sun, shews him to have a murk or scar near the Iqft 
eye ; which was also true ; and therefor, as I found all cfrcniJi- 
stanccs to concur in proving the question to be well and soni- 
oiisly grounded, and free from all imposition, I give him mw 
judgment upon the figure as follows. I 

The princely sign Leo, the querent’s significator, occu- 
pies the ascendant ; and the Sun, the lord thereof, and giver 
of life, is posited near his meridian altitude in the medium 
cadi, and in the sign Aries, his house of exaltation, strong, 
powerful, and in full dignity, free from the evil rays of the 
lords of the sixth, eighth, fourth, or second bouses, which 
neither impodite the Sun nor the ascendant with any evil 
aspect. But the Moon, lady of the twelfth, is in opposition 
to the Sun making at the same time a quartilo mnndaiio 
aspect with the ascendant, ami a sextiio aspect with Saturn 
in tlio zodiac ; from which positions I inferred the following 
particulars. 

The affliction of the lord of the ascendant, by the oppo- 
sition of the Moon in Libra, the house of Venus, and VenuH 
dispositor of the. Moon in her own house, and in the femininO' 
sign Taurus, going to a semisextile with the Sun, denotes 
that lie will rcicelve some considerable in jury from a fcmalo 
connection, now existing under the specious pretence of 
friendship and fond attachment ; and this is declared by tl»« 
Moon being lady of the twelfth, the house of private enemies, 
which disposes of the part of .fortune, and thereby indicates 
that he will lose some part of his fortune by }i©r means. 

The moon’s mundane quartile aspect to the ascendant n' 
an airy sign, declares that he will be attacked with a . 
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the wind cholic, or some dangerous cOmplnint in the 
bowels and reins ; but it will not prove fatal to him, because 
the Sun, the lord of his ascendant, is more strong and power- 
ful, and in greater dignities than tlie afflicting [)laAot 3 ; and 
therefore, accorditig to natural efficient causes, bey will 
prevail over all subordinate effects.’ 

From a consideration of those parts of the figure which 
relate to the circumstances of his past life, 1 informed him 
ho had improved his fortune, and been successful in some 
important voyage, because the Dragon’s bond is situated in 
his ninth house ; but that he had lately suffered greatly by a 
violent hurricane, that threatened destruction or sliipwrcck ; 
which is denoted by tbo opposition of Saturn to the part of 
fortune, and the Moon having lately separated from an oppo- 
sition with Mercnr}'', lord of the third house, where the Dra- 
gon’s tail is posited. This circumstance I had the pleasure 
of hearing him acknowledge to be true ; and that the storm 
arose only eight days l)eforc the slnp came into port. 

, He requested me to ascertain the time when' the above 
illness w'ould happen. I accordingly took the number of de- 
grees between the Sun and Moon, by subtracting the lesser 
sum frofh the greater ; and found the distance to be eleven 
dogrejps fifty-nine minutes. I then sought tho Moon’s latitude, 
and found it one degrec-thirty-threo minutes south, which 
added to the above, .make tliirteen degrees thirty tw'o minutes; 
Jfud as the significators arc in moveable signs, I computed 
fhe time by weeks and days, and predicted this illness would 
hofai him about the 20th of July following ; and that after 
he should be restored to health again, hd would go on w'ithont 
«u, staining any other serious indisposition, until the sixty- 
ninth year of his age ; about whrdi time I conceive the func- 
tions of life will bo naturally • extinguished, by a compli- 
c-’dion of iifflrmitjes. 

I have lately had the pleasure of convoi*sing with tho 
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gentleman on the subject of this question. He informo<l 
that towards the middle of July, 1783, he was attacked witli- 
a kind oi bilious complaint in his stomach, which brought on 
violent fits of the cholic. That towards the latter end of tho 
same mo-^ , he found an abstniction in bis bowels, and his 
physic.., ..eclared it next to a mircle that his life was saved. 
Ho now appears in prefect health, and has sunk a consider- 
able sum of money in life annuities, which he declares was 
done in consequence of the verity he found in these predictions. . 

Sibhj. 



The stature of the querent is shewn by Leo, the sig*' 
ascending ; a fixed star of the 1st magnitude, of the nature 
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of Mars nncl Jupitor, called Cor Leo, the Hoii’s heart, is near 
the cusp of the 1st house, in Jjoo 24 decrees 34 minutes; both 
tho cusp of the 1st house and ‘the decrree wherein Sun lord of 
the ascendant is, are the terms of Jupiter ; the Moon fe in Trine 
aspect to both Jupiter and. Venus, and they in the 10th 
house ; so that the form and shituro of the querent were 
decent. He was of middle stature, strongly compacted, 
neither fat nor fleshy, but comely and graceful, a fair visage, 

♦ reddish hair, clear skin, some cuts on bis right cheek (he was 
n soldier), and certainly tho presence of the flx(‘d star in the 
a^C(Mida!it, which nqirosents the face, occasioned those hurts 
or soars. 

As the sign ascending, and its lord, were in the ^ery tri- 
plicity, and by nature hot and dry, so was this gentleman’s 
t(‘inper and condition, being exceedingly valiant, choleric, 
Jiigli-mindcvl, and of great spirit: for Bun is in bis exaltation ; 
yet Moon being in Trine to tho two fortunes, be was sober, 
inodt‘st, and excellently e<lucated, then'by having great com- 
•’inand of his ])assion ; but as Moon was in Opposition to 
Mercury, be had bis times of anger and folly, whereby ho 
much prejudiced his affairs. 

1st Query. — If live loinj^Sfc. ? 

The ascendant not vitiated by the lonls^of tho Gth or 8th ; 
the lord of the ascendant in his exaltation no way impedited, 
*ia’etty quick in motion, in the 9tli house,^ and in terms of 
Jupiter ; IVfoon separating from Trine of Venus applying 
fe Trine of Jnpiter, lie strong iii the inidheaven, and the 
malice of Mars restrained by tb(‘ Bextile of Jupiter ; Bun 
above the earth, the fortunes angular and more ])otent than 
1^10 infortunes ; I concluded tliat according to natural causes, 
^10 might live many years ; ibqt nature was strong, and lie 
^^ibject to few diseases. This has hitherto proved true ; bo 
being yet alive this present March, I (140. 

42 
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Qurry, — To what part of the world he were best dirm 
h is course ? 

ISnn lord of the nscondant near the cusp of ilic Dth, (and 
tho si^^n thereof moveat)le), the house of lon^ journeys j I 
intimated that he was resolving suddenly upon ajourneu 
south-east: south, because the quarter of heaven wherein the 
lord of the ascendant is, is south ; east, l)(‘Ciiuse the ^vjn 
Avhero Sun is, is cast, {this he confessed) ; and as Sun was 
but 2 degrees 10 ni, distant from the cusp of the 9th, he went,, 
away within two months. 

I judged those countries subject to Aries might bo propi- 
tious. Had his resolution been to stiiy in England, it might 
have been good for him, for England is subject to Arit's ; 
I would have advised him to steer towards Kent, Essex, 
or Suftbik ; for they lie south-east from London. But it 
boniollnies you find a city, town or kingdom, subject to tho 
sir/n which promises good, skmds not in the direction the sign 
or quarter of heaven points out as abov(‘, observe this rule — 
iliat if enforced to live in that country, city, &c., Ihcm direct^ 
your actions or eiiqiloyment to (hose ]>arls of lhat country, 
(fee., whi('h lie east, west, &e., as in the lignre is dir(‘c/ed. 

As the Moon applied strongly to the Trino of Jupiter, and 
ho and Vonns were in Mercury, wliich rules Ireland, I ad- 
vised him that Ireland would agree with his constitution, 
and that he might get honour there, as the planet to whom 
Moon applies is in tho house of honour. And the querent did 
go into Ireland, and tln^ro performo<l good service, and ob- 
tain!.* J a notable victory against tho rebels, 

3d Query. — What part of his LIFE would be best 

Considering the two fortunes were placed in the 10th, and 
Dragon’s Head and Sun in tho 9th, 1 judged his younger yeaif^ • 
would be tin* most |)Ieasant ; and Mars being iu the 8t]i,"bitb 
coiiKs to about the 2‘llJi, 2fth, or y(‘ars of ^ 
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ju^lood about that time many crosses, ami tJial Ins alllictions 
first bc^ran. And seeing no fortunate planet either in the 7 i1j, 
flth, 5tb, 4th, or 3d houses, sjiid the reuiainder of liis life, 
for many years, would bo little comfort able, and full of labour 
and trouble. Yet I judged those calaniitii's sliould not suddtmly 
come upon him, because Moon .ajtplicnl to Trine of Jupiter, 
and wanted almost 3 degrees of coming to a perfect asj)e(‘t. 
Tlierefore I conceived by means of some ])erson in auTimrity 
ropresented by Jupiter, he should be supported or a.ssiste<l iiv 
his aff.iirs for almost three years after the question. Had 
Jupiter been essentially dignitied, I should have judged him 
a more durable fortune. 

4tli QuEiiY.— general Acoidekts had happened 
id read g ? 

Although it is not usual to be so inquisitive, yet, seeing 
tlio figure so radical, I considered from what planets Sun, 
lord the ascendant, had last separated. The Sun had lately 
lu'cn in Conjunction \Nith Mars, then Square to Saturn, then 
riextilo to Jupiter. Now as Mars is lord of the 4th house, sig- 
' nilying lands, &e.,aiKl was now in tla* 8th, which signifies the 
snIfKfance af women, I judged he had been molested of late 
concerning some lauds, or tlie jointure or ]>ortioii of his wife, 
or a woman ; wherein I was confirmed the more, as Moon 
applies to Opposition of Mars in the 8th house ; she being in 
the qinu'ent’s bouse of property, which sh>*w('d that the (juar- 
«rol or strife should he ctiiieerning money or things signified 
by that hou^e. {.Ml this was verg true.) 

As Sun had hiiely boon in Square to Saturn, signifieator 
oF the querent’s wife, I told him that liis wife and hc> had been 
at great variance' ; and because h(*r signifieator Saturn did 
dis[)ose of liis Part of Fortune, I judged that she had no 
uiind that lie slum Id have any of her estate or manage it, but 
hept it to h(‘r own use. For Saturn is retrograde in a fi«‘i v 
and the sfgu of the 7th iixod, all which shews her to 
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1)0 a woman not willing to be curbed or to submit. {^IJhh irii,^ 
confessed.) 

Lastly, as Sun was Intoly in, Sextilo to Jupiter, and Jupi- 
ter in the JOth, I told him that some great lawyer or courtitT 
h.'id endeavoured to reconcile the difloroncos Ixdwecn them ; 
and as Sun and Saturn did* now apply to Trine aspect, tlwu-o 
ecemod, at present, a willingness in both parties to bo r(‘con- 
ciled. Nor did I see any obstruction in the matter, ex(*ej)t 
Mercury, who is in Srpiaro aspect to Saturn, did iinpo(Iit<^ 
it I judged ]\rorcnry, in goncnal, to signify some lawyer, attor- 
ney, or writings ; but, as ho was lord of the (|uorent’s 2J, it 
might be because tho querent would not consent to allow her 
such a sum of money as might be asked ; or that, his purs«) 
being weak, ho had not when^wilhal to solicit his cause ;or 
Mercury being lord of the 11th, some pretended friend would 
advise the contrary, or some of her lawyers ; or, ns the Tltli 
is tho 5th from tlie 7tli, a c//?7</ of the (juenmt’s wife might 
be tho occasion of continuing tin? bn‘acli. {Ihe/ieve cver^j parti- 
tular herein pi'ovcd, true j howerery this was the waj/ to find the 
ihinff which disturbed their unitj/.) 

Observe, that as Venus, lady of the lOlh, doth dispose of 
Juj)iter, lord of the 8th, viz. the wife’s fortune, so she had 
entrusted her estate to a great nobleman. 

5th Query. — What accidents, in future, he mujht cwpcct 'i 

In this query, 1 first considered Sun, lord of the ascendant, 
no way is unfortunate or in ill aspect witliany planet ; but, o?i 
the contrary, excellently fortified : 1 judged he liad the wide 
world to ramble in, (fora planet strong, and in no aspect with 
others, shews a man at liberty to do wliat he will) ; an<l, 
many years he might (tpioad capa.v) live in a prosperous con- 
dition, and traverse much ground, or see many countries. For 
Aries, the sign which 8nn is in, i.s mov('ablo and on the cusp . 
of the 9th, tho house of long journeys ; which denoted 
changes and variety of action in sundry parts.’ 
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2(l]y : I ohsorvofi Moon in his house of suhsfcanco, a[)[)]y- 
iiiff to Jupiter in tho 10th, and Jupiter lord of the 5th and 
8th ; the former tho house of 'children ; the latter that of tho 
wife’s substance. Hence I gathered, that the qiiAront was 
(l<‘sirons to treat with some nobleman (Jupiter being in tho 
lOtli) about tho education of his’ chihlren ; and that there 
might bo a salary payable out of tho wife’s jointure. (Such a 
thina he did settle before he left England^) 

Jdly ; I found Moon in Virgo peregrine, 

4thly : Mercury lord of his 2d, signifying his estate in 
Pisces, his detriment ; yet, in his own terms, afflicted I)y Mars, 
nnd having lately had the Oppostion of Moon. Hence I 
judged that ho had boon in greatVant of money a little before 
the (|uestion was asked. And if wo note the distance between 
the Opposition of Moon and Mercury, wo find G degrees 21m3, 
shewing that he had been in want of money about six months 
and somewhat more, previously to asking the question. ( This 
v\is confessed. 

Stilly * Seeing Moon was applying to Trine of Jujuter, and 
tlieri, before she got out of the sign Virgo, di<l occur the Oppo- 
fsidon of Mars, I acquainted the querent that, after some years 
ol pleasure, ho would bo in great danger of losing his life, 
goods^ lands, and fortune. His life, because Mars is in tho 
: his estate, because Moon is in the 2d ; and his lands or 
biheritanec, because Mars is lonl of the 4th and situated 
the 8th house ; for the 4th house denotes lands, &c. 

Gth Query. — The time when ? 

In this query, I considered the applic^ition of Moon* to 
Tdne of Jupiter ; which wanting about 3 degrees, I judged 
lhathe might live pleasantly for about three years to come. 

2‘^iy : Seeing that Sun lord of the ascendant, during his 
.^^otion through Aries, did not meet any malevolent aspect, 
^’id had got 2G degrees to run through the sign, I give this 
Mature of judgment : I told him that for about 26 months, 
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or until over two years to como, I judged ho should live in a 
free condition, in those parts in which ho intended hisjoiir- 
Jiey, &c. 

Lastly : I considered how many degrees Moon wanted of 
the Opposition of Moon. 

Longitude of l^fara 28 degrees 40 minutes. 

Longitude of Moon 21 18 minutes. 


Difference 7 22 

This difference, if in proportion unto time, and neither give 
years, ])ecause the slijnijlcators are in common signs and not 
in fixed ; nor months, bocau.so the signs signify somewhat 
more ; but proportion a 77iean between both : the time limited 
in this way will amount to about three years and three quar- 
ters ere tlio Opposition of Mars to Moon should take efibet. 
But as this query was general, I might have allowed for every 
degree one year. After, or about which tim(i he was in several 
actions, both dangerous to his jx^rson and fortune j and since 
that time till the present, ho has had his intervals of good 
and ill, but is now under the frown of fortune, &c. 

As the ^S'un at the time of the question was strong, ho did 
overcome all manner of difficulties for many years, and has, 
in our unlucky (Jii^hrences, ha<I honourable enq)loymont on 
his Majesty’s part. But as Moon i.s in Opposition to Mars, s<> 
it was not without the general outcry and exclamations of tija 
people ; nor was it his fortune, though in great command, «var 
to do his Majc'sty a!)y notable piece of service. And ho is now 
for over, by just sentence of the Parliament deprived of ih'i 
happiness of ending his days in England ; which inighb la 
some measure, have boon foreseen by the 0)>posifcion of Mooa 
to Mars, he being lord of the 4th, the end of all things. 

N.B. all yonng beginners should at first write down 
judgments on each figure at full length, ami aftor\vards oou 
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tract thoir opinions into a narrow compass ; by this moans 
they will soon acquire experience. It is well to enter every 
figure jn a book for farther* reference, ami to remark and 
register such things as have occurred according to '* their pre- 
dictions or otherwise j by which they will be able to correct 
their future judgments. 

1st Query. — A Woman demanded whether her Son was 
with his Master at her own House 

, In this figure, Venus lady of the ascendant denotes the 
(juerent. The 5th house is tliat of childorn, and describes the 
mutter inquired of. I found Jupiter lord of the 5th, youth’s 
significator, in the east angle ; one argument that the party 
was at homo at his mother’s liouse. The Moon was applying 
to sextile of Saturn lord of the 4th, the significator of the 
querent’s dwelling: I judged that she would find him 
there ut her coming home : which she did. Now, had I 
found Jupiter, lord of the 5lh, in the 10th, which houso 
signifies the master ; or had Moon separated from 
Jupiter the youth’s significator, and then applied to Sun, 
th(3 Moon being in an angle, I would Lave judged him at his 
master’s Jiouse. I considerevl further, that the 25th of July 
following at 2p.m., the significators of the mother and son 
( JupHer and Venus ) came to Trine aspect ; and therefore 
I judged that she should see him at that time : which she 
Jid. For usually about that day when the significators 
to sextile or trine aspect (which may be seen in 
the Ephemeris)^ it is very probable that news of, or a letter 
^roin, the qnesitod will arrive, if the distance will permit. 
But if the querent ami quesited be not far asunder, without 
T^estiou they meet on that very day. 

Had the party inquiicd for been a stranger, he would have 
denoted by Mars lord of (hev 7th ; and being in the 2d, 
* ^^^^^‘^edent lioujjo, 1 should have said he is not at homo 
'jut voi iiyt fur from home. Aud as the sign Sagittarius is 
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pastorii, nnd the 2d house is north east, I should judge him 
in that direction ; aiul as Sagittarius governs fields, hills, or 
liigh grounds, 1 should direct a messenger, if sent for him, 
to go in that direction, and look for him in such places but 
if it were in a town, as Sagittarius governs stables, tiro- 
})laces, <fec., 1 should cause him to be sought near a stable, 
smith’s or butcher’s shop, &c., as Mars delights in such 
places. 

24 Query., — A TJdng suddenly happening^ whether Good* 
or 111 is about to follow ? 

The Sun is hero lord of the sign he is in ; Jupiter is lord of 
Pisces, where Moon is ; Venus is lady of the ascendant, and 
is casting a Trine to th« ascendant, and is in Trine to .lupitor 
and he in the ascendant ; from all which we might safely 
have judged, had this been the time of a sudden accident, or 
thing done, that it could not have redounded to the quenuii'd 
injury. But had Venus been nearer to 0[)position of Mars, 
he being in the 2d, I should have judged that the querent 
would have received some loss of money shortly, and so 
the rest. 

3d. Query. — What Moles or Maries the Querent has. ? 

1 find 25 degrees of Libra ascending and Jupiter intlio 
ascendant, which signifies the face. This querent had a wart or 
mole on the right side of her face, near her mouth > for Jupitor 
and Libra are masculine. And as the latter degrees of 
ascend, so the querent confessed a mole on tho lower pa*'t 
of her reins towards the haunches. Aries being tho sign of 
the 6th, showed she had one on the forehead, near the hiUr, 
for the cusp of tho house is but 4 degrees. Mars lord of the 6th, 
being in Sagittarius a masculine sign and under the earth, 
shewed a mole on the right thigh, towards the middle of 
on tho back part, or that part which is not vjsible. The Moon, 
in 27th degree of Pisces, a feminine sign, under tho eaith; 
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<<)kl her she had ono mole under and towards the extremity 
t)f her left foot 

The quesited being her son, 'bad Pisces for his ascendant, 
V hich denoted a mole on the loft side of his cheek ; and as 
Pisces signifies the foot, so he had one on the left foot a little 
below the ancle, as few degrees ascend* The Gth from tho 
5th is tho 10th in the figure, which having 4 degrees of Leo, 
shewed that near his right side, below his breast, he had soma 
?^ir, mole, or mark.

Of an ABSENT SON, wliotlier 
DEAD or ALIVE. 


A poor >voman applied to me in the greatest distress of 
on account of her son, who had turned out wild, and 
went to sea against the consent of his friends. Ho had been 
absent for ii considerable time, without over once so far re* 
fleeting on tho disconsolate situation of his parent, as to bo 
induced tb address a line to her, to remove her anxiety, or to 
state his o\vn prospects and pupsuits. It was tho woman’* 
<^enstant practice to make enquiry after him among seafaring 
People ; till ttji length she heard an imperfect* story of some 
engagement abroad, in w'hich her son was reported to bo kill* 
®‘^* Upon this unpleasant news, she requested me to inform 
lier by the rules of Astrology, whether her son was dead or 
alive ; or w^hether tho account she had heard, was true or 
false. Her uneasiness of mind was too apparent for me to 
her sincerity, or to suppose* the question not fit to be 
adjudged, and thejrofore I erected this figure, and gave my 
thereeu as follows ; 
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cnry, lord thereof, and sinnificator of the querent, is posifcJ 
in the twelfth house, the house of nfHiclion and sorrow. Tlic 
fifth house of tho fi'^ure is here considered as her .son’s 
or ascendant, and Saturn, lortl thereof, is his significator ; 
and i« posited in the fourth angle, or imuin cceli, which r(v 
presents the grave and termination of all things. Saturn 
also in conjunction with the part of fortune in the fourth, 
both of which are disposed of by Jupiter, and Jupitcf 
Mars ; which malefic planet possesses the son's first ho“*‘^ 
or asceroiaat, in his exaltation, and in opposition to the Sim 
and Venus, in the seventh, which is the house of open ene- 
mies and war. r ii «. 

From these configurations I drew the inferences folio - 
ing } that Mercury the querent’s significator, by being r‘’ 
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nit oil in ilvo tw(*]ftli house, plainly shewoil her fear?* woi‘ef 
too well grownded. Thai Saturn., signiftcator of the qiiesitcMl,. 
«iid th<J part of fortune being both disposed of by Jupiter,, 
arid this planet disposed of by Mars, indicates all tfteir bene- 
V()l( 3 nt efTects to be destroyed bv the* nvilignant influence of 
tills infortu-ne. Mars being in the son’s ascoivlant, in his 
exaltation’, and in opposition to Sol, is a strong argument 
of a violent death; the kimi amliiKinnor of which is thus 
^doscribed.^ Satum his signifleator, is posited in tlie fioi y 
bign Sagittarius ; and Leo, wliioh oeeiijiies the (Uisp of his 
eighth, and Aries the cosp of his fourth, are nlso of the fierv 
triplicity ; the Siin, the giver of lib?, and light of time, is 
posited itt the water}" sign Cancer disposed of by the Moon, 
in the watery sign Pisces, and the Moon by Juj)iter in tlnv 
watery sign Scorpio ; and the whole of their intlucmics aro^ 
tmiTsforred to the fiery planet Mars ; in his ascendant. Froiiu 
these circuinstiinces it became obvious to me tbit the yontb 
was no longer in existence, that his death happened upon 
^the water, by meana of some fatal warlike' instrument, amf 
in some de.^perate engagement with an open enemy. 

The (yiercut th<m asked me if I could give her any sa- 
tisfactory account bow hmg ago this happened. I T;ook 
down til© degrees and minutes of the two principal signiti- 
cators, viz. thfo Sun and Mars, and subtracted the one fromr 
tlio other, which gave foirr degrees five minutes for the re- 
m.iinder ; and this being converte<l into Unie by th© rules 
hotore laid down for moveable sign©, in which, the above 
'^ignificators were posited, I informed b3r the a<3cidcnt had 
hefallon Iter son soatewhai more than a month before she 
Wrd the news of it. Sometime afterwards a ship arrived 
"ith an account of tlris engagement, which happened on 
dho coast of France, and confirvned tho whole of this jndg-

AN EXAMPLE of A SHIP AT SEA. 

In December 1(>44, a merchant, in London, having sent 
phip to the coast of Spain to trade, had several times news 
that his ship was wrecked. Ho w^onld have given £t>0 
cent, to insure her, but no insurance company would meddle, 
no, not upon any terms. A friend of the merchant asked, 
W/iai I thought of the ship, if sunk or living ? I gave my 
opinion, that the ship was not lost, hut did live, and though 
of late in some danger, yet teas now recovered* My judgm^^^*' 
was founded on the considerations in act following 

III tlie first place, the ascending degrees pf Oaiiccr shG^'<^' 
the bulk or body of the ship. I lind Suturu casts bis 
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aspect from a cardinal sign, out of the 11th house, very near 
to the ascendant. After his Square aspect I find Moon in 
lier exaltation, casting a Shxtilo to the ascendant, interpos- 
ing her Sextile between the Opposition aspects oT Mercury, 
and Sun, in the 7th, winch otherwise had been dange- 
rous, for all Opposition aspects to the 'ascendant in this 
judgment are dangerous. Frdhi the ascendant afflicted by 
Square of Saturn, and presence of fixed stars of his na- 
ture, I judged the ship was of Saturn’s nature, sluggish, 
heavy, and not very sound. And Cancer being a w^eakly 
sign, made mo judge the ship was of such nature; (and 
it was 80 confssed). From lienee, and Dragon’s Tail in the 
Dth, I judged that the ship had been in some distress in 
her yoyage, occasioned by such casualties as Saturn signi- 
fies, viz. Boino leak or damage in or near her breast, as 
Aries, the sign Saturn is in, represents that part. 

But as Moon, lady of the ascendant, is in the 11th in her 
exaltation, in no way impeditod, and by a benevolent Trine 
aspect applying to Sun and Mercury, and is so near the 
body of Jupiter, and as all the significators are al>ove the 
earth, rfind no infortunes in angles ; I judged the ship, sailors, 
and offlcei\s, were safe, and in good condition. The next 
Qi KrfV was — 

Where the Ship ivas„ \ipon what C'dasty and when amj 
News iconld come of hot ? 

Herein J considered the Moon was fixed, and in the lltli 
house ; Taurus, is a southern sign, but in an east quarjier of 
heaven, verging to the south ; her application is to Trine 
of Mercury, and ho in Capricornus, a south sign and west 
; all this made mo judge tliat the ship was south-west 
h’om London, and upon our own eoasts, or near those which 
between Ireland and wales* I j bulged her at that time to 
ill some liurbour, because Taurus, where Moon is, is 
fi^cd, and in the Utb, or house of cpmfort and relief, and 
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llrat sli© was pot in to- repaifr (It proved that she was in a 
harbour in the west. ) 

Becaiiso Moon app^iei tc^ Trirae of Hcrcnry, and 
Siin, und'tliey in an angle^ and all tbn»o vory swift in Mo- 
tion, and did want but a fe-vr mlniitcnf a pf»rfect Trine, i 
judged there would bo news, or a cerbiiii discovery of the 
fiinp in a very abort time. Tbe signi locators being so near a 
perfect aspect, 1 said, either that night, or within two days 
the news would arrive. {And so it proved), Aiul*, oliscrve, llait * 
it gave me good encouragement when 1 saw part of Fortune 
disposed of by Mars, aiwl tlmt llifercnry, to* wlrom Moon, ap- 
plied, was in reception with Mars ; also, that Moon, did so 
w^ell apply to Sun, lord of tiro 2d, or house of sulwtanco : a 
$ign that the inorcbant shouhl gain by that .adventure. . 

Besides, usually whoa Moon, applies to ji good aspect of 
a retrograde planet, it brings the nratterto an issue one way or 
other speedily, and when least oxpect(‘fIf and it is a gene- 
ral maxim, that if Moon, ap[dy to the fortune, or by good 
aspect to any planet or planets in angles, it is reason tlmt « 
WO hope well, &c. Ldlif. 

QUESTIONS proper to the SECOND HOUSE. 

The second bouse being the house of sul>staiico, the ques- 
tions prqrer to it are as follow : 

!• S/m/f the Qwerent he rich or poor ? 

2. By what means shall he attain riches ? 

The time when ? 

4. Shail he obtain the money lent? 

5. Shall he obtain ike wages or stipend due to him? 

Shall the Querent he Rich or Poor ? 

In reeK)lving this question, obsenre the sign of the secon<l 
house and bia lord, the planet or planets located ther^i*^ 
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aiT(! casting tLeir raya to the cnsp, or lortl thereof ; the part 
of fortune also, and its disposUor ; and if all these significa- 
tors are freOy and assisted by* the bodies or as])ects of the be- 
novoleut planets, the querent will attain a very cdnsiderable 
fortune ; and shall escape poverty. But when the significa- 
tors are afflicted, tind the fortunate stars affonr them no as- 
sistance, it denotes the person interrogating will bo poor all 
his life time. If the lord of the ascendant, or the Moon, 
bojehied to the lord of the house of substance ; or the 
lord of the seventh house to the lord of the ascen- 
dant ; or if tlie lord of the house of substance be posited in 
the ascendant ; or if the lord of the ascendant, and the 
Moon, bo in the house of subshince ; or if the Moon, or any 
other planet, transfer the light of tlie lord of the second 
house to the lord of the ascendant, or of the lord of the as- 
cendant to the lonl of the second house ; the querent will 
attain riches, and live in goo<l esteem, according to his situa- 
tion or birth. But if none of these positions happen, then’ 
I note Jupiter, the natural significator of substance ; or Venus, 
who also is a fortune ; or the dragon’s head, which always 
portend|{ good ; and if they be free from the ill beams of th« 
in fortunes ; or happen to be posited in the house of subs- 
tance,* the querent will most certainly bo rich, and will bear 
groat sway in the place wb«»re ho livos. When Saturn, 
Mars, or the Dragon’s hiil, are posited in the second house, 
•or afflict the lord of the second, Jupiter, Venus, or part of 
fortune, it is an argument that the querent will not attain 
riches ; or if ho were in a good capacity, he will be reduced 
to a very mean situation. The aignificators of substance swift 
*u motion, and in good parts of the figure, and free from 
'Affliction, shew the querent will be rich of a sudden ; but if 
tfloy are slow in motion, tboi^gh not atflicted, the querent 
attain riches bnt slowly ; particularly if the planets sig- 
iiifying riches are ponderous, and in fixed signs. 
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By wJiat medns Bhall the Quet^nt dilain Bictm f 
The siguificators of substance^ their several location.*^, 
and the houses thoy govern, are in this question to be parti-^ 
cularly attended to ; for from thence is known by what 
moans riches come. If the lord or the second house, or the 
other siguificators of siibstanco be fortunately placed in the 
ascendant, the querent will attain great riches without much 
labour, in a manner unexpectedly ; but if the lord of the se- 
cond be in the second, it shews the querent will obtain an es- 
tate by his ow^n industry. The adjuvant planets situated in 
the ascendant, or the lord thereof, denote the querent will 
advance himself by his own industry. If the lord of the se- 
cond be in the second, ho acquires wealth by merchandize, 
and by properly mangaging his business ; if in the third, or 
lord of the third, ho gains by brethren, kindred, or neigh- 
bours. The most assured testimonies upon questions of this 
nature, are these : If the lord of the first and second, and 
Jupiter, be in conjunction either in the second, first, tenth, 
fourth, seventh, or eleventh houses ; or if they apply by sex- 
tile or trine aspect to each other with mutual reception ; 
but if they apply by quartilc or Opposition, with regeption, 
the party will then also thrive, and have an estate, though 
with much labour and dfliculty. 

The Time when a Man may attain Riches* 

Consider seriously tlio application of the Moon, or lord 
of the ascemlant, unto the planet or planets signifying the • 
substance of the querent ; for they denote the time when 
the querent may acquire riches. Then find the degrees of 
distance between the siguificators, and turn them into time, 
\fhich will shew tho true distance of time in which riches, 
or (be gpods of fortune are attainable by the querent* Fix- 
ed signs prolong the business j^but corporal show anindiffef- 
enoy, or that the time will neither be long nor short. Move- 
able or cardinal signs hasten, the matter. In all question® 
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dial rolato to time, the surest way is, to take the right or 
oblique ascentions of the significators, and direct them to 
their several promittors, as id a nativity ; but if the ques-* 
{ion bo of small consequence, observe the degrees of dis- 
tance 5 and according to the • signs they arc in, measure out 
the time in years, months, weeks, or days, as before directed. 

Shall the Querent obtain the Goods or Money lent f 
In this question the lord of the ascendant, and the Moon, 
are significators of the querent ; and the lord of the second 
denotes his substance. But the seventh house and his lord 
represent the person of whom you enquire ; and the eighth 
house, and the lord thereof, his substance. Observe whether 
the lord of the ascendant or the Moon bo joined to the lord 
of the eighth, who is significator of the substance of the par- 
ty enquired after •, for if either of them bo joined to, or in 
^ood aspect with a planet in the eighth house, and the pla- 
net therein hapjion to bo a fortune, the querent shall thou 
obtain the goods or money enquired after. And if it shall 
so happen, that an infortune be either in the eighth house, 
or lord of the eighth, and ho receive either the lord of the 
ascendant* or tho Moon, the person enquiring shall obtain 
what he expects. But not without reception. When the 
lord of tlio eighth is posited in tho first or second house, and 
the lord of tho second shall receive him, it’denotes the per- 
fection of tho business enquired after. But, if the lord of 
file seventh, or eighth, shall be posited in* the first or se- 
oond, and bo not received by either the lord of the ascendant, 
file Moon, or lord of the second, it shews the querent will 
not only go without his desire, but if ho pursue the busi- 
ness, he will sustain much loss and detriment. If the lord 
®f the ascendant or the Moon be joined to one of the fortunes, 
^'hich have dignity in the sign ascending, it denotes the dis- 
patch of the business enquired after ; or if either of them be 
J^’ned to an infortune^ having dignities in the ascendant, 
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ami receoive tho lord of the nscendant, or the. Moon, it 
•notes tho accomplishment of the matter or bnsiness enquired 
after. And, if the fortunes bo in powerful places of the 
figure, arfd joined to the lord of tho ascendant or the Moon, 
the matter or business will be accomplished, although tltere 
4)0 no reception. 

\J the Querent shall obtain his Wages^ Salary^ or Pension 
due either from ijorernment^ or from an indivichtal, 

Beliold the ascendant, the loi*d of tho same, and tho ]\roon, 
for they have signitication of tho querent ; and the second 
from tho ascendant, w'hich is the qiiennit^s house of substance, 
and his lord. And note the tenth house and his lord, .wliicli 
are tho significalors of tlie quosited. And the eleventh 
house, and his lord, signify the substance of liini or them. 
If in the figure tho lord of the ascendant or the Moon is 
joined to the lord of the eleventh, or to a fortnimto phinot in 
tho eleventh house, without let or impediment ; the qnereni 
wdll certainly obtain tho wage.s or salary. And if it .shall hap- 
pen that tho Moon or lord of the ascendant be johiod to an 
unfortunate planet, and tho uiifortunale planet receives them, 
the querent will then obtain his tlesiro, although it will be 
after long waiting and with many solicitations. Biitrit there 
bo no reception between tbe lord of the ascendant, the Moon, 
and the iiifortufie, notwithstanding any opposition between 
them, yet tho querent wall rarely obtain his money or salary 
enquired after. If the significators are in friendly asj)eei 
from good houses of heaven, and this without impediinont or 
hindrance, the querent will be successful ; but if infortuoes 
impede the significator of the querent’s good, consider wlwt 
house ho is lord of, and that will point out tho person or 
that obstructs it. 
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Si(ji)u<! of Poverty^ and its Cduse* 

If you find that the querent will not bo rich, and he dcsiro^ 
to know why^ that he may the bettor order liis affairs and bo 
wary of such difficulties as may threaten, then caref«illy ob- 
serve as follows. The planet’atfliqting most the lords of tin# 

2(1 and 1st, the Moon, Part of Fortune, or thoir dispositors 
or the cusp of the 2d or planet therein, shows the cause. If 
ih(i lord of the Isfc, then the querent himself is the cause, and 
iLe house in which ho is found may shew how. The lord of 
the 2d shews want of money or sufficient capital to set up 
with. The lord of the 3d shews that bis kindred or neigh- 
bours will oppose him nuicli, or undersell him, (fee. And in 
this way you may go tlirough the twelve houses, judging the 
reverse of what you were instructed when the aspects, 
were good. 

Caution, — If tlw lord of the 2d or the dispositor of 
Part of Fortune be infortunes, yet be strong and well aspect- 
ed, they may denote gain as well as Jupiter or Venus, 
though with less satisfaction and more painstaking. Also 
Jupiter or Venus being affiicted, may obstruct as well as any 
other ; for every planet must do the work for which ho is 
hy Providence assigned, Again, wherever Dragon’s Tail may 
ho found, ho dc'iot(?s evil by that bouse, as if in the Gth, by 
evil servants, si(jkiioss, &c.

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1st Query. — If the Querent should he Rich, or subsist 
, himself without Marriage^ 

1 first considered the general disposition of the planeU ; 
and found the major number, especially the fortunes, swift in 
motion, well posited, and not afflicted. Also, that Venus, 
lady of the ascendant, was near Cor Leonis, a star of grent 
virtue and influence ; Moon increasing in light. Japi ter al- 
most culminating. Hence I formed this general judgment, 
that he should live in good rank and quality among 
neighbours, &c. {quoad capaas) according to his calling* 
condly, whether he should bo rich or not ? I considered 
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that the lord of the 2 d is in the ascendant, and being als<F 
lord of Part of Fortune, is near S/?ica Virglau, in 18 degrees 
of Libra. Then «Tupiter (a general significator of wealth) was in 
bis exaltation and angular, casting lys Square Aspect to the 
cusp of the ascendant, whiclj Square in signs of long ascension 
we usually repute a Trine. Als'o, that Moon separated from 
a Sextilo of Mars, lord of the 2 d, &c., significator of the 
thing demanded, and Conjunction of Mercury, and applied to 
Conjunction of Venus, the querent’s significator ; transferring 
tlio light and virtue of both Mars and Mercury, to the proper 
significator of the querent. The dispositor of Moon is Sun, 
and be strong and powerful, the Fart of Fortune, in a fixed 
sign, and in the terms of Mars 5 from all which I judged that 
the querent would acquire an estate, and have a competent 
fortune 5 but as it is signified by an in fortune, that he would 
attain it by labour and care, (Aiul so to this day he hath,) 
And as Mars, lord of the 7th (the house of marriage), hath 
the most material signification of the thing demanded, viz. 
wealth, I advised him to marry, and said, that without mar- 
riage ho should not so well subsist. 

2d Query. — By what Means he should attain Riches ? 

In this scheme, Mars being the planet signifying wealth, 
as lord of the Part of Fortune and the • second house, and 
placed in the ascendant, signifies property got by the que- 
‘ront’s own industry. And as Mars, is lord of the 7th, I said, 
bo would marry a woman who would produce him a, good 
fortune ; and it more than he could well look for, and of a 
settled nature ) which I judged by Venus, lady of his wife’s 
bouse of property, being so well fortified, and as Moon, was 
of the 10 th, (house of trade), and was transferring the light 
of Mercury and Mars to Vetous his significator, I advised 
bim to bo diligent in his profession, and that he would 
^hereby gain a good estate, (He has since had a good fortune 
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iclth his wife, money ^ and land,- and been ve^*y mccessful la 
trade). Jupiter, so strong in the 10th, was an infallible 
sign (according to natural cause) of plenty of trade,- or a 
gainful profession^ ^ 

3d Query.— Time when ?, 

All the significators oriental, and five planets swift in 
motion, promise property in a short time after the question ; 
and Mars the chief signiiicator of the thing inquired after, 
being swift in motion, argues tlio same. Tlie distance from 
the ascendant to hlars, being about two degrees, signified 
about two years, at which time he had a portion with his 
wife. The Moon wanted 6 degrees 27 minutes, of her Con- 
junction, with Venus ; hence I concluded that about IfidO ho 
should have very groat trailing, and live in excellent repute ; 
and as Venus, is seated on the cusp of the Ilth, (or house of 
friends), that ho should have many good friends, &c., by 
whom he should increase his estate.. 

4th Query. — //* i/ie Quereui ^diould continue rich ? 

This I resolved by the cusp of the 2d, which being a fixed 
sign and Part of Forfuno, therein, and Jupiter in liifl exalta- 
tion and angular, and Venus, the dispositor of Mars, beiii;; 
in Leo, a fixed sign, as also the Moon in Loo, all implied that 
he should continue in a plentiful estate,, and that the richos 
God should bless him with would be permanent, and that ha 
should never be reduced ta want or poverty. 

There was only one thing arising out of the figure, oi 
which I cautioned him. The Sun lord of the 11th, beholds 
Part of Fortune^ by Square, as also tho cusp of the 2d ; aud 
as Sun here signifies* friends, I exhorted him to avoid confiding 
in solar men, though of much friendship with him. In 
such cases describe tho planet afliictiiig, and you give caution 
sufficiont. 
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QUESTION IV. On the Prospeot of RICHES. 

A p;entlenian ciilled upon mo to enquire, whether any 
romarkablo change of circiimst.ances would over happen to 
him in respect of riches, and ‘the time when. Conceiving 
his desire to arise from a stwng impulse of the mind, I took 
the exact time of the day, and erected the following figure 
to resolve this question. 



Tlie lord of the ascendant, and lord of the hour, being ot 
wio nature and triplicity, shews the figure to be radical. 

^ nd as Gemini occupies the cusp of the ascendant. Mercury 
« Its lord, and the querent significator ; and being posited 
>n the eleventh house, in a watery sign, and in trine to Jupi- 
lord of ,the seventh, who is here posited in the sixth, 
a strong argnment of riches by means of servants, or of 
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persons in a subordinate capacity* The Moon who is lady 
of the second, being in her exaltation in trine aspect to 
the Sun, and appling to a trine with Jupiter, and a dexter 
trine aspect with Mercury, declares a great and sudden flow 
of riches to the querent, and that unexpectedly. 

Being much pressed to speak to the particular point of 
time when this good fortune should come up, I considered 
what might be the gentleman’s occupation ; and observ- 
ing Mercury to be his significator, and posited in a watery 
sign, I told him that I judged ho belonged to the sea, and 
had some employment on ship-board, in a capacity whore 
writing or accounts were principally concerned. This ho ac- 
knowledged, by saying ho w'as captain’s Secretary. I then 
observed that his principal significators of wealth and riches 
were also posited in watery signs, as the Moon in Cancer in 
the second house, and Jupiter in Scorpio in the sixth, and 
the Sun and Mercury in Pisces in the eighth, all in trine 
aspects of each other, which plainly indicated these riches 
weie to come by the sea ; and as they were to be sudden, 
and as it were instantaneous, I concluded they would arise 
by the capture of some rich prize, in a south-east dkection 
from London, which is denoted by the part of fortune being 
in the twelfth house, and Venus, its dispositor, in Aquarius, 
a southern sign, in. quartile aspect to tho part of fortune; 
and tho part of fortune being opposite to Jupiter, lord of 
tho seventh, the house of public enemies, also declares tho 
querent’s fortune should come that way ; which is rendered 
still more apparent, by the part of fortune being in sextilo 
to the Moon and Mercury. When I had mentioned these 
particulars, he frankly told me his ship was under sailing 
orders, and he expected to be called on board every hour. 

To ascertain the time when those riches should bo ac- 
quired, I particularly noticed the applicatioi? of Moon to 
the lord of tho ascendant and found them nineteen degrees 
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icliriaiil from a parlilo triue aspect. But the Moon being 
swift in motion, with three degrees north latitude, and 
Mercury having no latitude, I deducted three degrees from 
ihe Moon’s place, which I set down at twelve degrees ; 
and then by subtracting twelve, degrees from twenty-eight 
degrees three minutes, which is Mercury’s pkco) there re- 
Uiuins sixteen degrees three minutes ; which, as the Moon 
is in a movoalilo. sign, and Mercury in a common sign, is 
rqual to sixteen weeks, or thereabout ; and therefore I con- 
cluded this good fortune would happen to him in nearly 
I hat distance of time. And I have since had the satisfac- 
tion of hearing, from the gentleman’s own mouth, that 
this prediction was literally verified by the capture of a rich 
prize} within the time specified.

et judging these, may with ease answer any other that may 
proposed* 

SAaii the (Querent and his Brethren, or 
Neigbours at:cord ? 

^ho Moon, tte ascendant, and its lord, are the significa- 
of the querent } and the third hou^e, and its lord, of the 

45 
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the question is resolved thus : If tlio lord of tlie 
third house he a benevolent phyiet, and in the ascendant^ 
or the Motvi be in good aspect with a fortunate planet in 
the third, the querent and his brothern and neighbours will 
agree well. When the lord of the ascendant and lord of 
the third are in sextilo of trine to each other,* and in inutnal 
reception , or the lord of the third cjist.s a sextile or trine 
to the cusp of the ascendant ; and the lord of the ascen- 
dant or the Moon cast the same to the cusp of the thinl 
house, it is an argu!nent of great unity, love, and conconi 
bctvreen them. When a f(»rtunate planet is in the ascendant, 
and the lord of the ascendant beholds the cusp of the iliird, 
oi applies fiiendly to the lord of the third, it is an argument 
of a good disposition in the querent, and s})oaks liini wfiling 
to accord with his brethren, kindred, and neighbours. And 
jf a fortune bo in tlui tljird, and the lord of the third apply 
3 n harmony to tin. lord of tlie ascendant, the })rethron, kind- 
red, or neiglil)()urs, are most indulging. Those persons whoso 
significators do not apply, are most imperious, and apt to 
disagree ; iind those wliose signiilcutors make apjjlication, 
are flexible, willing and yielding, and desirous of agreement 
and concord. When Satutn, Mars, or the Dragon’.s Tail, 
in such a quest! on ^ shall be in the asc(*ndant, it denotes the 
person enquiring to 1)0 obstinate, and averse to a friendly 
agreement j but if they, or either of them, are posited m 
the third, the brethren, neighbours, and kindred, are of a 
malicious disposition. And if it happen that Saturn or 
shall bo peregrine, retrograde, or combust, the malice 
mischief they threaten will be the more mischiovou?* 
When Saturn or the Dragon’s head are in the third the neigb- 
hours are obstinate, and the kindred covetous and spanOn » • 
If Mars, the kindred are treacherous, and^ the neighhains 
disbone.'i^t. And this is certain, >> lion they are cut ol 
essential dignities. 
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Of the CumUtions and Estate of an ghsent Brother > 

To resolve this question, consider the lord of the third' 
house, for that Inith signification of brethren ; and the house 
wiiero he is posited, because 'that shews the state and condi- 
tions of the (presited. For if the lord of the third’bo in con- 
junction, quiirtilo or opposition of the infortnncs, or in evil 
aspect of the lords of the obscnro houses, the condition of 
the brother is sorrowful ; but if on the contrary ho bo in 
good aspect with the fortunes, and in propitious jdaeos of 
•rile figure, his condition is good and prosperous. If the lord 
of the third bo posited in tho fonrfh, in no evil aspect of the 
malevolents, the brother which is alisent, hath an intention' 
to enrich hlmsolf in tho place where ho is ; for tho fourth, 
house is the second from the third. If the loi-d of the third 
be posited in the fifth, in conjunction with the lord of the- 
fifth, with or without tho reception of the fortunes, it shows 
tho absent brothm- to bo in health and very hapjiily situated. 
But if the lord of the third be in tho filth, void of course, or 
in corporal conjunction, or malicious aspect of the infor- 
'tnnos, and this without reception, and the unfortunate jda- 
nots themselves impeditod, it declares the absent brot.her in a 
bad conflition, indisposed in health, and not contented in 
tile pl|,co where he is. But if ho slnill be found in any of 
the obscure parts of the figure, which .-ire natiually evil, as 
the si.\th, eighth, or twelfth houses, the absent brother is 
not well, nor in a prosperous situation . AV^hen the lord of 
•bird is iouud in the eighth, either in conjunction, sextilo, or 
t'ine ot one of the fortunes, tho absent brother is not w«ell ( 

01 if the lord of the third be joined to evi] planets in the- 
s-ixth honse, or in conjunction with the lord of the sixth, he 
'f- then in an infirm and sickly condition ; and if the lord of 
sixth bo in the third, except the lord of the third be well 
fi'''po,„.(|^ it dcnoti'S tho same. Then nolo whether the lord 
the thin! be fn conjunction with the lord of tho eighth or 
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in combustion ; for .such a configuration declares he will die 
of the infirmity. But if the lord ot the third be in the se- 
venth, the brother is in the same country ho went into at 
first, and, continues there ; and his condition is neither well 
nor ill . If the significator be in the eighth, the absent bro- 
ther is in danger of death, .particularly if he be combust, or 
in conjunction with the lord of the eighth, in conjunction or 
aspect of the infortunes ; for these are strong arguments of 
death. When the lord of the third is in the ninth, it denotes 
that the absent brother is removed from the place he first * 
ivent to, and is gone into a more remote country. And if he 
be in the tenth, in conjunction or good aspect of the for- 
tunate planets, .and with reception , it denotes him to have 
acquired some honour, office, or preferment, in the place 
where ho lives. But if he shall bo in conjunction, quartile, 
or opposition of the infortunea, combust, or any other way 
infortunate, it is to bo feared the absent brother is dead. If 
the lord of the third bo in the eleventh house, in conjunction 
sextile or trine of the fortunes, or in conjunction, with the 
lord of the eleventh, it denotes the absent brother to be at 
the house or place of some friend, where he is hn^>py and 
W'ell : but if he be maliciously beheld of the nufortunato 
planets, he is not pleased with the situation ho is in, but is 
grieved and perplexed. The significator of the absent party, 
in the twelfth house, in conjunction or good aspect of the 
fortunes with reception, and the fortunes themselves no 
way impedited, shews he will deal in merchandize, and gam 
richbs. But, if ho bo infortunate in the twelfth house, 
cither by the bad aspects of the malevolents, or lord of the 
eighth, or in combustion, it shews the absent brother to be 
discontented, troubled, and perplexed, and notjikely to see 
the land of his nativity again. 

Sihall the (Querent's inland Journles be prosperous f 
Persons who travel much in the counlry Acre they 
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live, and have not their nativities to direct them, may have 
occasion to enquire the event of some intended journey ; 
for we know those that travel much do not always travel 
safe but sometimes are in danger either of thieves, sickness, 
or accidents upon their jouriiies, that may occasion them 
to repent the undertaking of them , Now, for the prevention 
of such accidents, and to enable the reader to resolve ques- 
tions of this nature, let the following rules be observed. 
Give the ascendant and his lord, and the Moon to the que- 
*rent ; the third house and lord thereof to signify the jour- 
ney j and if the signficators be swift in motion, or in the 
essential dignites of eacli other, or in conjunction, sextile, 
or trine to each other, in good places of the figure ; the 
journey will be good and prosperous. Or if the Moon bo 
in the third, in sextile to tlie ascendant, or the lord of the 
third cast a sextile or trine to the ascendant, or be in the 
eame ; and the lord of the ascendant well dignified, in the 
third, they also denote a safe and pleasant journey. If the 
lord of the ascendant or Moon a]q)ly to any planet in the 
“third house, or the lord of the third to a planet in the ascen- 
dant, it likewise denotes the journey enquired after to he 
pleasant.* Or, if Jupiter or Venus be in the third house, it 
Bhows tt profitable and delightful journey ; particularly if 
they cast a sextile to the ascendant. The dragon’s tail in 
the third house shews the same. When Saturn, Mars, or 
the dragon’s head are posited in the third house, or afflict 
the lord theifeof or the Moon, it portends an unlucky journey 
to the querent, and very ill success therein. Saturn shews 
the querent to bo melancholy and pensive in his journey ; 
Mars and the dragon’s head shew him to be in danger of 
thieves and robbers ; and if they are in human signs, or 
‘ tiery, it denotes him to be lamed or wounded in his journey. 
^Vhen the lord of the ascendant is retrograde, the querent 
"ill return again before he hath gone to the place ho iu- 
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tended ; and if the- significators bo slow^he makes but 
haste or speed in his journey. If the lord of the sixth afflict 
the significators, the querent will fall sick by the way ; if 
the lord of the twelfth, ho will lie impeded by malicious peo- 
ple ; and if the lord of the eighth be the afflicting planet, 
it shews danger of death j. pavticularly if the significators 
are near violent fixed stars. 

Reports and Rumours^ ivhether true or false ? 

This question may be answered thus : Observe the lord 
of the ascendant and the Moon and tlio dispositor of thou 
Moon, and see if either of them bo in an angle or succoedent 
house ill a fixed sign, or in good as[>ect with Jupiter, tlio 
Sun, or Venus ; for usually upon such configurations, tlio 
reports and rumours arc true. Hut if the lord of the ascen- 
dant or the Moon be afflicted of Saturn or Mars, or cmlent 
from an angle, although they l)C strong in the sign where 
they are, yet the rumour is false, liumours are also true 
and good when the angles of the figure are fixed signs, and 
the Moon and Mercury in fixed signs, separating from the 
infortunes, and applying to a fortune posited in any of the* 
angles of the figure. 8o also when the angles of the tenth 
and fourth houses aro fixed, and the Moon shitll be re- 
ceived in either of them, although the rumours and reports 
bo of an evil nature, yet they will hold true. If the fortu- 
nate planets Jupiter and Venus shall bo in the ascendant, 
and the Moon at the same time unfortunate, let the rumours 
or Reports be ever so mischievous and unlucky,, they will bo 
euro to prove false, and come to nothing. Mercury being 
retrograde or otherwise afflicted, declares ill rumours to be 
false ; the like doth the affliction of that planet to whom 
Mer^jury or the Moon applies. If the lord of the ascendant 
or the Moon shall be under the Sun-beams, the truth of 
rumour is kept secret by men in power, and few shall kno«^ 
the trutb^theroof. If the Moon be void of cefarse, or hi 
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til<5 ot opposition of Mercury, and neitlier of them cast 
thoir sextile or trine aspects to the ascendant, the news or 
rumour is vain and false, and may bo safely contradicted. 

The Advicet of a Friend^ whether good or had ? 

It sometimes happens that neighbours or friends in sun- 
dry difficult or embarrassed circumstances, will advise and 
persuade a person what he had best to do in such a case ; 
and if it be required to know whether they intend faithfully, 
or perfidiously, by such advice, erect your figure to the mo- 
ment of time they first drop their counsel, and judge as 
follows : Behold the mid-heaven, that being the house sig- 
nifying advice, and see if there be any fortunate star or pla- 
net posited therein ; for then the counsel or advice is serious 
and good, and will bo proper to follow. But if an infortune 
bo found in the tenth house, the friends that pretend coun- 
sel act deceitfully, and intend knavishly. Sihly

1st Query. — If Living or Dead ? 

The ascendant doth here represent the shape and form of 
him who asked the question, with consideration had to 
^turn, lord of the sign. The querent was lean, spare of 
body, and a real Saturnine mail, &c. 

Taurus, i^ the ascendant of the 3d hbuse, and 
being lady tijweofj reproBwted the absent brother. 
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Venus, the significator of the quesited, being noways 
afflicted, either by Mercury, lord of the 8th in the figure 
<jr Mars, lord of the quesited’s 8th ; and the separation 
of the Moon, being good, viz, a trine of Jupiter, and Cou- . 
junction of Mercufry who is in good aspect to Jdpiter, and 
going, to Partile of Sun on the cusp of the midheaven, 

I judged the absent brother was alive, and had had no 
manner of accident, but was in good health, 

2d, Qubby. — When he should hear of him ? 

Venus lady of the 3d applies ‘to a friendly trine of Saturn 
lord of the ascendant, and Saturn being retrograde, applies 
also to the a,spect of Venus ; a very ^ood argument that 
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ihe querent should hear news of his brother very suddenly. 
And if you look into the Ephemetna for 7th November, 1645 
you will find that, about four o’clock on that very day, tha 
trine aspect between Venus and Saturn was foriiied. I there- 
fore advised the querent to ^go to the carriet's of those coun- 
tries where he knew his brother had been, and asked when 
tlK?y saw the quesited ; for I told him that it was probable 
that he should hear of him that very day. {He has aince 
mijidently affirmed, that about the very moment of time, viz, 
about four, a carrier came casually tohere he was, andinformr 
td him that his brother was living, and in health.) 

Where he icas ? 

His journey was into the west At time of the question 
I find Venus, his significator, leaving Sagittarius, a north- 
east sign, and entering Capricornus, a south sign ; where- 
on I judged he was in the south-east part of the country 
unto which he went. And as Venus was not far out of the 
ascendant, and was in the oriental quarter of heaven, that 
he was <iot above one or two day's journey from London ; 
and as^ Venus was leaving Sagittarius, and entering a sign in 
which she has dignities by tripliciiy and term, I judged the 
man was leaving the country where ho, had no possession 
or habitation, and was coining to liis own house in London, 
where he Jiad good property. As Venus ^pnted one degree 
of getting out of the sign, I judged he would be at home 
in less than oni week ; for Sagittarius, is a common sign 
and one degree therein in this question might well denote 
one week. He came home on the following Tuesday, when 
Moon, came to Conjunction of Venus, she being then gotinto 
Capricornus, in her own term and diurnal triplicity. The 
significatera being in trine, these two brothers alwaya 
aud do; Jiv^.tery apaicably together.

If tla» lord of the anfondant, (»r the Moon» ho 
in the fourth lioust*, or the lord of the fourth in the tirsr, 
or if either of them are in conjunction with the lord ot 
the fourth or in soxtile or fiine to him with rot'option. it 
doclares the accomplishment of tlio thing without iiiipedi- 
nieiit or liiinlerance. But if they are joined without 
tion, or in (pjartile or oppositiem with perfect., reception, 
the (j^uerent may possibly obtain his desire. Or if the 
iiiticators he not joined together, either hy body or asprrt, 
yet if there ho a translation of light between them, either 
by the ^loon, or itnother planet, it sjicws a possibility 
the purchase, tliongh with much difficulty and trouble.

But if 
the application or translation of light be by qihirtile or 
opj>osition, the buyer and seller will at last agree ; but 
it will bo w ith much lal>oar and loss of time, and after 
niiiny [>roiKibilities of breaking off, If the lord of tho as- 
eeiulaiit or tln^ Moon apply to tho lord of the fourth ; or 
if the lord of thi3 fourth, or the Moon, apply to tho loid of 
the asceiidiint ; or if the lord of tho fourth alone shall apply 
to tho lord of th * ascendant, and there bo a reception be- 
tween th(un, or if the lor<l of the ascendant orthoMoon, bo in 
tlie foiirjh, or lord of the fourth in the ascendant, they denote 
the party onqniriiig shall buy or pundtase the land or inheri- 
tance enquired after.

it the two unfortunate planoU are posited therein, either 
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potent, or peregrine/ tlie thing inquired after will bo watr- 
ted by the buyer ; and at present is in no very good con- 
dition. If the lord of the fourth he infortunated, either 
by retrogvadation, detriment, fall, or peregrination, it de- 
notes the house or land to be bad, or so encumbered that 
it will never continue long* with the purchaser. But if tlie 
fortunate planets, or the Dragon’s tail, be in the fourth 
house, it shews the business inquired after to bo good j 
and the buyer or purchaser shall be a gainer thereby. When 
the fortunate jdanet cast their benevolent rays unto tlie 
fourth house, and the lord of the fourth shall be posited 
in sextile or trine to the second house or his lord, it is 
an argument that the bargain is good, and the purchaser 
ehall be a gainer thereby. If Aries, Leo, or Sagittarius 
ho upon the cus[) of the fourth house, it denotes an estate 
to bo hilly, hard, and dry. If Taurus, Virgo, or Capri- 
corn, the land is level, and very gooih If Gemini, Libra, 
or Aquaries, the ground is some ])art high and some low ; 
and is in quality neither very good nor very bud. If Can- 
cer, Scorpio, or Pisces it abouiuls with much water. An 
unfortunte planet in the fourth, retrograde, shews the land 
or house will. turn out very unlucky, and not bo worth 
the taking, and will l)e accompanied with many infelici- 
ties ; but if a fortunate planet bo po.sit.ed there strong> 
the land is .good, and may well invite the querent to go 
on, for he will have a good bargain. * 

iJ/ best for a Person to remove, or abide where he is ? 

In this question give the ascendant and lord thereof, 
to signify the querent ; the seventh house and the lord 
thereof, to signify the place to which he would go ; 
fourth house and his lord, »the substance of the queront, 
and the tenth house and his lord, the profit of removal* 
The lord of the ascendant or fourth in the seventh, and 
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lord of tlie ascendant and seventh, fortunate plunots, swift 
in motion, strong and potent where they are, the querent 
then will do well to remain, where he is and not remove, 
Bui if the lord of the seventh bo with a good planet, 
and the lords of the ascendant or fourth with an evil one, 
the (juerent had better remove, 'for be will got little by 
continuing where he is. Fortunate planets in the ascen- 
(i:mt or fourth, may invito the querent to remain whore 
Lo is : If the lords of those Souses are in conjunction or 
’^rood aspects with fortunate stars, it denotes the same. 
Unfortunate planets in the ascendant or fourth, shew the 
querent it is good to remove ; and if the lords of the as- 
coiulaut and fourth bo atHictod by the malignants, either 
by body or aspect, it denotes the same. Observe the afflict- 
ing planet or planets, and the house or houses they govern, 
for from thence the occasion of the mischief the querent 
sustains, is known ; the like observe of the assisting or 
friendly planets, whence a rational answer to the ques- 
tion proposed will be easily obtained.

It is not uncommon for penurious persons to hide trea- 
sure in their life time, and to go out of the world with- 
out informing their heirs or e^^cutors .where to find it. 
Whenever this is suspected to be the case, and a question 

grounded upon it, erect your figure, an4 consider what 
application, reception, translation, &c. there may be^be- 
hveen the lords of the ascentlaiit and fourth house. If 
fhere be a friendly a[)plication and reception, the person 
inquiring shall obtain the treasure he enquires after ; but 
il there bo a quartile or opposition between the significa- 
: tors, without reception, the treasure will very hardly be 
i found. When, the significators apply to each other cor- 
i iu a fixed sign, there is much hopes of finding 
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and obtaiiiing tLe^ same sudtlonly ; particularly if tbe ap- 
plication bo in a good house. Both or either of the lights 
in the ascendant no way unfi^rtimated^ or else friendly ho- 
holding tlie same, argues a s{)eedy recovery of the trea- 
sure hid ; but if instead then^of they hH]>|)en to bo ea- 
dent, or in quartile or opposition thereto, it denoti^s small 
hopes. If the part of fortune Ih^ in tlio ascendant, and 
beheld by fortunate planets, or tlie luminaries, the qnoroiit 
will then have a fair prospect of ac«piiring his wishes ;

Ihit on 
the contrary, if infortunes be in the fourth house, or tlio 
luminaries weak there, it is an nrgninent of irrocovri} ; | 
or shews that it has been taken away Ixdoro. 

Is the Treasure hidden in Lite place supposed ? 

A question being thus in a general way proj)Oun(W, 
give the lord of the ascendant and the Moon to the f|U0iei>t 
for his significators ; the fourth house, and the plaiieUr 
planote posited therein, will signify tlie treasure inquiry- 
after. When Jupiter, Venus, or the Dragon’s head, is 
the fourth house, they declare treasure to bo in the 
supposed ; and, if they l>o in > their essential 
it is very certain that thero is a great deal there. * 
any of the other planets are posited in their own 
or in the fourth bouse without inipcdimont, it 
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there is treasure in the place supposed.* But if the fourA 
house be infortunated with the Dnigon’s tail, or Saturn, 
or Mars be there, and no Aays essentially dignified j or, 
if haturn or Mars cjist a qiiartilo or oppositidn there- 
unto, there is no treasure at •all. .The lord of the fourth 
ir the Moon separated from goocl planets, shew that there 
has boon treasure hid in the place 8uppo.scd, but it is gone.

Shall the Querent eyijoy the Estate of his Father ; 

This question is oftentimes of great importance to the 
proponent, and therefore ought to bo contemplated with 
more than usilal acuteness. If in the figure judiciously 
erected, and correct to time, tlie lord of tho second ; and 
lord of the fifth, are found in the mutual dignities of 
each othar ; or tho lord of tho second in tho fifth, or lord 
of the fifth in tho second ; the querent will enjoy the estate 
of his father. But if the lord of fifth house be retrograde, 
or alHictcd by some malevolent planet, it presages that much 
of the estate which the queronPs father intended for bimj 
>vill be wasted, or other ways disposed of. When the lord 
or the fifth disposes of tho part of fortune in the' ascendant, 
or second house of tho figure, there is no fear but the 
querent will eryoy what he expects from his father. The 
lord of tho ascendant, or socoml house, disposing of lord 
uf the fifth, shews the thing inquired after to bo so se- 
cured to tho quorent, that ho cannot be deprived of it* Tho 
Moon transferring the light of tho lord of the fifth by sox- 
flk or trine, to the lord of the second, or lord of tho ascen- 
declares the question inquired after to come to 
^®od ; or if Jupiter or Venus in tho fifth, shall friendly 
® the lord qf the second or a planet in the second, it 
the same. If the lord of the second and fifth apply

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to a ;goo3 or a corporal conjunction by rotro^rada- 

tion, the querent will receive some of his father’s estata 
Tory shortly, and in his fathoi^’s life time ; but if the lord 
of the fourth be in aspect with an infortune, or an iiil’or- 
tune in the forjrth, it denotes the father will not part with any 
thing till his death. 

EXAMPLE. On paternal INHERITANCE. 

A young gentleman in the navy, who had been raiiiep 
wild, and was in eonso(pionco under the displeasure of his 
parents, having been threatened to be disinherited, came 
the instant ho received this unfavourable news, and in- 
quired of me whether ho should, or should not, enjoy liis 
father’s estate. To resolve his doubts, I projected the figure 
following. 
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TTio ascendant and its lord represent tJro querent and aa 
Jqiiaries occupies the cusp thereof, Saturn i* hig significa- 
tor. The father is represenfdd by the fourth house ; and 
Mercury, thfr lord thereof, is his sign! fica tor. Tho second 

Iionse and its lord signify tliv* qnorqnt’s substance ; and the’ 
fifth bouse and its lord tho subsfance of the father. Here 
we find Mercury in conjunction with Jupiter in the eighth 
bonse, whick is the father’s fourth, and implies a substantial 
fortune, particularly as the sun is posited in tho same house 
with mutual reception between the two significators of subs- 
tance, whereby it is evident that the son will inlierit tho* 
fiitlior’s estate and fortune. 

The conjunction of Jupiter with Mercury, the father’s 
sijrnifieator, is also a strong argumont of patcrnul regard* 
on the side of the father ; and theroforo I informed him’ 
that there appeared to me no doubt but Ke would succeed 
to the estate of his ancestors, provided' he acted at all consis- 
tent with tho duty and obedience of a son, and would use 
V^opor endeavours to regain his father’s good will and for- 
f;ivoness, and aim to be more prudent and careful in spen- 
hiig his sneome ; for the position of Jupiter declares him' 
to be regardless of money among his companions and acquain- 
taiice, and extravagantly generous and good natiired. TIi# 
f^njtmtion of Mars, with Venus likewise •shews his desiro 
^ter women, and denotes that they will be a continual 
Source of m-iftfortune and ©xpence to him, and will holp off 
Kotiv fast with his Money ; but the position of the fortun^to^ 
of the moon in his second house sufficiently indicatea 
that lie ;vu|i competent provision during life.

"^his house rfj)pertain8 to the birth of children, embas- 
; iiiesgoiiiztns,. &c. and hath these questions proper to it* 
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1. Whetlier a Woman shall ever have chidren ? 

2. In ivhat time shall she conceive ? 

3. Whether a Woman inquiring he with Child ? 

4. Whether she be pregnant ivith a Boy or Girl f 

5. Shall she have Twins ? 

6. When will the Birth happen ? 

7. Of a Messenger sent of a Message ? 

And by knowing how to resolve these questions, tho 
reader will ho able to answer any others belonging to tbia* 
house. 

Whether a Woynnn shall ever have children ? 

To answer this question, carefully observe tho ascen- 
dant, his loixi, and the Moon, and if either of them bo joined 
to the lord of the fifth, tho querent shall have cbildorii. 
But if neither of those happen, note whether any other 
planets transfer the light of the lord of the ascendant to tho 
lord of the fifth ; for that is an argument, that tho que- 
rent may have children. Consider also whether tho 
of tho fifth bo fruitful, and whoLhor the lord of tho fifth, 
the Moon, tho ascendant, and his lord, aro in prolific signs ; 
for if so, it is an assured argument that tho querent will 
have issue. If tho lord of tho ascendant, or the Moon, bo 
posited in tho fifth house, tho querent will have children ; or 
if the lord of tho fifth house be in the ascendant, it declares 
the same. If neither the lord of tho ascendant, or the Moon, 
apply to tho loni of the fifth, yet if there be a translation 
of light and virtue between them, tho querent need not 
doubt of having children. But if all tho significators be in 
eterile signs, and in defective degrees of those signs, t^^ 
querent will rarely have issue. So also if Venus, the 
al signifloator of children or’ issue, bo affiictod, either f 
presence of Saturn, Mars, or the Dragorfs tail, 
bast of tho Sun, the querent will not have 
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or the Dragon’s tail in the fifth, or afHioting the lord of the 
fifth, generally denies issue,., and if Saturn or Mars be in 
qiiartile or opposition to tl/e fifth house, or his lord, it por- 
tends the same. Lastly, consider the planets J*upiter and 
AVnus, and if you find either of them in the fifth, third, 
first, ninth, or eleventh houses,* free from all impediments, 
the querent will certainly have children. 

In what time shall the Woman conceive ? 

Having before found a possibility of issue, it may be 
nsked when the time shall !)o ? to answer which, observe 
in what sign the lord of the fifth house is posited, and 
what planet or planets are in configuration, with him ; 
for, if he be in the ascendant, fifth, or eleventh house, in 
fruitful signs, and with fruitful planets, the querent may 
fiuddcnly conceive. If the lord of the fifth be in the first 
house, the querent may conceive in the first year. If in the 
second, the second year. If in the tenth, the third yean 
^ If in the seventh, the fourth year. If in the fourth house, 
the fifth your ; and so on. Or, having noted the capacity 
and condition of the querent for conception, observe the dis- 
tance batwoefi the friendly aspects of the Moon, or lord of 
the ascendant, with the lord of the fifth, and Jupiter or 
Venus, and judge of the time thus ; If 4;hey are in move- 
able signs, their degrees of distance shew weeks or days ; 
*in commo^ signs, months or weeks ; in f}xod signs, years 
or months, &c. as before direckd in questions that relate to 
time. 

1/ a Woman inquiring he with Child ? 

It sometimes happens that a woman has reason to believe 
is with child, and yot, owing to some internal complaint 
be in doubt about it, a»d by ^hat moans bo led to 
the quoslipn, whether she bo or not ? The question 
is found by tbeso rules ; If the lord of the ascendant or 
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the Moon, behold lord of the fifth with any good a^ect or 
translation ; or they, or cithcf of them* happen to bo positoit 
in the fifth house ; the woman inquiring is with child. And 
when the slgnificators apply friendly, or are posited in fruit- 
fnl signs, ami in frnitful houses also, as the fifth, ele- 
venth, and seventh, the party inquiring is with chilli. Tlio 
lord of tlio ascendant, or the lord of tlie ftfth, aspeeting a. 
planet with reception in an angle, an<l the Moon, in recep- 
tion with a planet essentially fortifi<Ml in an angle, also 
shews the qnen»nt to he pregnant. Jii])iter, the natural sig- 
nifioator of childerii, in the oHendant, fiftli, seventh, or ele- 
vcntli houses, no wav aiHitded of the infortnnes^, denotes the 
querent to be with child. Hut it Jupiter be aftiioted, or ca- 
dent, tlio woman inquiring is not with child. If the lord 
of the tenth, and b^in, be in good places of the figure, 
and in friendly configuration with the fortunes, tlio wo- 
man inquiring is w’ith child. Like^^ise, if the Moon, and 
the lords of the tripliclty she is in, be w(*ll located’ in signs 
of many children, as Cancer, Scorpio, or Pisces, the wo- 
man has concemvd. So also, if Jupiter and \ emm bo ]h> 
sited in angles, free from the nmrKuous beanrs of Jlio in- 
fortuunes, the w^oman is certainly with ehild.

To answer this question, ohservo Ihe ascepJaiit, 
lorJ, the fifth house, and tho lord |thcrct>f, togolhet 
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tbrt Moon, and planet to whom she applies j for if they, or 
Bfiost of them, he in niascuUrio the querent is with child 
of a boy; but if in fominiho signs, it is a girl. The said 
signiiicators, though in feminine signs, yet if they are in 
aspect with masculine plan'ets, ami in houses masculine, and 
with stars of a masculine nature and disposition, the woman 
will Lave a male-child. Masculine planets are Saturn, Jupi-* 
ter, Mars, and the Sun ; the teminino are Venus and Moon ; 
Mercury is in his nature convertible, and is either mascu- 
line or feminine, according to the planet or planets ho is in 
aspect with. Signs of a masculino disposition (*r nature, 
aro Aries, Gemini, Leo, Libra, t'agittarins, and Aqiiaries. And 
feminine signs, aro Taurus, Cancer, Virgo, Scorpio, Capri- 
corn, and Pisces ; which being well observed, the sex is 
easily discovered. 

Sluill she have Tirins, or more than one ? 

Consider what sign is ascending, and where the lord 
ilicreof is posited, atid what sign is upon the cusp of thei 
filth house ; for if tlio signilicators aro in bi-corporal or 
doubled bodied signs, tho querent will very probably have 
two Children. If Jupiter, Venus, or tho JVagon's Head| 
l^e in a fruitful sign, cither in tho fifth, or ascendant it is 
possible for the querent to have three children ; particular- 
ly if the Moon lend her assistance. But if these planets 
are not posited in tho ascendant, or fifth house ; yet if they 
cast their friendly rays to either of them, it is an argument 
that the querent will have twins.

Observe the ascendant, its loni, and the Moon ; and if 
the lord of the ascendant or Moon he joined to the lord of 
the 5th, they shall have issue hy the party inquired of. If 
this be not, observe whether translation or collection of light 
occur between the significatorM, or whether Moon, or lord 
of the ascendant be in the 5th, or the lord of the 5th in tho 
ascendant. These are all testimonies in the aflirmutit’c. Jf 
Jupiter, or Venus bo in tho 5th no way afflicted, child will 
be very speedily born ; and if they, or cither of thorn, be in 
the ascendant or llth, there will be children, but not so 
speedily. But if tho fortunes bo afflicted while in those 
places, there is danger of the child being born dead, or dy- 
ing shortly after birth. If there be signs of children, yet 
Venus, be afflicted by Saturn or Mars, there is danger of 
some accident, &c. to the mother before tho birth. 

If Saturn, or Mars, or Dragon’s Tail, (and Uranns, if 
afflicted), bo in the 5th, or the two former cast their Opposi- 
tion, to its cusp, tho woman i‘s not with child, nor will 
be. The Square aspects of the infortunes to tho cusp of the 
5 th denotes no conception, unless they be strong and fhoro 
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y Ollier good testimoiiiei, Th« lord of* tho 6tb, weak, &c,/ 
duuotes a sickly child.

jndge according to the nature of the aspect. If the separa- 
tion be from a Trine Aspect, say she is in the 5th month of 
her conception, or the 3d ; it it bo a Soxtile, she is in the 2ii 
or 6rh month ; if a Square, she is in the 4th month ; an Op- 
position, gives the 7th month ; and if it be (Jonjunetion, then 
she has been pregnant only one month, LIIli/. 

Of IlJ.IiGlTIMATK CHILDUKti. 

Tn giving general juilgincnt on figures, it is some times 
necessary to give the querent contiilenco in the ability of your- 
self, and in the truth of Astrology, from some important part 
event ; and to do so, take the following rules to show.

Tho Sun in tho 7tb, dr ruler of 
tho 7th in the Lst, a good testimony. Mercury and Jupiter in 
thoir own houses ; tliougli if Uranus,^ Saturn, Mars, or Dra- 
gon’s Tail he in the 5th, and mt badly situated, she has thoit 
bad many temptations. 

The Number of Chihlren, 

I would advise the student to ho very mindful how hef* 
answt^rs this question ; for it is extremely difficult to say, 
unless the JNains be cast for life. However, I generally find* 
the number of offspring by tho number of good as[)ects be- 
tween tho ruler of tho 5th and other bonetic planetsv 

It is said, that Venus being lady of the lst, and in the 
Sih, in Cancer or Scorpio, gives three children, and if this^ 
be Pisces, there will ho six children j should tho Moon 
with Venus, there will be nine cliildren. A fortune in 
Trine to good planets, gives an additional throe, or if in 
textile, two.

Tlie ruler of tho 1st, 5th, or the Moon, in Gemini, Leo» 
or Virgo, Venus in Conjauction of Sun, or in bad aspect

Of a Messenger sent on ah Etnbassy, or an any 
important Business. 

When this question is proposed, give the ascendant aiul 
his lord to him that sent the inessonger ; the seventh houno 
anti his lord to signify him to whom the messenger is sent ; 
and let the Moon signify the message itstdf ; and the lord 
of the fifth the messenger, and his management or ordering 
of the business. When the lord of the fifth house shall se- 
parate from the lord of the seventh, and apply to the loril 
of the ascendant, then jutlgo the messenger hath affoettd 
his business, and is returning again. And if he separates 
from the lord of the second, ho then brings money with 
him, let the significutor of that house bo either a fortune or 
infortune. If the significator of the messenger separates 
from fortunate planets, it is an argument he has been honest, 
and will bring good tidings of the business ; butjf ho se- 
parates from the malevolonts, it shows the messenger 
done his business lamely, or Las been hindered in the per- 
formance of it. If the significator of the messenger applies to 
an infortuuo by quartilo or opj)Osition, and this before lie can 
separate from the lord of the seventh, it signifies that the^ 
messenger has met with some impediment in* the busiiK-^ 
ho went about from the party to whom he was sent. Ihit d 
the significator of the messenger shall go to the quartilo or 
opposition of either of the infortunes, after he is separated froni 
the lord of the seventh ; the messenger will receive some preju- 
dice or impediment in his way home. If there he fouml uu 
infortune in the ninth, the raeseongor will not^ travel safe, 
will bo in danger of highway robbery, and bodily hurt ; 
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if on the contrary, a fortune be in the ninth, he will travel 
safe. If the lord of the ascendant and lord of the fifth are 
in reception, or in good aspect from good places of the figure, 
the messenger is faithful, just, and honest ; particularly if 
he be either a fortune, or in* good aspect with a fortune. But 
if there be no reception or aspect, and the configuration 
with, or in the dignities of an infortnne, the contrary. If 
there happen a reception between tbo lord of the seventh, 

, and the lord of the fifth, the messenger will bo received ; 
and if at the same time the lord of the fifth or Mercury iran- 
Bhite the virtue of the lord of the seventh to the lord of the 
ascendant, the querent obtains whatsoever ho hoped for by 
the incssugo, which I have often found true iu a variety of 
iiisitanccs. 
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EXAMPLE. On CHILD-BEARING. 

A lady having been some time inarricd, uiibout having 
any reason to suppose herself pregnant^ and being very de- 
sirous of children, came to inquire whether she shonld ever 
breed. Having every reason to believe the (iuestioii sincere 
and radical, 1 took down the precise time of the day, and 
erected this figure to corresjwnd with it* 

No position of the planets, perhai>s, could be more far 
vourablo to the desires of a quenmt, than those in the above • 
scheme. As Libra rises upon the ascendant, Venus is lady 
thereof, and signiticatrix of the querent ^ and being positod 
in the fifth house, in Ikt exaltation, having iho fruitful sign 
Pisces upon the cusp thereof, is one infiillible ]>roof that the 
querent will have children. TIu^ ]\Ioon, whiidi is tJio anihor 
of all radical moisture, is se|n;ratlng from the conjunction ot 
the Sun, the author of all vital spirit, aixl applies to a sev 
tile aspect of Jupiter, a benevolent and prolific ])Ian<‘t, und 
from thence forms a cojunclion with Venus, the cjnerent’s 
significator ; and then joins her fortunate node. From these 
considerations 1 hesitated not a moment to infonn the quer- 
ent that she would be the mother of a large and nftmerou.^ 
offspring. This is declared by the po>>iliou of Venus in 
fifth house, which gives throe children ; and being lady ol tlio 
ascendant, in conjiTnctioii with the Dragon’s Hoad, or fortu- 
nate node of tho Moon, gives three more. The Moon being^ 
likewise in conjunction with them, adds three Eioro ; 
makes the number nine. And as these configurations are all 
posited in the double-bodied fruitful sign Pisces, it double;^ 
the number, and declares there shall be eighteen children* 
This judgment is strengthened by Jupiter’s soxtile aspect 
with tho above significators, and thereby adds two more to 
the number ; which induced me to infonn the lady that she 
would in all probability be the mother of tweivty children. 

This is an extraordinary instance of iho position ol 
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heavens to ^ivc fruitfulness and fecundity, and what I Lava 
rarely found either in genitures, or horary figures ; and there- 
fore I would w’ish the reader to note, in order to enable him 
to judge of other questions of the like nature, that if the 
lord of the ascendant be in Ihe seyenth house, or the lord of 
the fifth in the first, or the lord of the first in the fifth ; or if 
the lord of the fifth be in the seventh, or tlio lord of the se- 
venth, in the fifth, or the ]\Ioon posited with them, or good 
planets in the ascendant, or with the Iprd of the fifth or si- 
tuat(*<l in any of the angles, there is in none of those in- 
stances any sort of doubt hut the lady Avill conceive. But 
^^hennonoof these testimonies concur, and barren signs or 
evil planets occupy the abovo-moutioiied places, she has not 
now, nor will over conceive. When good and evil planets 
arc promiscuously j()in('d together, sho may perhaps con- 
ceive, and have children, ])ut tliey will not live, nor ever 
come to maturity. — But to return.— The lady then pressed 
me to inform her how long I thought it might be before she 
should conceive with Ikt first child. To satisfy her on this 
head, I referred to th(3 figure, and observed the Moon within 
six degVoes jflft^^-ojio minutes of a partile conjunction with 
Venus, the querent’s significatrix ; and the Moon being in a 
common sign. I computed the time to bo at six weeks and 
t'vo days, and desiring her to take, notice of the time, had no 
doubt but she would soon after have reason to believe herself 
pregnant: 

It is no less rcniaikablo than true, that exactly as I had 
predicted, the event turned out ; for the lady some months 
jlter, very politely called to thank me for the information I 
had given her, and declared her conception to have taken 
idjico as near as possible from the time I had mentioned. 
Inuring this conversation, she desired me to inform her whe- 
sho was breeding with a boy or a girl, and finding her se- 
in the demand, I solved it by the following figure* Sihly,

or Female ; and about lehat Time she should be delivered ?

In this case I followed the method of taking only the pli^- 
rality of testimonies of the proper sifjnijicators^ whether mas- 
culine or feminine, and so gave judgment.

The Moon increasing in light and mo- 
tioji, and being p()sil<‘d in goml bouses of heaven, in sextilo 
or trine of the lord of the ascemkint, denotes great hopes of 
life ; if the lord of tlie U'^eendant be an infortniie, in this 
jiiilgmciit, it \Aill no way atfeet the sick party. AVhen the 
* Meuii shall eith<u- l)(‘ I'ound in the ascendant, or m any of 
lu‘i- dignities, or shall east a sextile or trine thereunto, it is a 
giviit argpmeyi tho sick will not die of the disease afflicting. 

Tl)e lord of the ascendant, and the j\loon combust of tho 
^*ui, <lciiotc death, unless tiiore bo some reee})tion between 
tile Sun and tluun ; and if they shall he in conjunction with 
die lord of the eighth, except Jupiter or V(‘nus interpose 
their friendly beams, it shews the same. *Tlio lord of tho 
t‘>ghth in an angle, and tlie Moon, and lord of the ascentlant 
cadent, or afflicted of the infortunos, presage mortality ; tho 
‘tpplicutiou of the lord of the ascendant or the Moon unto 
die lord of the eighth by evil aspect, shews the same ; and if 
ke ail inlbrtune, it puts tJie matter past all doubt. The 
k>id ot the ascendant in tho e’ighth, dr lord of tlio eighth in 
dio useoudant, d(*elares tlie iiTeco\ery of the sick. It the lord 
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of the h<i ill tlio nruJ the lor*} of tlie nfiColuL'nii 

ill Hio fuiirlh, si,\tli< or sovoiitli honsos, aii}' N\iiy aftiiolc**!, it 
])ortoud.‘^ death to tlic sick part^y. The Jord of the asoi'iidiiiil 
ami Moon with \ioleiit, (i\ed stars, aeeordiiin to their latitudo^ 
general!} dmiote th'atli unto tlie siek. 

VV.N-t/m of Rt'voceioj, 

Tile Moorj,a|)|dyIng tea fortune, powerinij denotes that tho 
party will [)0 re.^torv**! to his fonmu’ Jieulih. If reeeptiou hi 
hetwemi the lords of the aseendaut and ^^tli by hon^e or tri- 
]dieity, the forinnes as**lsting the degree ase('nnding, or (lint 
on the t)th, or th<* .\Iuon, hy Conjunction, Sextih^, or Trine, (Ik^ 
^sick will perfect!) ri'covei*. Tin* lord of the ascendant, beiii^ :i 
lieiiefic planet, or any fortnm; in an angle and no ill asjxicts 
cast thereto, signities health. A certain sign of recovery is, 
when ISun, Jupiter, V enus, or Moon ho in tho ascendant, and 
no ways atHictod by th(3 lonl of tho hth or tSth house j tho 
more so if in the houses of the lights or beuelies. Tho Mona 
in her own house, or the liouses of Ju 2 )iter, or Venus, and in 
any aspect to those heiiolics, and no >\ay alHieted hy Uranii^, 
Saturn, or Mars, denotes healtli and life. Whene\er Moon 
in Conjunction \>ilh Jupiter occurs, it denotes ,i*ecOYcry, but 
if in Capriconuis, less than any other sign. If Moon apply 
to the lord of the ascendant by good aspect, ami ho unalihct- 
ed (by the lord of ^th, or (itli especially), recovery is 
promised. » 

AVhen at the first fulling sick of tho party, Moon is void 
of course, and at her next crisis meets a ISextile or trine oi 
Jupiter, or Venus in the exact degree wliieh torins tho pet tort 
critical asj^ect, tho patient will undoubtedly recover, bo ho 
never so ill at tini (3 of asking (ho question. 11 at the com 
moncement of a disease, iSuii, Moon, and tho lord ot (ho 
ascendant, are free from ill aspects of the in fortunes or 
of tho 8th there are assured hopes of life. 
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Tho lord of tlie asccnduift and Moon in Conjunction \\ llli 
thf' lord of the 8(h, without interposing aspects of fortunes. 

The lord of the asc 0 n(tai>t cad^uit, and the lord of the 8tli 
i!i an angle, especially if the latter he an infortune. The 
Moon ap|)lying to a planet in the 8th, and afliictod ; and the 
lord of tlie ascendant applying to the lord of the 8th or to 
evil planets therein, are very dangerous. The Moon trans- 
ferring the light of the lord of the 8th to the lord of the 
ascendant, usually (hniotos death. 8o when the lord of the 
8tli is in the ascendant, the lord of the ascendant and Moon 
l)oth being atHicto<l or the lord of the ascendant being in the 
8tli and afflicted, and Moon also weak and in no dignity. 
The lord of the ascendant under the Eartli, and in ill aspect 
to the lord of the 8th in the 8th, or if the two lords bo in 
Conjunction in the 4tli house. It is a very ill sign when 
the lord of the ascendant ia in Conjunction with the lords of 
die 4th, ()th, 8th, or 12th. 

The lord of the ascendant combust in the ascendant, or 
die lord of the 8tb in the 10th, and the lord of the ascendant 
in the 4th, bfh, or 12tli, and afflicted by nieletics, are very 
f'vil. The lord of the 8ih retrograde and conjoined with tlie 
Moon, or in Square or Opposition to her^ shews death. The 
lord of tlie ascendant in Leo or Aquarius, and evilly affected 
‘ i>y the loi;ds of the ffth or 12th, shows little liopes of recovery ; 
his being conjoined with Aldebaran, Antares^Capvt, AU 
w/,^r other violent fixed stars, is also evil. And it both 
dglits 1)0 afflicted by Saturn in an angle, it is testimony ol a 
led ions, long illness. 

The J\roon in tlio 4th with Mars, or the Sun with Saturn, 
tostiinouies of death ; also the Moon near the ensp of the 
‘^'’Cendant, in Square of Mars from tlie 4th. The ]\Ioon com- 
in the 8tli, or if lady of the Cth and combust in the 
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asrvixluHt ur 4 ill, tlio jsame ; and o«ipocIally if tlic 8ili l»o 
aftlicied. 

The Conjunction of Moon Ai^iih 81111 is a very ill si^n, 
especially vlien she has not yet passed 8un ; however, wIkmi 
the Conjunction is in Aries, or Leo, it is not quite so evil. 

In all cases the multiplicity of testimonies must l>e ol)> 
served, the strength of the afflicting planets, and the absence 
ot assistance to neutralize the evil influence, before you pre- 
dict death. 

To kvoir whether the Querent he realJf/ ill or not. 

If the ascendant bo not afflicted, nor its lord out of all his 
‘essential dignities, nor afflict(‘d by S.atnrn, Mars, 01 the lord 
of the 6th, ho is not. Or if no planet afflict the bill hoii'^o 
by its presence, or the Moon he not afflicted in the 8tli or 
]2th, or if you find Jupiter, or Venus, or Dragon’s Head in 
the ascendant, or Sun in the tifh, or the Moon and lord of the 
ascendant in good aspect, or Jupiter or Venns casting a Sex- 
tile or trine to the cus|) of the ascendant or f>lh, the party 
is not really sick, but at the utmost some slight indisposifioa 
has occurred, which will shortly be rectified. 

Of the (JriseSj or of Critical Days. 

If the disease bo, not chronic, you will find great all oration 
in tho jiatient near those times when Moon arrives at a dis- 
tance from her first [ilace, when the patient was taken ill, of 
45, IK), or lJi5 degrees. To learn wh(‘ther these •c/ iVs will ho 
good or evil, see how she is aspected at those times. Ksho 
be in good aspect with a benevolent planet, it promises e.'iso 
and an improved condition ; hut if she there meet with evil 
aspects of malevolent planets or the lords of the fith or 8fh, 
he will be worse, and the medicines do little good. I 
always observed that, when the Moon came at the crises to 
Conjunction, Square, or Opposition of that planet winch “ 
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aittiot the ascondaiit, IMoon, or lord of il*io a.scondant, or w.lion' 
sbo came to such aspect of the lord of the dth, or plaiuds 
placed in the Utli, the patient suffered much, the disease ran 
lii^h, and medicines given about that time worked little or no 
^rood. When she came, however, to Sextile or Trine of the 
lords of the ascendant, 9th, 10th or 11th hoimos, 1 observed 
some interval of Oiise or amendment. So when the lord of as- 
cendant came to any good aspect of the Sun (if he had not 
power or dominion in the disease), I found the patient’s mind 
much relieved. 

I foil) Iona it may he before Recovery » 

When there is reason to believe that, by God's blessing, 
tile sick person shall recover, and it be desired to know when 
observe which planet is lord of the ascondartt, and what be- 
nevolent pljinet he is in aspect with ; then see what house 
they are in, (tliat is the one which applies to the other’s as- 
pect), whether angles, &c., and what signs they possess, whe- 
moveable, &c. Then according to discretion and quali- 
ty of the disease, so frame the measure of time. In general, 

I judge in so many days as the aspect w ants degrees of be- 
ing p(*rToct,*if the sign bo moveable and the planet angular ; 
but if swift in motion, I am the more certain that the pa- ^ 
tienl will begin ta amend in so many days. If the sign be 
common, in which the application is, I neither judge days, 
W(M^ks, npr months, but use discretion, having first observed

]\looii, tlio si^n she is in , and her situation as to angles, 

1 often find that when the lord of the ascendant quits the si^n 
he is in, and enters a sign in which ho h/is dignities, tlio 
patient recovers at that time, or feels an alteration for tlio 
hotter. If a common sign bfe on the fith, 28 degrees or more, 
I say, that the disease will vart/ in two weeks. 

Ju DOMENT OF THE DISEASE FROM THE AFFLICTION OF TUM 

Moon at the first Illness of the J^atient, oh tih: 

Time of AsKimi the Question. 

Whoei'et' shall he first taken illy or eompcHed to take to his 
hed when the Moon is afflicted h// Satnrny or hi/ 3ferritri/, if Ik' 
have the nature of Satuim, wilf in a great measure^ suffer as 
here described. 

The Moon in Aries, in Conjunction, Square, or Opposi- 
tion of Saturn. — Headache or heaviness in the head, much 
discharge at the nostrils, dulnoss, or weariness of the eyes, 
humours falling into the throat ; weak pulse, and a heavy 
diwsiness of mind ; loathing at the stomach, violent unsea- 
sonable per.spiration, internal heats, and externally cold. Tho 
patient more afHicted at night than by day. 

The Moon in Taurus, m Conjunction, &c. q/ Saturn .— 
• Fevers proceeding from obsl ructions near the heart, liver, and 
lungs, occasioned by surfeits, high living, &c. The pulse 
high and immoderate, the borly inflated, lungs oppressed, ul- 
cerated, &c. If the Moon be not supported by benefics, there 
is danger of death within 14 days. 

The Moon in Gemini, in Conjunction with Saturn, <fec.--^he 
disease has its origin in the mind by too much care, or a mul- 
tiplicity of business, or otherwise by fatigue in travelling or 
over-oxcrciso. There is danger of a small fever ; the pain 
dispersed over all the body, but .chiefly in the joints. Tho vi- 
tals are afflicted, the pulse rare, and weak ; |hero are fio- 
quonl perspirations^ symploms of spleen and consumption- 
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Mars also afflici, wiilionl. assistance, ilic patient ^vill liardly 
live 10 (lays ; l)ut it Jupiter or Venus, assist, the sick person 
may recovcu- after a lon^ p(U’il)(l. 

ll\e Moon in CVncor in i'onjunetion of Saturn, — The 
1, roast is much afllictecl with jton^h, p)il(‘^in, or slimy matter ; 
there is cougli, and much salivjUy discharge. Hoarseness, 
catarrhs, &c., with humours falling into tin? breast ; th(^ 
^(indpipe obstructed ; sliglit levers, agues, &c. holding a long 
time ; also pains in the bowels, infirmity in tlie reins or se- 
(■n‘ts. If Moon he decreasing, and near the body of Saturn, the 
disease will continue a long time. 

The Moon in Leo in Conjunction, &o. of Saturn. — The 
Mckness arises from bad blood, the patient sutlers withiioat 
ill the hnmst, hearthurn, violent fevers, troubled pulse, much 
external and internal heat, faintness at the heart, swoonings, 
the stone ; and sometimes the black jaundice. If there be 
110 good asjiects to prevent it, tli(‘y frequently die when Moon 
comes to opposition of Saturn. 

The Moon in Virgo in conjunction, <5*c. Saturn. — The ill- 
ness arises from indigestion, obstructions in the bowels, &c. ; 
shooting, pains are felt iind(‘r the ribs, &c. ; flatulency, gout, 
or aclies*in tile thighs or feet, ic. The patient generally is 
!»iek of a long time. 

The Moon in Libra in Conjunction, df Saturn. — The 
disease has its origin in some surteit of wine or rich food, 
‘nioetill digested, &c., or from excess of venery ; the breast is 
Jiftoctod, also Jlio bead ; there is no appetite, a loathing in 
stomach, cough, hoarseness, Ac., and often great pain in 
joints, knees, and thighs, with an itching in those parts and 
tear of sciatica. 

The Moon in Scorpio in Conjunction, (fee. o/ Saturn.— De- 
^otos a disease in the rectum or sphincter inuscky piles, hemor- 
dioidsj or fistula. There is very likely a retention of urine, 
the reversJ ; stone in the bladder, dropsical humour, 
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&(*. It may be that it is gonerrhoa, &c., or the diseases of the 
matrix. 

The Moon in Sao^ittarius in 'Conjunction, of Saturn.-- 
The patie'iit snfters by pains in the joints, &c., or fever, ex- 
tremes of lieat and (^old. ^ Illness oft(‘n happens lyy too ^reat 
exertion of body or mind, and cold taken afterwards ; tliere 
is nmeh melancholy also. And if it be an Opposition of Sa- 
turn, there is generally a spice of gout, tumours or swellings 
in the hands, thighs, or feet, &c. If Mars have any ill as- ^ 
pect to Moon it proves a violent burning fever. 

The Mr)on, in Gapricornus m Conjunction, .of Saturn.— 
The disease proceeds from cold or nndancholy. It brings 
heaviness of the breast and stomach, ditliculty of breatliiiig, 
dry coughs, the lungs oppressed, and a fever is apj)roacliing. 
The pain is gnniter at night than in the day. The pjitienl 
continually complains of lieadaehc, or pain in the left ear, oi 
of a rumbling noise in his head. 

The Moon in Atpiariusm Conjunction, &c.of Saturn. — The 
illness is occasioned by too much toil of mind or body, wsint ^ 
of sleep, or due refreshment. The malady comes on unequal- 
ly with remission or intension. The patient sutFers,by uoiso 
in the head, by wind, or faintness at tlie heart, dr a rising au'l 
<langcr of suffocation by hysterical fits, &c. ; and by sore 
throat. 

The Moon in Pisces in Conjunction, &c. of Saturn.— The 
complaint arises from cold, and the patient is afflicted with* 
continual fever, fieqiiently sighs, suffers pains nnder the nip- 
ples of the breast, and about tlic heart ; the throat siiffera from 
much phlegm, or there is water in the chest, rotten cough, 

Whoever is taken ill when Moon is afflicted hi/ Mars or the Sun, 
suffers in the following manner : — 

The Moon in Aries in Conjunction, of Mars.— ^ 
.sease is from some distemper of tlie membranes, &c. o 
brain. There is continual fever and restlessness, extrom^^ 
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liirsl, foul ton^iio, or inflammation of the liver, heat and pain 
in tlie breast, hi^li pnlse, and often delirium. The patient 
is ffcmerally almost mad with pain, either cholic or cholera 
pains, &c. in the bowels. If after the Moon leave Mars sho 
00 to Oonjuiiction or Oppoeltion of Saturn, there is small 
hope of life ; and if sho d<jcrease in light, and bo slow in mo- 
tion, Ibere is scarce any. 

The Moon in Taurus in Conjunction, tjr. of Mars. — There 
,i«; ;in abundance of blood, continual fever, the whole frame 
disordered ; sore throat, with inflammation in the neck, 
or hind part thereof ; pain in the bones, broken sleep, 
nnd a foolish longing after wine and cold water. There is 
ufton putrid sore throat and also hoarseness, and strangury, 
‘'tone, or gravel, with pain in the reins or kidneys, or disease 
llioroin. 

The Moon m Gemini in Conjunction, of Mars. — A vio- 

Viit fever, high and inordinate pulse ; there are obstructions 
find corrupt blood, pains all over the body, heat in the reins, 
•and sometimes spitting of blood ; also lameness or fractures 
in the arms, pains in the joints, &c. 

The Moon in Cancer in Conjnnction, &c. of Mars. This 
shews a disorflored stomach by having taken too much to 
‘idnk, &c., riot, and excess. It often turns to dysentery, cough, 
spitting of blood. 

The Moon in Leo in Conjunction, &c, of Mars. — Too much 
hlood aboiuids, weak pulse, a disturbed br,ain, raving, and 
strong tits ; lass of or depraved appetite ; distempers of, the 
heaviness all over the body, and drowsiness. There is 
danger of consumption. The bIoo<l is over-heated, the body 
and parched ; there is probability of pleurisy, fainting, 
’^’^d swooning. I ever fear this Conjunctions or Opposition 
than in any other sign. * 

Moon i^ Virgo in Conjnnction, &c. of Mars. Flux in 
bowels, small fevers, a failing pulse, cholic, flatulence, 
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\Vt\akno.s» in Hio or near tlie anclen. If j\roon ho afilicj, 
ml by Mars, in Vir^o, disonsos are nofc easily removed. 

The Moon in Lilira in Conjiinj;'rion,&c.or Mars. — Tliepalionl 
is grieved with plentitnde of blood, ami fvom that cause, 
high pulse, no rest, is h^yorish,* and an inflammation all over 
the body. The patient has taken some surfeit by excess nr 
disorder in his diet, or tlie bloo<l is over-heated ; or there is 
stone or gravel in the kidneys. Violent burning fevers oluii 
follow. 

The Moon in Scorpio in Con junction, &c. of Mars. — Therr' is 
generally some ulcer, lues, gonorrhea, <<^0., or, if a cliilil, 
measles ; it may be piles, or lumiorrhoids. There is fretpiojii- 
ly some stop[)ago in the head by grievous colds ; and as tlio 
blood is corrupt, so we fiml bloiehes, breakings out, &c. If 
there be reason to believe it, some scandalous disease may bo 
judged, especially if Venus afflict Moon. 

The Moon in Sagittarius in Conjunction, c^^e. of Mars. The 
disease is in general violent, and caused by gluttony or reple- 
tion. There is fever frequently very high, or choleric passion; 
but the pulse is often faint, and beats slow and feeble. Inor- 
dinate exercise has frequently been the cause of tho disenso ; 
and he suffers pestilent fever, &c. It shews hand and fool 
gout, breakings out, sore throat, and, at times, sore and 
inflamed eyes. Also, hurts by horses. 

The Moon in Capricornus m con junction, &c. of Mars. — ^a''' 
sea abounds, vomi tin and flux. A pufting up of .the sinewS) 
(such as cholera cramps^, inflammation of the breast, and liO' 
mours in the hands or fingers. The face is yellow and s«nken, 
the body extremely wasted, and the blood corrupt. The pnl"*’ 
remits, and is slow. The yellow jaundice happens under tlo-® 
aspects. 

The Moon in Aquarius m Conjunction (fee. of 
Moon be slow in motion, and decreasing in tho di.'-t'*' ^ 
proceeds from sharp and violent affections, or vchein^'id P’’ 
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‘*10113. ^riiero is pain at the heart, swooning fifs, high pulse, 
wreat pain in the ohost, and much difhculty in breathing. 

The Moon in Pisces in Conjunction, &c. of Mars. The body 
is full of gross humours, the disease is from too much drinks 
ing and excess, and is most; prevalent in the niglit time. The 
j);irty is iroubled with a kind obdelirium, (frecpiontlY it shews 
Unit they are yet drunk), they have vehement thirst, sharp 
burning fevers, and are desirous of wine. They have general- 
ly a looseiujss and much pain in the bowels, or a violent cough 
luid great expectoration, and are almost suffocated with 
|)lil(‘gm; the body is swollen, and there is danger of dropsy. 
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Qi'n^^TlON. — .1 sick* Doctor ; n'ltot is his Dist>ase ? Is it}» 
curffhle. 

To h‘arn what part of tlio body, is cnffocted, observe that, sis 
the ascendant is not .aftlicted, you must look to the bth house, 
and see if it be so. Therein wo find Saturn in his fall ; and 
as he naturally signifies diseases by his presence, I concluded 
that, from i hence and that house I must retpiire the part ag- 
grieved. 

Aries represents the head. 

Saturn in Aries shews the breast.* 

Mars, lord of the ascendant, in L(m>, signifies the heart.* Tlu» 
lord of the ascendant has jnst s(‘parat(Ml from a Square of Sa- 
turn, being at that tinn* in (.^uicfr, wliicdi signiHes and riiks 
over the breast and stonundi. From all thesci testinionii-s I 
concluded tliat the parts of tlu^ bo«ly grio\a*d were the head, 
breast, heart, and stomach : and tliat thiue wtis lodged in tiio 
breast or stomach som«» ob‘dniction, which causinl all his dis- 
ease and suileri ng. 

From ichal (\uise the Spiciness was. 

The principal signiticator being Saturn, and la* in his own 
terms, and Moon disposed of by bim and a]>plyii^g to him, 
fdiewed such diseases as Ins causes, and which miglit exist in 
the head and hraist. Itlars, lord of the ascendant, was also 
in the terms of Satnriis aiid applied to Square of Hun, who 
was in the terms of Mars. Ho that dry, melancholy diseases ^ 
were shewn by Hal urn, and heat or biver by IMars. And, in- 
deed,' wh(‘n 1 c^iino to speak I? him, he was suffering 
pain uiul rumbling in bis head, was ver^^ silent, dull, and nn*- 
lanclioly ; he sh‘pt very little, had a very dry cough, nml 
complained of great weakne.ss and pain in his breast and at 
liis heart. His complexion was between black and yedlow,

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if inclined to jniunlice ; nnd ho had alsft a liii/^ering consump- 
tion and great, weariness all over him, with pains in his 
joints, shewn by Moon in an airy sign. The ascendant is Scor- 
pio, which signifies the secrets, stone in the bladder, &c. ; so 
the Moon in A(iirarins she\vs the secrets and diseases therein, 
itc. Hence he had great ditficu'lty in making water, voided 
red gravel, and snffen*d great pain in those part. 

IdVo’/Acr the Dimise would he eurahle oe not ? 

The author of the disease being Saturn, showed it woiihl 
he of some continuance, for lu^ is a slow ponderous ])lanct ; 
l)(‘sides, the angles of the figure are all fixed, and the lord of 
th(‘ ascendant. Sun, an<l Moon are all in fixed signs. The 
lights are in S([uare a.spect to each other from angles, and 
both in the. terms of an evil planet ; and the lord of tin* fith 
in a fixed sign ; all these shew’ed a long disease. The Moon 
heing in the 4th in asj)eet to Saturn in the fith, and apjdying 
to S([uare of Sun, who has dignifies in the fith, and the 
lord of the 4th in the fith, and lord of the 8th in the 8th, the 
testimoniiis w'cre strong for his death : he died the lltli Aa- 
ifnat JolloLcitn/,

If few degrees ascend, 
the matter is not yet ripe for judgment : if the latfei 
degrees, the matter of the question- is elapsed, or the 
i|uorent has been tampering with other artists, or 
despairs of success. Meddle not with it at that time. 

3. If Saturn, Mars, or Dragons Tail he in the 10th house 
unfortunnto, it will end in the discredit of the artist. 

4. Judge not U])on every trivial motion or light question, or 
when the querent has not wit to know what ho would 
demand. 

5. Observe w’ell tho .srtength and condition of Moon ; for it is 

far better that tho lord of tho ascendant be unfortunto 
tlian the moon. 

(>. The evil planets shew' tardiness and difliculty in every 
question, unless Moon and they receive each other in the 
signification. 

7. The henefics, Jnpiter an«l Venus, never import evil hut 
w'heii ruling evil houses ; and if they bo significators 
without reception, even then they put foiwvard the matter. 

8. If ]\roon ho void of course, tln^ro is no groat hope pf tlio 
question, unless sho be in Cancer, Taurus, Sagittarius, 
or Pisces. 

9. Observe from^ what planet ]\roou la.st separated ; for it will 
shew what has already happened : if from a fortune, 
good ; hut from a malefic, evil ; according to the natmtt 
of tho house the jilauet rules and is in. , 

10. The application of Moon shews tho present condition.of 
the matter, and what may be expected. If Moon apply 
to a planet in his fall, it denotes trouble and delays. 

11. If evil planets promise good, it will bo imperfect or 
than is expected, and coJiie with much eftbrt ; 
they foreshow evil, li will be greater than may be leauMl 

12. If iiKilefics threaten evil, observe w^hether Sun, Jupitob 
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Vc‘nu8 cast any good aspect to them, for then the evil 
will be mitigated. 

I, 3. If the fortunes j)roniise good, but are weak, or behold not 

the ascendant, they perform but little without reception. 

li. A planet peregrine, viz. having no essential dignities at 
all, is very malicious. 

15. Confide not too imicli in a fortune, unless he be in bis 
essential dignities. 

IfJ. In a figure where both fortunes and infortunes are equally 
weak and ill placed, venture not a judgment, but defer 
the party for another time. 

II. In all questions where the signitle;itor of the thing is 
combust, or in Opposition to Sun, he can bring nothing 
to perfection. 

If one infortuno l)e joined toanotlicr, the good they pro- 
mise will come to nothing ; but the evil they threaten 
will be more violent. 

10. The loin] of the ascendant oul of his dignities, cadent, 

i. ic., shews the querent out of all hopes in the business. 

20. A planet under the b^'ams of Sun, ( viz. within 12 de- 
greo.s), has no fortitude ; if within sLcteen minutes of 
Sun,*he*is in cagimi or heart of Sun, and then he is 
very .‘strong. 

*!• If the dlspositor of the significator bo oriental, and ho 
cither Saturn, Jupiter, or Mars, the matter is sooner 
perforjiied ; but if Venus or Mercury, later ; the reverse, 
ii they bo occidentaL » 

II the significator of the thing desired bo in a Juved sign, 
it denotes sbibility, and that the thing shall continue, 
whether it be begun or is to be begun ; if ho bo in 
eonmon signs, it shews the probability of the matter, 
but not its conclusion ; »anJ’if jn nioveMe signs, a 
siulden resolution or concluding the matter one w’ay or 
^fhor. Hence w’e begin the foundations oi buildings 
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when the sionlfleators are fixed; short journeys 
moveable ; but ‘things wherein a mediocrity i.s jy. 
sirahle, when they are in* movealde signs. 

23. Tile Moon or lord of the ascendant, .with Dragons Tail 
brings damage, according* to the house they are in. Tli® 
Dragon’s Head is in like nv.inmT heneticial. 

24. If in any question you find Moon aftUcted, there is seldom 
any good coin(*s of tlie inattt^r. 

25. If Moon or lord of the ascendant be in their fall, tlie, 
querent despairs of the matter, nor does he much caro * 
wliether it i)e jundbriiK'd or not. 

26. Consider diligeidly th(» planel atillcting.the significator d 
the thing d(‘man<led, and what lioiisi^ he is lord of, and 
where placed ; from tin* natnn* of those houses require 
the cause obstructing. 

27. The most powerful aHli»‘tion to tlu' Moon is when she in 
combust, and if sbe applies <o Smi it is the worst. 

28. If an inforluiie aspect your >ignitirator, and they be both 
peregi'ine or ndrograde, you may judge that the misj-i 
chief threatened is almost inevitable. 

29. Take esj)ecial noticcvwlietherauy frustration orproliibith*'! 
be before tlio j)erfect aspect of the significators ; ih® 
planet w hich Trust rat<‘s hi mho s the thing dtmianded. ' 

30. In all questions of gain, look w^dl to the Part of 

tune ; the querent w'ill get by persons or thiiigf^ 
iiected with the house it is in ; but if it.be atllioie^lj 
. he loses in the same way. 

31. In questions of marriage, an evil planet in mo 7th she"^ 

ill agreement in the married state, 

32. If the lord of the 8th he unfortunate in the 8th, tlio 

rent will suffer by the death of some female ; or, con 
cerning debts duo te hrai, by dead men. ^ 

33. In what house you find Jupiter or Venys well 
expect benefits by men or things signifiod by 
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house ; as if iu the 3d, by kindco^l ; in the 4th, by 
your father or lauds, &c. ; in the 5th, by play, pleasure, 
&c. ; and so of the others. Ai/d beware of slander or 
damage through that house where Dragon’s Tail falls. 

QUESTIONS CONCERNING MARRI AGE. 
\i[hether a Man t^hall Marrtj ? 

If a man ask this question, let the lord of the ascendant, 
Moon, and Venus, also jilanets in the ascendant, he his sig- 
iiificators. Then if Moon aspect favourably Sun, Venus, or 
lord of the 7th, or the lord of the 1st aspect the lord of the 
7lh, or be in the 7th, or the lord of the 7th Ix^ in the ascon- 
ciaiit, or if most of these signiiicators be in fruitful signs, or 
dis|K)sed of by Venus, tla^ man sliall marry. 

Whethi’V it Wonuui i<h((U Morn/ ? 

Follow the same rules as above, hut, instead of Moon and 
AVmis, substitute Sun and ]\Iars. If ililars have no aspect or 
familiarity with Sun, it is a strong testimony of the negative. 
The Tune of Marriage, 

The degree of the application of Moon to Sun or Ve- 
nus, or of Sun to Mars, or the lords of the 1st and 7th to 
good aspjct,* or to Square or Opposition, if with strong mu- 
tual reception, or of the lord of the ascendant to the cusp of 
tlie ascendant, or the lord of the 7th to the cusp of the 
ascendant, must he noticed. And if the siguificators ho 
S"ift, and the testimonies of marriage strong and numer- 
ous, movbale signs give days, weeks, or months, as the ap- 
l^lying planet be angular, succeedant, or cadent ; and com- 
nion signs, in like way, give weeks, months, or years ; and 
%ed signs give in like manner, months or years. 

Q/ MarringQ ivhich any particular person who may he desired. 

If the lord of ilie ascendant br Moon (or if the querent bo 
u ^>onian, the r?iin) be joined to the lord of tho 7th in any 
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of his ilignities in thf ascoridanf, lOtli, or lllli, iho quorouf 
shall obtain the parly <losired. 

If both sio'iiificators behold e^cli other by Sextile or Trinp 
out of the ascendant and 11 th, or out of the 7th and 9lh, or 
7rh and bth aiul no frustration or retro/ 2 ;radation of the cliiof 
significators happen before* the good aspect ])e completed, tlm 
niatcli will be perfected, if the querent please. For we al- 
ways suppose a frekdom of will to <lo or not to do. Anil if 
there bo a ISqiiare or Opposition between the significators, 
without reception, the matter will come to nothing. 

A {Square asjiect with reception will perfect the matter, 
but with some dittieulty. If no reception be, there may Ix' 
hopes, but no grounds to judge favourably. 

When the lord of the ascendant is in the 7th, the qiiciviit 
loves best ; and when the lord of the 7th is in the ascendant, 
the quesited loves best. 

The match may bo brought about, though there be no as- 
pect bet>V0en the significators, if there be any good transla- 
tion of light ; more especially if the plantjt who translates bo 
a fortune, or bo not retrograde, combust, or unfortunate, or 
afflicted by Saturn or Mars. The person signified may bo 
known by the description of the planet, according to the si<,ni 
he is in, and the way ho is aspected ; and the quality of tbo 
person, from the^ house he is lord of. A masculine diunml 
planet shews a man, 'and a feminine nocturnal planet a leinalo, 
or an efteminate man, and vice verso. 

Testimonies that the Marriaye shall be hindered.

Observe the planet who receives the light of the sigon 

ficators. If he be a heavy planet, and have the Square or 
Opposition of a malefic, or be cadent, the intended match 
shall be broken off, though at present never so feasible. 

Remark which party’s significator is strongest ; that par- 
ty shall first marry after this dissolution, 
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If tlie .si^nitlcjitor.s apply by an evil aspect witliont recep’» 
lion, or if there bo no good^ aspect 'between the Inminarie.H, 
there will bo no marriage ; unless the lords of the ascendant 
tmd 7th bo phioc'd in each other’s houses, and the other signs 
he very decided for the niatclh • 

If the evil Saturn bo in the ascendant, ho renders the 
(jU(*rent cool, and but little inclined to marriage j unless he 
he very strong or well as[)ect(Ml. If he lx* in the 7tli, ho has 
the same ellect on the qnesited. He is generttlly an enemy 
to marriage, wher(‘Jis Venus assists marriage, and inclines 
the [)arties thereto.

Consider the evil planet who intercepts his rays between 
the sigiiiticators, and hinders the marriage ; and observe what 
house ho is lord of, and wlioro ho is situated.

The lord of the od denotes that it will be caused by the 
quereut'sfc kindred or iieighboun'?, or by means of some Uiort 
journey. 

The lord of the 4th shews that his fatltcr will not agree, 

it may (especially if a feminine.planefjlx* the mother of tho 
quosited ; ur it may be for want of some sottlomont of houses 
or lands,* <fce. 

The lorJ of the 5th causes obstacles by means of children, 
oi’1)y tho querent having a character lor loose livijig, tfee. 

The (Ith denotes sickness in the qnreut, or Opposition by 
^omo relation of his father, or by means of servants, or some 
pdvate enemy of tho quosited. 

The lord of the 7th, or a* planet d herein, denotes a public 
<5nemy of thd querent, or a lawsuit, or a rival. 

Tho t^th denotes a luck of money on the part of the que-

sited ; (»r, if otlior iestlinonies concur, it may bo that the qne^ 
rent’s deatli may intervene to prevent the match. 

The 9th, in like manner, sh(3\vs opposition by the relations 
of the qnesi^id, or the int(*rferenco of some lawyer or priest, 
or that the (jaerent may go a long journey or voyage, and so 
the match be hindered. 

The lOth and its lord show the father of the quesited, or 
the mother of the querent, or some j>erson having authority 
over the querent. 

If it be the 11th house or its lord, then the friends of both 
parties dislike the match ; or those who first intj-odiiced the 
parties, or endeavoured to bring it about, will now try to dis- 
solve tbo connexion. 

Il it be by the lord of th(* 12th, or by a planet therein, 
there is some uiider-haud dealing or secret enmity to the quo- 
rent. The aflair shall be mucli retarded ; but the querent 
shall never know by whom ; or some private scandal will do 
much wrong, ami (piite break off tlie matter. 

In the same manner that you inny thus learn who will ep- 
pos/* the qu(*rent, yon may asc(*rtain who will <f,9s/sf him in hU 
desin^s.

To describe the Person and Qualities of the future Wife 
or Ilvsband.

And if there be any planets in the 7tlJj 
take that pl^inet nearest the dusp ; unless Moon aspect a pl‘i- 
net there, then take that planet. For a. woinaftr, judge by 
be planet Sun applies lo, in like manner ; as if ISun be lU 
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or Trin« <o Safiirn, he is p^rave and laborious ; if Ju- 
piter, honest ; if Mars, violent ; ifVeims, fond of pleasure 
and agreeable ; if Mercury, active and industrious ; and if 
Uranus, strange’and eccentric. If 8un and Moon are ap]»Iy- 
in to Square or Oi)[)osition,* there nvill bo contention and dis- 
cord. 

Whether the future Wife or Thishand shnll he rich or not ? 

Oljserve the lor.I of the 8th and planets therein. If Moon 
''*pr^y aspect to the lord of the 8th, or good planets 

be there, or the lord of the 8th have a good aspect to the quo- 
rent’s Part, of Fortune, or other significators of property, the 
future wife or husband will be rich. If evil planets be in 
the 8th, or its lord alHici; the Moon or Part of Fortune, tlie 
querent will gain little by marriage. And if Saturn and 
Mars be both in the 8th, he gains nothing ; and though 
the party may have property, the querent will be cheated of 
it, or lose it in some matiner. The persons or means by which 
th(5 property will be injured, may be discovered by observing 
^vliat houses the afflicting planets are lords of for the persons, 
and wlflit^ houses they are placed in for the means ; as Mer- 
oury, lord of the 8th, being in tbe 9th, and throwing a Square 
•iqject to the Part of Fortune, might denote a lawsuit respect- 
ing the future wdfe or husband’s property:

W the figure promise marriage, observe whether the lords

agree. ^ 

If the lords of the ascendant and 7th be in Square or Op- 
position, or the Moon be afflicte(T, and behold the ascendant 
by ill aspect, or Saturn, Mars, or Dragon’s Tail be in the 
ascendant, or 7th, tlu^y will live unhapply. If the ill i>laneis. 
or Dragon's Tail, be in the 1st, the querent is to blame ; and 
if it bo Mars, is glv<m to quarrel, or bo loose in conduct, ac- 
cording to the sign ; and if they be in the 7th. it is the qne- 
sitod. And judge the same way according as tho significator 
of the 1st or 7tli be afflicted.

If the afflicting jdanct be lord of the 3d, and .be in tho 
l.st or 7th, he denotes quarrels* or injuries by Bcighbonrs or 
kindred.

11 he be in the 4th, a divoico 
or willingness thereto ; or some hindrance in tho dowry or 
fortune of the female. Evil planets in tho lOth or 4th 
also to contention by m()ans-of •the fiarents of the parties. 
Moon behold the ascendant, and be unfort, unvte, it denote^ 
brawling, separation, or dishonest living. And il theie la 
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a])j)licaiion bciwocii the planet the Moon separates from anJ 
tliat one to which she applies, there will he continual conten- 
tion. If Moon aspect evilly* or bo in Conjunction with Sa- 
turn or Mars, onoot them shall die shortly, or have*soine inis- 
toitiine ; it in the 8th or 12th, (and she void of course), they

Test unonies concur. 

The woman who departs from or loses her husband when 
Moon is in the last 13 degrees of Sagittarius, shall never re-

first 12 degrees of (yhipricornns, shall lose his betrothed before 

iiKirriage, or die within six months, or live in discord with her.

If the* lord of. the 7th ho in the Dth, the querent shall mar-

^tli, the sign and quarter of heaven the lord of the ^th is in ;

Which of the two shall be most honourable in

If the lord of the asceudaut bh ungirlary and the lord, of the 
7th succe^denty the querent is best conneeted, and vies versa. 
Ill like manner you may judge of any two individuals. A 
more assured way is, by observing whieh of the two signifi- 
cators is the most powerful in dignities. You- may combine the 
two systems. 

TI hether a lad^ hctve a Lover besides the Querent ? 

If there be any planet in the 7th, (if it be not lord of the 
7th), she has one of the description of that planet. The lord 
ot the 7th, or 8un joined to ]\Iai‘s, slie has a lover with whom 
she is familiar ; but, (iinl(‘ss other and very evil testimonies 
accord), not iinprofieiiy. Tlie lord of the 7th void of course, 
or with Dragon’s Head or if no planet be in ihe 7lh, judge 
that she has none : and if the lord of the 7th aspect only the 
lord of the ascendant, judge the same. 

If either the lord ofjthe 7t]i, or the Sun l)e joined to the lord 
of the triplicity then ascending, and Sun separate from the 
lord of the ascendant, it seems that she has some friand that 
she loves besides the querent. * 

The lord of the 7th, or the Sun, or both, separating from 
any other planet *but the lord of the ascendant, and ho not 
separated above three degrees, the hidv did love another, hut 
she has now left him. If the lord of the 7tli be witli .Dragon • 
Head, she is blameless ; unless there bo another planet in 
Conjunction with them, and then she is not. and if ik be 
Dragon’s Tail, she is faulty in her desires and affections ; and 
if evil testimonies concur, such aspects of Mars, or the Con- 
juntion be in Scorpio, it may be feared in acts also. 

If the Sun, orjord of thojth^ be in conjunction with Mars, 
and Dragon’s Head be there, she loves a martial man, y<*t ho 
can not prevail ou her entirely. If Dragon’s ^Tail be there, 
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tibe is sore pressed to comply. If they be near, or witliin 
very few degrees, the geiitlei^an resiifes near lier house ; and 
if in the same degree, lie is in the house, if it bo a fi,ied sign ; 
or frequently visits the houso^ if it be a moveable or common 
gign. 

If Sun, or lord of the 7th, separate from Mars, slie had for- 
merly a lover, but now they have forsaken each other. If 
Sun be lord of the 7tli, and be in Conjuntion with Mars or 
Jupiter in any sign whatever, the lady has 1ov(m1 or does love 
a person described by Mars or Jupiter; and he has rank as an 
officer, gentleman, or clergyman. And if tbero be mutual re- 
ception they still love one another, and many acts of kindness 
pass between them. 

If the Sun or lord of (b<3 7tb bo joined to Mercury, the 
lover is a young clerk or nicrebant ; lawyer or writer ; a wit-» 
ty, nimble follow. His ago may be judged by the number of 
degrees Mercury is in the sign. 

If the lord of the 7tli be joined to Venus with reception, 
(and it be a female who is inquired ofj, then she cares little 
for the men ; but la fond of female society, is rather free in 
lior language, but not naturally vicious. If it be a male who 
is the quesited, he is found mucdi in female company, and is 
l»artial to such an one as Venus may describe, according to 
the sign she is in. If the aspect bo Soxtile or Trine and 
" ith muliual reception, the lady is partial to him ; but if the 
Moon or lord of the 7tb disjiose not of Venus, she cares not 
lor him, unless the asjiect bo very close and in angles. 'And 
if the aspect be evil, tbero is no mutual regard, without there 
h<3 very strong reception. 

The lord of the 7th joined to Saturn, she loves, (or did 
iove it they separate), an elderly person, or farmer, &c. 

The lord of the 7th joined to Sun, Khe loves some person of 
Consequence, According (o her rank in life ; and if with mu- 

fniil reception, he, may do what he please with her. If they

yielding up her alieetions upon slight .‘'olieitatioii. 

Generally, you may consider that if JMurs be in the^7tli, un- ^ 
less he bo in his own hoit'^e, the lady has a lover. If Saturu, 
she loves one, but there is no familiarity between them ; it 
Jupiter be there, she is honest ; if Venus, she is giddy and 
merry, and is thought to bo wanton, but is not ; if Mercury 
she had a friend, but has not now ; and if Moom, she has 
not yet, will have more than one. Jf ISun or Dragon’s Head 
bo there, she is virtuous and honourable, and has no lover 
other than the (luerent. Dragon’s Head denotes discreditably 
desires at least. 

Whether a Gentleman have a Lover bet<l<les the Querent 'i 

You may judge this (juestion exactly by the ^ules Tor judg- 
ing of a lady, if you siibstiute the Moon for the Sun and 
Venus for Mars, You may in like way judge eS. frmnh by 
hiking the 11th foi' the 7th. 

Whether a Damsel be virtvous or not • 


Behold the lord of the 7tli, the cusp of the 7 th, and the 
Sun ; and if, they bo in tixed signs and well aspoctod, 
may judge that she is orrect. If J\Iars bo iji Leo and 
Scorpio descend, she is suspected, but y(;t is honest. H bcoi 
pio descend and Mars therpin, it is suspicious ; and it 'hci^ 
bo a moveablo sign oh the 7ih, or the Sun and Mars ht m 
common or moveable signs and be ill aspected ; and ii ^ 
and Venus bo in ill aspect or the Suu or .Moon behold 3 
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tin‘1 tho evil si;<irs iwpect them from fixed iliere is gt‘e«it 
ipasort to (loul)t. Yet if there be any* good aspect to either the 
Till or its lord, Mars, or Sun, it is uot safe to judge the lady 
to bo unchaste, 'though she may have been much tempted.

Observe the lord of the ascendant, and the Moon, who

its supppsad father.

hold the 7th, or its lord, without , doubt she shall again conio 
into favour. If the lord of 'the 7th do not behold tlie ascen- 
dant, but another planet, who is not afflicted, l>ehold the as- 
cendant, the woman shall be received again through some per- 
son who shall interpose his friendship with the husband oi 
friend. If none of these things bo, observe Moon and ]\[ar.s ; * 
and if Moon be -above the earth, and Mars bidiold tlie ascen- 
dant with Sextile or Trine, she shall return quietly, and with- 
out much trouble.

See which significators, that is, the lord of the Tst and 
Sib, or 7th and 2nd, are first in Conjunction with Sun, that 
will die first ; in Aries, Cancer, Libra, or Capricornus, death 
shortly ; in Gemini, Virgo, Sagittarius, or Pisces, longer be- 
fore death ; in Leo, Scorpio, Taurus, or Aquarius, many }iears 
before death. 

Whoso sigjnficator is angular, or strong in dignities, free 
from afificti^o^, or combustion, or free from the lord of tbo

If 
l^e in a fiery sign, it is where fire is ; if in a watery sign, 
where water is, &c. If Moon bo in the same quarter as the 
lord of the ascendant, and there he not more than 30 degrees

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greea apart, it is in the town where ho* resides ; but if they

Observe from ^^;hat planet the lord of the ascendant last 
{separated. If from Saturn, it .was throu<vh ibri^etfulness of 
llie owner ; or through cold or illness which afflicted the 
loser, especially if Saturn be retrof^rade. If from Jupiter, it 
was through some abstinence, or ordering of laws, or by ex- 
cess of care in managing affairs, or putting too much trust' 
in the person by whom it was carried away or mislaid. If 
from Mars, or the lord of the ascendant be in the house ot 
Mars, it was lost through fear or some sudden passion, pro- 
voking the loser to anger ; or by tire, or by enmity, or upon 
some quarrel. If from Sun, by means of the king or somo 
gentleman, or the master of tluj family, or by hunting or pas- 
time. If from Venus, or in lier house, by drinking, cards, &c., 
or making merry in a tavern, &c., or by singing or dallying with 
women. If from Mercury, by writing, letters, messages, or 
going a message, &c. If from Moon, by too frequent use, or 
shevvipg the thing lost, or making it too common ; or some 
uiossengA*,* widow, or servant lost the same. 

If it be an Animal, anil you tvould knov; whether it be 
stolen or not ? 

If you find the lord of the house of Uloon separating from 
planet, say that it went away of its own accord. Jf that 
lord bo not separating, but another planet be separating from 
him, say that some person took it away. If the lord of the 
house of Moon be in neither of these cases, look to the lord 
of the 2d house, and judge by him in the same way. And if 
you hud no separation of o/tbdi* of these two lords, say that 
uuimiil ft still in or aoar its place, and is not gone away. 
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Whether it he deml ? 

OLsorvc t&o Moon ; »n«J you ftiid Lov in application to ihe 
lord of the 8tb house front hor^ yay it i« dead. But if you 
find no siicfc testimony^ ohnerve her dispo^itor ; and if you 
find hhii applying to the lord of, the 8111 house fVoin tlio 
Moon, say likewise tlnifc it is^dead, or wilF shortly die ; l)ui 
if in neither of these you find applTcirtion-, take tlie lord of 
the 8th house of the figure* in the same way j and if neither 
Moon nor her dispositor apply to it, tlum the animal is not 
dead. 

Jf7iether the Thhuj mlssitvj /y? stolen ? 

If the signiftcator of the thief^ (iisully the lord of the 7th,- 
unless there bo any [Kn*egriiie plaind in an angle}, be found' 
in the ascendant, or disposing oi' tlixi liloou, or Moon dispos- 
ing of him, or tJie lord of the asciuidaiit ))odispos<jd of by him 
or dispose of him, or unless lie ajvpiy to the Moon or lord of 
the 1st or 2d, or Part of Fortune, </r its lord by Conjunction, 
Square, or Opposition, or some planet bo in the ascendant, 
and be in Square or Opposition to tlio significator of the thief, 
the thing is not stolen. Generally any ill aspect of any evil 
planet, or. the lord of the 7th to the ascendant or 2d house or 
their lords, or Moon or Part of Fuvtmio, or their lords, denote 
that the thing is stolen. 

Whether a Thing lost shall he found ?

If Moon apply to' the lords of the ascendant or Jd, or to her 
dispositbr, it shall bo found. Moon in the ascendant or her 
dispositor in Sextile or Trine thereto, give hopes ; the disposi- 
tor of Moon separating from the lord of the fith, 8th, or 12tlj, 
and applying to the lord of tho ascendant or cusp of the 2d, 
give hopes also ; and if Moon be m aspect to her dispositor, 
it is good. But Moon afflicted by the lords of tlie^Gth, 8th, or 
12tb, it is in tho hands of an evil person, • who will not pail' 
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ViHli it ; eS:pecially if an inforiune afili<5t the ascendant or its 
lord. Moon in Trine to the ascendant^ its lord or ISuii, or in 
tbei ascendant, or Sun there, unless in Libra or Aquarius, it 
shall be found. . * • 

The Khul of Place a Thing lost is in ? 

If tlio Moon be in a human sign, it is in a place where men 
li^'iiuoiit ; and if in a brutil sign (Aries, Taurus, Leo, Capri- 
coriius, and the last half of Sagittarius), the thing is where 
animals frequent. If j\Ioon be in fiery signs, it is where fire 
is or has been, or near a fire, or on hills or high ground ; if in 
watery signs, where water is or has been ; if in airy signs, 
where many windows are, or open places, garrets, &c. ; if in 
e.irthy signs, in an earthy place, where houses are built of 
mud, clay, &c,, and in brickfields. The Moon, or her dispo- 
sitor, in a moveable sign, shows a place newly peopled, or a 
house newly built, or whore there are hills and dales : if in a 
fixed sign, in a level plain country ; if in a common sign, in 
a place of much water, according to the nature of the thing 
missing. Also Gemini, Virgo, Sagittarius , Pisces, shew, if 
it be not living things, within the house ; but if cattle, &c., 
they sheV* ditches, pits, and among rushes, or in a market- 
place, Taurus, Loo, Scorpio, Aquarius, shew ^hat the things 
are laid low or hid in the earth, or near walls, in hollow trees, 
‘to. Aries, Cancer, Libra, Capficornus, shew high places, 
roofs, cpiling, &c., but watery signs denote about the founda- 
tions of houses, or cellars, if water bo the*re. 

Of Animals missing. 

If the lord of the 6th be in the 6th, they are small animals ; 
it the lord of the 12th bo in the 12th, they are large. If the 
lord of the 6th be in the 12th, they are in pound ; and if in 
a fiery sigu^ locked up. If Mbon be in common signs, they 
in rush^f grounds ; if in an angle, they are in enclosed 
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ground ; if in a succeodonf, they are near enclositrepi * if jit 
a cadent house, they are o;i commons. If in vrnfery signs or 
Aquarius n^ar fish-ponds or othei' waters ; and if in the hist 
moiety of Capricornus, they are near ships,* or on shipboard, 
or near some wood or timber-yard.. 

Whether it shall be restored ? 

The Moon aspecting Jupiter or Venus, it is in the bands 
of an honest man, who will restore it. If Jupiter or Venus 
have any aspect to the ascendant, or Moon .apply to the ascen- 
dant, it will be restored ; and if Moon be in the ascendant, 
it is restored without trouble or pain. The lord of the 7tii, 
or 12th in the 12th house, the fugitive is iniprisoned. 

If the Moon be within 1^0 degrees of the lord of the l>t, 
the thing is witli or near the loser ; if Moon be more than 30 
degrees be off the lord of the 1st, it is far oft*. 

If it be animals, and the lord of the 6th, (or if large cattle 
the 12th, ) be fortunate by the good aspects of Venus or Ju- 
piter, or they be found in the 2d, 5th, or 11th, the animals 
w’ill be had again. The same if the lord of the term in which 
Moon is, or the lord of the cusp of the 4th be with the I5rd ol 
the ascendant, or the lord of 6th or 12th be in Trine to Sun 
out of angles.

The lord of the 7th in the ascendant, he will return of his 
own aci!;ord.

The lord of tho 7th ai^iecting an infortune from the 7th, 
tlio querent wijr discover tho quesited Mdth softie person, to 
whom he must give money bofoye he can have him back. Tf 
the lord of tho 7th be retro^Jrade, it is a testimony of his 
njtiiru. 

OF THEFTS. 

The ascendant is for the querent, and its lord for liim iliat 
has lost the goods ; and itsignilies the place from whence they 
were taken. * 

Tho 7th house and its lord, or the peregrine planet in an 
anglo, signify the thief. * 

Tho 2d house, its lord, and the j\Ioon, signify the thingii 
lost or stolen ; and tho 4th house, jind its lord, shciv the place 
where they are convoyed to, and then are. * 

The aspects of vSun and Moon, tho lords of the 1st and 2d, 
and the dispositor of tho Moon, by application to each other, 
shall shew whether they will be had again or not. 

If the lord of the 2d and tho Moon be in the 7th, and the 
lordtof the 7th behold them both by Sextile or Trine (though 
the aspeef bo several degrees distant), then are the goods ta- 
ken away by somo one, and not merely lost. 

If Moon be lady of tho 2d, and going* to Conjunction of 
tho lord of the 7th, then has the party mislain it ; and the 
thing is neither lost nor stolen. 

If Mooji bo lady of the ascendant, and in the 4th, anvl tho 
lord of the 2d be in the 7 th or 8th in Sextile or Trine of Moon, 
the thing ig not stolen, but taken away in jest. 

It Moon he lady of the ascendant, and be in it, and Sun

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lorJ of the 2(1 in 10th, with the lord of the 7thj and tlx) 
lord of the 7th Square to Moon, then are the ^oods stolen and 
tiik(U) away. If Moon be in the 3d/ and in Square to the lord 
of the 7th, and the lord of the 2d be in the 7th, it was first 
taken in jest, but is now stQlen, and will be hard to recover, 
unless San and Moon aspect the ascendant. 

If Moon 1)0 lady of the t5th, and in Capricorniis, and Ve- 
uus lady of the 2nd in the 10th, and Moon in Opposition to 
the lord of the 7th, then has the party lost the goods as he 
went hy the way, or left them in some place. If Moon be 
in Cancer in tln^ 8th, and the lord of the 2d in the 5tli, and 
neither of them behold the lord of the 7th, and he be in the 
7 th, the goods are taken away in jest by the master of the 
house, and ho will deny it. If Moon be in the 4th in Oppo- 
sition to its lord, and the lord of the 2d in the 12th in Sex- 
tile to the lord of the 7th, tlion has somebody taken away 
the things in jest. If Moon be in the house of the lord of 
the 7th, and be in the 12th, not beholding the lord of the 
7rti, and the lord of the 2(1 be in the ()th, then are the goods 
removed in jest ; and if, in this case, the lord of the 2d did 
last sepanite from the ruler of the Moon, they will sc«frcely 
be had again. If the Moon separate from the lord of the 
2d by S(|nare, they are taken away and stolen ; and the same, 
if the Moon, being' latjy of the 2d separate from the lord of 
the bouse wherein she is. 

If the lord of the ascendant separate from Jupiter, (ho 
not being lord of the 7tli, or peregrine in an angle), or from 
the lorJ of the 2d, the querent has Iain it down and forgetr 
ten it, and as it was lost ; but, when both the lord of the 
1st and 2d separate from Jupiter, this is surer, If 
case) the lord of the 2d, or Jupiter, separate from the lord 
of the ascendant, then did tlv? party lose the goods by the 
way as he went, or is someplace where he was,, or they te 
out of his pocket accidentally, and they are neither found nor 
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stolon. But if there be none of these separations, see if 
the peregrine planet, or lord of the 7th apply to Jupiter, 
or the lord of the 2d ; then^ if they do, the goods are ab- 
solutely stolen. If the lord of the 2d, or Jupiter, apply to 
the significator of the thief, he canie easily by them, and 
did not come with intent to steal ; but seeing the thing un- 
protected, he was t jmpted to steal. 

If the significator of the thief aspect the lord' of the 1st 
or 2d, or the cusp of the 2d, or Piirt of Fortune, or Moon,, 
or their dispositor, or the planet in whose term Moon is, 
or if he be in the ascendant, it is stolen ; but, if there be no» 
evil aspect to any of these, it is not stolen. 

Of (he Aije of the Thief. 

Guido Bonatue says, that if the thief’s significator be 
Mercury, he is very young ; if Venus, rather older, but yet 
a young female ; Mars shews him of full age ; Jupiter of 
middle age, and Saturn, elderly. If the Sun be his signifi - 
cator, and bo between the ascendant and lOthj he is young, 
and so increasing in age until he come to the angle of tho 
earth. If the Moon shew the thief, his ago will correspond 
to hel^ ag^ ; and in all cases judge also by the position the 
thief’s significator has reached in the sign whe**e he is found. 
If he bo just entered the »gn, quite young ; if in tho mid- 
dle of the sign, of middle age ; and if towards the end of 
the sign, elderly ; a d if Saturn aspect him any way, it adds 
to his age. Oriental planets denote also younger persons, 
and occidental planets elderly persons. You must consider 
the testimonies before you judge the thiefs age. 

Whether the Thief he Male or Female. 

Tlie significator of the thief being masculine, and’ in mas- 
cnline sign, jind the Moon in a' masculine sign, it is a male ; 
e mitrtt , The angles of the figure masculine show a man ; 
il teminine, a woman. If Venus or the Moon be the sig- 
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nificiitor, or Morciiry, when aspecting them, it is a female ; 
Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, Sun, an4 Mercury aspecting them, 

a male. < 

Whether one Thief or mfn*e ? 

• • 

If the signifioator be in a* fixed sign, it denotes one only ; 
if lie be in double-bodied signs, it denotes more than one, 
especially if there be more than one ])lanet in the sign, and 
they peregrine. Also, when Sun and Moon are in angles, 
and in Square aspect, it shews more than one. If the signi- 
ficator bo in Cancer, Scorpio, or Pisces, it is a testimony 
of there being more than one ; the angles being movejible, 
the same. The Moon in the ascendant, and in a doublc-bo- 
died sign, shews more than one. And if the significaior 
be in aspect with more than one planet, unless he be in ii 
fixed sign, it shews plurality. 

Of the Colour of the Thief's Clothe^> 

This must be judged in a general manner ; and by tlie 
colours of the signs and houses of the signi ficator, and tlio 
planets ruling them. Thus, Saturn is black ; »Iupiter green, 
spotted, or ash ; Mars red ; Sun tawny, or saffron, or san- 
dy ; and if you mix the coloui*s according to the ^signs and 
planets, &c., you will judge very nearly tho general colom’ 
of the thiePs cloj^hes. Thus, Saturn and Jupiter, mixed, 
give dark green, or green spotted with black ; Saturn and 
Mars, a dark reddish brown, or tawny ; Saturn and Sun, a 
blackish orange, and shining ; Saturn and Venus, a* whitish 
grey ; .Saturn and Mercury, a black blue ; Saturn* and Moon, 
a deep russet, or grey ; Jupiter and Mars, a tawny, 
spotted ; Jupiter and Sun, a deep, shining red ; Jupder 
and Venus, a greenish grey ; Jupiter and Mercury, a s|)at- 
ted green ; Jupiter and Moon, a high-colourccl green ; 
and Sun, a deep red, or a.scariet { Mars and Venus, light rod, 
or crimson ; Mars and Mercury, a tawny r^d, a L«*ick colour , 
ilars and Moon, a light rod, glistening. 
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You must observe, that if the signifior bo Saturn, in his 
own house, Capricornus, and not in close aspect with any 
other plaaet, the thief will be dressed all in hlaok ; because 
})()th sign and pla^iet rule, that colour. But if he were in 
the 1st house, which rules white^ he would have some white 
about his person. Iso, if it were Mars, who rules re^jiy and 
ho were found in Scorpio, which rules brown, he would, de- 
note a rusty, dirty, reddish brown ; but if he wore in Leo, 
wliicli rules red and yreen, and Jupiter were in aspect, there 
would l>e much tjreen, as well as red, about the dress ; and so 
of the 6thers. 

The relaCnm the Thief hears to the Owner, 

The lord of the 7th, or signiticator of the thief, being in 
tile ascendant, it is one well known to the (pierent, or one 
who frecpients his house ; and is in no way suspected. 

If tile signiticator of the thief be in the 2(1, it is one of 
the household, or an acciuaintancc ; but if in a feminine sign, 
it may be the querent*s wdfe or maid-servant ; and it is in 
the loser’s power, and may be recovered by money. 

If he be«in the 3d, it is one of liis near kindred or neigh- 
hours ; or some messenger, or other person,’ often in his 
sight. 

if in the 4th, it is his father,* or some elderly person^ or 
, one who resides in the house, &c., of his father ; or he is a 
labourer*or farm-servant. » 

If in the*fiftb, it is his son or daughter, or one of the near 
relations of his brother or sister, or near neighbour ; or one 
ol the household of his father, or liis kept mistress, or some 

connected with taverns, theatres, &c. 

If he be in the 6tb, it is a servant, or the querent’s father’s 
relation ; or it is some person* iii*bad •health. 

If he be h the 7th, it may bo his own wife or lover, or 
Some female who has been suspected of having connexion 
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with the querent : or it is some person with whom he deals 
publicly, or one who is his open qnemy. 

If in Uxe Stir, it is a stranger ; yet it h likely to bo one 
who is, or has been, at times em{)loyecl about the house, such 
as on occasional ganletier, br chai^voman; washerwoman, ^c. 

IHn the 9tb, it is some traveller or vagrant, or some person 
employed about churches, &c. ; or a person in* connexion with 
some jailor, or master of a workhouse, &c. 

If in the lOtb, it is a person of resf)ectable circumstances, 
or some master tnidesinnn, Ac* > one not necessitated to turn 
thief ; and, generally, a person who lodged in the House, or 
visited it frequently when the thing was taken*. 

It ill the 11th, a friend, or one wim is trusted, and has 
done the querent some service ; or one connected with a 
neighbouring clergyman, or the household of the querent’s 
mother. 

If in the 12th house, it is a stninger, or some poor corti*- 
mon thief or beggar ; a porsoii in ndsenible circumstances, 
W'ho partly lives by thieving or thief taking* 

Other Parlieulara of the Thief, 

If the thiofs sJgnificator be in the end of a sign, or apply- 
ing to a planet in the 3d or 0th, he is going off' ; and if it bo 
a superior planet, and leaving a sign, he is untloubtedly leav- 
ing his house or lodgings, Ac. 

If his significator be in an angle, he is still in tHe town ; 
if suocoedent, he is not far off ; but if cadent, lie*is for gone. 

If it bo in an angle, ho is in a house ; and if Moon be in* 
an angle, in his own house, Ac, , if in a succeedent, in field or 
enclosure ; and if Moon be succeedent, it is his own, or where 
ho resides > and if in a cadent house, ho is dii a common or 
open place, and if Mooa be Cadent, it belongs to the town,&<^* 
whe^o he lives. 

If the lord of the ascendant and the significator of 
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tliief be together, the thief is with the querent. Ami if the 
thief s aiguifator bo in the ascendant,* the thief will be at the 
querent’s- house before the querent But if the significator be 
in the 7th, he is* hid at home, and dare not be seen. The 
direction in which the thief lives, hniy be judged by the sign 
and quarter in which the significator is. 

The Moon denotes* also the door of the thiefs house. If she 
be in a fixed sign, the house has but one door ; if in a inove- 
aWo sign, the door is high above the earth, and it is probable 
that there is another smaller door. If Saturn aspect the sign 
of the Moon, the door has been broken, and often repaired, 
or is old or black. If Mars as})ect it, the gate or door has some 
mark of fire. If Saturn and Mars both have a friendly aspect 
to the sign the Moon is in, the door is iron, or is very strong. 
If Moon be afflicted, it is broken or injured ; and if Moo:i be 
decreasing,* and near Sun, the gate, &c. opens on the back 
premises, and there is no front door to the street ; if she in- 
crease, and is near Sun, it is low dbwii, and there is a step 
to descend in entering. But if Moon be in a moveable sign, 
there are steps up to it. 

Whether the Goods are in the Hands of the Thief ? 

If the thief’s significator be in aspect to, and disposed of 
another planet, they are not in his hands ; otherwise they 
are. 

The Place where the Goods are. 

The nature of the place is judged by the lord of tile 4th 
house. If he be in a moveable sign, it is in a place high 
above the ground ; in a fixed sign, in the earth ; and in a 
ooinmon sign, it is under the eaves of a house, &c. And you 
^ust judge, also by the quality of the sign ; as Aries shews 
a place where small cattle aro,*as*shoe?l), hogs, &c. Leo shews 
a place of anftnals that bite, as dogs, foxes, &c. ; Sagittarius 
a place of animaU that are ridden, as horses/ mules, 4c., and 
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fboii? stables. TailriiSj Virgo, and Capricornus slie>r a plaod 
of large cattle, as Taurris oxen, |cine, &c. ; Virgo and Caj)ii- 
cornns shew camels, mules, asses, &c. ; . Virgo also sIkmvs 
barns where corn is kept, and a place about the earth. (V 
pricornus denotes goats, ho^^s, &c. ; Gemini shews a wall or 
partition in a house ; Libra a high part, or near a closet or 
little house ; Aquarius shews near a door, above another door 
or gate in a high part ; Scorpio shows a place of unclean 
water j Pisces a place always moist. But if the Moon he in 
the same sign with the lord of the 4th, judge by her more 
than him. 

In what part of a Ilomf Things losty stolen, or concealed 
mag be. 

If the thing lost be in the house, (whether stolen or nol), 
behold the lord of the 4th, (or, if a planet be in tl^e 4th, take 
him in preference.) 

If it be Saturn, it is in a dark or secret place ; and if he 
be in aspect with Mars, or in the house of Mars, it is in or 
about some dirty place where people seldom go, a privy, Ac. 

If Jupiter, a place of woo<l, bushes, &c. 

If Mars, a kitchen or place where fire is kept^ if aspectod 
by Mercury, a shop. 

If Sun, the * hall, dining-room, or chief room whore the 
master frequents. 

If Venus, a bed, or among bed-clothes, or where females* 
much frequent. In this case Libra would shew the top of the bed. 

Mercury, a place of books, pictures, carving, &c. * 
if Virgo, where corn is. 

If Moon, it is in a pit, cistern, or washing place. 

Description of the House or Place where the Things are that 
^ art; losf,

The Sun describes the house, and also its faont 
If he be in an airy sign, it is high, &c., and^its colour maj' ’® 
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known l)y the sl<rii and lioiihft lie is in. The Moon describes 
the cellar, pump, or place holding the water ; ns, if she be in 
A<iuarius, it is a cistern, high above the ground, &p. ; if Scor- 
pio, a low pit or pond ; if Virgo, a deep well. Venus shews 
th) place of mirth, ‘female ilpartmx'nts, &c. Dragon’s Head de- 
notes the stairs or ladder to climb by, &c. Dragon’s Tail descri- 
bes tlie place tho wood is in, or the animals are kc|)t. Mer- 
cury d(motes the room, &c. ; if in a common sign, it is a cup- 
board, or small room within another ; if in a fixed sign, it 
shews a lionse having no cellar, or a single chambgr. If Ju- 
piter, Venus, or l)()th, l)e in the 10th, the door lias a fair ap- 
pearance, and opening ; if Saturn be in the 10th, the door is 
near some ditch, pit, or deoj> place ; if Blars bo there, there 
is a fire-place near the door, or place for killing animals ; if 
Mercury bo thon^, near th(3 door is a place where tools or in- 
struments are kept ; if Sun bo there, then there is some seat 
or porch near tho door ; and if Moon be in the lOtb, there is 
near the entrance a door to go under ground, a trap or cellar 
door, or some other convenience in very common use. 

TIte Nature of the Thing stolen. 

Till;? is judged by tho lord of tho 2d house. Saturn shews 
lend, iron, things of a black or dark blue colour, wool, black 
ganiionts, Lcavy things, earthy materials, agricultural im- 
plements, carts, &c. Jupiter oil, hojioy, silk, fruit, men’s clo- 
dics, merchaiidizo, horses &c. Mars arms, pepper, brass, red 
clolhes, r«»d wine, and red things ; generally sharp-pointed, 
cutting, and Jiot things, horses for war, <fec., and alDwar- 
blvo engines or instruments. Sun gold, brass, yellow clotlios, 
diamonds, and things of value. Venus women’s dresses, or 
‘^nuiments such as rings, ear-rings, &c., white cloth, and white 
''ine. Mercury ‘shews money, paper, books, ^pictures, and 
party-coloured dresses &o., and’ scientific instruments, writiiig- 
&c. * TJie Moon all common commodities, such as cro- 
ckery, &c. cattle, poultry, uud also silver, 
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Whether the Goods shall he recorered or not 

Tlie Moon m tho 7th, ospecting the lord of the 7th with a 
Trine ; a fortune strong in the ascendant ; Jupiter in tho 2(1 
direct ; in Moon the 10th in a Tniie to a planet in the 2d ; 
Moon in tho 2d in Trine to the lord of the 2d ; 8ttn and Moon 
going to Triire, or fvwn and Moon aspecting the cusp of tho 
2(1 with a Trine ; or the lord of the 2d in the ascendant or 
4th, well aspected by application ; Moon in the 2d, going to 
Square of Sun in the I2th, in signs of short ascension : all 
these are sj^ns of its recovery. 

Also, if the lords of the term and house of the Moon ha 
both increasing in light and motion, and free from atlliction, it 
shall he recovered, and he uninjured. 

Generally, if there he a diminution of their light and mo- 
tion, the thing is almady partly destroyed. If there he good 
aspects to the lords or cusps of the ascendant, or 2d, or to tho 
Part of Fortune or its lord, by i)lanet3 in angles, it will soon 
be recovered. 

The lord of the 8th in the ascendant, or with its lord, shows 
recovery ; tho lord of tho 7th in the 8th, denies it : baturii, 
Mars, or Dragon’s Tail in tho ascendant, or 2d, shew dividing 
and loss of the thing. 

The lord of the 2d in the ascendant shew^s recovery ; and 
the lord of the 1st ir. the ?d the same, after long search. H 
the 2d or its lord bo afflicted, all tho things lost shall not be ^ 
recovered. If both luniiiiaries be under the earth, it is a 
strong testimony against recovery. • 

If both Sun and Moon aspect tho ascendant, the thing*can- 
not be lost, but will shortly be discovered. 

Of the Time of the Thing being recovered. 

Observe the application ef the planets that signify recovery, 
and determine tho number of days, weeks, or njonths, as they 
may be in moveable, common, or fixed signs, in angles, 
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cpetlent^, or cadon^. And if ttie signifiors ars swift in 
tion, it hastens the recovery ; if sloW;* it retards. 

, Of the Tliief $ Person, 

In addition to the planet^ genejral description in the sign* 
he is in, observe the aspects h(3 has, and take all those into 
consideration. Moreover, if the significator be oriental, and’ 
in Leo, Virgo, or Sagittarius, the person is large ; if occiden- 
tal, and in Cancer, Scorpio, or Pisces, the body is smaller. If 
the planet have south latitude, he is nimble ; if in north lati- 
tude, slow in his motions. If going out of one sign into an- 
other, he is weak and feeble.* 


• Saturn shows one of a pale, swarthy, dark complexion ^ 
hard, rough skin ; hairy body ; small, leering eyes ; jaun- 
diced look ; lean, crooked, or ill made ; beetle browed ; thiir 
heard ; thick, negro lips j bow-legged, or one who knocks hi» 
knees or ancles one against the other and shuffles in his gait. 
He has a down look, his eyes always on the earth ; is seldoiu 
free from cough and bad breath. He is crafty, revengeful, 
and malicious ; dirty, a great cater, covetous, and seldom rich. 

Jupiter denotes a full face, white and red mixed ; full eyes ; 
good inako* light beard, but this depends chieffy on the sign ; 
thick hair, gooil teeth, but some defect in tjie two front teeth ; 
nioderately curling hair. If in a watery sign, fat and plump ; 
'in an earthy sign, large make ; in an airy sign, strong — a 
person who b^ars a good moral character. 

Mars donots a full hice, red or sunburnt ; a sharp, fierce 
^’oinitonanco ; eyes fiery and ferocious, with rather a yellow 
; hair and board reddish ; but this depends on the sign, 
^11 loss he bo with fixed stars of his own nature, such as 
^ deharauj the LMs Hearty S(c, / In earthy signs it is a sad 
• in watery, lighter or flaxen ^ in airy, curling or crisp- 
J ill fi(Ty, strong and wiry. He is strong, broad shouldered,

Your suspicion is correct ^ — If the Moon or ruler of the 
l>ehold the ruler of the 7th by any» bad aspect, or she be in 
Conjunction With tlie significatof of the* thief. , The Moon in 
Conjunction with any planet in an;arr^e. . The ruler of 1st 
in an angle, beholding a planet in a cadent house by ill as- 
pect ; or lately sq^arated from an infortirno. But if the ru- 
ler of the 7th be a periy^ine planet in an angle, and in no as- 
pect to either the Sun or the Moon, or the ruler of 1st, then 
judge the contrary. 

What Marks f Scars, or other tokens has the Thief^ 

Consider the face of the 7 th, and the position of the ruler 
of the 7th, and the place of the Moon, and then jtidge the 
Thief has a mark, mole, or scar upon that part of the body 
ruled by those signs. 

If the significator of the thief applv to ill aspect of Uranus,

The distance is known by the position of the ruler of the 
7ih being angular, or otherwise according to the directions. 
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But to be a little more particulai^, — if the tbiof be in the 
eiul of a sign, or separating from combustion, or apply- 
ing to a planet in the 9th or 3rd, ho is making otF with the 
property ; alsq If the Mobu and ruler of the Ist’be in differ- 
ent quadrants. If the thief be in a fixed sign, take three 
miles for every house he is distant from the lord of the 1st. If 
in a common sign, one mile ; if in a moveable sign, he is so 
many doors distant. If the Moon bo angular, he is at home ;

Are the goods Missing^ Stolen or Not ? 

Tlte Goods are stolen^— -\i the Moon or lord of the Ist or 
2nd, or the Part of Fortune be in Conjunction or ill aspect 
to the signiticator of the thief. Any ill aspect of an evil pla- 
net, or the lord of the 7th to the Ist or the Moon, denotes 
the thing is stolon. Uranus, Saturn, or Mars, in the 1st or 
2nd ; or lord of the l^t perigrine. The signiticator of the 
thief in ill aspect to the disposer of the Moon. If neither the 
lord^of the aficendant, nor ruler of the 2nd, nor the disposer 
of the Part of Fortune, nor the Moon separate from other pla- 
nets, but other planets separate from them. 

The Thief will not, be taken. 

The lord of 7th in good aspect with Jupiter or Venus, in 
the lUh, by means of the friends ; in the 3rd, by strangers ; 
in the 9th; by his kindred ; in the 1st, by other thieves, and 
by those who may have received the goods, or one who has 
received stolen goods from the thief. If in the 10th, he 
bides himself ; if in the 12th, by means of the domestics ; if 
in the 2nd, by means of his wife. 

lu what direction does the Thief live ? 

Observe in wbat sign and house the significator of the thief 
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is, aiul tlion aeconlinnr to direction. * In a fi<‘ry sioi]^ 

bear eastward ; in a wat^ny, l)oar towards tlio lowlands, 
northwards ; in an airy sion, oo upwards,' or to hilly <)'roinuls, 
wtistward ; ?ind in earthy si^^ns. jU[o anion^ qh.'nrie.s, woods, 
fariy houses, dunghills, or clay localities, southward.

The ascendant and Sun are f6r the querent ; Saturn, lord 
of the 7th, and Moon, are for the gentloinan. The querent 
^vas moderately tall, of round face, sanguine complexion, 
,L;rey eyes, light brown hair, occasioned by Sun, lord of the 
ascendant, being in the terms of Mars, and she was of cheer- 
ful modest countenance, comely, and well spoken. 

Finding Saturn, in tho south angle, in conjunction with 
Mars in Taurus, a fixed, earthy sign, I judged the quesited to 
1)0 of middle stature, not tall, nor handsome ; a long face, not 
well composed ; wan, pale complexion ; hair dark, or of a 
sad chesnut colour, curling and crisp ; his eyes fixed, always 
down-looking, musing, stooping forward with his head, some 
impediment in his walking, as treading awry, &c. (.1// ilm 
ms confessed,) 

Finding Saturn so elevated, and in Conjunction with Mars, 
I judged that he was gloomy ami angry, discontented, scorn-* 
ing his former slights, (as all saturnine people do) ; and I 
judged him much incensed by a relation, a gentleman of res- 
pectability, shewn by Mars, lord of his 34 and lOth, and that 
this gentleman and he lived either in one house, or near each 
* other ; this being shewn by the significator’s being in his 
dth angle ancl fixed ; {aiul so it ivas.) 

I said the gentleman had no inclination for her, as the 
Moon was void of course, and applied to Opposition of Sun, 
lord of the ascendant, which shewed that she herself was her 
<>'vn enemy. Shtf then confessed the truth, and implored my 
Jidvicc how, consistent with honour, she might, if possible, 
it on ag^iin ^ and she appearing in great distress, I began 
^0 consider -what hopes she had iu tho figure. I found Sun 
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applying to Saxtilo of 8atuni ; tliis argued hor desire and «*if- 
lection towards the quesited ; but as there was no recft])tion 
it gave little hopes. Finding reception between Jupiter ami 
Moon, and San and Moon, anti also that Moon disposed of Sib 
turn in her exaltation, and Jiipite**’ in her'house, and that Ju- 
ipitor was very near a Sextilo'of Saturn, applying^ and not so- 
parating ; and also that Jupiter was in his exaltation, he be- 
ing a fortnne, and ever assisting nature and the atHicted, and 
that ho was able to take off the malice of Saturn ; I was con- 
fident, from the exactness of the aspect, that the quesited was 
intimately acqnaintecl with a j^erson of rank and worth, (such 
as Jupiter rtqirescnted), whom I exactly described, and the 
laxly very well knew, I directed h(3r to apply to him, and ac- 
quaint him with the full extent of her folly, and I assured hor 
that in him she would find all honour and secrecy ; and I 
doubted not but, by God’s blessing, he would again roviv(3 the 
business, and bring her to her heart’s content. But finding 
that Sun and Saturn came to Soxtile aspect on the 27th of 
the month, 1 advised to hasten all before that aspect was over ; 
and as on the 19tli of June Saturn and Jupiter came to a 
Sextile, I told her that the gentleman should first nfove the 
quesited on that day near noon. My counsel was followed, 
and by that gentleman’s means the match was brought on 
again, and completc/1 within twenty days, to the content ot 
the surrowfull (hut to me unthankful) lady, &c. 

I acquainted this lady, that shortly, before her Jover had 
been offered a match, and that the lady was wejl descended, 
of good fortune, and <lescribed by Venus j but that she need not 
fear his marrying her, as some officer or gentlemen, who had 
been in the army, shewn by Mars, would prevent that. She well 
knew both the pai ties, and confessed that such t matter had been.

Jupiter mitigates his ill manners hy means of education. 

Jj\ will the querent he honest ? I answer, her significator 
Sim is no way afflicted by Mars ; her ascendant fixed ^ and’ 
there is reception between Jupiter and Moon, which are ar- 
guments of a virtuous woman.

QUESTION XII. On THEFT. 

Being once on a journey through the West of England,, 
and particular fiusiness detaining me in a small town whore* 
some of my friends lived, an attrocious robbery and burglary 
was during that time committed in the neighbourhood, in 
the hoyso of a poor old lilind decrepid man, who by hard la- 
bour and rtgid economy in bis younger days, had saved up 
three limufred pounds to divide among his children at his 
death. This money was kept in a strong chest by the bed- 
side where the poor old man lay ; when some villains, watch- 
* mg an opportunity in the absence of his family, made their 
way into his aiipartraent, broke open the chest, and carrie<l 
oft 4 II the money undiscovered. My friends hereupon ‘made 
it known that 1 had some knowledge of the occnlt sciences, 
3od if ap[)Iied to might possibly give some account how the 
money vvent ; iii consequence of which 1 received a letter 
the next (l*ay from the poor ijianje eldest son, earnestly en- 
ti'eating my assistance in making a discovery of the robbers, 
to oudeuvour to get restored to his father some part at 
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least of the little all lie had been years labouring to save up 
for his children . Moved with compassion at so cruel a cir- 
ciirnstance, I determined to do my utmost to servo this dis- 
tressed family, and for this purpose projected the following 
figure. 



The sign Taurus occupying the ascendant, ogives Venus 
for the querent’s significatrix ; the Moon, lady of the fom th, 
represents the querent’s hither, and the seventh and tenth 
houses are to denote the thieves ; and the reason I allot two 
houses for them is, because the seventh house of the figure 
is the natural stgiiificator of thjevos to the querent, who wiif* 
heir to part of the money, and had been promised it by luf^ 
father, and cousoquontly bore a share in the loss ; nnJ 
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tenth house being the father's seventh, reckoned from his^ 
first, or fourth in the figure, naturAll}" denotes thieves to him ; 
and therefore as the son ,is (jueront, and the father having 
the principal share in the loss, both these houses must be well 
considered, before’ any account can be given of the thieves. 

Here I find Jupiter, lord of the eighth and twelfth houses, 
posited in the tenth, out of all his essential dignities, in his 
fall, and consignificator with Mars, wherefore I declared two 
persons to be concerned in the robbery, and described them 
according to these sign ifica tors, viz. a middle stature, with 
(lark brown hair, pale complexion, of a surly disposition, one 
somewhat shorter than the other ; and appeared to be sons 
of a person who had worked with or for the qiwrent^s father. 

My next business was to consider what was done with 
the money ; and as there are two significators in respect of 
the question, namely, the seventh houses and their lords, so 
Hlk^re must lje two to reprr'sent the disposal of the money ; 
and these are the fourth houses and their lords. According- 
ly I find the Moon, who governs the querent^s fourth house, 
posited in Scorpio, a watery sign ; and being also under- 
iH^ath the^sign, I declared some part of the money was bu- 
ried uivierneutli a rock or stone, over which .tho tide flowed, 
and near the habitation of tho thieves, which I judged was 
not far distant from the sea side. Again, I find Mars lord 
of the father’s fourth, posited in Capricorn, a beastial sign, 
in conjunction with Jupiter, who goverps corn, and with Sa- 
turn, who»rules the fruits of tho earth ; and as M(\rs is the 
lighter planet, and applies' to Jupiter, and as Jupiter is in 
the term of Saturn, I concluded that another part of the 
money had been paid away to some husbandman or farmer, 
^vho resided about tho distance of eight miles south from 
Iho placo where the robbers liwd. , 

When thqjgo circumstances wore all thrown together, and each 
duly considered, suspicion fell upon two persons, who were 
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troth'Ors, in every respocfc answering ta this description, and 
who, upon iiwpiiry, they found had paid oue hundred pounds 
to a fariiKir three days after tho rol^bery was committed, who 
lived in the sit tuition above described, and who had for some 
time threatened the parties .with an action-, on account of 
their Imckwardness or inability to pay him. Upon this I. 
w'as asked* if the parties wore taken nji, whether any of the 
money would be r(icovered ? To answ.jr this, I referred agiiin 
to the figure, and noted the situation of the two luminaries, 
both of which are afflicted. The liglit of time is posited in 
the twelfth house, in coiynnetion with Venus, lady of the 
ascendant, and significatrix of tho (pierent, which affords one 
strong argument against recovering tlie money. The Moon 
is also greatly afflicted in the si.vili house, and in no aspect 
either to tins Sun, or to the aseen<lant, but on tlie contrary is 
Q^PP^ying to a trine of Mtu’oJiry, lord of the sixth, and this 
to a sextilo of Saturn, lord of tho fatlier^s sixth, and al|||^ 
the significators of the two tliieves ; all which positions give 
the strongest proofs of an utter impossibility of recovering 
any part of the property, parfictilarly as both tho signifi- 
cators of the querent and his father are greatly afflicted by 
their accidental position, as well as by tho part of fortuno 
being in conjunction with the Moon’s unfortiinato node, or 
Dragon’s Tail ; wlierqforo 1 judged tho money lost beyond 
recovery. 

Many circumstances, however, afterwards concurring, 
to confirm this suspicion of tho two brothers aboye alluded 
to, they were in consequence hiken into citstody, and examin- 
ed before several of the county magistrates, who- found suf- 
ficient grounds to commit them for trial at the next assizes^ 
They were in consequence arraigned i but though suspicion 
fell heavy upon them, yet as r^o positive evidence could be 
adduced to prove they were caught in the fact, or^to identify 
the money, they were both acquitted, notwithstanding 
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the long train of well connected and concurring circum- 
stances which came out u|)on the ^rial, loft them guilty in the 
eyes of all the court. SiOlt/* 

Of Battl’e, Wah, Duels, Prize Fights, or other 
Contentions. 

The lord of the ascendant, planets therein, and Moon, are 
for the querent or challenger, or him who attacks; the 7 th 
house, its lord and planets thi^rein, for the adversary. Behold 
whoso significators are most angular, best dignified and as- 
pected, and expect victory for that party. If evil planets be 
in the ascendant, and fortunes in the 7th, the adversary shall 
overcome, and vice versa ; also the lord of the 7th, in the 
ascendant, betokens victory to the querent, and vice ven'sa. 

Whether amj one shall return safe from War^ or any dan- 
(jerous VoyayCy 

The lord of the ascendant, strong, well aspected, and hia 
dispositor a good planet ; good planets in the ascendant, or 
aspeeting its cusp, aio all good testimonies ; and the reverse 
are evil. If the lord of the 7tli, and the 7th house, be for- 
tunate^ (Ihough tlie first be not,) the party, returns, though 
not without groat crosses and hinderaiices ; et e contra. Ob- 
serve how Moon is disi)osed for her application to the good 
planets is fortunate ; and the contrary. Evil planets in the 
t^th are signs of fear and death ; Saturn shews bruises and 
hurts by ^alls, &c., and losses ; Mars denotes wounds by 
>W)apons ; Dragon’s Tail, injuries and disgrace. 

If an evil planet bo with the lord of the ascendant, and a 
good one in the ascendant, he will suffer great loss or be sore- 
ly wounded, but not die. 

Saturn in the 1st, dv vdth ^its lord, shews loss to the 
querent bygone whom he will meet , Saturn in the 1st, and 
un evil planet with its lord, he shall be wouuded by wood or 
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stone j Mars shews wouiids by fire or iron, iinJ if Dragon'.^ 
Tail bo in the ascendant, apd Saturn afflict its lord, ho shall 
receive a wound, and be nearly killed. It is evil if Sun bo 
with the lord of the 7th, or be in 'the 8th. * . 

The lord of the ascondant^in thei8th, or with its lord, or 
the lord of the 8th in the ascendant, denotes the querent’s 
death. And tlio lord of the 7th in the second, or with its lord 
shewa the death of the adversary. 

If the lord of the 7tli be strong, and have good aspects 
from tho 10th, or its lord, the querent will gain honour. And 
if the cusp of tho 2d and its lord, and tho Part of Fortune or 
its lord, be fortunate, then he gains money by tho war, &c. 

In the same manner as the 8th house and its lord shew 
death, tho 12th and its lord denote imprisonment. 

And if the question concern the general result of a war or 
expedition, it must be judged on the same principles* 

Of Partnership* 

If good planets be in the 1st and 7th, the partnership shall 
be and do well. And if the lord of tho 7th be strong, and 
in fixed signs, it shall eiiduro. If the two lords agree in as- 
pects, and by mptual reception, the partners will accord well 
together. But if they disagree, the fault will be with that 
party who has Uranus, Saturn, Mars, or Dragon’s Tail in 
their house. 

The significators of substance will show tho means of each 
party ; and as they may bo about to receive good^ or ill as- 
pects, will they thrive or lose by, the concern. The 8th, its 
lord and planets there, are for the quesited’s property. 

If Moon separate from one fortune, and apply to the other, 
they will neither of them gain much by the concern. If she 
leave a good planet and apply ip ap ill, they begin well but 
end ill : and if she separate from one evil planet,^ and apply 
to another, they begin with complaining, continue with joa- 
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lousy, and and with lawsuits. An evil planet, or Dragon’s 
Tail in the 2d, the querent^ains but little, will be cheated, or 
got into debt : if they bo in the 8th, judge this of the quesi- 
tod. And if the lord of the* 7th or 8th, Square of Oppositon 
to the Part of Fortune, th,e querent may hope but little gain 
from his partner, who will embezzle the common stock, &c^ 

Of removing from Place to Place. 

The lord of the ascendant and planets therein stronger 
than the 7tli, and planets there, it is bettor to remain. If 
there bo a henefic in the 7th or Dragon’s Head and es- 
pecially if Moon separate from an infortuno, remove ; an 
evil planet there, or the lord of the 1st or Moon leaving a 
henefic, remain. 

The 8th house shows the property of the querent in the 
place he desires to romovo to : if evil planets be there it is 
bettor to remain. 

Of Lawsuitifj and their Success. 

The lord of the ascendant or Moon joined to the lord of 
the 7th, or in Soxtilo or Trine, with reception mutual, tho 
parties wilf easily agree together, and make up the quarrel. 
But if one dispose of the other, and the reception be not mu- 
tual, they will agree without a lawsuit, ^ but not without tho 
interceding of friends. If they be in good aspect without, or 
in evil q^pect with, reception, they will accord, after one effort 
at law. The party shall bo most ready to 'agree whose sigiii- 
ficjvtor is disposed of by tho other. If they hasten to a mutual 
good aspect, and the lord of the 9th or 10th interpose an evil 
uspect, they will be led to dispute by a lawyer or by the judge. 
If there bo any translation of] light by the Moon, or other 
planet, between the two^ significators, it denotes that 
they will be reconciled by a third pVson, described by that 
planet.

Observe tile lord of tho ascendant or 7tli be strong. 

or most powerful, and best aspocted ; for that one shall 
-gain the day. If they compound, the first motion thereto 
comes frorh the lighter planet, who is dlsiposed of by the 
other. If the lord of the ascendant be ii> the 7th, the adver- 
sary will overcome, aild vice versa. If either lord of the 1st 
or 7th be retrograde, he shews that the party docs not believe 
that he has right on his side ; noi* will he stand to it very 
JStoiltl}':. 

If the lord of the 10th, which denotes ihejudf/e^ be direct, 
he will proceed fairly, and endeavour to settle the cause 
speedily. Bat if he be retrograde, the judge will not act 
fairly according to law, nor strive to termiinite the cause. If 
the lord of the lOtli throw an evilas])ecl to either sigiiifioator, 
the judge will be against tliat j>arty. 

If Sun or Moon bo in the ascendant, or aspect its lord, or 
be in either of his houses, it is a good testimony for the quo- 
•Tent ; and if, on the contrary, the lord of the 7th he so situ- 
ated, it is in favour of the qnesited. If the lord of the lOth 
receive both signifieators, the judge will settle the matter 
before it comes to full trial. • 

If the lord of the lOth he in the 10th, in his (Jwn house, 
the judge will do justic<*, and decide the case with honour to 
hiin.S(*lf, unless tiie lord of the lOih be Saturn, If the lord 
of the lOth be only in his own term, or tripiicity, the judge 
will determine thg cause, but he is indifferent about jt. If n 
planet having no dignities, or not in reception with the lord 
of the'lOth, be in the 10th,thc parties will not be satisfied with 
that judge or court. If Saturn be judge, he will not decide 
aright ; and if Jupiter, Venus, Sun, Mercury, or Moon be 
in any aspect to him but Opposition, there will be an ill re- 
port against him, of which h« will clear himself ; hut if if 
0{»posion, he will have a^'hard report against him, winch 
long continue. And if Mars Oposition to Saturn, the 
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Vill be sorely defamed ; and' if also *Suii Square to Saturn}, 
ho may be disgraced. 

In deciding as to the result, observe well the lord of the' 
4th, and how hq Aspects tlio si*gnificators, or the birds of their* 
substance ; also the applicixtion of the Jifoon. If both’ signi- 
ftcalors aspect one- planet, some* person will intercede between 
thorn. If the ascendant ajid 7fch be in fix(id signs, both par- 
ties are rosoliitoly bent on tlie suit ; if common signs, they 
will continue it long also, and remove the cause out of one 
court into another ; and if movcal)l(5 signs, they are not very 
determined, and will soon i)ring it to an end. 

That party who is weakest, and most aftlicted by the in**- 
fortuGS, shall receive most prejudice by the contention. 

Of inaking Purchases or Sales. 

If Moon be joined with the lord of the 7th, the querent 
may make the purchase. The lighter planet of the Uvo honso' 
(1st and 7th ) will ho the occasion of the sale. Judge the 
nature of the commodity by the house by which it is govern- 
ed ; as the 4th for a house, the i2th for large cattle, the 9th 
for bcioks, &c., the lOth for merchandize * 

If infof tunes ho in the 7th, be cautious of the seller ; he 
will try to trick the purchaser. The fourth house will shew 
the final result : but if Moon be void of course, there may be 
many meetings, &c., but scarcely’any bargain concluded. 

^V/u^i/ier a City, Townj Castle, besieged, shall be taken 
or not. 

The ascendant and its lord are for the querent and for the- 
besiegers ; the 4th signifies the place besieged or to be be- 
sieged, and tbq lord of the 4th the governor ; the 5th and 
planets therein the. ammunition, soldiers-, &c. in the place. 

If you find the lord of the first strong and tortnniite, or 
joined to the lord of the 4th iu the ascoudunt, or with the Mooft 
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or lord of tlie lOhh, or any whore but in the 6th, 8th, or 12th, 
and the lord of the 1st dispose of .the lord of the 4th ; or if 
Moon dispose him, and be not disposed of by him, it is an ar- 
gument that the place shall be taken. Or if th^ lord of the 4lb 
be in such houses as bohold not the 4th, and be with infor- 
tunes, and weak, it will be taken, and the governor may bt 
wounded. If infortunes bo in the 4th, without some strong 
aspect of the fortunes, it will be taken. If Dragon’s Tail be in 
the 4th, it will be taken, and some parties will try to betray 
it, or some principal work or fort therein : the sign will shew 
which part of the town, &c. In this case the governor docs 
not expect to prosorvo it. 

If the lord of the 4th bo in the 4th, strong and not afflicted 
neither retrograde nor combust, nor besieged of the infer- 
tunes, or if the lord of the 7th bo there, free from all impedi 
ments, ovi^ Jupiter, Venus, or Dragon’s Head bo therein, and no 
reception between tho lords of the 1st and 4th, then shall not 
the city, &c. be taken ; and if there be both a fortune and in- 
fortune in tho 4th, it shall not be taken, if tho fortune be tho 
nearest to the cusp, or first transit that degree ; and this moro 
certainly, if the lord of the ascendant bo weak or unfortunate, 
especially if a light planot. .But if the lord of tho ‘ascendant 
be strong, or fortune therein, and the Moon behold tho cusp 
of the 4th, it shall* be surprised or surrendered. An iiifortuno 
in tho 2d, or its lord, «fec. afflicted, the querent lacks moans 
to pursue the siege, with vigour. 

Of Commanders in Armies : and whether they shall he vic- 
torious or not. 

If there be an infer tune in the ascOndant, it shews that tho 
querent has no great justice on his part, or caijse of quarrel. 
And if an infortuno Square to t}ie ascendant, the party shown by 
it (viz. that for which tho querent asks) will, not manage their 
affairs well or discreetly. If a good planet bo in the ascend- 
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ant, or aspect it by Sex tile or Trine, it shews a good causey 
and that it will be well managed. • 

An evil star in the 2d, I and having no dignities therein, or 
aspocting its cusp by Square aspect, denotes that either there 
will be no war, or that the' querent will gain nothing l)y it ; a 
benefic testifies the reverse. If »lupiter (or Mars well digni- 
fied) be in the 3d, the querent’s party will have good warlike 
stores, &c,, and will consist of good, brave soldiers ; but if 
Mars be there, ill dignified, they will be bad characters, and 
ill disciplined. 

If an infortune be in the 4th, the campaign will be held in 
a difficult country. If the sign describe a hilly country, it 
will offer obstacles by woods and bad roads ; and if it she\v a 
moist country, it will be unfit for military occupations, by 
reason of rivers, marshes, &c. ; and so the army can do no 
good service, 

If Mars be in the 5th, well dignified, or a fortune aspect it, 
the array on the querent’s side will be good soldiers, and well 
behaved ; but Saturn there, or Dragon’s Tail, denotes the con- 
trary. 

If a fortune or Dragon’s Head bo in the 6th, the ammuni- 
tion train, artillery, &c, will bo good ; if Mars be there, the horses 
will be fierce, wild and unbroken. If Saturn be there (with- 
out dignities,), they will be unserviceable, slow, and worn out. 

A fortune in the 7th, the arms and instruments of war will 
bo plentiful and serviceable. If an ii^fortune be there or 
afflicting it, by evil aspect, they will be the reverse. , In the 
former case, the enemy will bo bravo and no fool, and will 
fight fair ; iu the latter case, the enemy will fight rather by 
craft and treachery, than fair matihood. 

A fortune in the 8th, shews that there will not bo many 
Juen slain on the querent’s s>do ? no|; any very important battle 
he fought. Jf Saturu bo there, there will be much pliinder- 
iog and destruction, and many prisoners bo talon ; also 
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much (Ifvatli by sickness and want, Ac.. If Mars be therej, 
then, expect much bloodshed. 

A fortuK^ voi ora'spoebing the 9{h, the eneinjr is well situ- 
ated, and will strive to* gain by false reports, alarms. Ac, ; ho 
is politic. If an infortmie,.* he- v?ill wear himself out by 
marching, and will be ofteu deceived by false intelligence ; 
and if a fortune be in the 8d at the same time, the que rentes 
side will gain by this conduct of the enemy. 

A fortune in the iOth, or aspecting its cusp by Sextile or 
Trine, shews that the commanding officer is expert and capa- 
ble. But if Satirrn, l>ragou’s Tail, or Mars, (unfortunate), 
bo there, or uffiict the 10th house by Sqtiare, the coniinaiulcr 
on the querent’s side will 1x3 extremely incapable and unworthy, 
and meet only disgrace. 

A fortune or Dragon’s Head in the 11th, shews the 
officers are clever, and understand tlieir duty, and will well 
support the commander j but an infortuue, or Dragon’s Tail, 
the reverse. 

If a foriunc (or Mars well dignified) be in the 12th, it de^ 
notes that the enemoy is well prepared, and will defend them*' 
solves well. An infortuno there, shews that they are^'woaR and 
will disagree among themselves, and fear their own forces* 
If Dragon’s Tail be in the 12th, the querent may expect 
treachery ; and if the iord of the i2th bo tliere, and have any 
dignities in the ascendant, the querent, s^ side will suffer by 
desertion. 

Whether the two Ai^mies will Fight or not. 

Observe the ascendant and its lord, the Moon and lord of 
the 7th, if they be in Conjunction in any angle they will fighb 
If the lords of the Ist and 7th bo not in Conjunction, but are 
in Square or Opposition frpm angles, they will engage ; or if 
there bo any planet which transfers the light o£ one to tho 
other by Square or Opposition, there will bo a fight, if there 
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no reception between them. But if there be none of those, 
and the heavier planet receive tho lighter, there will be no se- 
rious engagement. ^ 

Whether the Querent have cmy Adversaries or open Enemies* 

If the question regard, not any relation, take tho 7th house 
for any open enemy, if any person bo especially considered ; 
but if it be simply as to enoniies in general, look to the 12tli 
house. If it be as to some individual enemy, see whether the 
lord of the 7th, or planet therein throw a Square or Opposi- 
tion to the lord of the ascendant, or Moon ; this denotes that 
the quesited is envious or inimical. If the aspect apply, the 
enmity will increase ; iind if the enomy\s significator dispose 
of the querent’s without reception mutual, the querent will 
suder by him : the manner how may be learned by tho house 
he is in. If the aspect be past, the injury is done, and the en- 
mity is dying away, unless tho querent’s significator, or Moon, 
be about to receive another ill aspect. 

If the qnesited’s significator be placed in the 12th, or in 
any good aspect with any planet which is in Square or Opposi- 
tion to the Moon, or lord of the ascendant, without reception, 
ther^ is enmity to the querent. 

If the* question be general, the lord of the 12th and planetar 
therein must be taken ; and they shew private enemies to the 
querent, unless a benetic planet be in tho d2tb, and throw a 
Sextile, or Trine to the querent’s significators. If there be 
manyjplanets in the 7th, it shews many open enemies ; and 
if in the 12th, many secret foes. Tho Sijuare shews envy and 
Jqulice, wliich may be reconciled ; tho Opposition, ifVithout 
reception, denotes irreconcilable enemies. If an evil planet 
in the 12th thro>v a good aspect to the querent’ significator, it 
shews that thpre is some person who under pretence of friend- 
ship wishes to injure the queroijt. The same if the lord of the 
11th be in the 12th. The house T;ho lord of the 12th is in, 
will describe W'hat person will injure the querent. Lillp, 
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EXAMPLE. 



The ascendant, the Moon and Venus, represent the British 
fleet ; Mars and Aries denote that of the enemy. The first 
thing considered is the aspect these two significators 

bear to one another, which is a partile sextile, a well known 
indication of imperfect love ; and as it shews that M^rs and 
Venus have not in themselves an inveterate hatred, so it 
imports that the two commanders in chief did not behold 
each other in an aspect of perfect and direful malignancy and 
wrath. Venus, lady of the ascendant, is posited wathdupi" 
ter in his fall, a benevolent planet and a lover of peace ; and 
as he is in this figure lord of the third house, and within fiHy 
degrees of the ascendant, it indicates that both commanders 
have a desire to promote peace, by acting principally upon the 
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defensive, mid by guarding and projecting tlicir respective 
coasts, without a desire of any close or decisive action, or 
of venturing to any great /listance from home. 

The cool, c«'\utious, deliberate planet Saturn, is situated in 
the first hoUse, and indicates not so much a desire for hot and 
precipitate action, as for self-^) reservation, or the protection 
of national wealh ; and this is plainly exemplified in the Bri- 
tish Admiral’s watchfulness and care in covering and protect- 
ing the homeward bound India fleet ; as well as in the French 
Admiral’s retiring, after he found his views upon that rich 
nnd unguarded flota, were completely frustrated. The posi-s 
lion of Mercury, being combust|J^he Sun, and disposer of the 
Moon, Venus, and Jupiter, and lord also of the twelfth bouse, 
the house of private enmity and malice, indicates private 
rancour and enmity in a subordinate commander ; and as 
Mercury is posited between the two signifleators Venus and 
Mars, evilly dignified, and cumbust, so he denotes the per- 
son represented by liim will infallibly bo governed by male- 
volent principles, and use his influence to retard the object 
of the business in hand. The truth of this indication, has, 
I thtek, been too well estalished to need any further illustra- 
tion from*mc. 

The enemy, as I have before observed, is represented by 
Mars, who is posited in the tenth house, the house of honour, 
and in the sign of his triplicity,*but in the dignities of Jupi- 
ter ; apd this shews that the enemy wo.uld as much as pos- 
sible avoid close action, but would take the advantage to 
shift from sighting ; and Mars being in his fall, deprives tho 
enemy of their honour, and clearly proves, that if a close and 
Well connected action .had been kept up, and continued 
without ceasipg, a decisive victory would have followed on 
the part of the English, because Jupiter is in conjunction 
with Venus and the Moon, whieJi disposes of Mars ; but 

Mars has tho watery triplicity assigned his, he shewa 
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tlie enemy should take the advantage of that element to 
run away. 

We find also in the above figure, a quartile aspect of 
and Mercury, a configuration which always known 
to produce tempestuous weather, and strong winds ; and this 
we find was the case off Uslnvlit, at the time of the above t*n* 
gagomont. The position of Mercury in the first, where Sa- 
turn is situated, plainly indicates these winds to be highly 
conducive to the safety of the enemy, but of dangerous ten- 
dency to the British fleet, in case of a pursuit. 

After duly weighing the natural infinonces and cfiectsof the 
configurations in this figii(||J|||Jr\vhi(;h are the true and genuine 
state of the heav<ms at the time of the engagamtmt, I liosita- 
tated not to declare, that both commanders had a stronger 
inclination to preserve peace than to break it, and that a close, 
connected and decisive action was not to happen, owing to 
ISaturn being in the ascendant on the side of the English, with 
too much thought and deliberation ; and to Mars being in 
his fall in the dignities of Jupiter, on the part of the Froneli, 
which declares their w’atchfuluess to run away. This judg- 
ment is likewise further confirmed by the two principal #?igni- , 
ficators not forming a warlike aspect, but operafing by one 
i’utber inclined to tranquillity and peace, 

AVhoever contemplates tlie preceiling figure, and defines 
its aspects the rules laid down in this, or in any other Trea- 
tise on Astrology, will find no point strained to etfect tlio • 
tendancy of tlie foregoing judgment. The mean^g put up- 
on them here, is uniform and natural, and no more than what 
they are and have been allowed to bear from the earliest ages, 
and such as every |)rofessor of the art must allow to be con- 
sonant to the strictest rules of the science. I£ this be admit- 
ted, I think it must strike the senses of every intelligent 
man, that this position of the planets, on the famous 27th of 
July^ could not have been configurated to describe the par- 
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ticjilar turns of that action, hy more' accident, nor witHoiiC 
having some influence upon it — A strong [)roof of planetary 
operation. 

JUDGMENTS proper to the EIGHTH HOUSE. 

This is the House of Ileath and hence w(3r inquire con- 
cerning the death of the qin^ront, ami the manner of it. It; 
is also the significator of the dowry of the wife, haing the 
second house from the eighth. The questiouvs proper to iti 
arc these ; 

1. Of the time of the death of the Querent ? 

2. What manner of death shall he die ? 

3. Shall the Querent obtain the Vlife \<f Portion ? 

4. Shall the Qiierevt or his wife die first ? 

And each of those shall be treated of particularly in a se- 
parate and distinct section- 

Of the Tim of the Death of the Querents 

To answer this question, let the lord of the ascendant^ 
the ascendant itself, and- the Moon, signify the querent ; the 
eighiji house, and lord thereof^ and the part of death, toge— 
tlior with the planet or planets in the eighth, signify the death 
of the (piorent. If the lord of the ascendant and the Moon 
be free from tho evil boa?ns of the infortuiu« ; or if no infor- 
tune, nor the Dragon’s Tail be pdsited in the ascendant, they 
yrgue no danger to tho querent, but shew Jiiin to be of a long, 
life. If the aforesaid significators, or either of them be in 
eoy junction or good aspect of the fortunes, or the fortunes 
posited in the ascendant, and the part of life free ; they pro- 
‘^•'tge the querent^ according to nature, may live to a consider-^ 
able age. Th^is finding all the significators fi'ee,. the querent 
^’ill live as many years, as ther^are degrees between the con- 
junction, quartile, or opposition oT the lord of the eighth 
bouse^ and \lic lord of the ascendant. Or it, before the lord 
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of the ascendant receives this affliction from the lord of the 
eighth, ho happens to bo pombnsb of the Sun in the fourth, 
eighth, twelfth, or sixth houses, the degrees of distance be- 
tween the Sun and the sighificator,* will shew, the years tho 
querent may live, before he shall •conclude his life. But if 
the significators be afflicted, pither by the infortunes, or by 
tlio lords of the fourth, sixth, eighth, or twelfth houses, the 
querent’s life will be of no very long continuance. In tho 
measure of the time, allow for degrees of distance, ^'c. in 
moveable signs, weeks ; in common signs, months ; and in 
fixed signs years ; which will shew tho length, according to 
natunil causes, of the querent’s life. When questions of this 
nature are propounded, draw tho figure into a speculum, and 
direct the significators as in a nativity ; and when the ascen- 
dant or Hylog shall come to any malicious direction, accord- 
ing to Naibod’s measure of time, adjudge the person enquir- 
ing may bo cut off from tho land of the living. But this is 
only to be done when the nativity of a person is not to bo 
bad ; for horary questtons are only substituted in the room 
or place of a nativity. If tho nativity can be once discovered, 
the question must give way to it. 

What inamier of Death shall the Querent die*^ 

Either the lord of tho eighth, or planet posited in the 
eighth, shew tho kind of death the querent shall be subject 
to ; roferonce being had to tho planets beholding him or 
them. If tho significators bo Jupiter or Venus, in thei^ essen- 
tial dignities, they portend a gentle death to the querent, ex- 
cept violent fixed stars bo near them. If Saturn be sigai- 
licator, he denotes death by some severe ague, dropsy, or 
consumption ; Mars, by fevers or wounds ; the Sun, by 
pleurisies, or some obstruction of the vitals ;e Mercury, by 
the phthisic, frenzy madnesa^^ lethergy &c. and the Moon, 

by drowning, or by diseases procooding from cold and moisture. 
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Qukry. — Whether an absent person be dead or alive ? 

Take care to learn whather the qxiesited be any relation to 
the querent : if so, look to the house signifying that relation ; 
and if not, look 'to the 7th f(/r the quesited’s significator. If 
the lord of the quesited’s ascendant bo in the 4th or the 8lh, 
cither from his own house or iji the figure, it is one argument 
that the party is dead. If, also, his significator bo in the 
12th, or his own 12th in Square or Opposition to a malefic, or 
if Moon or Sun be unfortunate in like way, you have strong 
testimony that he is deceased. 

If the significator of the absent bo strong, and in a good 
house, and separated from a fortune he is not dead. If he 
bo aftllcted, and was lately in Opposition or Square of an evil 
planet, I judge that he has been in trouble or misfortune, ac- 
cording to the nature of the house from whence aftlicted ; but 
not dead, unless the lord of the 8th alllict him also, and tho 
lights be aftlicted. Lilli/* 

Shall the Querent obtain his ivife^s portion ? 

Every querent is signified by tho ascendant, and the second 
house signifies his substance ; tho quosited is signified by tho 
seventh house, and the eighth bouse hath signification of his 
subs taupe, in this question. The lord of tho eighth in 
the eighth, no way impedited or afflicted by the unfor- 
tunate planets, declares the querent wifi have a good es- 
tate with his wife, and take pos'feession of it without trouble. 
Jupiter or Venus, or the Dragon’s head posited in the eighth 
house, or on tho cusp of tho eighth in tUe terras of tho fortu«* 
ffes, the lord of the eighth being no way impedited* argues 
the querent shall have his wife’s portion without any manner 
of trouble. Tho part of fortune in the eighth house, in the 
dignities of Jupiter or Venus, and they casting their sextile 
or trine aspects thither, argue^ not only that the querent shall 
have the dowry of his wife, but also shews it to be consider- 
able. If tlioro happen a friendly aspect between tho lord of 
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the second and eighth,* withr reception ; or if the lord of 
the eighth be in the secopd, or lord of the eecond in the 
eighth ; they denote the querent will obtain bis wife’s dowry 
without difficulty. Hut if these’be a quartiltf pr Opposition 
between the signifreators, and no reception * or translation of 
light ; or if tlie lord of the eighth* bo combust or retrograde, 
the querant will not ol)tam tli© portion of his wife without 
great trouble and difficulty. If Saturn or Mars be in the 
eighth, and peregrine, very little of the wife’s portion will 
be obtained, and if any, there will be gi*eat and violent con- 
tention about it. The Dragon’s Tail in the eighths portends 
the same. If a woman inquires eoncorniiig the estate of a 
man she expects to marry, these rules will servo sufficiently, 
for the ascendant represents the woman, if a woman inquires ; 
and the seventh house must then be for the man, and the 
eighth for his estate. 

Shall the Man^ or his die frst ? 

In this question, paricularly note the lord of the ascen- 
dant, and the lord of the seventh, jind see which of them 
goes to conjunction, quartile, or Opposition of the lord of the 
eighth house, or to combustion of tlie Sun, or to aspects of 
the unfortunate planets, and thence judge. If it be the lord 
of the ascendant that first suffers this affliction, the man, if 
a man bo querent, ‘shall die first ; if the lord of the .seventh 
goes first to those afflictions, 'the woman will die first. But 
it is always to be obscrvcil that the significator which is 
strongest and most powerful in the figure, denotes the party 
represented by it shall live the longest. 

Whether the Wife's Fortune will he great y or easily obtained, 
or whether the Person inquired of he rich or not ? 

The cusp of the 8th, in terms of Jupiter or iVenus, gives 
good hopes of wealth, or if Jupiter or Venus be therein. If 
they bo essentially strong^ and free from combustion, Ac., 
they denote much w^calth ; but though well dignified, if they 
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be combust^ slow, ot retrograde, they shew trouble in pro- 
curing the fortune, &c. • The lord of the 8th in the 8th and 
strong, and no way afl[lir)ted, gives good hopes of some estate 
or legacy to fijdl to the quei?ited ; this is more sure if either 
the lord of th^ fth or lO'A bo in good aspect with the lord of 
the 8th from angles. If Pai'ji of Fortune bo in the 8th, and 
in Dragon’s Head, or Aquarius, or any of the houses of Ju- 
ter or Venus, or they in good aspect to Part of Fortune, the 
qffesited’s fortune is good. The dispositor of Part of Fortune 
in good aspect to it, or Jupiter and Venus, shew the samo 
thing. If all these happen, the quesited is very rich. 

If Saturn or Mars be in the 8th and peregrine, the party 
is poor, or there will be contention about the property. The 
lord of the 8th combust shews slow performance, and little 
ability of what is promised ; and if Dargon’s Tail be in the 
8th, and no planet there, fraud is intended, or more will be 
promised than can bo porformcd. 

The lord of the 8th in the 2d, or in Sextile or Trine to its 
lord, the querent shall have what is promised ; in Square, 
with difficulty ; in Opposition, with much wrangling ; if 
witliout reception, never. But weigh well what the particu- 
lar figjure promises besides these general rules. 

Whether the Querent shall suffer hy a ’particular Thiny of 
which he is in fear ? • 

If you find the Moon afflicted, or the lord of the ascen- 
danUunfortiinate and falling from an jpigle, or especially if 
he be in the 12th, and the Moon with^iim, there is ground 
for his rfar ; and he may expect to be accused, &c. of much 
o|/.vhi^ he is not guilty. If the lord of the 1st ascends into 
the llth or 10th, pr be joined to a fortune, ho shall not be 
itijured. Who apply to in fortunes, the thing threatened is 
true ; but if to a fortune^ a|Ml not at the same time to an 
infortune, it is false or ungrounded. The Moon in Tiine to 
Sun discovers all suddenly. The Moen cadant, and applying 
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tb a cadont planet, the supposed danger will be nothing, ht 
come to nothing in the end. Lillij. 

EXAMPLE On LE(^ACTE8. 

A person of a free and convivial human, L,-'lled upon me 
to inquire concerning a legacy which his \.’Iib’s mother had 
often promised to leave them af. her death ; biit having had 
some high wordsj in consequence of his loose way of living, 
she had lately rescinded her former promises ; and as this 
lay upon his mind, and had vexed him for some days past, 
he was now desirous to know, by the celestial intelligencers^ 
whether this legacy would be left him or not. Finding the 
man sincere in his wishes, and deeming the question perfecl- 
ly radical, I proceeded to give my judgment upon the mat- 
ter as follows.
